Meeting  Schedule/Agenda: 

1.  Administration 

a.  Call  to  order  (C  Nizer) 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Chrissy  Nizer. 

b.  Roll  call  (C  Taber-Lowry) 

Members  introduced  themselves,  which  satisfied  roll  call. 

c.  Minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  (C  Taber-Lowry) 

Minutes  from  the  4/27/2017  and  5/12/2017  meetings  were  approved. 

2.  S2S  Work  Group  (WG)  update  (S  Prakash) 

Sri  Prakash  gave  an  overview  of  the  current  composition  and  activities  of  the  S2S  WG.  She  also  covered 
how  the  WG  members  will  reach  out  to  other  non-WG  members  when  necessary. 

Since  alignment  is  crucial  for  WG  priorities,  Chrissy  discussed  how  priorities  for  the  WG  should  be  set  by 
the  GC  so  that  there  is  no  disconnect  between  the  groups.  The  GC  will  feed  the  WG  work  based  on  GC 
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needs.  As  a  result  of  this  conversation  Steve  Leak  will  act  as  a  liaison  to  the  WG  and  all  GC  members  will 
be  granted  access  to  the  WG  SharePoint  site.  Melissa  Lechner  will  attend  the  GC  meetings  to  report  on 
the  work  that  the  WG  is  performing. 

3.  State  outreach  update  (C  Taber-Lowry) 

Cindy  Taber-Lowry  provided  an  update  of  S2S  outreach  activities.  She  shared  the  S2S  Recruitment 
Matrix  with  the  committee  members  to  identify  lead  states  for  outreach  opportunities.  The  following 
individuals  offered  to  reach  out  to  the  states  as  listed: 

•  Connecticut:  Scott  Vien 

•  Nevada:  Jay  Chilton 

•  New  York:  Chrissy  Nizer 

•  Ohio:  Steve  Leak 

•  Utah:  Helen  Martin,  with  assistance  from  Jay  Chilton 

•  Vermont:  Rick  Holcomb 

Cindy  noted  that  AAMVA  will  be  emailing  each  lead  state  with  their  assigned  CDLIS-only  states'  contact 
information. 

4.  Operations  Report  (A  Regmi) 

Ashish  Regmi  walked  through  the  operations  report.  He  discussed  availability,  response  time,  and 
training  being  provided. 

5.  DHS  &  NHTSA  Updates  (C  Nizer) 

Chrissy  discussed  the  fact  that  DHS  is  making  the  participation  in  S2S  a  requirement  not  only  for  the 
non-REAL  ID  compliant  states  but  will  also  add  the  requirement  during  the  recertification  of  the  states 
who  are  already  compliant  and  not  yet  on  S2S.  Chrissy  also  mentioned  that  a  NHTSA  is  now  considering 
the  participation  in  S2S  as  another  criteria  in  their  state  Traffic  Records  Assessment. 

6.  S2S  Financial  review  (P  Guiot,  P  Dsa) 

The  S2S  financial  model  background  was  provided  to  the  GC  by  Philippe  Guiot.  Lynn  Wasylina 
explained  to  the  group  how  the  board-approved  funding  (2.1M  from  contract  income  from  FY16)  is 
handled;  it  is  currently  invested  in  an  actively  managed  portfolio.  She  suggested  that  the  GC  should  at 
some  point  in  the  future  discuss  if  the  money  should  be  invested  more  conservatively. 

Members  discussed  the  basis  for  calculating  state  fees.  Philippe  explained  to  the  members  how  the 
monthly  fees  are  compiled  based  on  a  state's  driver  population  instead  of  on  the  number  of  pointers  a 
state  may  have;  and  why  this  approach  was  followed  by  DIVS  when  the  model  was  compiled.  It  was 
noted  that  the  driver  population  numbers  used  in  the  financial  model  are  based  on  numbers  published 
by  the  Department  of  Transportation  for  2012  (see 

https://www.fhwa.dot.gov/policyinformation/statistics/2012/dl22.cfm).  and  that  population  growth 
numbers  published  by  the  Census  Bureau  was  used  to  estimate  driver  population  numbers  for 
subsequent  years. 

Philippe  talked  about  the  revised  cost  model  showing  a  positive  surplus  every  year  with  a  cumulated 
total  of  $7.9  million  in  2023.  The  group  then  discussed  possible  uses  of  the  surplus  to  encourage  state 
participation  particularly  the  idea  of  onboarding  states  for  free.  A  concern  was  expressed  that 
participating  states  fees  should  not  be  paying  for  new  states  to  join  when  states  could  obtain  NHTSA 
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grants.  After  discussion  it  was  agreed  that  NHTSA  grants  are  not  a  guarantee  and  that  some  of  the 
funding  is  actually  coming  from  FEMA.  Philippe  pointed  out  that  one  free  state  onboarding  is  already 
funded  via  the  current  Mississippi  contract  and  that  there  is  an  additional  $800,000  of  funding  coming 
from  FEMA  to  onboard  eight  additional  states  for  free  and  if  the  $800,000  is  not  used  those  funds  will 
be  lost.  The  meeting  participants  agreed  that,  for  now,  AAMVA  staff  should  plan  to  use  the  funds  to 
onboard  nine  states  for  free.  AAMVA  staff  will  propose  a  process  for  determining  how  to  select  the 
first  nine  states. 

Tonie  Shields  made  a  motion  that  the  AAMVA  Board  of  Directors  should  be  asked  to  allocate  the  FY17 
and  FY18  S2S  Contract  surplus  to  the  S2S  program.  Major  Brown  seconded  the  motion,  which  was 
passed  unanimously. 

7.  SSN(PDsa) 

Marla  Thompson  discussed  the  Alaska  State  Legislature  letter  that  was  sent  to  AAMVA  on  May  22, 

2017.  She  explained  that  Alaska  is  asking  for  S2S  to  use  a  4-digit  SSN  instead  of  the  5-digit  SSN  that  is 
currently  used. 

Pam  Dsa  and  Loffie  Jordaan  provided  a  background  of  the  SSN  issue  and  what  it  will  take  for  AAMVA  to 
analyze  the  impact  of  reducing  the  SSN  from  5  to  4  digits.  The  group  questioned  whether  it  would  be 
more  appropriate  to  focus  on  the  positive  aspects  of  the  system  and  the  security  measure  that  are  in 
place  today  rather  than  spending  the  resources  to  do  the  analysis. 

Tonie  Shields  mentioned  that  Arkansas  had  done  a  similar  analysis  for  their  own  DL  system  and  will  try 
to  provide  the  report  as  this  could  prevent  AAMVA  from  having  to  do  its  own  analysis.  Since  most 
citizens  do  not  understand  the  encryption  process  and  how  many  layers  there  are  it  was  suggested 
that  AAMVA  prepare  a  document  outlining  the  security  features  that  are  in  place  to  protect  the  data. 
Scott  Vien  motioned  composing  a  high-level  document  that  outlines  the  security  features  that  are  in 
place  to  protect  the  data.  Jay  Chilton  seconded  the  motion,  which  was  passed. 

8.  Day  Forward  (L  Jordaan) 

Loffie  explained  that  during  the  pilot  phase  most  states  loaded  all  their  pointers  but  this  created 
concerns  with  the  amount  of  duplicates  that  were  generated  during  that  process  and  the  effort 
involved  in  resolving  them.  The  issue  of  numerous  duplicates  is  often  mentioned  by  perspective  S2S 
participants  as  the  main  concern  with  joining  S2S.  Loffie  presented  three  options  for  onboarding  states 
and  compared  their  respective  merits  and  shortfall.  There  could  be  a  concern  that  Department  of 
Homeland  Security  could  say  options  2  &  3  violate  the  requirements  of  the  REAL  ID  Act  since  not  all 
REAL  ID  documents  would  be  loaded  on  Day  1. 

After  discussion,  the  members  indicated  a  preference  for  Option  1  (i.e.  all  pointers  loaded  upon  go-live, 
and  resolved  as  quickly  as  is  feasible),  with  the  request  that  the  following  be  addressed: 

•  Clear  guidelines/standards  for  resolving  potential  duplicates,  including  automated  actions,  and 
importance  of  different  groups  of  duplicates  (e.g.  involving  CDL,  DL,  etc.) 

•  Guidelines/timeline  to  resolve  potential  duplicates;  e.g.  six  months  to  resolve  duplicates  for  CDL 
drivers,  12  months  for  REAL  ID  credentials,  etc. 

•  Additional  reports  to  keep  track  of  potential  duplicates 

Best  Practices  will  need  to  be  updated  to  reflect  this  outcome. 
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9.  Duplicate  Notification  (A  Regmi) 

Ashish  walked  through  the  Duplicate  Notification  presentation.  As  a  result  of  this  the  GC  has  asked  the 
WG  to  revisit  best  practices,  focusing  on  notification  (including  which  cases  are  more  or  less  important; 
e.g.  when  a  CDL  is  involved  vs.  two  DL(s)  being  involved).  The  WG  should  also  address  (even  if  in 
general)  what  to  do  with  expired  credentials. 

Wisconsin  has  added  language  to  their  application  informing  customers  that  the  S2S  verification  is 
being  performed.  Delaware  also  has  language  that  informs  customers  their  credential  may  be 
surrendered  at  the  time  of  credential  issuance. 

10. Project  Priority  List  (L  Jordaan) 

Loffie  reviewed  the  project  priority  list.  Arkansas,  Maryland,  Indiana  and  one  other  state  indicated 
interest  in  project  #6,  Pilot  project  using  Digital  Image  Access  and  Facial  Recognition  for  duplicate 
resolution.  GC  members  decided  to  move  project  #9,  S2S  WebUI  case  management  tool  for  duplicate 
resolution  in  between  projects  4  &  5.  It  was  pointed  out  that  projects  5  &  8  go  together.  Projects  1,  2, 
3,  4,  and  9  are  now  identified  as  high  priority  so  AAMVA  needs  to  work  on  ways  to  fund  this  work. 

The  GC  would  like  for  AAMVA  to  compose  a  schedule  of  when  the  various  projects  could  conceivable 
come  off. 

11.  Future  meeting  agenda  and  meeting  schedule  (P  Guiot) 

Philippe  discussed  future  meeting  topics.  The  topics  were  prioritized  based  on  what  the  members  felt 
needed  to  be  addressed  sooner  rather  than  later.  The  topic  prioritizations  is  as  follows: 

1.  Best  Practice:  Disclosure  that  data  collected  is  subject  to  verification  with  other  systems.  Surrender 
process  and  signature  (July  20) 

2.  Collecting  information  post-pilot  (July  20) 

3.  Citizen  request  processing 

4.  "Backing  out"  a  S2S  state 

5.  Defining  and  measuring  compliance 

Philippe  also  shared  the  future  meeting  schedule.  Chrissy  has  asked  for  another  GC  face-to-face 
meeting  in  the  fall.  This  meeting  could  be  held  in  conjunction  to  Region  III  Conference,  if  possible. 

12.  New  business  (C.  Nizer) 

AAMVA  will  inform  all  states  when  a  state  implements  S2S. 

It  was  mentioned  that  AAMVA  should  review  its  S2S  documentation  to  ensure  that  it  includes  all  use 
cases.  For  example,  potential  S2S  states  should  be  informed  that  when  they  implement  S2S,  paper 
credential  surrender  notifications  should  no  longer  be  mailed  to  other  participating  S2S  states  since 
this  process  is  automated. 

With  no  other  new  business  brought  up,  Chrissy  adjourned  the  meeting.

2014  Ontario  Road  Safety  Annual  Report  (ORSAR) 

The  Ontario  Ministry  of  Transportation  (MTO)  is  pleased  to  announce  the  release 
of  the  2014  Ontario  Road  Safety  Annual  Report  (ORSAR).  This  year's  report  is 
available  at  www.ontario.ca/ORSAR.  The  combined  efforts  of  MTO's  road  safety 
partners,  public  education,  enforcement  and  road  safety  initiatives  are  making 
roads  safer  for  all  Ontarians.  Ontario's  roads  continue  to  be  among  the  safest  in 
North  America.  In  2014,  Ontario's  fatality  rate  of  0.53  per  10,000  licensed  drivers 
was  the  lowest  rate  ever  recorded  in  Ontario  (matching  a  record  low  in  2011).  This 
marks  the  16th  consecutive  year  that  Ontario  has  had  the  lowest,  or  second- 
lowest,  fatality  rate  among  all  jurisdictions  in  North  America.  The  number  of  traffic 
fatalities  was  517,  the  second  lowest  number  of  fatalities  since  1944.

FMCSA  Proposes  Sleeper  Berth  Regulatory  Relief  Pilot 
Program 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  proposed  a  pilot 
program  to  allow  temporary  regulatory  relief  from  the  agency's  sleeper  berth 
regulation,  for  a  limited  number  of  commercial  drivers  who  have  a  valid 
commercial  driver's  license  (CDL)  and  who  regularly  use  a  sleeper  berth  to 
accumulate  their  required  10  hours  of  non-duty  work  status.  During  the  pilot 
program,  participating  drivers  would  have  the  option  to  split  their  sleeper  berth  time 
within  parameters  specified  by  FMCSA.  Driver  metrics  would  be  collected  for  the 
duration  of  the  study,  and  participants'  safety  performance  and  fatigue  levels  would 
be  analyzed.  Comments  on  the  pilot  are  requested  by  August  7,  2017. 


FMCSA  Seeks  Public  Comment  On  Commercial  Learner's 
Permit  Validity 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  proposes  to  amend  the 
Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Regulations  (FMCSRs)  to  allow  States  to  issue  a 
commercial  learner's  permit  (CLP)  with  an  expiration  date  of  up  to  one  year  from 
the  date  of  initial  issuance.  CLPs  issued  for  shorter  periods  may  be  renewed  but 
the  total  period  of  time  between  the  date  of  initial  issuance  and  the  expiration  of 
the  renewed  CLP  could  not  exceed  one  year.  This  proposed  amendment  would 
replace  the  current  regulations,  which  require  the  States  to  issue  CLPs  initially  for 
no  more  than  180  days,  with  the  possibility  of  an  additional  180-day  renewal  at  the 
State's  discretion.  Comments  on  this  notice  must  be  received  on  or  before  August 
11,2017. 

FMCSA  Publishes  Notice  of  Proposed  Rulemaking  On 
Military  Licensing  and  State  Commercial  Driver's  License 
Reciprocity 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  proposes  to  issue  a  rule 
which  would  allow  State  Driver  Licensing  Agencies  (SDLAs)  to  waive  the 
requirements  for  the  commercial  driver's  license  (CDL)  knowledge  tests  for  certain 
individuals  who  are,  or  were,  regularly  employed  within  the  last  year  in  a  military 
position  that  requires/required,  the  operation  of  a  commercial  motor  vehicle  (CMV).

The  prohibition  will  go  into 
effect  on  September  1 ,  carrying  a  fine  of  up  to  $99  for  first-time  offenders.  GHSA 
commends  Texas  for  banning  this  pervasive  source  of  driver  distraction.  The 
Association  is  thankful  for  the  perseverance  of  victim  advocate  organizations  such 
as  StopDistractions.org,  who  have  worked  for  years  to  advance  this  through  the 
state  legislature.  Iowa  Governor  Terry  Branstad  recently  toughened  his  state's  ban 
on  texting  while  driving  by  making  it  a  primary  offense,  giving  police  the  ability  to 
pull  drivers  over  if  they  are  spotted  writing,  sending  or  reading  texts.  The  fine  is 
$30.  In  addition,  Iowa  law  enforcement  can  now  add  the  charge  of  reckless  driving 
to  a  vehicular  homicide  charge  if  the  driver  was  found  to  be  using  a  cell  phone  at 
the  time  of  the  crash.  These  changes  take  effect  July  1 .  Although  legislation  and 
enforcement  are  critical  steps  in  preventing  distracted  driving,  GHSA  continues  to 
encourage  all  drivers  to  refrain  from  the  use  of  cell  phones  or  other  electronic 
devices  behind  the  wheel,  regardless  of  existing  laws.

The  Ontario  Ministry  of  Transportation  (MTO)  is  pleased  to  announce  the  release 
of  the  2014  Ontario  Road  Safety  Annual  Report  (ORSAR).  This  year's  report  is 
available  at  www.ontario.ca/ORSAR.  The  combined  efforts  of  MTO's  road  safety 
partners,  public  education,  enforcement  and  road  safety  initiatives  are  making 
roads  safer  for  all  Ontarians.  Ontario's  roads  continue  to  be  among  the  safest  in 
North  America.  In  2014,  Ontario's  fatality  rate  of  0.53  per  10,000  licensed  drivers 
was  the  lowest  rate  ever  recorded  in  Ontario  (matching  a  record  low  in  2011).  This 
marks  the  16th  consecutive  year  that  Ontario  has  had  the  lowest,  or  second- 
lowest,  fatality  rate  among  all  jurisdictions  in  North  America.  The  number  of  traffic 
fatalities  was  517,  the  second  lowest  number  of  fatalities  since  1944.

FMCSA  Proposes  Sleeper  Berth  Regulatory  Relief  Pilot 
Program 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  proposed  a  pilot 
program  to  allow  temporary  regulatory  relief  from  the  agency's  sleeper  berth 
regulation,  for  a  limited  number  of  commercial  drivers  who  have  a  valid 
commercial  driver's  license  (CDL)  and  who  regularly  use  a  sleeper  berth  to 
accumulate  their  required  10  hours  of  non-duty  work  status.  During  the  pilot 
program,  participating  drivers  would  have  the  option  to  split  their  sleeper  berth  time 
within  parameters  specified  by  FMCSA.  Driver  metrics  would  be  collected  for  the 
duration  of  the  study,  and  participants'  safety  performance  and  fatigue  levels  would 
be  analyzed.  Comments  on  the  pilot  are  requested  by  August  7,  2017. 


FMCSA  Seeks  Public  Comment  On  Commercial  Learner's 
Permit  Validity 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  proposes  to  amend  the 
Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Regulations  (FMCSRs)  to  allow  States  to  issue  a 
commercial  learner's  permit  (CLP)  with  an  expiration  date  of  up  to  one  year  from 
the  date  of  initial  issuance.  CLPs  issued  for  shorter  periods  may  be  renewed  but 
the  total  period  of  time  between  the  date  of  initial  issuance  and  the  expiration  of 
the  renewed  CLP  could  not  exceed  one  year.  This  proposed  amendment  would 
replace  the  current  regulations,  which  require  the  States  to  issue  CLPs  initially  for 
no  more  than  180  days,  with  the  possibility  of  an  additional  180-day  renewal  at  the 
State's  discretion.  Comments  on  this  notice  must  be  received  on  or  before  August 
11,2017. 

FMCSA  Publishes  Notice  of  Proposed  Rulemaking  On 
Military  Licensing  and  State  Commercial  Driver's  License 
Reciprocity 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  proposes  to  issue  a  rule 
which  would  allow  State  Driver  Licensing  Agencies  (SDLAs)  to  waive  the 
requirements  for  the  commercial  driver's  license  (CDL)  knowledge  tests  for  certain 
individuals  who  are,  or  were,  regularly  employed  within  the  last  year  in  a  military 
position  that  requires/required,  the  operation  of  a  commercial  motor  vehicle  (CMV). 
Comments  on  this  notice  must  be  received  on  or  before  August  1 1 , 2017.

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GHSA  Applauds  Texas  &  Iowa  Laws  on  Distracted 
Driving 

The  Governors  Highway  Safety  Association  (GHSA)  congratulates  Texas  and 
Iowa  for  taking  important  steps  to  combat  distracted  driving.  Texas  Governor  Greg 
Abbot  has  signed  House  Bill  62,  which  prohibits  texting  while  driving  in  the  Lone 
Star  State,  becoming  the  47th  state  to  pass  such  a  law.  The  prohibition  will  go  into 
effect  on  September  1 ,  carrying  a  fine  of  up  to  $99  for  first-time  offenders.  GHSA 
commends  Texas  for  banning  this  pervasive  source  of  driver  distraction.  The 
Association  is  thankful  for  the  perseverance  of  victim  advocate  organizations  such 
as  StopDistractions.org,  who  have  worked  for  years  to  advance  this  through  the 
state  legislature.  Iowa  Governor  Terry  Branstad  recently  toughened  his  state's  ban 
on  texting  while  driving  by  making  it  a  primary  offense,  giving  police  the  ability  to 
pull  drivers  over  if  they  are  spotted  writing,  sending  or  reading  texts.  The  fine  is 
$30.  In  addition,  Iowa  law  enforcement  can  now  add  the  charge  of  reckless  driving 
to  a  vehicular  homicide  charge  if  the  driver  was  found  to  be  using  a  cell  phone  at 
the  time  of  the  crash.  These  changes  take  effect  July  1 .  Although  legislation  and 
enforcement  are  critical  steps  in  preventing  distracted  driving,  GHSA  continues  to 
encourage  all  drivers  to  refrain  from  the  use  of  cell  phones  or  other  electronic 
devices  behind  the  wheel,  regardless  of  existing  laws.  Read  more  here.

FMCSA  Proposes  Sleeper  Berth  Regulatory  Relief  Pilot 
Program 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  proposed  a  pilot 
program  to  allow  temporary  regulatory  relief  from  the  agency's  sleeper  berth 
regulation,  for  a  limited  number  of  commercial  drivers  who  have  a  valid 
commercial  driver's  license  (CDL)  and  who  regularly  use  a  sleeper  berth  to 
accumulate  their  required  10  hours  of  non-duty  work  status.  During  the  pilot 
program,  participating  drivers  would  have  the  option  to  split  their  sleeper  berth  time 
within  parameters  specified  by  FMCSA.  Driver  metrics  would  be  collected  for  the 
duration  of  the  study,  and  participants'  safety  performance  and  fatigue  levels  would 
be  analyzed.  Comments  on  the  pilot  are  requested  by  August  7,  2017. 


FMCSA  Seeks  Public  Comment  On  Commercial  Learner's 
Permit  Validity 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  proposes  to  amend  the 
Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Regulations  (FMCSRs)  to  allow  States  to  issue  a 
commercial  learner's  permit  (CLP)  with  an  expiration  date  of  up  to  one  year  from 
the  date  of  initial  issuance.  CLPs  issued  for  shorter  periods  may  be  renewed  but 
the  total  period  of  time  between  the  date  of  initial  issuance  and  the  expiration  of 
the  renewed  CLP  could  not  exceed  one  year.  This  proposed  amendment  would 
replace  the  current  regulations,  which  require  the  States  to  issue  CLPs  initially  for 
no  more  than  180  days,  with  the  possibility  of  an  additional  180-day  renewal  at  the 
State's  discretion.  Comments  on  this  notice  must  be  received  on  or  before  August 
11,2017. 

FMCSA  Publishes  Notice  of  Proposed  Rulemaking  On 
Military  Licensing  and  State  Commercial  Driver's  License 
Reciprocity 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  proposes  to  issue  a  rule 
which  would  allow  State  Driver  Licensing  Agencies  (SDLAs)  to  waive  the 
requirements  for  the  commercial  driver's  license  (CDL)  knowledge  tests  for  certain 
individuals  who  are,  or  were,  regularly  employed  within  the  last  year  in  a  military 
position  that  requires/required,  the  operation  of  a  commercial  motor  vehicle  (CMV). 
Comments  on  this  notice  must  be  received  on  or  before  August  1 1 , 2017.

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GHSA  Applauds  Texas  &  Iowa  Laws  on  Distracted 
Driving 

The  Governors  Highway  Safety  Association  (GHSA)  congratulates  Texas  and 
Iowa  for  taking  important  steps  to  combat  distracted  driving.  Texas  Governor  Greg 
Abbot  has  signed  House  Bill  62,  which  prohibits  texting  while  driving  in  the  Lone 
Star  State,  becoming  the  47th  state  to  pass  such  a  law.  The  prohibition  will  go  into 
effect  on  September  1 ,  carrying  a  fine  of  up  to  $99  for  first-time  offenders.  GHSA 
commends  Texas  for  banning  this  pervasive  source  of  driver  distraction.  The 
Association  is  thankful  for  the  perseverance  of  victim  advocate  organizations  such 
as  StopDistractions.org,  who  have  worked  for  years  to  advance  this  through  the 
state  legislature.  Iowa  Governor  Terry  Branstad  recently  toughened  his  state's  ban 
on  texting  while  driving  by  making  it  a  primary  offense,  giving  police  the  ability  to 
pull  drivers  over  if  they  are  spotted  writing,  sending  or  reading  texts.  The  fine  is 
$30.  In  addition,  Iowa  law  enforcement  can  now  add  the  charge  of  reckless  driving 
to  a  vehicular  homicide  charge  if  the  driver  was  found  to  be  using  a  cell  phone  at 
the  time  of  the  crash.  These  changes  take  effect  July  1 .  Although  legislation  and 
enforcement  are  critical  steps  in  preventing  distracted  driving,  GHSA  continues  to 
encourage  all  drivers  to  refrain  from  the  use  of  cell  phones  or  other  electronic 
devices  behind  the  wheel,  regardless  of  existing  laws.  Read  more  here.

The  Ontario  Ministry  of  Transportation  (MTO)  is  pleased  to  announce  the  release 
of  the  2014  Ontario  Road  Safety  Annual  Report  (ORSAR).  This  year's  report  is 
available  at  www.ontario.ca/ORSAR.  The  combined  efforts  of  MTO's  road  safety 
partners,  public  education,  enforcement  and  road  safety  initiatives  are  making 
roads  safer  for  all  Ontarians.  Ontario's  roads  continue  to  be  among  the  safest  in 
North  America.  In  2014,  Ontario's  fatality  rate  of  0.53  per  10,000  licensed  drivers 
was  the  lowest  rate  ever  recorded  in  Ontario  (matching  a  record  low  in  2011).  This 
marks  the  16th  consecutive  year  that  Ontario  has  had  the  lowest,  or  second- 
lowest,  fatality  rate  among  all  jurisdictions  in  North  America.  The  number  of  traffic 
fatalities  was  517,  the  second  lowest  number  of  fatalities  since  1944.

FMCSA  Proposes  Sleeper  Berth  Regulatory  Relief  Pilot 
Program 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  proposed  a  pilot 
program  to  allow  temporary  regulatory  relief  from  the  agency's  sleeper  berth 
regulation,  for  a  limited  number  of  commercial  drivers  who  have  a  valid 
commercial  driver's  license  (CDL)  and  who  regularly  use  a  sleeper  berth  to 
accumulate  their  required  10  hours  of  non-duty  work  status.  During  the  pilot 
program,  participating  drivers  would  have  the  option  to  split  their  sleeper  berth  time 
within  parameters  specified  by  FMCSA.  Driver  metrics  would  be  collected  for  the 
duration  of  the  study,  and  participants'  safety  performance  and  fatigue  levels  would 
be  analyzed.  Comments  on  the  pilot  are  requested  by  August  7,  2017. 


FMCSA  Seeks  Public  Comment  On  Commercial  Learner's 
Permit  Validity 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  proposes  to  amend  the 
Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Regulations  (FMCSRs)  to  allow  States  to  issue  a 
commercial  learner's  permit  (CLP)  with  an  expiration  date  of  up  to  one  year  from 
the  date  of  initial  issuance.  CLPs  issued  for  shorter  periods  may  be  renewed  but 
the  total  period  of  time  between  the  date  of  initial  issuance  and  the  expiration  of 
the  renewed  CLP  could  not  exceed  one  year.  This  proposed  amendment  would 
replace  the  current  regulations,  which  require  the  States  to  issue  CLPs  initially  for 
no  more  than  180  days,  with  the  possibility  of  an  additional  180-day  renewal  at  the 
State's  discretion.  Comments  on  this  notice  must  be  received  on  or  before  August 
11,2017. 

FMCSA  Publishes  Notice  of  Proposed  Rulemaking  On 
Military  Licensing  and  State  Commercial  Driver's  License 
Reciprocity 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  proposes  to  issue  a  rule 
which  would  allow  State  Driver  Licensing  Agencies  (SDLAs)  to  waive  the 
requirements  for  the  commercial  driver's  license  (CDL)  knowledge  tests  for  certain 
individuals  who  are,  or  were,  regularly  employed  within  the  last  year  in  a  military 
position  that  requires/required,  the  operation  of  a  commercial  motor  vehicle  (CMV). 
Comments  on  this  notice  must  be  received  on  or  before  August  1 1 , 2017.

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GHSA  Applauds  Texas  &  Iowa  Laws  on  Distracted 
Driving 

The  Governors  Highway  Safety  Association  (GHSA)  congratulates  Texas  and 
Iowa  for  taking  important  steps  to  combat  distracted  driving.  Texas  Governor  Greg 
Abbot  has  signed  House  Bill  62,  which  prohibits  texting  while  driving  in  the  Lone 
Star  State,  becoming  the  47th  state  to  pass  such  a  law.  The  prohibition  will  go  into 
effect  on  September  1 ,  carrying  a  fine  of  up  to  $99  for  first-time  offenders.  GHSA 
commends  Texas  for  banning  this  pervasive  source  of  driver  distraction.  The 
Association  is  thankful  for  the  perseverance  of  victim  advocate  organizations  such 
as  StopDistractions.org,  who  have  worked  for  years  to  advance  this  through  the 
state  legislature.  Iowa  Governor  Terry  Branstad  recently  toughened  his  state's  ban 
on  texting  while  driving  by  making  it  a  primary  offense,  giving  police  the  ability  to 
pull  drivers  over  if  they  are  spotted  writing,  sending  or  reading  texts.  The  fine  is 
$30.  In  addition,  Iowa  law  enforcement  can  now  add  the  charge  of  reckless  driving 
to  a  vehicular  homicide  charge  if  the  driver  was  found  to  be  using  a  cell  phone  at 
the  time  of  the  crash.  These  changes  take  effect  July  1 .  Although  legislation  and 
enforcement  are  critical  steps  in  preventing  distracted  driving,  GHSA  continues  to 
encourage  all  drivers  to  refrain  from  the  use  of  cell  phones  or  other  electronic 
devices  behind  the  wheel,  regardless  of  existing  laws.  Read  more  here.

FMCSA  Proposes  Sleeper  Berth  Regulatory  Relief  Pilot 
Program 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  proposed  a  pilot 
program  to  allow  temporary  regulatory  relief  from  the  agency's  sleeper  berth 
regulation,  for  a  limited  number  of  commercial  drivers  who  have  a  valid 
commercial  driver's  license  (CDL)  and  who  regularly  use  a  sleeper  berth  to 
accumulate  their  required  10  hours  of  non-duty  work  status.  During  the  pilot 
program,  participating  drivers  would  have  the  option  to  split  their  sleeper  berth  time 
within  parameters  specified  by  FMCSA.  Driver  metrics  would  be  collected  for  the 
duration  of  the  study,  and  participants'  safety  performance  and  fatigue  levels  would 
be  analyzed.  Comments  on  the  pilot  are  requested  by  August  7,  2017. 


FMCSA  Seeks  Public  Comment  On  Commercial  Learner's 
Permit  Validity 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  proposes  to  amend  the 
Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Regulations  (FMCSRs)  to  allow  States  to  issue  a 
commercial  learner's  permit  (CLP)  with  an  expiration  date  of  up  to  one  year  from 
the  date  of  initial  issuance.  CLPs  issued  for  shorter  periods  may  be  renewed  but 
the  total  period  of  time  between  the  date  of  initial  issuance  and  the  expiration  of 
the  renewed  CLP  could  not  exceed  one  year.  This  proposed  amendment  would 
replace  the  current  regulations,  which  require  the  States  to  issue  CLPs  initially  for 
no  more  than  180  days,  with  the  possibility  of  an  additional  180-day  renewal  at  the 
State's  discretion.  Comments  on  this  notice  must  be  received  on  or  before  August 
11,2017. 

FMCSA  Publishes  Notice  of  Proposed  Rulemaking  On 
Military  Licensing  and  State  Commercial  Driver's  License 
Reciprocity 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  proposes  to  issue  a  rule 
which  would  allow  State  Driver  Licensing  Agencies  (SDLAs)  to  waive  the 
requirements  for  the  commercial  driver's  license  (CDL)  knowledge  tests  for  certain 
individuals  who  are,  or  were,  regularly  employed  within  the  last  year  in  a  military 
position  that  requires/required,  the  operation  of  a  commercial  motor  vehicle  (CMV). 
Comments  on  this  notice  must  be  received  on  or  before  August  1 1 , 2017.

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GHSA  Applauds  Texas  &  Iowa  Laws  on  Distracted 
Driving 

The  Governors  Highway  Safety  Association  (GHSA)  congratulates  Texas  and 
Iowa  for  taking  important  steps  to  combat  distracted  driving.  Texas  Governor  Greg 
Abbot  has  signed  House  Bill  62,  which  prohibits  texting  while  driving  in  the  Lone 
Star  State,  becoming  the  47th  state  to  pass  such  a  law.  The  prohibition  will  go  into 
effect  on  September  1 ,  carrying  a  fine  of  up  to  $99  for  first-time  offenders.  GHSA 
commends  Texas  for  banning  this  pervasive  source  of  driver  distraction.  The 
Association  is  thankful  for  the  perseverance  of  victim  advocate  organizations  such 
as  StopDistractions.org,  who  have  worked  for  years  to  advance  this  through  the 
state  legislature.  Iowa  Governor  Terry  Branstad  recently  toughened  his  state's  ban 
on  texting  while  driving  by  making  it  a  primary  offense,  giving  police  the  ability  to 
pull  drivers  over  if  they  are  spotted  writing,  sending  or  reading  texts.  The  fine  is 
$30.  In  addition,  Iowa  law  enforcement  can  now  add  the  charge  of  reckless  driving 
to  a  vehicular  homicide  charge  if  the  driver  was  found  to  be  using  a  cell  phone  at 
the  time  of  the  crash.  These  changes  take  effect  July  1 .  Although  legislation  and 
enforcement  are  critical  steps  in  preventing  distracted  driving,  GHSA  continues  to 
encourage  all  drivers  to  refrain  from  the  use  of  cell  phones  or  other  electronic 
devices  behind  the  wheel,  regardless  of  existing  laws.  Read  more  here.

FMCSA  Proposes  Sleeper  Berth  Regulatory  Relief  Pilot 
Program 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  proposed  a  pilot 
program  to  allow  temporary  regulatory  relief  from  the  agency's  sleeper  berth 
regulation,  for  a  limited  number  of  commercial  drivers  who  have  a  valid 
commercial  driver's  license  (CDL)  and  who  regularly  use  a  sleeper  berth  to 
accumulate  their  required  10  hours  of  non-duty  work  status.  During  the  pilot 
program,  participating  drivers  would  have  the  option  to  split  their  sleeper  berth  time 
within  parameters  specified  by  FMCSA.  Driver  metrics  would  be  collected  for  the 
duration  of  the  study,  and  participants'  safety  performance  and  fatigue  levels  would 
be  analyzed.  Comments  on  the  pilot  are  requested  by  August  7,  2017. 


FMCSA  Seeks  Public  Comment  On  Commercial  Learner's 
Permit  Validity 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  proposes  to  amend  the 
Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Regulations  (FMCSRs)  to  allow  States  to  issue  a 
commercial  learner's  permit  (CLP)  with  an  expiration  date  of  up  to  one  year  from 
the  date  of  initial  issuance.  CLPs  issued  for  shorter  periods  may  be  renewed  but 
the  total  period  of  time  between  the  date  of  initial  issuance  and  the  expiration  of 
the  renewed  CLP  could  not  exceed  one  year.  This  proposed  amendment  would 
replace  the  current  regulations,  which  require  the  States  to  issue  CLPs  initially  for 
no  more  than  180  days,  with  the  possibility  of  an  additional  180-day  renewal  at  the 
State's  discretion.  Comments  on  this  notice  must  be  received  on  or  before  August 
11,2017. 

FMCSA  Publishes  Notice  of  Proposed  Rulemaking  On 
Military  Licensing  and  State  Commercial  Driver's  License 
Reciprocity 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  proposes  to  issue  a  rule 
which  would  allow  State  Driver  Licensing  Agencies  (SDLAs)  to  waive  the 
requirements  for  the  commercial  driver's  license  (CDL)  knowledge  tests  for  certain 
individuals  who  are,  or  were,  regularly  employed  within  the  last  year  in  a  military 
position  that  requires/required,  the  operation  of  a  commercial  motor  vehicle  (CMV). 
Comments  on  this  notice  must  be  received  on  or  before  August  1 1 , 2017.

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GHSA  Applauds  Texas  &  Iowa  Laws  on  Distracted 
Driving 

The  Governors  Highway  Safety  Association  (GHSA)  congratulates  Texas  and 
Iowa  for  taking  important  steps  to  combat  distracted  driving.  Texas  Governor  Greg 
Abbot  has  signed  House  Bill  62,  which  prohibits  texting  while  driving  in  the  Lone 
Star  State,  becoming  the  47th  state  to  pass  such  a  law.  The  prohibition  will  go  into 
effect  on  September  1 ,  carrying  a  fine  of  up  to  $99  for  first-time  offenders.  GHSA 
commends  Texas  for  banning  this  pervasive  source  of  driver  distraction.  The 
Association  is  thankful  for  the  perseverance  of  victim  advocate  organizations  such 
as  StopDistractions.org,  who  have  worked  for  years  to  advance  this  through  the 
state  legislature.  Iowa  Governor  Terry  Branstad  recently  toughened  his  state's  ban 
on  texting  while  driving  by  making  it  a  primary  offense,  giving  police  the  ability  to 
pull  drivers  over  if  they  are  spotted  writing,  sending  or  reading  texts.  The  fine  is 
$30.  In  addition,  Iowa  law  enforcement  can  now  add  the  charge  of  reckless  driving 
to  a  vehicular  homicide  charge  if  the  driver  was  found  to  be  using  a  cell  phone  at 
the  time  of  the  crash.  These  changes  take  effect  July  1 .  Although  legislation  and 
enforcement  are  critical  steps  in  preventing  distracted  driving,  GHSA  continues  to 
encourage  all  drivers  to  refrain  from  the  use  of  cell  phones  or  other  electronic 
devices  behind  the  wheel,  regardless  of  existing  laws.  Read  more  here.

FMCSA  Proposes  Sleeper  Berth  Regulatory  Relief  Pilot 
Program 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  proposed  a  pilot 
program  to  allow  temporary  regulatory  relief  from  the  agency's  sleeper  berth 
regulation,  for  a  limited  number  of  commercial  drivers  who  have  a  valid 
commercial  driver's  license  (CDL)  and  who  regularly  use  a  sleeper  berth  to 
accumulate  their  required  10  hours  of  non-duty  work  status.

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GHSA  Applauds  Texas  &  Iowa  Laws  on  Distracted 
Driving 

The  Governors  Highway  Safety  Association  (GHSA)  congratulates  Texas  and 
Iowa  for  taking  important  steps  to  combat  distracted  driving.  Texas  Governor  Greg 
Abbot  has  signed  House  Bill  62,  which  prohibits  texting  while  driving  in  the  Lone 
Star  State,  becoming  the  47th  state  to  pass  such  a  law.  The  prohibition  will  go  into 
effect  on  September  1 ,  carrying  a  fine  of  up  to  $99  for  first-time  offenders.  GHSA 
commends  Texas  for  banning  this  pervasive  source  of  driver  distraction.  The 
Association  is  thankful  for  the  perseverance  of  victim  advocate  organizations  such 
as  StopDistractions.org,  who  have  worked  for  years  to  advance  this  through  the 
state  legislature.  Iowa  Governor  Terry  Branstad  recently  toughened  his  state's  ban 
on  texting  while  driving  by  making  it  a  primary  offense,  giving  police  the  ability  to 
pull  drivers  over  if  they  are  spotted  writing,  sending  or  reading  texts.  The  fine  is 
$30.  In  addition,  Iowa  law  enforcement  can  now  add  the  charge  of  reckless  driving 
to  a  vehicular  homicide  charge  if  the  driver  was  found  to  be  using  a  cell  phone  at 
the  time  of  the  crash.  These  changes  take  effect  July  1 .  Although  legislation  and 
enforcement  are  critical  steps  in  preventing  distracted  driving,  GHSA  continues  to 
encourage  all  drivers  to  refrain  from  the  use  of  cell  phones  or  other  electronic 
devices  behind  the  wheel,  regardless  of  existing  laws.  Read  more  here.

FMCSA  Proposes  Sleeper  Berth  Regulatory  Relief  Pilot 
Program 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  proposed  a  pilot 
program  to  allow  temporary  regulatory  relief  from  the  agency's  sleeper  berth 
regulation,  for  a  limited  number  of  commercial  drivers  who  have  a  valid 
commercial  driver's  license  (CDL)  and  who  regularly  use  a  sleeper  berth  to 
accumulate  their  required  10  hours  of  non-duty  work  status.  During  the  pilot 
program,  participating  drivers  would  have  the  option  to  split  their  sleeper  berth  time 
within  parameters  specified  by  FMCSA.  Driver  metrics  would  be  collected  for  the 
duration  of  the  study,  and  participants'  safety  performance  and  fatigue  levels  would 
be  analyzed.  Comments  on  the  pilot  are  requested  by  August  7,  2017. 


FMCSA  Seeks  Public  Comment  On  Commercial  Learner's 
Permit  Validity 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  proposes  to  amend  the 
Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Regulations  (FMCSRs)  to  allow  States  to  issue  a 
commercial  learner's  permit  (CLP)  with  an  expiration  date  of  up  to  one  year  from 
the  date  of  initial  issuance.  CLPs  issued  for  shorter  periods  may  be  renewed  but 
the  total  period  of  time  between  the  date  of  initial  issuance  and  the  expiration  of 
the  renewed  CLP  could  not  exceed  one  year.  This  proposed  amendment  would 
replace  the  current  regulations,  which  require  the  States  to  issue  CLPs  initially  for 
no  more  than  180  days,  with  the  possibility  of  an  additional  180-day  renewal  at  the 
State's  discretion.  Comments  on  this  notice  must  be  received  on  or  before  August 
11,2017.

Reciprocity

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GHSA  Applauds  Texas  &  Iowa  Laws  on  Distracted 
Driving 

The  Governors  Highway  Safety  Association  (GHSA)  congratulates  Texas  and 
Iowa  for  taking  important  steps  to  combat  distracted  driving.  Texas  Governor  Greg 
Abbot  has  signed  House  Bill  62,  which  prohibits  texting  while  driving  in  the  Lone 
Star  State,  becoming  the  47th  state  to  pass  such  a  law.  The  prohibition  will  go  into 
effect  on  September  1 ,  carrying  a  fine  of  up  to  $99  for  first-time  offenders.  GHSA 
commends  Texas  for  banning  this  pervasive  source  of  driver  distraction.  The 
Association  is  thankful  for  the  perseverance  of  victim  advocate  organizations  such 
as  StopDistractions.org,  who  have  worked  for  years  to  advance  this  through  the 
state  legislature.  Iowa  Governor  Terry  Branstad  recently  toughened  his  state's  ban 
on  texting  while  driving  by  making  it  a  primary  offense,  giving  police  the  ability  to 
pull  drivers  over  if  they  are  spotted  writing,  sending  or  reading  texts.  The  fine  is 
$30.  In  addition,  Iowa  law  enforcement  can  now  add  the  charge  of  reckless  driving 
to  a  vehicular  homicide  charge  if  the  driver  was  found  to  be  using  a  cell  phone  at 
the  time  of  the  crash.  These  changes  take  effect  July  1 .  Although  legislation  and 
enforcement  are  critical  steps  in  preventing  distracted  driving,  GHSA  continues  to 
encourage  all  drivers  to  refrain  from  the  use  of  cell  phones  or  other  electronic 
devices  behind  the  wheel,  regardless  of  existing  laws.  Read  more  here.

FMCSA  Proposes  Sleeper  Berth  Regulatory  Relief  Pilot 
Program 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  proposed  a  pilot 
program  to  allow  temporary  regulatory  relief  from  the  agency's  sleeper  berth 
regulation,  for  a  limited  number  of  commercial  drivers  who  have  a  valid 
commercial  driver's  license  (CDL)  and  who  regularly  use  a  sleeper  berth  to 
accumulate  their  required  10  hours  of  non-duty  work  status.  During  the  pilot 
program,  participating  drivers  would  have  the  option  to  split  their  sleeper  berth  time 
within  parameters  specified  by  FMCSA.  Driver  metrics  would  be  collected  for  the 
duration  of  the  study,  and  participants'  safety  performance  and  fatigue  levels  would 
be  analyzed.  Comments  on  the  pilot  are  requested  by  August  7,  2017. 


FMCSA  Seeks  Public  Comment  On  Commercial  Learner's 
Permit  Validity 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  proposes  to  amend  the 
Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Regulations  (FMCSRs)  to  allow  States  to  issue  a 
commercial  learner's  permit  (CLP)  with  an  expiration  date  of  up  to  one  year  from 
the  date  of  initial  issuance.  CLPs  issued  for  shorter  periods  may  be  renewed  but 
the  total  period  of  time  between  the  date  of  initial  issuance  and  the  expiration  of 
the  renewed  CLP  could  not  exceed  one  year.  This  proposed  amendment  would 
replace  the  current  regulations,  which  require  the  States  to  issue  CLPs  initially  for 
no  more  than  180  days,  with  the  possibility  of  an  additional  180-day  renewal  at  the 
State's  discretion.  Comments  on  this  notice  must  be  received  on  or  before  August 
11,2017. 

FMCSA  Publishes  Notice  of  Proposed  Rulemaking  On 
Military  Licensing  and  State  Commercial  Driver's  License 
Reciprocity 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  proposes  to  issue  a  rule 
which  would  allow  State  Driver  Licensing  Agencies  (SDLAs)  to  waive  the 
requirements  for  the  commercial  driver's  license  (CDL)  knowledge  tests  for  certain 
individuals  who  are,  or  were,  regularly  employed  within  the  last  year  in  a  military 
position  that  requires/required,  the  operation  of  a  commercial  motor  vehicle  (CMV). 
Comments  on  this  notice  must  be  received  on  or  before  August  1 1 , 2017.

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GHSA  Applauds  Texas  &  Iowa  Laws  on  Distracted 
Driving 

The  Governors  Highway  Safety  Association  (GHSA)  congratulates  Texas  and 
Iowa  for  taking  important  steps  to  combat  distracted  driving.  Texas  Governor  Greg 
Abbot  has  signed  House  Bill  62,  which  prohibits  texting  while  driving  in  the  Lone 
Star  State,  becoming  the  47th  state  to  pass  such  a  law.  The  prohibition  will  go  into 
effect  on  September  1 ,  carrying  a  fine  of  up  to  $99  for  first-time  offenders.  GHSA 
commends  Texas  for  banning  this  pervasive  source  of  driver  distraction.  The 
Association  is  thankful  for  the  perseverance  of  victim  advocate  organizations  such 
as  StopDistractions.org,  who  have  worked  for  years  to  advance  this  through  the 
state  legislature.  Iowa  Governor  Terry  Branstad  recently  toughened  his  state's  ban 
on  texting  while  driving  by  making  it  a  primary  offense,  giving  police  the  ability  to 
pull  drivers  over  if  they  are  spotted  writing,  sending  or  reading  texts.  The  fine  is 
$30.  In  addition,  Iowa  law  enforcement  can  now  add  the  charge  of  reckless  driving 
to  a  vehicular  homicide  charge  if  the  driver  was  found  to  be  using  a  cell  phone  at 
the  time  of  the  crash.  These  changes  take  effect  July  1 .  Although  legislation  and 
enforcement  are  critical  steps  in  preventing  distracted  driving,  GHSA  continues  to 
encourage  all  drivers  to  refrain  from  the  use  of  cell  phones  or  other  electronic 
devices  behind  the  wheel,  regardless  of  existing  laws.  Read  more  here.

2014  Ontario  Road  Safety  Annual  Report  (ORSAR) 

The  Ontario  Ministry  of  Transportation  (MTO)  is  pleased  to  announce  the  release  of  the  2014  Ontario 
Road  Safety  Annual  Report  (ORSAR).  This  year's  report  is  available  at  www.ontario.ca/ORSAR.  The 
combined  efforts  of  MTO's  road  safety  partners,  public  education,  enforcement  and  road  safety 
initiatives  are  making  roads  safer  for  all  Ontarians.  Ontario's  roads  continue  to  be  among  the  safest  in 
North  America.  In  2014,  Ontario's  fatality  rate  of  0.53  per  10,000  licensed  drivers  was  the  lowest  rate 
ever  recorded  in  Ontario  (matching  a  record  low  in  201 1 ).  This  marks  the  1 6th  consecutive  year  that 
Ontario  has  had  the  lowest,  or  second-lowest,  fatality  rate  among  all  jurisdictions  in  North  America. 
The  number  of  traffic  fatalities  was  517,  the  second  lowest  number  of  fatalities  since  1944.

Senate  Committee  on  Homeland  Security  and  Governmental  Affairs  to  discuss  the  DHS  Fiscal  Year

begin  enforcement  until  the  grace  period  ends  on  July  10,  2017.  During  the  grace  period,  Federal 
facilities  are  expected  to  continue  accepting  driver's  licenses  and  identification  cards  issued  by  states 
with  an  expired  limited  extension. "

DOT  Invites  Comment  on  Impediments  to  Infrastructure  Development 

The  United  States  Department  of  Transportation  (DOT)  is  reviewing  its  existing  policy  statements, 
guidance  documents,  and  regulations  to  identify  unnecessary  obstacles  to  transportation 
infrastructure  projects.  As  part  of  this  review,  DOT  invites  stakeholders  and  the  public  to  identify  non- 
statutory  requirements  that  DOT  imposes  and  should  be  removed  or  revised.  Comments  are  due  on 
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July  24,  2017.  AAMVA  members  submitting  comments  are  requested  to  provide  those  comments  to 
qovernmentaffairs@aamva.org  so  that  AAMVA  can  take  those  comments  into  consideration  in 
developing  their  own. 

FMCSA  Proposes  Sleeper  Berth  Regulatory  Relief  Pilot  Program 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  proposed  a  pilot  program  to  allow 
temporary  regulatory  relief  from  the  agency's  sleeper  berth  regulation,  for  a  limited  number  of 
commercial  drivers  who  have  a  valid  commercial  driver's  license  (CDL)  and  who  regularly  use  a 
sleeper  berth  to  accumulate  their  required  10  hours  of  non-duty  work  status.  During  the  pilot  program, 
participating  drivers  would  have  the  option  to  split  their  sleeper  berth  time  within  parameters  specified 
by  FMCSA.  Driver  metrics  would  be  collected  for  the  duration  of  the  study,  and  participants'  safety 
performance  and  fatigue  levels  would  be  analyzed.  Comments  on  the  pilot  are  requested  by  August 
7,  2017. 

FMCSA  Seeks  Public  Comment  On  Commercial  Learner's  Permit  Validity 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  proposes  to  amend  the  Federal  Motor 
Carrier  Safety  Regulations  (FMCSRs)  to  allow  States  to  issue  a  commercial  learner's  permit  (CLP) 
with  an  expiration  date  of  up  to  one  year  from  the  date  of  initial  issuance.  CLPs  issued  for  shorter 
periods  may  be  renewed  but  the  total  period  of  time  between  the  date  of  initial  issuance  and  the 
expiration  of  the  renewed  CLP  could  not  exceed  one  year.  This  proposed  amendment  would  replace 
the  current  regulations,  which  require  the  States  to  issue  CLPs  initially  for  no  more  than  180  days, 
with  the  possibility  of  an  additional  180-day  renewal  at  the  State's  discretion.  Comments  on  this  notice 
must  be  received  on  or  before  August  1 1 , 201 7. 

FMCSA  Publishes  Notice  of  Proposed  Rulemaking  On  Military  Licensing  and  State 
Commercial  Driver's  License  Reciprocity 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  proposes  to  issue  a  rule  which  would  allow 
State  Driver  Licensing  Agencies  (SDLAs)  to  waive  the  requirements  for  the  commercial  driver's 
license  (CDL)  knowledge  tests  for  certain  individuals  who  are,  or  were,  regularly  employed  within  the 
last  year  in  a  military  position  that  requires/required,  the  operation  of  a  commercial  motor  vehicle 
(CMV).  Comments  on  this  notice  must  be  received  on  or  before  August  11, 2017.

GHSA  Applauds  Texas  &  Iowa  Laws  on  Distracted  Driving 

The  Governors  Highway  Safety  Association  (GHSA)  congratulates  Texas  and  Iowa  for  taking 
important  steps  to  combat  distracted  driving.  Texas  Governor  Greg  Abbot  has  signed  House  Bill  62, 
which  prohibits  texting  while  driving  in  the  Lone  Star  State,  becoming  the  47th  state  to  pass  such  a 
law.  The  prohibition  will  go  into  effect  on  September  1 ,  carrying  a  fine  of  up  to  $99  for  first-time 
offenders.  GHSA  commends  Texas  for  banning  this  pervasive  source  of  driver  distraction.  The 
Association  is  thankful  for  the  perseverance  of  victim  advocate  organizations  such  as 
StopDistractions.org.  who  have  worked  for  years  to  advance  this  through  the  state  legislature.  Iowa 
Governor  Terry  Branstad  recently  toughened  his  state's  ban  on  texting  while  driving  by  making  it  a 
primary  offense,  giving  police  the  ability  to  pull  drivers  over  if  they  are  spotted  writing,  sending  or 
reading  texts.  The  fine  is  $30.  In  addition,  Iowa  law  enforcement  can  now  add  the  charge  of  reckless 
driving  to  a  vehicular  homicide  charge  if  the  driver  was  found  to  be  using  a  cell  phone  at  the  time  of 
the  crash.  These  changes  take  effect  July  1 .  Although  legislation  and  enforcement  are  critical  steps  in 
preventing  distracted  driving,  GHSA  continues  to  encourage  all  drivers  to  refrain  from  the  use  of  cell 
phones  or  other  electronic  devices  behind  the  wheel,  regardless  of  existing  laws.  Read  more  here.

FMCSA  Proposes  Sleeper  Berth  Regulatory  Relief  Pilot 
Program 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  proposed  a  pilot 
program  to  allow  temporary  regulatory  relief  from  the  agency's  sleeper  berth 
regulation,  for  a  limited  number  of  commercial  drivers  who  have  a  valid 
commercial  driver's  license  (CDL)  and  who  regularly  use  a  sleeper  berth  to 
accumulate  their  required  10  hours  of  non-duty  work  status.  During  the  pilot 
program,  participating  drivers  would  have  the  option  to  split  their  sleeper  berth  time 
within  parameters  specified  by  FMCSA.  Driver  metrics  would  be  collected  for  the 
duration  of  the  study,  and  participants'  safety  performance  and  fatigue  levels  would 
be  analyzed.  Comments  on  the  pilot  are  requested  by  August  7,  2017. 


FMCSA  Seeks  Public  Comment  On  Commercial  Learner's 
Permit  Validity 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  proposes  to  amend  the 
Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Regulations  (FMCSRs)  to  allow  States  to  issue  a 
commercial  learner's  permit  (CLP)  with  an  expiration  date  of  up  to  one  year  from 
the  date  of  initial  issuance.

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GHSA  Applauds  Texas  &  Iowa  Laws  on  Distracted 
Driving 

The  Governors  Highway  Safety  Association  (GHSA)  congratulates  Texas  and 
Iowa  for  taking  important  steps  to  combat  distracted  driving.  Texas  Governor  Greg 
Abbot  has  signed  House  Bill  62,  which  prohibits  texting  while  driving  in  the  Lone 
Star  State,  becoming  the  47th  state  to  pass  such  a  law.  The  prohibition  will  go  into 
effect  on  September  1 ,  carrying  a  fine  of  up  to  $99  for  first-time  offenders.  GHSA 
commends  Texas  for  banning  this  pervasive  source  of  driver  distraction.  The 
Association  is  thankful  for  the  perseverance  of  victim  advocate  organizations  such 
as  StopDistractions.org,  who  have  worked  for  years  to  advance  this  through  the 
state  legislature.  Iowa  Governor  Terry  Branstad  recently  toughened  his  state's  ban 
on  texting  while  driving  by  making  it  a  primary  offense,  giving  police  the  ability  to 
pull  drivers  over  if  they  are  spotted  writing,  sending  or  reading  texts.  The  fine  is 
$30.  In  addition,  Iowa  law  enforcement  can  now  add  the  charge  of  reckless  driving 
to  a  vehicular  homicide  charge  if  the  driver  was  found  to  be  using  a  cell  phone  at 
the  time  of  the  crash.  These  changes  take  effect  July  1 .  Although  legislation  and 
enforcement  are  critical  steps  in  preventing  distracted  driving,  GHSA  continues  to 
encourage  all  drivers  to  refrain  from  the  use  of  cell  phones  or  other  electronic 
devices  behind  the  wheel,  regardless  of  existing  laws.  Read  more  here.

FMCSA  Proposes  Sleeper  Berth  Regulatory  Relief  Pilot 
Program 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  proposed  a  pilot 
program  to  allow  temporary  regulatory  relief  from  the  agency's  sleeper  berth 
regulation,  for  a  limited  number  of  commercial  drivers  who  have  a  valid 
commercial  driver's  license  (CDL)  and  who  regularly  use  a  sleeper  berth  to 
accumulate  their  required  10  hours  of  non-duty  work  status.

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GHSA  Applauds  Texas  &  Iowa  Laws  on  Distracted 
Driving 

The  Governors  Highway  Safety  Association  (GHSA)  congratulates  Texas  and 
Iowa  for  taking  important  steps  to  combat  distracted  driving.  Texas  Governor  Greg 
Abbot  has  signed  House  Bill  62,  which  prohibits  texting  while  driving  in  the  Lone 
Star  State,  becoming  the  47th  state  to  pass  such  a  law.  The  prohibition  will  go  into 
effect  on  September  1 ,  carrying  a  fine  of  up  to  $99  for  first-time  offenders.  GHSA 
commends  Texas  for  banning  this  pervasive  source  of  driver  distraction.  The 
Association  is  thankful  for  the  perseverance  of  victim  advocate  organizations  such 
as  StopDistractions.org,  who  have  worked  for  years  to  advance  this  through  the 
state  legislature.  Iowa  Governor  Terry  Branstad  recently  toughened  his  state's  ban 
on  texting  while  driving  by  making  it  a  primary  offense,  giving  police  the  ability  to 
pull  drivers  over  if  they  are  spotted  writing,  sending  or  reading  texts.  The  fine  is 
$30.  In  addition,  Iowa  law  enforcement  can  now  add  the  charge  of  reckless  driving 
to  a  vehicular  homicide  charge  if  the  driver  was  found  to  be  using  a  cell  phone  at 
the  time  of  the  crash.  These  changes  take  effect  July  1 .  Although  legislation  and 
enforcement  are  critical  steps  in  preventing  distracted  driving,  GHSA  continues  to 
encourage  all  drivers  to  refrain  from  the  use  of  cell  phones  or  other  electronic 
devices  behind  the  wheel,  regardless  of  existing  laws.  Read  more  here.

Abbot  has  signed  House  Bill  62,  which  prohibits  texting  while  driving  in  the  Lone 
Star  State,  becoming  the  47th  state  to  pass  such  a  law.  The  prohibition  will  go  into 
effect  on  September  1 ,  carrying  a  fine  of  up  to  $99  for  first-time  offenders.  GHSA 
commends  Texas  for  banning  this  pervasive  source  of  driver  distraction.  The 
Association  is  thankful  for  the  perseverance  of  victim  advocate  organizations  such 
as  StopDistractions.org,  who  have  worked  for  years  to  advance  this  through  the 
state  legislature.  Iowa  Governor  Terry  Branstad  recently  toughened  his  state's  ban 
on  texting  while  driving  by  making  it  a  primary  offense,  giving  police  the  ability  to 
pull  drivers  over  if  they  are  spotted  writing,  sending  or  reading  texts.  The  fine  is 
$30.  In  addition,  Iowa  law  enforcement  can  now  add  the  charge  of  reckless  driving 
to  a  vehicular  homicide  charge  if  the  driver  was  found  to  be  using  a  cell  phone  at 
the  time  of  the  crash.  These  changes  take  effect  July  1 .  Although  legislation  and 
enforcement  are  critical  steps  in  preventing  distracted  driving,  GHSA  continues  to 
encourage  all  drivers  to  refrain  from  the  use  of  cell  phones  or  other  electronic 
devices  behind  the  wheel,  regardless  of  existing  laws.

The  combined  efforts  of  MTO's  road  safety 
partners,  public  education,  enforcement  and  road  safety  initiatives  are  making 
roads  safer  for  all  Ontarians.  Ontario's  roads  continue  to  be  among  the  safest  in 
North  America.

FMCSA  Proposes  Sleeper  Berth  Regulatory  Relief  Pilot 
Program 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  proposed  a  pilot 
program  to  allow  temporary  regulatory  relief  from  the  agency's  sleeper  berth 
regulation,  for  a  limited  number  of  commercial  drivers  who  have  a  valid 
commercial  driver's  license  (CDL)  and  who  regularly  use  a  sleeper  berth  to 
accumulate  their  required  10  hours  of  non-duty  work  status.  During  the  pilot 
program,  participating  drivers  would  have  the  option  to  split  their  sleeper  berth  time 
within  parameters  specified  by  FMCSA.  Driver  metrics  would  be  collected  for  the 
duration  of  the  study,  and  participants'  safety  performance  and  fatigue  levels  would 
be  analyzed.  Comments  on  the  pilot  are  requested  by  August  7,  2017. 


FMCSA  Seeks  Public  Comment  On  Commercial  Learner's 
Permit  Validity 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  proposes  to  amend  the 
Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Regulations  (FMCSRs)  to  allow  States  to  issue  a 
commercial  learner's  permit  (CLP)  with  an  expiration  date  of  up  to  one  year  from 
the  date  of  initial  issuance.  CLPs  issued  for  shorter  periods  may  be  renewed  but 
the  total  period  of  time  between  the  date  of  initial  issuance  and  the  expiration  of 
the  renewed  CLP  could  not  exceed  one  year.  This  proposed  amendment  would 
replace  the  current  regulations,  which  require  the  States  to  issue  CLPs  initially  for 
no  more  than  180  days,  with  the  possibility  of  an  additional  180-day  renewal  at  the 
State's  discretion.  Comments  on  this  notice  must  be  received  on  or  before  August 
11,2017. 

FMCSA  Publishes  Notice  of  Proposed  Rulemaking  On 
Military  Licensing  and  State  Commercial  Driver's  License 
Reciprocity 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  proposes  to  issue  a  rule 
which  would  allow  State  Driver  Licensing  Agencies  (SDLAs)  to  waive  the 
requirements  for  the  commercial  driver's  license  (CDL)  knowledge  tests  for  certain 
individuals  who  are,  or  were,  regularly  employed  within  the  last  year  in  a  military 
position  that  requires/required,  the  operation  of  a  commercial  motor  vehicle  (CMV). 
Comments  on  this  notice  must  be  received  on  or  before  August  1 1 , 2017.

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GHSA  Applauds  Texas  &  Iowa  Laws  on  Distracted 
Driving 

The  Governors  Highway  Safety  Association  (GHSA)  congratulates  Texas  and 
Iowa  for  taking  important  steps  to  combat  distracted  driving.  Texas  Governor  Greg 
Abbot  has  signed  House  Bill  62,  which  prohibits  texting  while  driving  in  the  Lone 
Star  State,  becoming  the  47th  state  to  pass  such  a  law.  The  prohibition  will  go  into 
effect  on  September  1 ,  carrying  a  fine  of  up  to  $99  for  first-time  offenders.  GHSA 
commends  Texas  for  banning  this  pervasive  source  of  driver  distraction.  The 
Association  is  thankful  for  the  perseverance  of  victim  advocate  organizations  such 
as  StopDistractions.org,  who  have  worked  for  years  to  advance  this  through  the 
state  legislature.  Iowa  Governor  Terry  Branstad  recently  toughened  his  state's  ban 
on  texting  while  driving  by  making  it  a  primary  offense,  giving  police  the  ability  to 
pull  drivers  over  if  they  are  spotted  writing,  sending  or  reading  texts.  The  fine  is 
$30.  In  addition,  Iowa  law  enforcement  can  now  add  the  charge  of  reckless  driving 
to  a  vehicular  homicide  charge  if  the  driver  was  found  to  be  using  a  cell  phone  at 
the  time  of  the  crash.  These  changes  take  effect  July  1 .  Although  legislation  and 
enforcement  are  critical  steps  in  preventing  distracted  driving,  GHSA  continues  to 
encourage  all  drivers  to  refrain  from  the  use  of  cell  phones  or  other  electronic 
devices  behind  the  wheel,  regardless  of  existing  laws.  Read  more  here.

FMCSA  Proposes  Sleeper  Berth  Regulatory  Relief  Pilot 
Program 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  proposed  a  pilot 
program  to  allow  temporary  regulatory  relief  from  the  agency's  sleeper  berth 
regulation,  for  a  limited  number  of  commercial  drivers  who  have  a  valid 
commercial  driver's  license  (CDL)  and  who  regularly  use  a  sleeper  berth  to 
accumulate  their  required  10  hours  of  non-duty  work  status.  During  the  pilot 
program,  participating  drivers  would  have  the  option  to  split  their  sleeper  berth  time 
within  parameters  specified  by  FMCSA.  Driver  metrics  would  be  collected  for  the 
duration  of  the  study,  and  participants'  safety  performance  and  fatigue  levels  would 
be  analyzed.  Comments  on  the  pilot  are  requested  by  August  7,  2017. 


FMCSA  Seeks  Public  Comment  On  Commercial  Learner's 
Permit  Validity 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  proposes  to  amend  the 
Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Regulations  (FMCSRs)  to  allow  States  to  issue  a 
commercial  learner's  permit  (CLP)  with  an  expiration  date  of  up  to  one  year  from 
the  date  of  initial  issuance.  CLPs  issued  for  shorter  periods  may  be  renewed  but 
the  total  period  of  time  between  the  date  of  initial  issuance  and  the  expiration  of 
the  renewed  CLP  could  not  exceed  one  year.  This  proposed  amendment  would 
replace  the  current  regulations,  which  require  the  States  to  issue  CLPs  initially  for 
no  more  than  180  days,  with  the  possibility  of  an  additional  180-day  renewal  at  the 
State's  discretion.  Comments  on  this  notice  must  be  received  on  or  before  August 
11,2017. 

FMCSA  Publishes  Notice  of  Proposed  Rulemaking  On 
Military  Licensing  and  State  Commercial  Driver's  License 
Reciprocity 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  proposes  to  issue  a  rule 
which  would  allow  State  Driver  Licensing  Agencies  (SDLAs)  to  waive  the 
requirements  for  the  commercial  driver's  license  (CDL)  knowledge  tests  for  certain 
individuals  who  are,  or  were,  regularly  employed  within  the  last  year  in  a  military 
position  that  requires/required,  the  operation  of  a  commercial  motor  vehicle  (CMV).

GHSA  Applauds  Texas  &  Iowa  Laws  on  Distracted 
Driving 

The  Governors  Highway  Safety  Association  (GHSA)  congratulates  Texas  and 
Iowa  for  taking  important  steps  to  combat  distracted  driving.  Texas  Governor  Greg 
Abbot  has  signed  House  Bill  62,  which  prohibits  texting  while  driving  in  the  Lone 
Star  State,  becoming  the  47th  state  to  pass  such  a  law.  The  prohibition  will  go  into 
effect  on  September  1 ,  carrying  a  fine  of  up  to  $99  for  first-time  offenders.  GHSA 
commends  Texas  for  banning  this  pervasive  source  of  driver  distraction.  The 
Association  is  thankful  for  the  perseverance  of  victim  advocate  organizations  such 
as  StopDistractions.org,  who  have  worked  for  years  to  advance  this  through  the 
state  legislature.  Iowa  Governor  Terry  Branstad  recently  toughened  his  state's  ban 
on  texting  while  driving  by  making  it  a  primary  offense,  giving  police  the  ability  to 
pull  drivers  over  if  they  are  spotted  writing,  sending  or  reading  texts.  The  fine  is 
$30.  In  addition,  Iowa  law  enforcement  can  now  add  the  charge  of  reckless  driving 
to  a  vehicular  homicide  charge  if  the  driver  was  found  to  be  using  a  cell  phone  at 
the  time  of  the  crash.  These  changes  take  effect  July  1 .  Although  legislation  and 
enforcement  are  critical  steps  in  preventing  distracted  driving,  GHSA  continues  to 
encourage  all  drivers  to  refrain  from  the  use  of  cell  phones  or  other  electronic 
devices  behind  the  wheel,  regardless  of  existing  laws.  Read  more  here.

FMCSA  Proposes  Sleeper  Berth  Regulatory  Relief  Pilot 
Program 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  proposed  a  pilot 
program  to  allow  temporary  regulatory  relief  from  the  agency's  sleeper  berth 
regulation,  for  a  limited  number  of  commercial  drivers  who  have  a  valid 
commercial  driver's  license  (CDL)  and  who  regularly  use  a  sleeper  berth  to 
accumulate  their  required  10  hours  of  non-duty  work  status.  During  the  pilot 
program,  participating  drivers  would  have  the  option  to  split  their  sleeper  berth  time 
within  parameters  specified  by  FMCSA.  Driver  metrics  would  be  collected  for  the 
duration  of  the  study,  and  participants'  safety  performance  and  fatigue  levels  would 
be  analyzed.  Comments  on  the  pilot  are  requested  by  August  7,  2017. 


FMCSA  Seeks  Public  Comment  On  Commercial  Learner's 
Permit  Validity 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  proposes  to  amend  the 
Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Regulations  (FMCSRs)  to  allow  States  to  issue  a 
commercial  learner's  permit  (CLP)  with  an  expiration  date  of  up  to  one  year  from 
the  date  of  initial  issuance.  CLPs  issued  for  shorter  periods  may  be  renewed  but 
the  total  period  of  time  between  the  date  of  initial  issuance  and  the  expiration  of 
the  renewed  CLP  could  not  exceed  one  year.  This  proposed  amendment  would 
replace  the  current  regulations,  which  require  the  States  to  issue  CLPs  initially  for 
no  more  than  180  days,  with  the  possibility  of  an  additional  180-day  renewal  at  the 
State's  discretion.  Comments  on  this  notice  must  be  received  on  or  before  August 
11,2017. 

FMCSA  Publishes  Notice  of  Proposed  Rulemaking  On 
Military  Licensing  and  State  Commercial  Driver's  License 
Reciprocity 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  proposes  to  issue  a  rule 
which  would  allow  State  Driver  Licensing  Agencies  (SDLAs)  to  waive  the 
requirements  for  the  commercial  driver's  license  (CDL)  knowledge  tests  for  certain 
individuals  who  are,  or  were,  regularly  employed  within  the  last  year  in  a  military 
position  that  requires/required,  the  operation  of  a  commercial  motor  vehicle  (CMV). 
Comments  on  this  notice  must  be  received  on  or  before  August  1 1 , 2017.

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GHSA  Applauds  Texas  &  Iowa  Laws  on  Distracted 
Driving 

The  Governors  Highway  Safety  Association  (GHSA)  congratulates  Texas  and 
Iowa  for  taking  important  steps  to  combat  distracted  driving.  Texas  Governor  Greg 
Abbot  has  signed  House  Bill  62,  which  prohibits  texting  while  driving  in  the  Lone 
Star  State,  becoming  the  47th  state  to  pass  such  a  law.  The  prohibition  will  go  into 
effect  on  September  1 ,  carrying  a  fine  of  up  to  $99  for  first-time  offenders.  GHSA 
commends  Texas  for  banning  this  pervasive  source  of  driver  distraction.  The 
Association  is  thankful  for  the  perseverance  of  victim  advocate  organizations  such 
as  StopDistractions.org,  who  have  worked  for  years  to  advance  this  through  the 
state  legislature.  Iowa  Governor  Terry  Branstad  recently  toughened  his  state's  ban 
on  texting  while  driving  by  making  it  a  primary  offense,  giving  police  the  ability  to 
pull  drivers  over  if  they  are  spotted  writing,  sending  or  reading  texts.  The  fine  is 
$30.  In  addition,  Iowa  law  enforcement  can  now  add  the  charge  of  reckless  driving 
to  a  vehicular  homicide  charge  if  the  driver  was  found  to  be  using  a  cell  phone  at 
the  time  of  the  crash.  These  changes  take  effect  July  1 .  Although  legislation  and 
enforcement  are  critical  steps  in  preventing  distracted  driving,  GHSA  continues  to 
encourage  all  drivers  to  refrain  from  the  use  of  cell  phones  or  other  electronic 
devices  behind  the  wheel,  regardless  of  existing  laws.  Read  more  here.

FMCSA  Proposes  Sleeper  Berth  Regulatory  Relief  Pilot 
Program 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  proposed  a  pilot 
program  to  allow  temporary  regulatory  relief  from  the  agency's  sleeper  berth 
regulation,  for  a  limited  number  of  commercial  drivers  who  have  a  valid 
commercial  driver's  license  (CDL)  and  who  regularly  use  a  sleeper  berth  to 
accumulate  their  required  10  hours  of  non-duty  work  status.  During  the  pilot 
program,  participating  drivers  would  have  the  option  to  split  their  sleeper  berth  time 
within  parameters  specified  by  FMCSA.  Driver  metrics  would  be  collected  for  the 
duration  of  the  study,  and  participants'  safety  performance  and  fatigue  levels  would 
be  analyzed.  Comments  on  the  pilot  are  requested  by  August  7,  2017. 


FMCSA  Seeks  Public  Comment  On  Commercial  Learner's 
Permit  Validity 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  proposes  to  amend  the 
Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Regulations  (FMCSRs)  to  allow  States  to  issue  a 
commercial  learner's  permit  (CLP)  with  an  expiration  date  of  up  to  one  year  from 
the  date  of  initial  issuance.  CLPs  issued  for  shorter  periods  may  be  renewed  but 
the  total  period  of  time  between  the  date  of  initial  issuance  and  the  expiration  of 
the  renewed  CLP  could  not  exceed  one  year.  This  proposed  amendment  would 
replace  the  current  regulations,  which  require  the  States  to  issue  CLPs  initially  for 
no  more  than  180  days,  with  the  possibility  of  an  additional  180-day  renewal  at  the 
State's  discretion.  Comments  on  this  notice  must  be  received  on  or  before  August 
11,2017. 

FMCSA  Publishes  Notice  of  Proposed  Rulemaking  On 
Military  Licensing  and  State  Commercial  Driver's  License 
Reciprocity 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  proposes  to  issue  a  rule 
which  would  allow  State  Driver  Licensing  Agencies  (SDLAs)  to  waive  the 
requirements  for  the  commercial  driver's  license  (CDL)  knowledge  tests  for  certain 
individuals  who  are,  or  were,  regularly  employed  within  the  last  year  in  a  military 
position  that  requires/required,  the  operation  of  a  commercial  motor  vehicle  (CMV). 
Comments  on  this  notice  must  be  received  on  or  before  August  1 1 , 2017.

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GHSA  Applauds  Texas  &  Iowa  Laws  on  Distracted 
Driving 

The  Governors  Highway  Safety  Association  (GHSA)  congratulates  Texas  and 
Iowa  for  taking  important  steps  to  combat  distracted  driving.  Texas  Governor  Greg 
Abbot  has  signed  House  Bill  62,  which  prohibits  texting  while  driving  in  the  Lone 
Star  State,  becoming  the  47th  state  to  pass  such  a  law.  The  prohibition  will  go  into 
effect  on  September  1 ,  carrying  a  fine  of  up  to  $99  for  first-time  offenders.  GHSA 
commends  Texas  for  banning  this  pervasive  source  of  driver  distraction.  The 
Association  is  thankful  for  the  perseverance  of  victim  advocate  organizations  such 
as  StopDistractions.org,  who  have  worked  for  years  to  advance  this  through  the 
state  legislature.  Iowa  Governor  Terry  Branstad  recently  toughened  his  state's  ban 
on  texting  while  driving  by  making  it  a  primary  offense,  giving  police  the  ability  to 
pull  drivers  over  if  they  are  spotted  writing,  sending  or  reading  texts.  The  fine  is 
$30.  In  addition,  Iowa  law  enforcement  can  now  add  the  charge  of  reckless  driving 
to  a  vehicular  homicide  charge  if  the  driver  was  found  to  be  using  a  cell  phone  at 
the  time  of  the  crash.  These  changes  take  effect  July  1 .  Although  legislation  and 
enforcement  are  critical  steps  in  preventing  distracted  driving,  GHSA  continues  to 
encourage  all  drivers  to  refrain  from  the  use  of  cell  phones  or  other  electronic 
devices  behind  the  wheel,  regardless  of  existing  laws.  Read  more  here.

FMCSA  Proposes  Sleeper  Berth  Regulatory  Relief  Pilot 
Program 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  proposed  a  pilot 
program  to  allow  temporary  regulatory  relief  from  the  agency's  sleeper  berth 
regulation,  for  a  limited  number  of  commercial  drivers  who  have  a  valid 
commercial  driver's  license  (CDL)  and  who  regularly  use  a  sleeper  berth  to 
accumulate  their  required  10  hours  of  non-duty  work  status.  During  the  pilot 
program,  participating  drivers  would  have  the  option  to  split  their  sleeper  berth  time 
within  parameters  specified  by  FMCSA.  Driver  metrics  would  be  collected  for  the 
duration  of  the  study,  and  participants'  safety  performance  and  fatigue  levels  would 
be  analyzed.  Comments  on  the  pilot  are  requested  by  August  7,  2017. 


FMCSA  Seeks  Public  Comment  On  Commercial  Learner's 
Permit  Validity 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  proposes  to  amend  the 
Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Regulations  (FMCSRs)  to  allow  States  to  issue  a 
commercial  learner's  permit  (CLP)  with  an  expiration  date  of  up  to  one  year  from 
the  date  of  initial  issuance.  CLPs  issued  for  shorter  periods  may  be  renewed  but 
the  total  period  of  time  between  the  date  of  initial  issuance  and  the  expiration  of 
the  renewed  CLP  could  not  exceed  one  year.  This  proposed  amendment  would 
replace  the  current  regulations,  which  require  the  States  to  issue  CLPs  initially  for 
no  more  than  180  days,  with  the  possibility  of  an  additional  180-day  renewal  at  the 
State's  discretion.  Comments  on  this  notice  must  be  received  on  or  before  August 
11,2017. 

FMCSA  Publishes  Notice  of  Proposed  Rulemaking  On 
Military  Licensing  and  State  Commercial  Driver's  License 
Reciprocity 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  proposes  to  issue  a  rule 
which  would  allow  State  Driver  Licensing  Agencies  (SDLAs)  to  waive  the 
requirements  for  the  commercial  driver's  license  (CDL)  knowledge  tests  for  certain 
individuals  who  are,  or  were,  regularly  employed  within  the  last  year  in  a  military 
position  that  requires/required,  the  operation  of  a  commercial  motor  vehicle  (CMV). 
Comments  on  this  notice  must  be  received  on  or  before  August  1 1 , 2017.

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GHSA  Applauds  Texas  &  Iowa  Laws  on  Distracted 
Driving 

The  Governors  Highway  Safety  Association  (GHSA)  congratulates  Texas  and 
Iowa  for  taking  important  steps  to  combat  distracted  driving.  Texas  Governor  Greg 
Abbot  has  signed  House  Bill  62,  which  prohibits  texting  while  driving  in  the  Lone 
Star  State,  becoming  the  47th  state  to  pass  such  a  law.  The  prohibition  will  go  into 
effect  on  September  1 ,  carrying  a  fine  of  up  to  $99  for  first-time  offenders.  GHSA 
commends  Texas  for  banning  this  pervasive  source  of  driver  distraction.  The 
Association  is  thankful  for  the  perseverance  of  victim  advocate  organizations  such 
as  StopDistractions.org,  who  have  worked  for  years  to  advance  this  through  the 
state  legislature.  Iowa  Governor  Terry  Branstad  recently  toughened  his  state's  ban 
on  texting  while  driving  by  making  it  a  primary  offense,  giving  police  the  ability  to 
pull  drivers  over  if  they  are  spotted  writing,  sending  or  reading  texts.  The  fine  is 
$30.  In  addition,  Iowa  law  enforcement  can  now  add  the  charge  of  reckless  driving 
to  a  vehicular  homicide  charge  if  the  driver  was  found  to  be  using  a  cell  phone  at 
the  time  of  the  crash.  These  changes  take  effect  July  1 .  Although  legislation  and 
enforcement  are  critical  steps  in  preventing  distracted  driving,  GHSA  continues  to 
encourage  all  drivers  to  refrain  from  the  use  of  cell  phones  or  other  electronic 
devices  behind  the  wheel,  regardless  of  existing  laws.  Read  more  here.

FMCSA  Proposes  Sleeper  Berth  Regulatory  Relief  Pilot 
Program 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  proposed  a  pilot 
program  to  allow  temporary  regulatory  relief  from  the  agency's  sleeper  berth 
regulation,  for  a  limited  number  of  commercial  drivers  who  have  a  valid 
commercial  driver's  license  (CDL)  and  who  regularly  use  a  sleeper  berth  to 
accumulate  their  required  10  hours  of  non-duty  work  status.  During  the  pilot 
program,  participating  drivers  would  have  the  option  to  split  their  sleeper  berth  time 
within  parameters  specified  by  FMCSA.

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GHSA  Applauds  Texas  &  Iowa  Laws  on  Distracted 
Driving 

The  Governors  Highway  Safety  Association  (GHSA)  congratulates  Texas  and 
Iowa  for  taking  important  steps  to  combat  distracted  driving.  Texas  Governor  Greg 
Abbot  has  signed  House  Bill  62,  which  prohibits  texting  while  driving  in  the  Lone 
Star  State,  becoming  the  47th  state  to  pass  such  a  law.  The  prohibition  will  go  into 
effect  on  September  1 ,  carrying  a  fine  of  up  to  $99  for  first-time  offenders.  GHSA 
commends  Texas  for  banning  this  pervasive  source  of  driver  distraction.  The 
Association  is  thankful  for  the  perseverance  of  victim  advocate  organizations  such 
as  StopDistractions.org,  who  have  worked  for  years  to  advance  this  through  the 
state  legislature.  Iowa  Governor  Terry  Branstad  recently  toughened  his  state's  ban 
on  texting  while  driving  by  making  it  a  primary  offense,  giving  police  the  ability  to 
pull  drivers  over  if  they  are  spotted  writing,  sending  or  reading  texts.  The  fine  is 
$30.  In  addition,  Iowa  law  enforcement  can  now  add  the  charge  of  reckless  driving 
to  a  vehicular  homicide  charge  if  the  driver  was  found  to  be  using  a  cell  phone  at 
the  time  of  the  crash.  These  changes  take  effect  July  1 .  Although  legislation  and 
enforcement  are  critical  steps  in  preventing  distracted  driving,  GHSA  continues  to 
encourage  all  drivers  to  refrain  from  the  use  of  cell  phones  or  other  electronic 
devices  behind  the  wheel,  regardless  of  existing  laws.  Read  more  here.

FMCSA  Proposes  Sleeper  Berth  Regulatory  Relief  Pilot 
Program 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  proposed  a  pilot 
program  to  allow  temporary  regulatory  relief  from  the  agency's  sleeper  berth 
regulation,  for  a  limited  number  of  commercial  drivers  who  have  a  valid 
commercial  driver's  license  (CDL)  and  who  regularly  use  a  sleeper  berth  to 
accumulate  their  required  10  hours  of  non-duty  work  status.  During  the  pilot 
program,  participating  drivers  would  have  the  option  to  split  their  sleeper  berth  time 
within  parameters  specified  by  FMCSA.  Driver  metrics  would  be  collected  for  the 
duration  of  the  study,  and  participants'  safety  performance  and  fatigue  levels  would 
be  analyzed.  Comments  on  the  pilot  are  requested  by  August  7,  2017. 


FMCSA  Seeks  Public  Comment  On  Commercial  Learner's 
Permit  Validity 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  proposes  to  amend  the 
Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Regulations  (FMCSRs)  to  allow  States  to  issue  a 
commercial  learner's  permit  (CLP)  with  an  expiration  date  of  up  to  one  year  from 
the  date  of  initial  issuance.  CLPs  issued  for  shorter  periods  may  be  renewed  but 
the  total  period  of  time  between  the  date  of  initial  issuance  and  the  expiration  of 
the  renewed  CLP  could  not  exceed  one  year.  This  proposed  amendment  would 
replace  the  current  regulations,  which  require  the  States  to  issue  CLPs  initially  for 
no  more  than  180  days,  with  the  possibility  of  an  additional  180-day  renewal  at  the 
State's  discretion.  Comments  on  this  notice  must  be  received  on  or  before  August 
11,2017. 

FMCSA  Publishes  Notice  of  Proposed  Rulemaking  On 
Military  Licensing  and  State  Commercial  Driver's  License 
Reciprocity 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  proposes  to  issue  a  rule 
which  would  allow  State  Driver  Licensing  Agencies  (SDLAs)  to  waive  the 
requirements  for  the  commercial  driver's  license  (CDL)  knowledge  tests  for  certain 
individuals  who  are,  or  were,  regularly  employed  within  the  last  year  in  a  military 
position  that  requires/required,  the  operation  of  a  commercial  motor  vehicle  (CMV). 
Comments  on  this  notice  must  be  received  on  or  before  August  1 1 , 2017. 
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GHSA  Applauds  Texas  &  Iowa  Laws  on  Distracted 
Driving 

The  Governors  Highway  Safety  Association  (GHSA)  congratulates  Texas  and 
Iowa  for  taking  important  steps  to  combat  distracted  driving.  Texas  Governor  Greg 
Abbot  has  signed  House  Bill  62,  which  prohibits  texting  while  driving  in  the  Lone 
Star  State,  becoming  the  47th  state  to  pass  such  a  law.  The  prohibition  will  go  into 
effect  on  September  1 ,  carrying  a  fine  of  up  to  $99  for  first-time  offenders.  GHSA 
commends  Texas  for  banning  this  pervasive  source  of  driver  distraction.  The 
Association  is  thankful  for  the  perseverance  of  victim  advocate  organizations  such 
as  StopDistractions.org,  who  have  worked  for  years  to  advance  this  through  the 
state  legislature.  Iowa  Governor  Terry  Branstad  recently  toughened  his  state's  ban 
on  texting  while  driving  by  making  it  a  primary  offense,  giving  police  the  ability  to 
pull  drivers  over  if  they  are  spotted  writing,  sending  or  reading  texts.  The  fine  is 
$30.  In  addition,  Iowa  law  enforcement  can  now  add  the  charge  of  reckless  driving 
to  a  vehicular  homicide  charge  if  the  driver  was  found  to  be  using  a  cell  phone  at 
the  time  of  the  crash.  These  changes  take  effect  July  1 .  Although  legislation  and 
enforcement  are  critical  steps  in  preventing  distracted  driving,  GHSA  continues  to 
encourage  all  drivers  to  refrain  from  the  use  of  cell  phones  or  other  electronic 
devices  behind  the  wheel,  regardless  of  existing  laws.  Read  more  here.

Please  go  through  these  and  let  us  know  if  you 
want  to  add  anything  else.  Tony  will  be  taking  these  concerns  to  the  ACD  and  NDR  working  groups. 


The  initial  consensus  is  the  A91  ACD  code  change  is  specific  to  Arizona's  need  and  that  a  broader  user  base  needs  to  be 
identified  to  justify  the  change  since  there  is  a  direct  impact  on  the  state's  systems  and  the  W72  seems  to  potentially 
accommodate  AZ's  needs. 

An  impact  assessment  on  the  jurisdiction's  systems  should  be  considered  as  part  of  this  CP. 

Could  modifying  A72  be  an  option,  if  so  how  can  it  be  changed  to  accommodate  Arizona's  need. 

A  better  understanding  of  the  issue  is  being  requested  to  understand  the  need  for  making  this  change. 

Formal  opinion  from  the  NDR  WG  and  the  ACD  WG  on  this  issue  should  be  requested/needed.

RE:  Petition  for  Reconsideration  of  the  Commercial  Driver’s  License  Drug  and  Alcohol 
Clearinghouse  Final  Rule;  Docket  No.  FMCSA-2011-0031 

The  American  Association  of  Motor  Vehicle  Administrators  (AAMVA)  requests  the  Federal  Motor  Carrier 
Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  reconsider  its  final  rule  amending  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety 
Regulations  to  establish  requirements  for  the  Commercial  Driver’s  License  Drug  and  Alcohol 
Clearinghouse.  Given  the  current  regulatory  environment  established  by  the  President  through  the 
Executive  Order  entitled,  “Reducing  Regulation  and  Controlling  Regulatory  Costs,”  and  “Enforcing  the 
Regulatory  Reform  Agenda”  the  Administration  has  made  it  clear  that  unnecessary  and  costly  regulations 
should  be  reduced.  Specifically,  Section  1  of  “Enforcing  the  Regulatory  Reform  Agenda”  informs  federal 
agencies  that  “It  is  the  policy  of  the  United  States  to  alleviate  unnecessary  regulatory  burdens  placed  on  the 
American  people.”  This  executive  order  further  establishes  Regulatory  Reform  Task  Forces  that  are 
directed  to  “identify  regulations  that  are  outdated,  unnecessary,  or  ineffective. .  .and  identify  regulations  for 
repeal,  replacement,  or  modification.”  While  Section  32403  of  the  Moving  Ahead  for  Progress  in  the  21st 
Century  (MAP-21)  Act  required  that  “before  renewing  or  issuing  a  commercial  driver’s  license  to  an 
individual,  the  State  shall  request  information  pertaining  to  the  individual  from  the  drug  and  alcohol 
clearinghouse  maintained  under  Section  31306(a),”  the  final  rule  implemented  changes  impacting  State 
Driver’s  License  Agencies  (SDLAs)  without  providing  an  opportunity  to  comment  on  the  effectiveness  of 
these  changes  to  the  final  rule  -  nor  has  FMCSA  instructed  SDLAs  on  any  utility  achieved  in  performing 
such  actions.  AAMVA  opposes  the  implementation  of  this  final  rule  and  formally  requests  reconsideration 
for  the  following  reasons: 

1 .  SDLAs  were  not  provided  with  the  opportunity  to  comment  on  new  mandates  before  they 
were  inserted  into  the  final  rule.  While  AAMVA  and  its  membership  had  long  been  aware  of  the 
provisions  included  in  MAP-21,  the  association  actively  monitored  the  Notice  of  Proposed 
Rulemaking  (NPRM)  related  to  the  Drug  and  Alcohol  Clearinghouse  for  any  impact  on  its 
membership.  No  mention  of  SDLA  obligations  were  included  in  the  NPRM.  SDLA  mandates 
were  only  evidenced  through  publication  of  the  final  rule.  This  regulatory  path  ignored  the  federal 
obligation  to  provide  a  reasonable  notice  and  comment  period  to  address  potential  concerns 
relative  to  the  development  of  federal  regulations.  As  the  final  rule  itself  states,  “This  final  rule 
includes  changes  to  the  CDL  standards  in  part  383  that  were  not  proposed  in  the  NPRM.”  These 
changes  ultimately  affect  every  CDL  transaction  SDLAs  are  obligated  to  conduct  and  has 
tremendous  impacts  on  SDLA  system  capabilities,  cost  associated  with  conducting  transactions, 
and  the  timeliness  of  service  states  are  able  to  provide  for  all  transactons  conducted  by  the 
SDLAs. 

2.  Utility  and  Authority.  While  the  statutory  requirements  of  MAP -21  provided  that  a  state  must 
query  the  National  Drug  and  Alcohol  Clearinghouse  “before  renewing  or  issuing  a  commercial 
driver’s  license  to  an  individual,”  neither  the  regulations  nor  the  statute  identify  what  actions  a 
SDLA  is  expected  to  take  once  that  query  has  been  performed.  Substance  test  failures  recorded  by 
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the  Clearinghouse  do  not  currently  necessitate  any  action  by  state  authorities.  The  rationale  of  the 
Drug  and  Alcohol  Clearinghouse  from  inception  was  to  provide  employers,  not  state  governments, 
with  the  ability  to  make  informed  decisions  regarding  who  to  employ  in  their  services.  It  is  not 
currently  a  crime  to  fail  a  drug  test.  Administering  negative  repercussions  on  a  commercial  license 
where  no  crime  has  been  committed  exposes  the  SDLAs  to  liability  issues  and  compromises  the 
intent  of  the  Clearinghouse.  While  employers  have  the  latitude  to  hire  whom  they  choose,  states 
cannot  be  expected  to  take  action  on  a  license  as  the  result  of  a  query  against  the  Clearinghouse 
even  if  that  process  is  integrated  seamlessly.  AAMVA  questions  the  utility  of  querying  the 
Clearinghouse  when  the  states  lack  the  authority  to  perform  any  administrative  action  on  the 
license  itself.  Further,  the  states  caution  FMCSA  from  further  requiring  SDLAs  to  take  action 
based  on  Clearinghouse  results  -  especially  since  such  actions  could  directly  impact  individual 
livelihood. 

3.  Clarification  of  federal  authority  to  take  administrative  action.  The  SDLAs  administer  the 
federal  commercial  driver’s  license  program  on  behalf  of  the  federal  government.  The  SDLAs  do 
not  want  to  become  the  de  facto  arbiters  of  this  program  based  on  results  from  the  Clearinghouse. 
For  the  reasons  stated  above,  and  due  to  the  fact  that  the  commercial  driver’s  license  program 
must  remain  a  federally-institutionalized  program,  FMCSA  must  be  the  sole  responsible  party  for 
taking  licensing  actions  on  the  driver  and  these  must  be  completely  clarified  through  regulation. 
AAMVA  also  requests  that  FMCSA  carefully  consider  whether  any  associated  federal  actions 
taken  on  a  driver  be  appropriately  documented  as  punitive  or  non-punitive  values  and  what 
associating  these  values  with  an  individual  driver  will  mean  for  licensure.  Finally,  SDLA  ability  to 
take  action  on  state-issued  credentials  is  based  in  state  law.  There  are  important  discrepencies 
with  regard  to  how  these  actions  are  legally  effected.  Any  intrusion  on  current  practice  needs  to 
take  the  federal-state  legal  implications  into  account  and  understand  that  federal  decisions  could 
have  serious  implications  for  standing  state  law. 

4.  Impact  of  Foreign  Drivers.  As  conceptualized,  the  final  rule  would  mainly  impact  the  domestic 
demographic  of  drivers.  The  Clearinghouse  will  record  information  on  those  drivers  who  have 
submitted  to  employer-based  testing  as  a  condition  of  prospective  or  current  employment  practice. 
While  the  Clearinghouse  could  potentially  limit  a  driver’s  employment  prospects  if  they  are  a 
current  or  prospective  CDL  holder,  it  is  unclear  how  or  if  foreign  drivers  would  be  included  in  the 
reporting  and  query  process.  The  final  rule  could  have  the  unintended  consequence  of  allowing 
foreign  drivers  who  have  no  instrument  for  reporting  negative  or  adulterated  test  results  an 
advantage  in  employment  over  those  who  have  been  included  in  the  current  system. 

5.  Cost-Impact  Analysis.  The  final  rule  does  not  accurately  reflect  the  cost  implications  on  the 
SDLAs.  The  cost-impact  analysis  provided  associates  the  annual  burden  hours  for  new-CDL  and 
CDL-renewal  queries  with  SDLAs  as  zero  hours.  Under  the  NPRM,  the  annual  burden  on  SDLAs 
would  likely  have  been  zero  hours,  but  with  each  SDLA  commercial  transaction  now  requiring  a 
Clearinghouse  query  and  associated  interpretation,  there  will  certainly  be  an  impact  in 
administrative  burden  to  the  SDLAs.  Further,  the  analysis  does  not  take  into  account  the  costs  of 
testing  and  integration  of  the  new  query  capabilities  into  each  state’s  driver’s  licensing  system. 
Modification  to  SDLA  systems  is  complex  and  can  be  hugely  impactful  to  SDLA  operations  as  a 
whole.  Not  only  will  there  be  costs  associated  with  standing  up  the  Clearinghouse  query 
capabilities,  but  there  will  also  be  associative  costs  related  to  operations  and  maintenance  of  the 
system  and  its  integration  with  any  future  state  modernization  efforts. 

6.  Privacy  and  Data  Controls.  The  final  rule  does  not  sufficiently  address  what  specific  information 
the  SDLAs  will  be  interacting  with  and  using,  including  what  information  residing  on  the 
Clearinghouse  indicates  that  someone  is  not  “qualified”  to  operate  a  commercial  motor  vehicle. 
Further,  the  final  rule  does  not  sufficiently  address  how  information  queried  should  be  used  by  and 
shared  with  SDLAs.  For  consideration,  is  the  data  included  and  exchanged  through  the 
clearinghouse  to  be  considered  “medical  information”  and  accorded  the  appropriate  privacy 
protocols?  FMCSA  also  has  not  clearly  provided  identification  of  system  access  controls,  data 
access  controls,  and  whether  there  is  a  need  to  compartmentalize  and  pacel  certain  information 
dependent  on  levels  of  authorization  for  access  to  the  system.  Prospective  and  current  employers 
and  MROs  may  have  a  very  different  expectation  of  system  integrity  and  access  than  government 
agencies  holding  a  responsibility  for  protection  of  data  exchanges  and  records.  Expanded  access 
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often  results  in  a  need  for  expanded  controls  to  ensure  record  data  is  not  exposed  further  through 
use  and  exchange  of  data. 

7.  Notification.  SDLAs  have  expressed  concern  regarding  notification  of  a  negative  or  adulterated 
test.  While  the  testing  information  will  be  placed  on  the  clearinghouse,  actual  notification  of  a 
driver  at  the  time  of  licensure  is  not  only  problematic,  but  in  some  instances,  sharing  this  type  of 
information  in  a  public  setting  could  prove  unsafe,  unwise  in  protecting  confidential  information, 
and  ultimately  contribute  to  animosity  between  customers  and  administrators.  SDLAs  have  also 
expressed  serious  concern  about  public  outreach  efforts  by  FMCSA  to  date,  and  whether  expanded 
efforts  have  been  considered  to  ensure  the  faculty  of  any  proposed  system. 

8.  Correction  of  Erroneous  Data.  Individuals  often  have  to  wait  their  turn  in  order  to  have  their 
licensing  transaction  take  place.  Applicants  who  have  erroneous  information  as  a  part  of  their 
clearinghouse  record  may  not  know  this  until  they  have  appeared  at  the  SDLA,  are  informed  by 
the  SDLA  front-line  staff,  and  are  uninformed  in  how  to  handle  necessary  corrections.  Given  that 
clearinghouse  data  may  not  be  able  to  be  corrected  instantanesouly,  it  is  important  to  consider  how 
and  in  what  capacity  rectifying  any  erroneous  information  may  take  place.  Correction  of  this  data 
will  almost  certainly  be  beyond  the  capabilities  of  the  SDLAs,  yet  they  will  have  the  public 
expectation  to  be  able  to  immediately  remedy  and  correct  any  data  issues  resulting  from 
clearinghouse  errors. 

Given  the  cited  concerns,  the  current  regulatory  environment  as  demonstrated  by  the  current 
Administration,  and  the  ambiguous  utility  of  querying  a  system  with  no  expected  outcome,  AAMVA 
submits  the  National  Drug  and  Alcohol  Clearinghouse  final  rule  is  untenable  and  more  importantly, 
unnecessary.  AAMVA  recognizes  that  the  development  and  deployment  of  a  National  Drug  and  Alcohol 
Clearinghouse  provides  employers  with  the  basis  for  making  sound  determinations  on  the  fitness  of  their 
employees.  49  CFR  40.23(a)  states  that  it  is  the  employer's  responsibility  to  immediately  remove  the 
employee  from  performing  safety-sensitive  functions  upon  receiving  the  initial  report  of  the  verified 
positive  test  result.  The  authority  for  taking  action  based  on  clearinghouse  action  should  remain  solely  with 
the  employer.  This  final  rule  unnecessarily  involves  the  SDLAs  in  a  system  that  provides  no  legal  basis  for 
SDLAs  to  take  action.  AAMVA  requests  SDLAs  be  removed  from  the  process  described  in  the  final  rule.

I  agree  with  JoLynn;  this  is  an  excellent  letter.  Thank  you  for  crafting  this  -  I  was  certainly  convinced!  The  only  change  I 
would  suggest  is  to  this  sentence: 

“Given  the  cited  concerns,  the  current  regulatory  environment  as  demonstrated  by  the  current  Administration,  and  the  ambiguous 
utility  of  querying  a  system  with  no  expected  outcome,  AAMVA  submits  the  National  Drug  and  Alcohol  Clearinghouse  final  rule  is 
untenable  and  more  importantly,  unnecessary.” 

We  are  not  stating  that  the  entire  final  rule  is  untenable  and  unnecessary  -  only  the  added  requirements  for  SDLAs.  That 
is  mentioned  later,  but  this  sentence  seems  a  little  too  broad  as  written.  Possibly  we  could  rephrase  something  like 

"AAMVA  submits  the  National  Drug  and  Alcohol  Clearinghouse  final  rule  as  it  pertains  to  SDLAs  is  untenable  and  more 
importantly,  unnecessary 

Regarding  the  A91  change  request  -  should  we  include  AZ  in  the  request  for  formal  opinion,  or  are  we  only  going  to 
discuss  it  among  the  working  groups?  While  on  the  surface  I  agree  that  we  should  return  the  W72  as  an  alternative  (I 
think  you  meant  this,  not  A72  as  mentioned  below),  but  there  may  be  some  other  reason  AZ  has  that  didn't  make  it  to 
our  discussion  that  could  result  in  a  benefit  for  all.

Hello  Susan  &  Debra, 

Preface:  For  the  purpose  of  discussion,  Alaska  does  not  recognize  brand  code  8  "junk".  Alaska  uses  the  description 
"junked"  in  place  of  "salvaged"  and  any  uses  of  either  are  synonymous  for  brand  code  11. 

ForTC007  (AISTRUCTREDTSTB06),  I  noticed  a  reconstructed  brand  exists  from  the  previous  state  reported  in  2015  when 
attempting  to  issue  a  new  title  for  the  sale  of  the  vehicle  titled  in  TC006.  It  seems  I  may  have  originally  missed  this  and 
performed  TC006  incorrectly  as  I  should've  branded  that  vehicle  as  reconstructed  during  the  titling  process. 

Some  additional  information  I  obtained  from  Debra  during  a  recent  telephone  conversation: 


l 
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1.  When  a  vehicle  titled  in  Alaska  is  reported  as  junked,  a  brand  is  added  to  the  existing  pointer.  A  new  title  is  not 
issued.  Titles  are  never  issued  for  vehicle  presently  considered  junked. 

2.  Reconstructed  is  the  only  brand  which  will  ever  physically  appear  on  a  printed  title.  A  reconstructed  brand  is 
issued  when  titling  a  vehicle  that  is  branded  as  reconstructed  in  another  state,  or  when  a  junked  vehicle  has 
met  criteria  to  be  presently  considered  reconstructed. 

These  details  along  with  the  discontinued  behavior  of  replacing  brands  clarify  the  discrepancies  with  the  answers 
originally  provided  in  the  questionnaires. 

However,  I'm  unsure  of  the  expected  behavior  when  a  vehicle  is  reported  junked  after  being  reconstructed,  which 
appears  to  be  what  TC007  is  testing. 

Debra,  could  you  please  clarify/confirm  the  outcomes  of  the  following  sequences  of  events:

NMVTIS  State  Web  Interface  (SWI)  -  How  to  Correct  Title  and  Brand  Data  on  the

In  the  past,  states  contacted  the  AAMVA  Help  Desk  directly  if  they  needed  to 
make  a  data  correction.  As  part  of  the  NMVTIS  reengineering  effort,  a  Help  Desk 
feature  was  created  to  allow  states  to  correct  their  title  and  brand  data  on  the 
central  site.  When  states  perform  their  own  data  corrections  the  timeliness  and 
accuracy  of  the  data  corrections  improves  substantially.  This  webinar  is  focused 
on  explaining  the  capability  of  the  Help  Desk  feature  as  included  in  the  SWI.  Data 
correction  scenarios  are  explained  and  matched  to  the  correct  update  operation 
within  the  SWI.

JURISDICTION  NEWS 


PennDOT  Introduces  "Next  Generation"  DL/IDs 

PennDOT  is  proud  to  introduce  the  "next  generation"  of  its  Pennsylvania  driver's 
license  and  photo  identification  (ID)  cards,  which  will  be  phased  in  over  the  next 
four  years  and  replace  the  current  products.  As  part  of  its  ongoing  efforts  to  help 
protect  customers  against  counterfeiting,  fraud  and  identity  theft,  PennDOT  has 
updated  the  design  and  enhanced  the  security  features  of  its  driver  license  and 
identification  card  products.  Over  the  last  22  months,  PennDOT  has  worked  with 
MorphoTrust  USA  on  planning,  design  and  deployment  of  this  major  new  security 
enhancement  initiative.  This  update  is  unrelated  to  the  REAL  ID  Act. 


Beginning  on  June  19,  2017,  PennDOT  will  begin  rolling  out  the  new 
Digital  Driver's  License  system,  with  a  pilot  program  at  the  Harrisburg 
Customer  Service  Center.  Since  there  are  71  Driver  License  Centers  and 
97  Photo  License  Centers  across  the  commonwealth,  PennDOT  is  using 
a  phased-in  approach.  Rollout  is  scheduled  to  be  completed  by  October 
2017. 

Both  current  and  new  card  designs  will  be  in  circulation  during  the 
transition  period. 

Current  cards  will  be  phased  out  during  the  normal  renewal  process  -  no 
need  to  replace  current  products,  although  customers  are  welcome  to  do 
so  by  requesting  a  duplicate  product  and  paying  the  appropriate  fee.

’Not  Specified'  Gender  Choice  Coming  to  Oregon  Driver 
Licenses 

Beginning  in  July,  Oregon  residents  will  have  the  option  to  mark  their  sex  as  "not 
specified"  on  their  application  for  a  driver  license,  instruction  permit  or 
identification  card.  Under  a  new  administrative  rule  approved  June  15  by  the 
Oregon  Transportation  Commission,  card  holders  who  do  not  wish  to  identify  as 
either  male  or  female  will  have  a  third  option  when  they  obtain,  renew  or  replace 
their  license,  instruction  permit  or  ID  card  at  Oregon  DMV.  An  X  will  appear 
instead  of  M  or  F  in  Oregon  driver  records  and  on  the  driver  license,  instruction 
permit  or  ID  card.  The  new  rule  came  about  after  an  Oregon  resident's  court  order 
authorized  a  sex  change  from  female  to  "non-binary."  In  order  to  comply  with  the 
order,  DMV  needed  about  a  year  to  implement  the  change.  Time  was  required  to 
study  state  laws,  update  computer  systems,  work  with  business  partners  such  as 
law  enforcement  and  courts,  and  change  administrative  rules.  Read  more  here. 

DC  DMV  to  Allow  Gender  Neutral  Identifier  on  Credentials 

On  or  about  June  26,  201 7,  the  District  of  Columbia  Department  of  Motor  Vehicles 
(DC  DMV)  will  begin  allowing  residents  to  choose  a  gender  neutral  identifier  for 
their  gender  designation.  The  gender  neutral  identifier  will  be  identified  by  a  "X" 
marker  on  both  the  driver  license  and  the  identification  card.  All  DC  DMV  related 
documents  (i.e.,  45  day  paper  temporary  credential,  learner  permit,  driver  record, 
etc)  which  currently  reflects  the  gender  will  now  reflect  either  a  "M"  for  male,  "F"  for 
female  or  "X"  for  unspecified/other.  This  initiative  is  part  of  DC  DMV's  FY17 
Performance  Plan  as  indicated  on  the  Office  of  the  City  Administrator's  website.

DHS  Rescinds  Memo  Creating  DAPA 

According  to  a  press  release.  United  States  Secretary  of  Homeland  Security  John 
Kelly  has  signed  a  memorandum  rescinding  the  November  20,  2014  memorandum 
that  created  the  program  known  as  Deferred  Action  for  Parents  of  Americans  and 
Lawful  Permanent  Residents  (DAPA)  because,  "there  is  no  credible  path  forward 
to  litigate  the  currently  enjoined  policy."  The  rescinded  memo  purported  to  provide 
a  path  for  illegal  aliens  with  a  U.S.  citizen  or  lawful  permanent  resident  child  to  be 
considered  for  deferred  action  and  included  criteria  that  must  be  satisfied  to  be 
considered  for  deferred  action.  According  to  the  press  release,  the  June  15,  2012 
memorandum  that  created  the  Deferred  Action  for  Childhood  Arrivals  (DACA) 
program  will  remain  in  effect. 

DHS  Issues  Real  ID  Extensions  Until  October  10,  2017 

The  United  States  Department  of  Homeland  Security  (DHS)  has  issued  a  new 
series  of  extensions  to  a  number  of  states  through  October  10,  2017  allowing 
Federal  agencies  to  accept  driver's  licenses  and  identification  cards  from  those 
states  granted  extensions  or  in  compliance.  DHS  has  updated  their  website  to 
reflect  the  current  status  of  states  and  territories  and  has  indicated  that  federal 
facilities  will  be  notified  of  appropriate  status.

The  Department  of  Transportation  (DOT)  announces  its  intent  to  forward  to  the 
Office  of  Management  and  Budget  a  request  to  renew  an  information  collection 
(ICR)  for  the  Transportation  Drug  and  Alcohol  Testing  programs.  The  information 
collection  will  be  used  to  document  tests  conducted  and  actions  taken  to  ensure 
safety  in  the  workplace  and/or  is  necessary  because  under  the  Omnibus 
Transportation  Employee  Testing  Act  of  1991 ,  the  DOT  is  required  to  implement  a 
drug  and  alcohol  testing  program  in  various  transportation-related  industries. 
Comments  to  this  notice  must  be  received  by  July  17,  2017. 

FHWA  Invites  Comment  On  Renewal  Of  ICR  On 
Certification  of  Enforcement  of  the  Heavy  Vehicle  Use 
Tax 

The  Federal  Highway  Administration  (FHWA)  invites  public  comments  about  its 
intention  to  request  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget's  (OMB)  approval  for 
renewal  of  an  existing  information  collection  on  Certification  of  Enforcement  of  the 
Heavy  Vehicle  Use  Tax.  Title  23  United  States  Code,  Section  141(c),  provides  that 
a  State's  apportionment  of  funds  under  23  U.S.C.  104(b)(1)  shall  be  reduced  in  an 
amount  up  to  8  percent  of  the  amount  to  be  apportioned  during  any  fiscal  year 
beginning  after  September  30,  1984,  if  vehicles  subject  to  the  Federal  heavy 
vehicle  use  tax  are  lawfully  registered  in  the  State  without  having  presented  proof 
of  payment  of  the  tax.  The  annual  certification  by  the  State  Governor  or  designated 
official  regarding  the  collection  of  the  heavy  vehicle  use  tax  serves  as  the  FHWA's 
primary  means  of  determining  State  compliance.  The  FHWA  has  determined  that 
an  annual  certification  of  compliance  by  each  State  is  the  least  obtrusive  means  of 
administering  the  provisions  of  the  legislative  mandate.  Comments  are  due  by 
August  18,  2017. 


FHWA  Invites  Comments  On  ICR  The  Inventory  of  State 
Compliance  on  Serious  Injury  Reporting  Using  the  Model 
Minimum  Uniform  Crash  Criteria 

The  Federal  Highway  Administration  (FHWA)  invites  public  comments  about  its 
intention  to  request  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget's  (OMB)  approval  of  a 
new  information  collection  on  the  Inventory  of  State  Compliance  on  Serious  Injury 
Reporting  Using  the  Model  Minimum  Uniform  Crash  Criteria  4th  Edition.  The 
MMUCC  provides  states  with  a  dataset  for  describing  crashes  of  motor  vehicles  in 
transport  that  generates  the  information  necessary  to  improve  highway  safety 
within  each  state,  and  nationally.  As  part  of  the  national  requirement  to  report 
serious  injuries  using  the  MMUCC  4th  Edition  definition,  the  FHWA  seeks  to 
determine  if  States  have  adopted  the  MMUCC  4th  edition  definition,  attribute  and 
coding  convention  by  the  required  April  15,  2019  date.  Comments  are  due  by 
August  18,  2017. 

FMCSA  Proposes  Rules  on  Commercial  Learner's  Permit 
(CLP)  Expiration  Date  and  Military  CDL  Skills  Test 
Waivers 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  issued  a  Notice  of 
Proposed  Rulemaking  (NPRM)  to  allow  States  to  issue  a  commercial  learner's 
permit  (CLP)  with  an  expiration  date  of  up  to  one  year  from  the  date  of  initial 
issuance.  CLPs  issued  for  shorter  periods  may  be  renewed  but  the  total  period  of 
time  between  the  date  of  initial  issuance  and  the  expiration  of  the  renewed  CLP 
cannot  exceed  one  year.  This  proposed  amendment  would  replace  the  current 
regulations,  which  require  the  States  to  issue  CLPs  initially  for  no  more  than  180 
days,  with  the  possibility  of  an  additional  180-day  renewal  at  the  State's 
discretion.  In  addition,  FMCSA  has  also  issued  an  NPRM  which  would  allow  State 
Driver  Licensing  Agencies  (SDLAs)  to  waive  the  requirements  for  the  commercial 
driver's  license  (CDL)  knowledge  tests  for  certain  individuals  who  are,  or  were, 
regularly  employed  within  the  last  year  in  a  military  position  that  required  the 
operation  of  a  commercial  motor  vehicle  (CMV).  Comments  on  both  notices  must 
be  received  on  or  before  August  1 1 ,  201 7.  AAMVA  member  jurisdictions  that 
submit  comments  to  either  NPRM  docket  are  encouraged  to  copy 
qovernmentaffairs@aamva.org  so  that  the  association  may  reflect  those 
comments  in  their  own. 
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FMCSA  Extends  Compliance  Date  for  Lease  and 
Interchange  of  Passenger-Carrying  Commercial  Motor 
Vehicles 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  extended  by  one 
year,  the  compliance  date  of  the  regulations  established  in  the  final  rule  for  the 
lease  and  interchange  of  passenger-carrying  commercial  motor  vehicles  which 
was  published  on  May  27,  201 5.  The  new  compliance  date  is  January  1 ,  201 9. 

The  agency  is  extending  the  compliance  date  by  an  additional  twelve  months  to 
allow  tiem  to  revise  the  regulations  while  ensuring  carriers  have  ample  time  to 
adjust  to  the  requirements  of  the  revisions. 

NHTSA  Forwards  ICR  On  Safety  Ratings  and  Advanced 
Crash  Avoidance  Technologies  Consumer  Research 
Survey  To  OMB 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  will  be  forwarding  an 
information  collection  request  (ICR)  on  Safety  Ratings  and  Advanced  Crash 
Avoidance  Technologies  Consumer  Research  to  OMB  for  review  and  comment. 
NHTSA  proposes  to  conduct  a  quantitative  online  survey  of  1,500  consumers  to 
explore  consumer  perception,  interest  and  understanding  of  the  5-star  safety 
ratings  (including  response  to  half  stars),  overall  vehicle  scores,  and  advanced 
crash  avoidance  technologies  information  to  support  the  development  of  consumer 
communications.  NHTSA  previously  conducted  two  comprehensive  consumer 
research  studies  in  2012  and  2014  to  better  understand  (1)  the  type  of  information 
consumers  seek  during  their  vehicle  purchase  decisions,  (2)  consumer 
comprehension  of  vehicle  safety  ratings,  and  (3)  consumer  knowledge  and  interest 
in  advanced  crash  avoidance  technologies  in  order  to  guide  NHTSA 
communications.  Comments  must  be  submitted  on  or  before  July  19,  2017. 


Senators  Release  Bipartisan  Principles  for  Self-Driving 
Vehicles  Legislation 

In  conjunction  with  a  June  14  Senate  Committee  on  Commerce,  Science  and 
Transportation  hearing  entitled,  "Paving  the  Way  for  Self-Driving  Vehicles",  United 
States  Senators  John  Thune  (R-SD),  Gary  Peters  (D-MI)  and  Bill  Nelson  (D-FL) 
have  released  principles  for  bipartisan  legislation  on  self-driving  vehicles.  The 
Senators  acknowledge  that  these  principles  will  serve  as  a  starting  point  for 
discussion  around  meaningful  legislation  on  self-driving  vehicles,  and  have 
indicated  that  they  will  continue  efforts  to  finalize  legislation.  Of  importance  to 
AAMVA  members  is  the  section  detailing  the  continued  reinforcement  of  federal 
and  state  roles.  AAMVA  has  been,  and  will  continue  to  be,  a  part  of  those 
discussions  in  both  the  House  and  the  Senate  as  legislation  is  developed. 

U.S.  Supreme  Court  Decides  Not  to  Hear  Electronic 
Logging  Device  Appeal 

U.S.  Supreme  Court  has  decided  not  to  review  an  appeal  brought  by  the  Owner- 
Operator  Independent  Drivers  Association  (OOIDA)  concerning  electronic  logging 
devices.  OOIDA  had  filed  the  petition  seeking  a  review  of  a  ruling  from  the  U.S. 
Court  of  Appeals  for  the  Seventh  Circuit  regarding  the  electronic  logging  device 
mandate.  The  court  had  ruled  against  the  organization  last  year  in  its  lawsuit 
against  the  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration.  The  OOIDA  brought 
about  the  lawsuit  over  privacy  concern  of  the  rule.

NMVTIS  State  Web  Interface  (SWI)  -  How  to  Correct  Title  and  Brand  Data  on  the

PennDOT  Introduces  "Next  Generation"  DL/IDs 

PennDOT  is  proud  to  introduce  the  "next  generation"  of  its  Pennsylvania  driver's 
license  and  photo  identification  (ID)  cards,  which  will  be  phased  in  over  the  next 
four  years  and  replace  the  current  products.  As  part  of  its  ongoing  efforts  to  help 
protect  customers  against  counterfeiting,  fraud  and  identity  theft,  PennDOT  has 
updated  the  design  and  enhanced  the  security  features  of  its  driver  license  and 
identification  card  products.  Over  the  last  22  months,  PennDOT  has  worked  with 
MorphoTrust  USA  on  planning,  design  and  deployment  of  this  major  new  security 
enhancement  initiative.  This  update  is  unrelated  to  the  REAL  ID  Act. 


Beginning  on  June  19,  2017,  PennDOT  will  begin  rolling  out  the  new 
Digital  Driver's  License  system,  with  a  pilot  program  at  the  Harrisburg 
Customer  Service  Center.  Since  there  are  71  Driver  License  Centers  and 
97  Photo  License  Centers  across  the  commonwealth,  PennDOT  is  using 
a  phased-in  approach.  Rollout  is  scheduled  to  be  completed  by  October 
2017. 

Both  current  and  new  card  designs  will  be  in  circulation  during  the 
transition  period. 

Current  cards  will  be  phased  out  during  the  normal  renewal  process  -  no 
need  to  replace  current  products,  although  customers  are  welcome  to  do 
so  by  requesting  a  duplicate  product  and  paying  the  appropriate  fee.

’Not  Specified'  Gender  Choice  Coming  to  Oregon  Driver 
Licenses 

Beginning  in  July,  Oregon  residents  will  have  the  option  to  mark  their  sex  as  "not 
specified"  on  their  application  for  a  driver  license,  instruction  permit  or 
identification  card.  Under  a  new  administrative  rule  approved  June  15  by  the 
Oregon  Transportation  Commission,  card  holders  who  do  not  wish  to  identify  as 
either  male  or  female  will  have  a  third  option  when  they  obtain,  renew  or  replace 
their  license,  instruction  permit  or  ID  card  at  Oregon  DMV.  An  X  will  appear 
instead  of  M  or  F  in  Oregon  driver  records  and  on  the  driver  license,  instruction 
permit  or  ID  card.  The  new  rule  came  about  after  an  Oregon  resident's  court  order 
authorized  a  sex  change  from  female  to  "non-binary."  In  order  to  comply  with  the 
order,  DMV  needed  about  a  year  to  implement  the  change.  Time  was  required  to 
study  state  laws,  update  computer  systems,  work  with  business  partners  such  as 
law  enforcement  and  courts,  and  change  administrative  rules.  Read  more  here. 

DC  DMV  to  Allow  Gender  Neutral  Identifier  on  Credentials 

On  or  about  June  26,  201 7,  the  District  of  Columbia  Department  of  Motor  Vehicles 
(DC  DMV)  will  begin  allowing  residents  to  choose  a  gender  neutral  identifier  for 
their  gender  designation.  The  gender  neutral  identifier  will  be  identified  by  a  "X" 
marker  on  both  the  driver  license  and  the  identification  card.  All  DC  DMV  related 
documents  (i.e.,  45  day  paper  temporary  credential,  learner  permit,  driver  record, 
etc)  which  currently  reflects  the  gender  will  now  reflect  either  a  "M"  for  male,  "F"  for 
female  or  "X"  for  unspecified/other.  This  initiative  is  part  of  DC  DMV's  FY17 
Performance  Plan  as  indicated  on  the  Office  of  the  City  Administrator's  website.

FEDERAL  NEWS 


DHS  Rescinds  Memo  Creating  DAPA 

According  to  a  press  release.  United  States  Secretary  of  Homeland  Security  John 
Kelly  has  signed  a  memorandum  rescinding  the  November  20,  2014  memorandum 
that  created  the  program  known  as  Deferred  Action  for  Parents  of  Americans  and 
Lawful  Permanent  Residents  (DAPA)  because,  "there  is  no  credible  path  forward 
to  litigate  the  currently  enjoined  policy."  The  rescinded  memo  purported  to  provide 
a  path  for  illegal  aliens  with  a  U.S.  citizen  or  lawful  permanent  resident  child  to  be 
considered  for  deferred  action  and  included  criteria  that  must  be  satisfied  to  be 
considered  for  deferred  action.  According  to  the  press  release,  the  June  15,  2012 
memorandum  that  created  the  Deferred  Action  for  Childhood  Arrivals  (DACA) 
program  will  remain  in  effect. 

DHS  Issues  Real  ID  Extensions  Until  October  10,  2017 

The  United  States  Department  of  Homeland  Security  (DHS)  has  issued  a  new 
series  of  extensions  to  a  number  of  states  through  October  10,  2017  allowing 
Federal  agencies  to  accept  driver's  licenses  and  identification  cards  from  those 
states  granted  extensions  or  in  compliance.  DHS  has  updated  their  website  to 
reflect  the  current  status  of  states  and  territories  and  has  indicated  that  federal 
facilities  will  be  notified  of  appropriate  status.

The  Department  of  Transportation  (DOT)  announces  its  intent  to  forward  to  the 
Office  of  Management  and  Budget  a  request  to  renew  an  information  collection 
(ICR)  for  the  Transportation  Drug  and  Alcohol  Testing  programs.  The  information 
collection  will  be  used  to  document  tests  conducted  and  actions  taken  to  ensure 
safety  in  the  workplace  and/or  is  necessary  because  under  the  Omnibus 
Transportation  Employee  Testing  Act  of  1991 ,  the  DOT  is  required  to  implement  a 
drug  and  alcohol  testing  program  in  various  transportation-related  industries. 
Comments  to  this  notice  must  be  received  by  July  17,  2017. 

FHWA  Invites  Comment  On  Renewal  Of  ICR  On 
Certification  of  Enforcement  of  the  Heavy  Vehicle  Use 
Tax 

The  Federal  Highway  Administration  (FHWA)  invites  public  comments  about  its 
intention  to  request  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget's  (OMB)  approval  for 
renewal  of  an  existing  information  collection  on  Certification  of  Enforcement  of  the 
Heavy  Vehicle  Use  Tax.  Title  23  United  States  Code,  Section  141(c),  provides  that 
a  State's  apportionment  of  funds  under  23  U.S.C.  104(b)(1)  shall  be  reduced  in  an 
amount  up  to  8  percent  of  the  amount  to  be  apportioned  during  any  fiscal  year 
beginning  after  September  30,  1984,  if  vehicles  subject  to  the  Federal  heavy 
vehicle  use  tax  are  lawfully  registered  in  the  State  without  having  presented  proof 
of  payment  of  the  tax.  The  annual  certification  by  the  State  Governor  or  designated 
official  regarding  the  collection  of  the  heavy  vehicle  use  tax  serves  as  the  FHWA's 
primary  means  of  determining  State  compliance.  The  FHWA  has  determined  that 
an  annual  certification  of  compliance  by  each  State  is  the  least  obtrusive  means  of 
administering  the  provisions  of  the  legislative  mandate.  Comments  are  due  by 
August  18,  2017. 


FHWA  Invites  Comments  On  ICR  The  Inventory  of  State 
Compliance  on  Serious  Injury  Reporting  Using  the  Model 
Minimum  Uniform  Crash  Criteria 

The  Federal  Highway  Administration  (FHWA)  invites  public  comments  about  its 
intention  to  request  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget's  (OMB)  approval  of  a 
new  information  collection  on  the  Inventory  of  State  Compliance  on  Serious  Injury 
Reporting  Using  the  Model  Minimum  Uniform  Crash  Criteria  4th  Edition.  The 
MMUCC  provides  states  with  a  dataset  for  describing  crashes  of  motor  vehicles  in 
transport  that  generates  the  information  necessary  to  improve  highway  safety 
within  each  state,  and  nationally.  As  part  of  the  national  requirement  to  report 
serious  injuries  using  the  MMUCC  4th  Edition  definition,  the  FHWA  seeks  to 
determine  if  States  have  adopted  the  MMUCC  4th  edition  definition,  attribute  and 
coding  convention  by  the  required  April  15,  2019  date.  Comments  are  due  by 
August  18,  2017. 

FMCSA  Proposes  Rules  on  Commercial  Learner's  Permit 
(CLP)  Expiration  Date  and  Military  CDL  Skills  Test 
Waivers 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  issued  a  Notice  of 
Proposed  Rulemaking  (NPRM)  to  allow  States  to  issue  a  commercial  learner's 
permit  (CLP)  with  an  expiration  date  of  up  to  one  year  from  the  date  of  initial 
issuance.  CLPs  issued  for  shorter  periods  may  be  renewed  but  the  total  period  of 
time  between  the  date  of  initial  issuance  and  the  expiration  of  the  renewed  CLP 
cannot  exceed  one  year.  This  proposed  amendment  would  replace  the  current 
regulations,  which  require  the  States  to  issue  CLPs  initially  for  no  more  than  180 
days,  with  the  possibility  of  an  additional  180-day  renewal  at  the  State's 
discretion.  In  addition,  FMCSA  has  also  issued  an  NPRM  which  would  allow  State 
Driver  Licensing  Agencies  (SDLAs)  to  waive  the  requirements  for  the  commercial 
driver's  license  (CDL)  knowledge  tests  for  certain  individuals  who  are,  or  were, 
regularly  employed  within  the  last  year  in  a  military  position  that  required  the 
operation  of  a  commercial  motor  vehicle  (CMV).  Comments  on  both  notices  must 
be  received  on  or  before  August  1 1 ,  201 7.  AAMVA  member  jurisdictions  that 
submit  comments  to  either  NPRM  docket  are  encouraged  to  copy 
qovernmentaffairs@aamva.org  so  that  the  association  may  reflect  those 
comments  in  their  own.

FMCSA  Extends  Compliance  Date  for  Lease  and 
Interchange  of  Passenger-Carrying  Commercial  Motor 
Vehicles 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  extended  by  one 
year,  the  compliance  date  of  the  regulations  established  in  the  final  rule  for  the 
lease  and  interchange  of  passenger-carrying  commercial  motor  vehicles  which 
was  published  on  May  27,  201 5.  The  new  compliance  date  is  January  1 ,  201 9. 

The  agency  is  extending  the  compliance  date  by  an  additional  twelve  months  to 
allow  tiem  to  revise  the  regulations  while  ensuring  carriers  have  ample  time  to 
adjust  to  the  requirements  of  the  revisions. 

NHTSA  Forwards  ICR  On  Safety  Ratings  and  Advanced 
Crash  Avoidance  Technologies  Consumer  Research 
Survey  To  OMB 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  will  be  forwarding  an 
information  collection  request  (ICR)  on  Safety  Ratings  and  Advanced  Crash 
Avoidance  Technologies  Consumer  Research  to  OMB  for  review  and  comment. 
NHTSA  proposes  to  conduct  a  quantitative  online  survey  of  1,500  consumers  to 
explore  consumer  perception,  interest  and  understanding  of  the  5-star  safety 
ratings  (including  response  to  half  stars),  overall  vehicle  scores,  and  advanced 
crash  avoidance  technologies  information  to  support  the  development  of  consumer 
communications.  NHTSA  previously  conducted  two  comprehensive  consumer 
research  studies  in  2012  and  2014  to  better  understand  (1)  the  type  of  information 
consumers  seek  during  their  vehicle  purchase  decisions,  (2)  consumer 
comprehension  of  vehicle  safety  ratings,  and  (3)  consumer  knowledge  and  interest 
in  advanced  crash  avoidance  technologies  in  order  to  guide  NHTSA 
communications.  Comments  must  be  submitted  on  or  before  July  19,  2017. 


Senators  Release  Bipartisan  Principles  for  Self-Driving 
Vehicles  Legislation 

In  conjunction  with  a  June  14  Senate  Committee  on  Commerce,  Science  and 
Transportation  hearing  entitled,  "Paving  the  Way  for  Self-Driving  Vehicles",  United 
States  Senators  John  Thune  (R-SD),  Gary  Peters  (D-MI)  and  Bill  Nelson  (D-FL) 
have  released  principles  for  bipartisan  legislation  on  self-driving  vehicles.  The 
Senators  acknowledge  that  these  principles  will  serve  as  a  starting  point  for 
discussion  around  meaningful  legislation  on  self-driving  vehicles,  and  have 
indicated  that  they  will  continue  efforts  to  finalize  legislation.  Of  importance  to 
AAMVA  members  is  the  section  detailing  the  continued  reinforcement  of  federal 
and  state  roles.  AAMVA  has  been,  and  will  continue  to  be,  a  part  of  those 
discussions  in  both  the  House  and  the  Senate  as  legislation  is  developed. 

U.S.  Supreme  Court  Decides  Not  to  Hear  Electronic 
Logging  Device  Appeal 

U.S.  Supreme  Court  has  decided  not  to  review  an  appeal  brought  by  the  Owner- 
Operator  Independent  Drivers  Association  (OOIDA)  concerning  electronic  logging 
devices.  OOIDA  had  filed  the  petition  seeking  a  review  of  a  ruling  from  the  U.S. 
Court  of  Appeals  for  the  Seventh  Circuit  regarding  the  electronic  logging  device 
mandate.  The  court  had  ruled  against  the  organization  last  year  in  its  lawsuit 
against  the  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration.  The  OOIDA  brought 
about  the  lawsuit  over  privacy  concern  of  the  rule.

PennDOT  Introduces  "Next  Generation"  DL/IDs 

PennDOT  is  proud  to  introduce  the  "next  generation"  of  its  Pennsylvania  driver's 
license  and  photo  identification  (ID)  cards,  which  will  be  phased  in  over  the  next 
four  years  and  replace  the  current  products.  As  part  of  its  ongoing  efforts  to  help 
protect  customers  against  counterfeiting,  fraud  and  identity  theft,  PennDOT  has 
updated  the  design  and  enhanced  the  security  features  of  its  driver  license  and 
identification  card  products.  Over  the  last  22  months,  PennDOT  has  worked  with 
MorphoTrust  USA  on  planning,  design  and  deployment  of  this  major  new  security 
enhancement  initiative.  This  update  is  unrelated  to  the  REAL  ID  Act. 


Beginning  on  June  19,  2017,  PennDOT  will  begin  rolling  out  the  new 
Digital  Driver's  License  system,  with  a  pilot  program  at  the  Harrisburg 
Customer  Service  Center.  Since  there  are  71  Driver  License  Centers  and 
97  Photo  License  Centers  across  the  commonwealth,  PennDOT  is  using 
a  phased-in  approach.  Rollout  is  scheduled  to  be  completed  by  October 
2017. 

Both  current  and  new  card  designs  will  be  in  circulation  during  the 
transition  period. 

Current  cards  will  be  phased  out  during  the  normal  renewal  process  -  no 
need  to  replace  current  products,  although  customers  are  welcome  to  do 
so  by  requesting  a  duplicate  product  and  paying  the  appropriate  fee.

Licenses 

Beginning  in  July,  Oregon  residents  will  have  the  option  to  mark  their  sex  as  "not 
specified"  on  their  application  for  a  driver  license,  instruction  permit  or 
identification  card.  Under  a  new  administrative  rule  approved  June  15  by  the 
Oregon  Transportation  Commission,  card  holders  who  do  not  wish  to  identify  as 
either  male  or  female  will  have  a  third  option  when  they  obtain,  renew  or  replace 
their  license,  instruction  permit  or  ID  card  at  Oregon  DMV.  An  X  will  appear 
instead  of  M  or  F  in  Oregon  driver  records  and  on  the  driver  license,  instruction 
permit  or  ID  card.  The  new  rule  came  about  after  an  Oregon  resident's  court  order 
authorized  a  sex  change  from  female  to  "non-binary."  In  order  to  comply  with  the 
order,  DMV  needed  about  a  year  to  implement  the  change.  Time  was  required  to 
study  state  laws,  update  computer  systems,  work  with  business  partners  such  as 
law  enforcement  and  courts,  and  change  administrative  rules.  Read  more  here. 

DC  DMV  to  Allow  Gender  Neutral  Identifier  on  Credentials 

On  or  about  June  26,  201 7,  the  District  of  Columbia  Department  of  Motor  Vehicles 
(DC  DMV)  will  begin  allowing  residents  to  choose  a  gender  neutral  identifier  for 
their  gender  designation.  The  gender  neutral  identifier  will  be  identified  by  a  "X" 
marker  on  both  the  driver  license  and  the  identification  card.  All  DC  DMV  related 
documents  (i.e.,  45  day  paper  temporary  credential,  learner  permit,  driver  record, 
etc)  which  currently  reflects  the  gender  will  now  reflect  either  a  "M"  for  male,  "F"  for 
female  or  "X"  for  unspecified/other.  This  initiative  is  part  of  DC  DMV's  FY17 
Performance  Plan  as  indicated  on  the  Office  of  the  City  Administrator's  website.

FEDERAL  NEWS 


DHS  Rescinds  Memo  Creating  DAPA 

According  to  a  press  release.  United  States  Secretary  of  Homeland  Security  John 
Kelly  has  signed  a  memorandum  rescinding  the  November  20,  2014  memorandum 
that  created  the  program  known  as  Deferred  Action  for  Parents  of  Americans  and 
Lawful  Permanent  Residents  (DAPA)  because,  "there  is  no  credible  path  forward 
to  litigate  the  currently  enjoined  policy."  The  rescinded  memo  purported  to  provide 
a  path  for  illegal  aliens  with  a  U.S.  citizen  or  lawful  permanent  resident  child  to  be 
considered  for  deferred  action  and  included  criteria  that  must  be  satisfied  to  be 
considered  for  deferred  action.  According  to  the  press  release,  the  June  15,  2012 
memorandum  that  created  the  Deferred  Action  for  Childhood  Arrivals  (DACA) 
program  will  remain  in  effect. 

DHS  Issues  Real  ID  Extensions  Until  October  10,  2017 

The  United  States  Department  of  Homeland  Security  (DHS)  has  issued  a  new 
series  of  extensions  to  a  number  of  states  through  October  10,  2017  allowing 
Federal  agencies  to  accept  driver's  licenses  and  identification  cards  from  those 
states  granted  extensions  or  in  compliance.  DHS  has  updated  their  website  to 
reflect  the  current  status  of  states  and  territories  and  has  indicated  that  federal 
facilities  will  be  notified  of  appropriate  status.

The  Department  of  Transportation  (DOT)  announces  its  intent  to  forward  to  the 
Office  of  Management  and  Budget  a  request  to  renew  an  information  collection 
(ICR)  for  the  Transportation  Drug  and  Alcohol  Testing  programs.  The  information 
collection  will  be  used  to  document  tests  conducted  and  actions  taken  to  ensure 
safety  in  the  workplace  and/or  is  necessary  because  under  the  Omnibus 
Transportation  Employee  Testing  Act  of  1991 ,  the  DOT  is  required  to  implement  a 
drug  and  alcohol  testing  program  in  various  transportation-related  industries. 
Comments  to  this  notice  must  be  received  by  July  17,  2017. 

FHWA  Invites  Comment  On  Renewal  Of  ICR  On 
Certification  of  Enforcement  of  the  Heavy  Vehicle  Use 
Tax 

The  Federal  Highway  Administration  (FHWA)  invites  public  comments  about  its 
intention  to  request  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget's  (OMB)  approval  for 
renewal  of  an  existing  information  collection  on  Certification  of  Enforcement  of  the 
Heavy  Vehicle  Use  Tax.  Title  23  United  States  Code,  Section  141(c),  provides  that 
a  State's  apportionment  of  funds  under  23  U.S.C.  104(b)(1)  shall  be  reduced  in  an 
amount  up  to  8  percent  of  the  amount  to  be  apportioned  during  any  fiscal  year 
beginning  after  September  30,  1984,  if  vehicles  subject  to  the  Federal  heavy 
vehicle  use  tax  are  lawfully  registered  in  the  State  without  having  presented  proof 
of  payment  of  the  tax.  The  annual  certification  by  the  State  Governor  or  designated 
official  regarding  the  collection  of  the  heavy  vehicle  use  tax  serves  as  the  FHWA's 
primary  means  of  determining  State  compliance.  The  FHWA  has  determined  that 
an  annual  certification  of  compliance  by  each  State  is  the  least  obtrusive  means  of 
administering  the  provisions  of  the  legislative  mandate.  Comments  are  due  by 
August  18,  2017. 


FHWA  Invites  Comments  On  ICR  The  Inventory  of  State 
Compliance  on  Serious  Injury  Reporting  Using  the  Model 
Minimum  Uniform  Crash  Criteria 

The  Federal  Highway  Administration  (FHWA)  invites  public  comments  about  its 
intention  to  request  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget's  (OMB)  approval  of  a 
new  information  collection  on  the  Inventory  of  State  Compliance  on  Serious  Injury 
Reporting  Using  the  Model  Minimum  Uniform  Crash  Criteria  4th  Edition.  The 
MMUCC  provides  states  with  a  dataset  for  describing  crashes  of  motor  vehicles  in 
transport  that  generates  the  information  necessary  to  improve  highway  safety 
within  each  state,  and  nationally.  As  part  of  the  national  requirement  to  report 
serious  injuries  using  the  MMUCC  4th  Edition  definition,  the  FHWA  seeks  to 
determine  if  States  have  adopted  the  MMUCC  4th  edition  definition,  attribute  and 
coding  convention  by  the  required  April  15,  2019  date.  Comments  are  due  by 
August  18,  2017. 

FMCSA  Proposes  Rules  on  Commercial  Learner's  Permit 
(CLP)  Expiration  Date  and  Military  CDL  Skills  Test 
Waivers 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  issued  a  Notice  of 
Proposed  Rulemaking  (NPRM)  to  allow  States  to  issue  a  commercial  learner's 
permit  (CLP)  with  an  expiration  date  of  up  to  one  year  from  the  date  of  initial 
issuance.  CLPs  issued  for  shorter  periods  may  be  renewed  but  the  total  period  of 
time  between  the  date  of  initial  issuance  and  the  expiration  of  the  renewed  CLP 
cannot  exceed  one  year.  This  proposed  amendment  would  replace  the  current 
regulations,  which  require  the  States  to  issue  CLPs  initially  for  no  more  than  180 
days,  with  the  possibility  of  an  additional  180-day  renewal  at  the  State's 
discretion.  In  addition,  FMCSA  has  also  issued  an  NPRM  which  would  allow  State 
Driver  Licensing  Agencies  (SDLAs)  to  waive  the  requirements  for  the  commercial 
driver's  license  (CDL)  knowledge  tests  for  certain  individuals  who  are,  or  were, 
regularly  employed  within  the  last  year  in  a  military  position  that  required  the 
operation  of  a  commercial  motor  vehicle  (CMV).  Comments  on  both  notices  must 
be  received  on  or  before  August  1 1 ,  201 7.  AAMVA  member  jurisdictions  that 
submit  comments  to  either  NPRM  docket  are  encouraged  to  copy 
qovernmentaffairs@aamva.org  so  that  the  association  may  reflect  those 
comments  in  their  own. 
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FMCSA  Extends  Compliance  Date  for  Lease  and 
Interchange  of  Passenger-Carrying  Commercial  Motor 
Vehicles 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  extended  by  one 
year,  the  compliance  date  of  the  regulations  established  in  the  final  rule  for  the 
lease  and  interchange  of  passenger-carrying  commercial  motor  vehicles  which 
was  published  on  May  27,  201 5.  The  new  compliance  date  is  January  1 ,  201 9. 

The  agency  is  extending  the  compliance  date  by  an  additional  twelve  months  to 
allow  tiem  to  revise  the  regulations  while  ensuring  carriers  have  ample  time  to 
adjust  to  the  requirements  of  the  revisions. 

NHTSA  Forwards  ICR  On  Safety  Ratings  and  Advanced 
Crash  Avoidance  Technologies  Consumer  Research 
Survey  To  OMB 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  will  be  forwarding  an 
information  collection  request  (ICR)  on  Safety  Ratings  and  Advanced  Crash 
Avoidance  Technologies  Consumer  Research  to  OMB  for  review  and  comment. 
NHTSA  proposes  to  conduct  a  quantitative  online  survey  of  1,500  consumers  to 
explore  consumer  perception,  interest  and  understanding  of  the  5-star  safety 
ratings  (including  response  to  half  stars),  overall  vehicle  scores,  and  advanced 
crash  avoidance  technologies  information  to  support  the  development  of  consumer 
communications.  NHTSA  previously  conducted  two  comprehensive  consumer 
research  studies  in  2012  and  2014  to  better  understand  (1)  the  type  of  information 
consumers  seek  during  their  vehicle  purchase  decisions,  (2)  consumer 
comprehension  of  vehicle  safety  ratings,  and  (3)  consumer  knowledge  and  interest 
in  advanced  crash  avoidance  technologies  in  order  to  guide  NHTSA 
communications.  Comments  must  be  submitted  on  or  before  July  19,  2017. 


Senators  Release  Bipartisan  Principles  for  Self-Driving 
Vehicles  Legislation 

In  conjunction  with  a  June  14  Senate  Committee  on  Commerce,  Science  and 
Transportation  hearing  entitled,  "Paving  the  Way  for  Self-Driving  Vehicles",  United 
States  Senators  John  Thune  (R-SD),  Gary  Peters  (D-MI)  and  Bill  Nelson  (D-FL) 
have  released  principles  for  bipartisan  legislation  on  self-driving  vehicles.  The 
Senators  acknowledge  that  these  principles  will  serve  as  a  starting  point  for 
discussion  around  meaningful  legislation  on  self-driving  vehicles,  and  have 
indicated  that  they  will  continue  efforts  to  finalize  legislation.  Of  importance  to 
AAMVA  members  is  the  section  detailing  the  continued  reinforcement  of  federal 
and  state  roles.  AAMVA  has  been,  and  will  continue  to  be,  a  part  of  those 
discussions  in  both  the  House  and  the  Senate  as  legislation  is  developed. 

U.S.  Supreme  Court  Decides  Not  to  Hear  Electronic 
Logging  Device  Appeal 

U.S.  Supreme  Court  has  decided  not  to  review  an  appeal  brought  by  the  Owner- 
Operator  Independent  Drivers  Association  (OOIDA)  concerning  electronic  logging 
devices.  OOIDA  had  filed  the  petition  seeking  a  review  of  a  ruling  from  the  U.S. 
Court  of  Appeals  for  the  Seventh  Circuit  regarding  the  electronic  logging  device 
mandate.  The  court  had  ruled  against  the  organization  last  year  in  its  lawsuit 
against  the  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration.  The  OOIDA  brought 
about  the  lawsuit  over  privacy  concern  of  the  rule.

NMVTIS  State  Web  Interface  (SWI)  -  How  to  Correct  Title  and  Brand  Data  on  the

PennDOT  Introduces  "Next  Generation"  DL/IDs 

PennDOT  is  proud  to  introduce  the  "next  generation"  of  its  Pennsylvania  driver's 
license  and  photo  identification  (ID)  cards,  which  will  be  phased  in  over  the  next 
four  years  and  replace  the  current  products.  As  part  of  its  ongoing  efforts  to  help 
protect  customers  against  counterfeiting,  fraud  and  identity  theft,  PennDOT  has 
updated  the  design  and  enhanced  the  security  features  of  its  driver  license  and 
identification  card  products.  Over  the  last  22  months,  PennDOT  has  worked  with 
MorphoTrust  USA  on  planning,  design  and  deployment  of  this  major  new  security 
enhancement  initiative.  This  update  is  unrelated  to  the  REAL  ID  Act. 


Beginning  on  June  19,  2017,  PennDOT  will  begin  rolling  out  the  new 
Digital  Driver's  License  system,  with  a  pilot  program  at  the  Harrisburg 
Customer  Service  Center.  Since  there  are  71  Driver  License  Centers  and 
97  Photo  License  Centers  across  the  commonwealth,  PennDOT  is  using 
a  phased-in  approach.  Rollout  is  scheduled  to  be  completed  by  October 
2017. 

Both  current  and  new  card  designs  will  be  in  circulation  during  the 
transition  period. 

Current  cards  will  be  phased  out  during  the  normal  renewal  process  -  no 
need  to  replace  current  products,  although  customers  are  welcome  to  do 
so  by  requesting  a  duplicate  product  and  paying  the  appropriate  fee.

Under  a  new  administrative  rule  approved  June  15  by  the 
Oregon  Transportation  Commission,  card  holders  who  do  not  wish  to  identify  as 
either  male  or  female  will  have  a  third  option  when  they  obtain,  renew  or  replace 
their  license,  instruction  permit  or  ID  card  at  Oregon  DMV.  An  X  will  appear 
instead  of  M  or  F  in  Oregon  driver  records  and  on  the  driver  license,  instruction 
permit  or  ID  card.  The  new  rule  came  about  after  an  Oregon  resident's  court  order 
authorized  a  sex  change  from  female  to  "non-binary."  In  order  to  comply  with  the 
order,  DMV  needed  about  a  year  to  implement  the  change.  Time  was  required  to 
study  state  laws,  update  computer  systems,  work  with  business  partners  such  as 
law  enforcement  and  courts,  and  change  administrative  rules.  Read  more  here. 

DC  DMV  to  Allow  Gender  Neutral  Identifier  on  Credentials 

On  or  about  June  26,  201 7,  the  District  of  Columbia  Department  of  Motor  Vehicles 
(DC  DMV)  will  begin  allowing  residents  to  choose  a  gender  neutral  identifier  for 
their  gender  designation.  The  gender  neutral  identifier  will  be  identified  by  a  "X" 
marker  on  both  the  driver  license  and  the  identification  card.  All  DC  DMV  related 
documents  (i.e.,  45  day  paper  temporary  credential,  learner  permit,  driver  record, 
etc)  which  currently  reflects  the  gender  will  now  reflect  either  a  "M"  for  male,  "F"  for 
female  or  "X"  for  unspecified/other.  This  initiative  is  part  of  DC  DMV's  FY17 
Performance  Plan  as  indicated  on  the  Office  of  the  City  Administrator's  website.

FEDERAL  NEWS 


DHS  Rescinds  Memo  Creating  DAPA 

According  to  a  press  release.  United  States  Secretary  of  Homeland  Security  John 
Kelly  has  signed  a  memorandum  rescinding  the  November  20,  2014  memorandum 
that  created  the  program  known  as  Deferred  Action  for  Parents  of  Americans  and 
Lawful  Permanent  Residents  (DAPA)  because,  "there  is  no  credible  path  forward 
to  litigate  the  currently  enjoined  policy."  The  rescinded  memo  purported  to  provide 
a  path  for  illegal  aliens  with  a  U.S.  citizen  or  lawful  permanent  resident  child  to  be 
considered  for  deferred  action  and  included  criteria  that  must  be  satisfied  to  be 
considered  for  deferred  action.  According  to  the  press  release,  the  June  15,  2012 
memorandum  that  created  the  Deferred  Action  for  Childhood  Arrivals  (DACA) 
program  will  remain  in  effect. 

DHS  Issues  Real  ID  Extensions  Until  October  10,  2017 

The  United  States  Department  of  Homeland  Security  (DHS)  has  issued  a  new 
series  of  extensions  to  a  number  of  states  through  October  10,  2017  allowing 
Federal  agencies  to  accept  driver's  licenses  and  identification  cards  from  those 
states  granted  extensions  or  in  compliance.  DHS  has  updated  their  website  to 
reflect  the  current  status  of  states  and  territories  and  has  indicated  that  federal 
facilities  will  be  notified  of  appropriate  status.

The  Department  of  Transportation  (DOT)  announces  its  intent  to  forward  to  the 
Office  of  Management  and  Budget  a  request  to  renew  an  information  collection 
(ICR)  for  the  Transportation  Drug  and  Alcohol  Testing  programs.  The  information 
collection  will  be  used  to  document  tests  conducted  and  actions  taken  to  ensure 
safety  in  the  workplace  and/or  is  necessary  because  under  the  Omnibus 
Transportation  Employee  Testing  Act  of  1991 ,  the  DOT  is  required  to  implement  a 
drug  and  alcohol  testing  program  in  various  transportation-related  industries. 
Comments  to  this  notice  must  be  received  by  July  17,  2017. 

FHWA  Invites  Comment  On  Renewal  Of  ICR  On 
Certification  of  Enforcement  of  the  Heavy  Vehicle  Use 
Tax 

The  Federal  Highway  Administration  (FHWA)  invites  public  comments  about  its 
intention  to  request  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget's  (OMB)  approval  for 
renewal  of  an  existing  information  collection  on  Certification  of  Enforcement  of  the 
Heavy  Vehicle  Use  Tax.  Title  23  United  States  Code,  Section  141(c),  provides  that 
a  State's  apportionment  of  funds  under  23  U.S.C.  104(b)(1)  shall  be  reduced  in  an 
amount  up  to  8  percent  of  the  amount  to  be  apportioned  during  any  fiscal  year 
beginning  after  September  30,  1984,  if  vehicles  subject  to  the  Federal  heavy 
vehicle  use  tax  are  lawfully  registered  in  the  State  without  having  presented  proof 
of  payment  of  the  tax.  The  annual  certification  by  the  State  Governor  or  designated 
official  regarding  the  collection  of  the  heavy  vehicle  use  tax  serves  as  the  FHWA's 
primary  means  of  determining  State  compliance.  The  FHWA  has  determined  that 
an  annual  certification  of  compliance  by  each  State  is  the  least  obtrusive  means  of 
administering  the  provisions  of  the  legislative  mandate.  Comments  are  due  by 
August  18,  2017. 


FHWA  Invites  Comments  On  ICR  The  Inventory  of  State 
Compliance  on  Serious  Injury  Reporting  Using  the  Model 
Minimum  Uniform  Crash  Criteria 

The  Federal  Highway  Administration  (FHWA)  invites  public  comments  about  its 
intention  to  request  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget's  (OMB)  approval  of  a 
new  information  collection  on  the  Inventory  of  State  Compliance  on  Serious  Injury 
Reporting  Using  the  Model  Minimum  Uniform  Crash  Criteria  4th  Edition.  The 
MMUCC  provides  states  with  a  dataset  for  describing  crashes  of  motor  vehicles  in 
transport  that  generates  the  information  necessary  to  improve  highway  safety 
within  each  state,  and  nationally.  As  part  of  the  national  requirement  to  report 
serious  injuries  using  the  MMUCC  4th  Edition  definition,  the  FHWA  seeks  to 
determine  if  States  have  adopted  the  MMUCC  4th  edition  definition,  attribute  and 
coding  convention  by  the  required  April  15,  2019  date.  Comments  are  due  by 
August  18,  2017. 

FMCSA  Proposes  Rules  on  Commercial  Learner's  Permit 
(CLP)  Expiration  Date  and  Military  CDL  Skills  Test 
Waivers 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  issued  a  Notice  of 
Proposed  Rulemaking  (NPRM)  to  allow  States  to  issue  a  commercial  learner's 
permit  (CLP)  with  an  expiration  date  of  up  to  one  year  from  the  date  of  initial 
issuance.  CLPs  issued  for  shorter  periods  may  be  renewed  but  the  total  period  of 
time  between  the  date  of  initial  issuance  and  the  expiration  of  the  renewed  CLP 
cannot  exceed  one  year.  This  proposed  amendment  would  replace  the  current 
regulations,  which  require  the  States  to  issue  CLPs  initially  for  no  more  than  180 
days,  with  the  possibility  of  an  additional  180-day  renewal  at  the  State's 
discretion.  In  addition,  FMCSA  has  also  issued  an  NPRM  which  would  allow  State 
Driver  Licensing  Agencies  (SDLAs)  to  waive  the  requirements  for  the  commercial 
driver's  license  (CDL)  knowledge  tests  for  certain  individuals  who  are,  or  were, 
regularly  employed  within  the  last  year  in  a  military  position  that  required  the 
operation  of  a  commercial  motor  vehicle  (CMV).  Comments  on  both  notices  must 
be  received  on  or  before  August  1 1 ,  201 7.  AAMVA  member  jurisdictions  that 
submit  comments  to  either  NPRM  docket  are  encouraged  to  copy 
qovernmentaffairs@aamva.org  so  that  the  association  may  reflect  those 
comments  in  their  own. 
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FMCSA  Extends  Compliance  Date  for  Lease  and 
Interchange  of  Passenger-Carrying  Commercial  Motor 
Vehicles 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  extended  by  one 
year,  the  compliance  date  of  the  regulations  established  in  the  final  rule  for  the 
lease  and  interchange  of  passenger-carrying  commercial  motor  vehicles  which 
was  published  on  May  27,  201 5.  The  new  compliance  date  is  January  1 ,  201 9. 

The  agency  is  extending  the  compliance  date  by  an  additional  twelve  months  to 
allow  tiem  to  revise  the  regulations  while  ensuring  carriers  have  ample  time  to 
adjust  to  the  requirements  of  the  revisions. 

NHTSA  Forwards  ICR  On  Safety  Ratings  and  Advanced 
Crash  Avoidance  Technologies  Consumer  Research 
Survey  To  OMB 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  will  be  forwarding  an 
information  collection  request  (ICR)  on  Safety  Ratings  and  Advanced  Crash 
Avoidance  Technologies  Consumer  Research  to  OMB  for  review  and  comment. 
NHTSA  proposes  to  conduct  a  quantitative  online  survey  of  1,500  consumers  to 
explore  consumer  perception,  interest  and  understanding  of  the  5-star  safety 
ratings  (including  response  to  half  stars),  overall  vehicle  scores,  and  advanced 
crash  avoidance  technologies  information  to  support  the  development  of  consumer 
communications.  NHTSA  previously  conducted  two  comprehensive  consumer 
research  studies  in  2012  and  2014  to  better  understand  (1)  the  type  of  information 
consumers  seek  during  their  vehicle  purchase  decisions,  (2)  consumer 
comprehension  of  vehicle  safety  ratings,  and  (3)  consumer  knowledge  and  interest 
in  advanced  crash  avoidance  technologies  in  order  to  guide  NHTSA 
communications.  Comments  must  be  submitted  on  or  before  July  19,  2017. 


Senators  Release  Bipartisan  Principles  for  Self-Driving 
Vehicles  Legislation 

In  conjunction  with  a  June  14  Senate  Committee  on  Commerce,  Science  and 
Transportation  hearing  entitled,  "Paving  the  Way  for  Self-Driving  Vehicles",  United 
States  Senators  John  Thune  (R-SD),  Gary  Peters  (D-MI)  and  Bill  Nelson  (D-FL) 
have  released  principles  for  bipartisan  legislation  on  self-driving  vehicles.  The 
Senators  acknowledge  that  these  principles  will  serve  as  a  starting  point  for 
discussion  around  meaningful  legislation  on  self-driving  vehicles,  and  have 
indicated  that  they  will  continue  efforts  to  finalize  legislation.  Of  importance  to 
AAMVA  members  is  the  section  detailing  the  continued  reinforcement  of  federal 
and  state  roles.  AAMVA  has  been,  and  will  continue  to  be,  a  part  of  those 
discussions  in  both  the  House  and  the  Senate  as  legislation  is  developed. 

U.S.  Supreme  Court  Decides  Not  to  Hear  Electronic 
Logging  Device  Appeal 

U.S.  Supreme  Court  has  decided  not  to  review  an  appeal  brought  by  the  Owner- 
Operator  Independent  Drivers  Association  (OOIDA)  concerning  electronic  logging 
devices.  OOIDA  had  filed  the  petition  seeking  a  review  of  a  ruling  from  the  U.S. 
Court  of  Appeals  for  the  Seventh  Circuit  regarding  the  electronic  logging  device 
mandate.  The  court  had  ruled  against  the  organization  last  year  in  its  lawsuit 
against  the  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration.  The  OOIDA  brought 
about  the  lawsuit  over  privacy  concern  of  the  rule.

NMVTIS  State  Web  Interface  (SWI)  -  How  to  Correct  Title  and  Brand  Data  on  the

PennDOT  Introduces  "Next  Generation"  DL/IDs 

PennDOT  is  proud  to  introduce  the  "next  generation"  of  its  Pennsylvania  driver's 
license  and  photo  identification  (ID)  cards,  which  will  be  phased  in  over  the  next 
four  years  and  replace  the  current  products.  As  part  of  its  ongoing  efforts  to  help 
protect  customers  against  counterfeiting,  fraud  and  identity  theft,  PennDOT  has 
updated  the  design  and  enhanced  the  security  features  of  its  driver  license  and 
identification  card  products.  Over  the  last  22  months,  PennDOT  has  worked  with 
MorphoTrust  USA  on  planning,  design  and  deployment  of  this  major  new  security 
enhancement  initiative.  This  update  is  unrelated  to  the  REAL  ID  Act. 


Beginning  on  June  19,  2017,  PennDOT  will  begin  rolling  out  the  new 
Digital  Driver's  License  system,  with  a  pilot  program  at  the  Harrisburg 
Customer  Service  Center.  Since  there  are  71  Driver  License  Centers  and 
97  Photo  License  Centers  across  the  commonwealth,  PennDOT  is  using 
a  phased-in  approach.  Rollout  is  scheduled  to  be  completed  by  October 
2017. 

Both  current  and  new  card  designs  will  be  in  circulation  during  the 
transition  period. 

Current  cards  will  be  phased  out  during  the  normal  renewal  process  -  no 
need  to  replace  current  products,  although  customers  are  welcome  to  do 
so  by  requesting  a  duplicate  product  and  paying  the  appropriate  fee.

DC  DMV  to  Allow  Gender  Neutral  Identifier  on  Credentials 

On  or  about  June  26,  201 7,  the  District  of  Columbia  Department  of  Motor  Vehicles 
(DC  DMV)  will  begin  allowing  residents  to  choose  a  gender  neutral  identifier  for 
their  gender  designation.  The  gender  neutral  identifier  will  be  identified  by  a  "X" 
marker  on  both  the  driver  license  and  the  identification  card.  All  DC  DMV  related 
documents  (i.e.,  45  day  paper  temporary  credential,  learner  permit,  driver  record, 
etc)  which  currently  reflects  the  gender  will  now  reflect  either  a  "M"  for  male,  "F"  for 
female  or  "X"  for  unspecified/other.  This  initiative  is  part  of  DC  DMV's  FY17 
Performance  Plan  as  indicated  on  the  Office  of  the  City  Administrator's  website.

DHS  Rescinds  Memo  Creating  DAPA 

According  to  a  press  release.  United  States  Secretary  of  Homeland  Security  John 
Kelly  has  signed  a  memorandum  rescinding  the  November  20,  2014  memorandum 
that  created  the  program  known  as  Deferred  Action  for  Parents  of  Americans  and 
Lawful  Permanent  Residents  (DAPA)  because,  "there  is  no  credible  path  forward 
to  litigate  the  currently  enjoined  policy."  The  rescinded  memo  purported  to  provide 
a  path  for  illegal  aliens  with  a  U.S.  citizen  or  lawful  permanent  resident  child  to  be 
considered  for  deferred  action  and  included  criteria  that  must  be  satisfied  to  be 
considered  for  deferred  action.  According  to  the  press  release,  the  June  15,  2012 
memorandum  that  created  the  Deferred  Action  for  Childhood  Arrivals  (DACA) 
program  will  remain  in  effect. 

DHS  Issues  Real  ID  Extensions  Until  October  10,  2017 

The  United  States  Department  of  Homeland  Security  (DHS)  has  issued  a  new 
series  of  extensions  to  a  number  of  states  through  October  10,  2017  allowing 
Federal  agencies  to  accept  driver's  licenses  and  identification  cards  from  those 
states  granted  extensions  or  in  compliance.  DHS  has  updated  their  website  to 
reflect  the  current  status  of  states  and  territories  and  has  indicated  that  federal 
facilities  will  be  notified  of  appropriate  status.

The  Department  of  Transportation  (DOT)  announces  its  intent  to  forward  to  the 
Office  of  Management  and  Budget  a  request  to  renew  an  information  collection 
(ICR)  for  the  Transportation  Drug  and  Alcohol  Testing  programs.  The  information 
collection  will  be  used  to  document  tests  conducted  and  actions  taken  to  ensure 
safety  in  the  workplace  and/or  is  necessary  because  under  the  Omnibus 
Transportation  Employee  Testing  Act  of  1991 ,  the  DOT  is  required  to  implement  a 
drug  and  alcohol  testing  program  in  various  transportation-related  industries. 
Comments  to  this  notice  must  be  received  by  July  17,  2017. 

FHWA  Invites  Comment  On  Renewal  Of  ICR  On 
Certification  of  Enforcement  of  the  Heavy  Vehicle  Use 
Tax 

The  Federal  Highway  Administration  (FHWA)  invites  public  comments  about  its 
intention  to  request  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget's  (OMB)  approval  for 
renewal  of  an  existing  information  collection  on  Certification  of  Enforcement  of  the 
Heavy  Vehicle  Use  Tax.  Title  23  United  States  Code,  Section  141(c),  provides  that 
a  State's  apportionment  of  funds  under  23  U.S.C.  104(b)(1)  shall  be  reduced  in  an 
amount  up  to  8  percent  of  the  amount  to  be  apportioned  during  any  fiscal  year 
beginning  after  September  30,  1984,  if  vehicles  subject  to  the  Federal  heavy 
vehicle  use  tax  are  lawfully  registered  in  the  State  without  having  presented  proof 
of  payment  of  the  tax.  The  annual  certification  by  the  State  Governor  or  designated 
official  regarding  the  collection  of  the  heavy  vehicle  use  tax  serves  as  the  FHWA's 
primary  means  of  determining  State  compliance.  The  FHWA  has  determined  that 
an  annual  certification  of  compliance  by  each  State  is  the  least  obtrusive  means  of 
administering  the  provisions  of  the  legislative  mandate.  Comments  are  due  by 
August  18,  2017. 


FHWA  Invites  Comments  On  ICR  The  Inventory  of  State 
Compliance  on  Serious  Injury  Reporting  Using  the  Model 
Minimum  Uniform  Crash  Criteria 

The  Federal  Highway  Administration  (FHWA)  invites  public  comments  about  its 
intention  to  request  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget's  (OMB)  approval  of  a 
new  information  collection  on  the  Inventory  of  State  Compliance  on  Serious  Injury 
Reporting  Using  the  Model  Minimum  Uniform  Crash  Criteria  4th  Edition.  The 
MMUCC  provides  states  with  a  dataset  for  describing  crashes  of  motor  vehicles  in 
transport  that  generates  the  information  necessary  to  improve  highway  safety 
within  each  state,  and  nationally.  As  part  of  the  national  requirement  to  report 
serious  injuries  using  the  MMUCC  4th  Edition  definition,  the  FHWA  seeks  to 
determine  if  States  have  adopted  the  MMUCC  4th  edition  definition,  attribute  and 
coding  convention  by  the  required  April  15,  2019  date.  Comments  are  due  by 
August  18,  2017. 

FMCSA  Proposes  Rules  on  Commercial  Learner's  Permit 
(CLP)  Expiration  Date  and  Military  CDL  Skills  Test 
Waivers 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  issued  a  Notice  of 
Proposed  Rulemaking  (NPRM)  to  allow  States  to  issue  a  commercial  learner's 
permit  (CLP)  with  an  expiration  date  of  up  to  one  year  from  the  date  of  initial 
issuance.  CLPs  issued  for  shorter  periods  may  be  renewed  but  the  total  period  of 
time  between  the  date  of  initial  issuance  and  the  expiration  of  the  renewed  CLP 
cannot  exceed  one  year.  This  proposed  amendment  would  replace  the  current 
regulations,  which  require  the  States  to  issue  CLPs  initially  for  no  more  than  180 
days,  with  the  possibility  of  an  additional  180-day  renewal  at  the  State's 
discretion.  In  addition,  FMCSA  has  also  issued  an  NPRM  which  would  allow  State 
Driver  Licensing  Agencies  (SDLAs)  to  waive  the  requirements  for  the  commercial 
driver's  license  (CDL)  knowledge  tests  for  certain  individuals  who  are,  or  were, 
regularly  employed  within  the  last  year  in  a  military  position  that  required  the 
operation  of  a  commercial  motor  vehicle  (CMV).  Comments  on  both  notices  must 
be  received  on  or  before  August  1 1 ,  201 7.  AAMVA  member  jurisdictions  that 
submit  comments  to  either  NPRM  docket  are  encouraged  to  copy 
qovernmentaffairs@aamva.org  so  that  the  association  may  reflect  those 
comments  in  their  own. 
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FMCSA  Extends  Compliance  Date  for  Lease  and 
Interchange  of  Passenger-Carrying  Commercial  Motor 
Vehicles 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  extended  by  one 
year,  the  compliance  date  of  the  regulations  established  in  the  final  rule  for  the 
lease  and  interchange  of  passenger-carrying  commercial  motor  vehicles  which 
was  published  on  May  27,  201 5.  The  new  compliance  date  is  January  1 ,  201 9. 

The  agency  is  extending  the  compliance  date  by  an  additional  twelve  months  to 
allow  tiem  to  revise  the  regulations  while  ensuring  carriers  have  ample  time  to 
adjust  to  the  requirements  of  the  revisions. 

NHTSA  Forwards  ICR  On  Safety  Ratings  and  Advanced 
Crash  Avoidance  Technologies  Consumer  Research 
Survey  To  OMB 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  will  be  forwarding  an 
information  collection  request  (ICR)  on  Safety  Ratings  and  Advanced  Crash 
Avoidance  Technologies  Consumer  Research  to  OMB  for  review  and  comment. 
NHTSA  proposes  to  conduct  a  quantitative  online  survey  of  1,500  consumers  to 
explore  consumer  perception,  interest  and  understanding  of  the  5-star  safety 
ratings  (including  response  to  half  stars),  overall  vehicle  scores,  and  advanced 
crash  avoidance  technologies  information  to  support  the  development  of  consumer 
communications.  NHTSA  previously  conducted  two  comprehensive  consumer 
research  studies  in  2012  and  2014  to  better  understand  (1)  the  type  of  information 
consumers  seek  during  their  vehicle  purchase  decisions,  (2)  consumer 
comprehension  of  vehicle  safety  ratings,  and  (3)  consumer  knowledge  and  interest 
in  advanced  crash  avoidance  technologies  in  order  to  guide  NHTSA 
communications.  Comments  must  be  submitted  on  or  before  July  19,  2017. 


Senators  Release  Bipartisan  Principles  for  Self-Driving 
Vehicles  Legislation 

In  conjunction  with  a  June  14  Senate  Committee  on  Commerce,  Science  and 
Transportation  hearing  entitled,  "Paving  the  Way  for  Self-Driving  Vehicles",  United 
States  Senators  John  Thune  (R-SD),  Gary  Peters  (D-MI)  and  Bill  Nelson  (D-FL) 
have  released  principles  for  bipartisan  legislation  on  self-driving  vehicles.  The 
Senators  acknowledge  that  these  principles  will  serve  as  a  starting  point  for 
discussion  around  meaningful  legislation  on  self-driving  vehicles,  and  have 
indicated  that  they  will  continue  efforts  to  finalize  legislation.  Of  importance  to 
AAMVA  members  is  the  section  detailing  the  continued  reinforcement  of  federal 
and  state  roles.  AAMVA  has  been,  and  will  continue  to  be,  a  part  of  those 
discussions  in  both  the  House  and  the  Senate  as  legislation  is  developed. 

U.S.  Supreme  Court  Decides  Not  to  Hear  Electronic 
Logging  Device  Appeal 

U.S.  Supreme  Court  has  decided  not  to  review  an  appeal  brought  by  the  Owner- 
Operator  Independent  Drivers  Association  (OOIDA)  concerning  electronic  logging 
devices.  OOIDA  had  filed  the  petition  seeking  a  review  of  a  ruling  from  the  U.S. 
Court  of  Appeals  for  the  Seventh  Circuit  regarding  the  electronic  logging  device 
mandate.  The  court  had  ruled  against  the  organization  last  year  in  its  lawsuit 
against  the  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration.  The  OOIDA  brought 
about  the  lawsuit  over  privacy  concern  of  the  rule.

NMVTIS  State  Web  Interface  (SWI)  -  How  to  Correct  Title  and  Brand  Data  on  the

PennDOT  Introduces  "Next  Generation"  DL/IDs 

PennDOT  is  proud  to  introduce  the  "next  generation"  of  its  Pennsylvania  driver's 
license  and  photo  identification  (ID)  cards,  which  will  be  phased  in  over  the  next 
four  years  and  replace  the  current  products.  As  part  of  its  ongoing  efforts  to  help 
protect  customers  against  counterfeiting,  fraud  and  identity  theft,  PennDOT  has 
updated  the  design  and  enhanced  the  security  features  of  its  driver  license  and 
identification  card  products.  Over  the  last  22  months,  PennDOT  has  worked  with 
MorphoTrust  USA  on  planning,  design  and  deployment  of  this  major  new  security 
enhancement  initiative.  This  update  is  unrelated  to  the  REAL  ID  Act. 


Beginning  on  June  19,  2017,  PennDOT  will  begin  rolling  out  the  new 
Digital  Driver's  License  system,  with  a  pilot  program  at  the  Harrisburg 
Customer  Service  Center.  Since  there  are  71  Driver  License  Centers  and 
97  Photo  License  Centers  across  the  commonwealth,  PennDOT  is  using 
a  phased-in  approach.  Rollout  is  scheduled  to  be  completed  by  October 
2017. 

Both  current  and  new  card  designs  will  be  in  circulation  during  the 
transition  period. 

Current  cards  will  be  phased  out  during  the  normal  renewal  process  -  no 
need  to  replace  current  products,  although  customers  are  welcome  to  do 
so  by  requesting  a  duplicate  product  and  paying  the  appropriate  fee.

’Not  Specified'  Gender  Choice  Coming  to  Oregon  Driver

On  or  about  June  26,  201 7,  the  District  of  Columbia  Department  of  Motor  Vehicles 
(DC  DMV)  will  begin  allowing  residents  to  choose  a  gender  neutral  identifier  for 
their  gender  designation.  The  gender  neutral  identifier  will  be  identified  by  a  "X" 
marker  on  both  the  driver  license  and  the  identification  card.  All  DC  DMV  related 
documents  (i.e.,  45  day  paper  temporary  credential,  learner  permit,  driver  record, 
etc)  which  currently  reflects  the  gender  will  now  reflect  either  a  "M"  for  male,  "F"  for 
female  or  "X"  for  unspecified/other.  This  initiative  is  part  of  DC  DMV's  FY17 
Performance  Plan  as  indicated  on  the  Office  of  the  City  Administrator's  website.

FEDERAL  NEWS 


DHS  Rescinds  Memo  Creating  DAPA 

According  to  a  press  release.  United  States  Secretary  of  Homeland  Security  John 
Kelly  has  signed  a  memorandum  rescinding  the  November  20,  2014  memorandum 
that  created  the  program  known  as  Deferred  Action  for  Parents  of  Americans  and 
Lawful  Permanent  Residents  (DAPA)  because,  "there  is  no  credible  path  forward 
to  litigate  the  currently  enjoined  policy."  The  rescinded  memo  purported  to  provide 
a  path  for  illegal  aliens  with  a  U.S.  citizen  or  lawful  permanent  resident  child  to  be 
considered  for  deferred  action  and  included  criteria  that  must  be  satisfied  to  be 
considered  for  deferred  action.  According  to  the  press  release,  the  June  15,  2012 
memorandum  that  created  the  Deferred  Action  for  Childhood  Arrivals  (DACA) 
program  will  remain  in  effect. 

DHS  Issues  Real  ID  Extensions  Until  October  10,  2017 

The  United  States  Department  of  Homeland  Security  (DHS)  has  issued  a  new 
series  of  extensions  to  a  number  of  states  through  October  10,  2017  allowing 
Federal  agencies  to  accept  driver's  licenses  and  identification  cards  from  those 
states  granted  extensions  or  in  compliance.  DHS  has  updated  their  website  to 
reflect  the  current  status  of  states  and  territories  and  has  indicated  that  federal 
facilities  will  be  notified  of  appropriate  status.

The  Department  of  Transportation  (DOT)  announces  its  intent  to  forward  to  the 
Office  of  Management  and  Budget  a  request  to  renew  an  information  collection 
(ICR)  for  the  Transportation  Drug  and  Alcohol  Testing  programs.  The  information 
collection  will  be  used  to  document  tests  conducted  and  actions  taken  to  ensure 
safety  in  the  workplace  and/or  is  necessary  because  under  the  Omnibus 
Transportation  Employee  Testing  Act  of  1991 ,  the  DOT  is  required  to  implement  a 
drug  and  alcohol  testing  program  in  various  transportation-related  industries. 
Comments  to  this  notice  must  be  received  by  July  17,  2017. 

FHWA  Invites  Comment  On  Renewal  Of  ICR  On 
Certification  of  Enforcement  of  the  Heavy  Vehicle  Use 
Tax 

The  Federal  Highway  Administration  (FHWA)  invites  public  comments  about  its 
intention  to  request  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget's  (OMB)  approval  for 
renewal  of  an  existing  information  collection  on  Certification  of  Enforcement  of  the 
Heavy  Vehicle  Use  Tax.  Title  23  United  States  Code,  Section  141(c),  provides  that 
a  State's  apportionment  of  funds  under  23  U.S.C.  104(b)(1)  shall  be  reduced  in  an 
amount  up  to  8  percent  of  the  amount  to  be  apportioned  during  any  fiscal  year 
beginning  after  September  30,  1984,  if  vehicles  subject  to  the  Federal  heavy 
vehicle  use  tax  are  lawfully  registered  in  the  State  without  having  presented  proof 
of  payment  of  the  tax.  The  annual  certification  by  the  State  Governor  or  designated 
official  regarding  the  collection  of  the  heavy  vehicle  use  tax  serves  as  the  FHWA's 
primary  means  of  determining  State  compliance.  The  FHWA  has  determined  that 
an  annual  certification  of  compliance  by  each  State  is  the  least  obtrusive  means  of 
administering  the  provisions  of  the  legislative  mandate.  Comments  are  due  by 
August  18,  2017. 


FHWA  Invites  Comments  On  ICR  The  Inventory  of  State 
Compliance  on  Serious  Injury  Reporting  Using  the  Model 
Minimum  Uniform  Crash  Criteria 

The  Federal  Highway  Administration  (FHWA)  invites  public  comments  about  its 
intention  to  request  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget's  (OMB)  approval  of  a 
new  information  collection  on  the  Inventory  of  State  Compliance  on  Serious  Injury 
Reporting  Using  the  Model  Minimum  Uniform  Crash  Criteria  4th  Edition.  The 
MMUCC  provides  states  with  a  dataset  for  describing  crashes  of  motor  vehicles  in 
transport  that  generates  the  information  necessary  to  improve  highway  safety 
within  each  state,  and  nationally.  As  part  of  the  national  requirement  to  report 
serious  injuries  using  the  MMUCC  4th  Edition  definition,  the  FHWA  seeks  to 
determine  if  States  have  adopted  the  MMUCC  4th  edition  definition,  attribute  and 
coding  convention  by  the  required  April  15,  2019  date.  Comments  are  due  by 
August  18,  2017. 

FMCSA  Proposes  Rules  on  Commercial  Learner's  Permit 
(CLP)  Expiration  Date  and  Military  CDL  Skills  Test 
Waivers 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  issued  a  Notice  of 
Proposed  Rulemaking  (NPRM)  to  allow  States  to  issue  a  commercial  learner's 
permit  (CLP)  with  an  expiration  date  of  up  to  one  year  from  the  date  of  initial 
issuance.  CLPs  issued  for  shorter  periods  may  be  renewed  but  the  total  period  of 
time  between  the  date  of  initial  issuance  and  the  expiration  of  the  renewed  CLP 
cannot  exceed  one  year.  This  proposed  amendment  would  replace  the  current 
regulations,  which  require  the  States  to  issue  CLPs  initially  for  no  more  than  180 
days,  with  the  possibility  of  an  additional  180-day  renewal  at  the  State's 
discretion.  In  addition,  FMCSA  has  also  issued  an  NPRM  which  would  allow  State 
Driver  Licensing  Agencies  (SDLAs)  to  waive  the  requirements  for  the  commercial 
driver's  license  (CDL)  knowledge  tests  for  certain  individuals  who  are,  or  were, 
regularly  employed  within  the  last  year  in  a  military  position  that  required  the 
operation  of  a  commercial  motor  vehicle  (CMV).  Comments  on  both  notices  must 
be  received  on  or  before  August  1 1 ,  201 7.  AAMVA  member  jurisdictions  that 
submit  comments  to  either  NPRM  docket  are  encouraged  to  copy 
qovernmentaffairs@aamva.org  so  that  the  association  may  reflect  those 
comments  in  their  own. 
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FMCSA  Extends  Compliance  Date  for  Lease  and 
Interchange  of  Passenger-Carrying  Commercial  Motor 
Vehicles 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  extended  by  one 
year,  the  compliance  date  of  the  regulations  established  in  the  final  rule  for  the 
lease  and  interchange  of  passenger-carrying  commercial  motor  vehicles  which 
was  published  on  May  27,  201 5.  The  new  compliance  date  is  January  1 ,  201 9. 

The  agency  is  extending  the  compliance  date  by  an  additional  twelve  months  to 
allow  tiem  to  revise  the  regulations  while  ensuring  carriers  have  ample  time  to 
adjust  to  the  requirements  of  the  revisions. 

NHTSA  Forwards  ICR  On  Safety  Ratings  and  Advanced 
Crash  Avoidance  Technologies  Consumer  Research 
Survey  To  OMB 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  will  be  forwarding  an 
information  collection  request  (ICR)  on  Safety  Ratings  and  Advanced  Crash 
Avoidance  Technologies  Consumer  Research  to  OMB  for  review  and  comment. 
NHTSA  proposes  to  conduct  a  quantitative  online  survey  of  1,500  consumers  to 
explore  consumer  perception,  interest  and  understanding  of  the  5-star  safety 
ratings  (including  response  to  half  stars),  overall  vehicle  scores,  and  advanced 
crash  avoidance  technologies  information  to  support  the  development  of  consumer 
communications.  NHTSA  previously  conducted  two  comprehensive  consumer 
research  studies  in  2012  and  2014  to  better  understand  (1)  the  type  of  information 
consumers  seek  during  their  vehicle  purchase  decisions,  (2)  consumer 
comprehension  of  vehicle  safety  ratings,  and  (3)  consumer  knowledge  and  interest 
in  advanced  crash  avoidance  technologies  in  order  to  guide  NHTSA 
communications.  Comments  must  be  submitted  on  or  before  July  19,  2017. 


Senators  Release  Bipartisan  Principles  for  Self-Driving 
Vehicles  Legislation 

In  conjunction  with  a  June  14  Senate  Committee  on  Commerce,  Science  and 
Transportation  hearing  entitled,  "Paving  the  Way  for  Self-Driving  Vehicles",  United 
States  Senators  John  Thune  (R-SD),  Gary  Peters  (D-MI)  and  Bill  Nelson  (D-FL) 
have  released  principles  for  bipartisan  legislation  on  self-driving  vehicles.  The 
Senators  acknowledge  that  these  principles  will  serve  as  a  starting  point  for 
discussion  around  meaningful  legislation  on  self-driving  vehicles,  and  have 
indicated  that  they  will  continue  efforts  to  finalize  legislation.  Of  importance  to 
AAMVA  members  is  the  section  detailing  the  continued  reinforcement  of  federal 
and  state  roles.  AAMVA  has  been,  and  will  continue  to  be,  a  part  of  those 
discussions  in  both  the  House  and  the  Senate  as  legislation  is  developed. 

U.S.  Supreme  Court  Decides  Not  to  Hear  Electronic 
Logging  Device  Appeal 

U.S.  Supreme  Court  has  decided  not  to  review  an  appeal  brought  by  the  Owner- 
Operator  Independent  Drivers  Association  (OOIDA)  concerning  electronic  logging 
devices.  OOIDA  had  filed  the  petition  seeking  a  review  of  a  ruling  from  the  U.S. 
Court  of  Appeals  for  the  Seventh  Circuit  regarding  the  electronic  logging  device 
mandate.  The  court  had  ruled  against  the  organization  last  year  in  its  lawsuit 
against  the  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration.  The  OOIDA  brought 
about  the  lawsuit  over  privacy  concern  of  the  rule.

NMVTIS  State  Web  Interface  (SWI)  -  How  to  Correct  Title  and  Brand  Data  on  the

PennDOT  Introduces  "Next  Generation"  DL/IDs 

PennDOT  is  proud  to  introduce  the  "next  generation"  of  its  Pennsylvania  driver's 
license  and  photo  identification  (ID)  cards,  which  will  be  phased  in  over  the  next 
four  years  and  replace  the  current  products.  As  part  of  its  ongoing  efforts  to  help 
protect  customers  against  counterfeiting,  fraud  and  identity  theft,  PennDOT  has 
updated  the  design  and  enhanced  the  security  features  of  its  driver  license  and 
identification  card  products.  Over  the  last  22  months,  PennDOT  has  worked  with 
MorphoTrust  USA  on  planning,  design  and  deployment  of  this  major  new  security 
enhancement  initiative.  This  update  is  unrelated  to  the  REAL  ID  Act. 


Beginning  on  June  19,  2017,  PennDOT  will  begin  rolling  out  the  new 
Digital  Driver's  License  system,  with  a  pilot  program  at  the  Harrisburg 
Customer  Service  Center.  Since  there  are  71  Driver  License  Centers  and 
97  Photo  License  Centers  across  the  commonwealth,  PennDOT  is  using 
a  phased-in  approach.  Rollout  is  scheduled  to  be  completed  by  October 
2017. 

Both  current  and  new  card  designs  will  be  in  circulation  during  the 
transition  period. 

Current  cards  will  be  phased  out  during  the  normal  renewal  process  -  no 
need  to  replace  current  products,  although  customers  are  welcome  to  do 
so  by  requesting  a  duplicate  product  and  paying  the  appropriate  fee.

’Not  Specified'  Gender  Choice  Coming  to  Oregon  Driver 
Licenses 

Beginning  in  July,  Oregon  residents  will  have  the  option  to  mark  their  sex  as  "not 
specified"  on  their  application  for  a  driver  license,  instruction  permit  or 
identification  card.  Under  a  new  administrative  rule  approved  June  15  by  the 
Oregon  Transportation  Commission,  card  holders  who  do  not  wish  to  identify  as 
either  male  or  female  will  have  a  third  option  when  they  obtain,  renew  or  replace 
their  license,  instruction  permit  or  ID  card  at  Oregon  DMV.  An  X  will  appear 
instead  of  M  or  F  in  Oregon  driver  records  and  on  the  driver  license,  instruction 
permit  or  ID  card.  The  new  rule  came  about  after  an  Oregon  resident's  court  order 
authorized  a  sex  change  from  female  to  "non-binary."  In  order  to  comply  with  the 
order,  DMV  needed  about  a  year  to  implement  the  change.  Time  was  required  to 
study  state  laws,  update  computer  systems,  work  with  business  partners  such  as 
law  enforcement  and  courts,  and  change  administrative  rules.

FEDERAL  NEWS 


DHS  Rescinds  Memo  Creating  DAPA 

According  to  a  press  release.  United  States  Secretary  of  Homeland  Security  John 
Kelly  has  signed  a  memorandum  rescinding  the  November  20,  2014  memorandum 
that  created  the  program  known  as  Deferred  Action  for  Parents  of  Americans  and 
Lawful  Permanent  Residents  (DAPA)  because,  "there  is  no  credible  path  forward 
to  litigate  the  currently  enjoined  policy."  The  rescinded  memo  purported  to  provide 
a  path  for  illegal  aliens  with  a  U.S.  citizen  or  lawful  permanent  resident  child  to  be 
considered  for  deferred  action  and  included  criteria  that  must  be  satisfied  to  be 
considered  for  deferred  action.  According  to  the  press  release,  the  June  15,  2012 
memorandum  that  created  the  Deferred  Action  for  Childhood  Arrivals  (DACA) 
program  will  remain  in  effect. 

DHS  Issues  Real  ID  Extensions  Until  October  10,  2017 

The  United  States  Department  of  Homeland  Security  (DHS)  has  issued  a  new 
series  of  extensions  to  a  number  of  states  through  October  10,  2017  allowing 
Federal  agencies  to  accept  driver's  licenses  and  identification  cards  from  those 
states  granted  extensions  or  in  compliance.  DHS  has  updated  their  website  to 
reflect  the  current  status  of  states  and  territories  and  has  indicated  that  federal 
facilities  will  be  notified  of  appropriate  status.

The  Department  of  Transportation  (DOT)  announces  its  intent  to  forward  to  the 
Office  of  Management  and  Budget  a  request  to  renew  an  information  collection 
(ICR)  for  the  Transportation  Drug  and  Alcohol  Testing  programs.  The  information 
collection  will  be  used  to  document  tests  conducted  and  actions  taken  to  ensure 
safety  in  the  workplace  and/or  is  necessary  because  under  the  Omnibus 
Transportation  Employee  Testing  Act  of  1991 ,  the  DOT  is  required  to  implement  a 
drug  and  alcohol  testing  program  in  various  transportation-related  industries. 
Comments  to  this  notice  must  be  received  by  July  17,  2017. 

FHWA  Invites  Comment  On  Renewal  Of  ICR  On 
Certification  of  Enforcement  of  the  Heavy  Vehicle  Use 
Tax 

The  Federal  Highway  Administration  (FHWA)  invites  public  comments  about  its 
intention  to  request  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget's  (OMB)  approval  for 
renewal  of  an  existing  information  collection  on  Certification  of  Enforcement  of  the 
Heavy  Vehicle  Use  Tax.  Title  23  United  States  Code,  Section  141(c),  provides  that 
a  State's  apportionment  of  funds  under  23  U.S.C.  104(b)(1)  shall  be  reduced  in  an 
amount  up  to  8  percent  of  the  amount  to  be  apportioned  during  any  fiscal  year 
beginning  after  September  30,  1984,  if  vehicles  subject  to  the  Federal  heavy 
vehicle  use  tax  are  lawfully  registered  in  the  State  without  having  presented  proof 
of  payment  of  the  tax.  The  annual  certification  by  the  State  Governor  or  designated 
official  regarding  the  collection  of  the  heavy  vehicle  use  tax  serves  as  the  FHWA's 
primary  means  of  determining  State  compliance.  The  FHWA  has  determined  that 
an  annual  certification  of  compliance  by  each  State  is  the  least  obtrusive  means  of 
administering  the  provisions  of  the  legislative  mandate.  Comments  are  due  by 
August  18,  2017. 


FHWA  Invites  Comments  On  ICR  The  Inventory  of  State 
Compliance  on  Serious  Injury  Reporting  Using  the  Model 
Minimum  Uniform  Crash  Criteria 

The  Federal  Highway  Administration  (FHWA)  invites  public  comments  about  its 
intention  to  request  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget's  (OMB)  approval  of  a 
new  information  collection  on  the  Inventory  of  State  Compliance  on  Serious  Injury 
Reporting  Using  the  Model  Minimum  Uniform  Crash  Criteria  4th  Edition.  The 
MMUCC  provides  states  with  a  dataset  for  describing  crashes  of  motor  vehicles  in 
transport  that  generates  the  information  necessary  to  improve  highway  safety 
within  each  state,  and  nationally.  As  part  of  the  national  requirement  to  report 
serious  injuries  using  the  MMUCC  4th  Edition  definition,  the  FHWA  seeks  to 
determine  if  States  have  adopted  the  MMUCC  4th  edition  definition,  attribute  and 
coding  convention  by  the  required  April  15,  2019  date.  Comments  are  due  by 
August  18,  2017. 

FMCSA  Proposes  Rules  on  Commercial  Learner's  Permit 
(CLP)  Expiration  Date  and  Military  CDL  Skills  Test 
Waivers 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  issued  a  Notice  of 
Proposed  Rulemaking  (NPRM)  to  allow  States  to  issue  a  commercial  learner's 
permit  (CLP)  with  an  expiration  date  of  up  to  one  year  from  the  date  of  initial 
issuance.  CLPs  issued  for  shorter  periods  may  be  renewed  but  the  total  period  of 
time  between  the  date  of  initial  issuance  and  the  expiration  of  the  renewed  CLP 
cannot  exceed  one  year.  This  proposed  amendment  would  replace  the  current 
regulations,  which  require  the  States  to  issue  CLPs  initially  for  no  more  than  180 
days,  with  the  possibility  of  an  additional  180-day  renewal  at  the  State's 
discretion.  In  addition,  FMCSA  has  also  issued  an  NPRM  which  would  allow  State 
Driver  Licensing  Agencies  (SDLAs)  to  waive  the  requirements  for  the  commercial 
driver's  license  (CDL)  knowledge  tests  for  certain  individuals  who  are,  or  were, 
regularly  employed  within  the  last  year  in  a  military  position  that  required  the 
operation  of  a  commercial  motor  vehicle  (CMV).  Comments  on  both  notices  must 
be  received  on  or  before  August  1 1 ,  201 7.  AAMVA  member  jurisdictions  that 
submit  comments  to  either  NPRM  docket  are  encouraged  to  copy 
qovernmentaffairs@aamva.org  so  that  the  association  may  reflect  those 
comments  in  their  own. 
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FMCSA  Extends  Compliance  Date  for  Lease  and 
Interchange  of  Passenger-Carrying  Commercial  Motor 
Vehicles 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  extended  by  one 
year,  the  compliance  date  of  the  regulations  established  in  the  final  rule  for  the 
lease  and  interchange  of  passenger-carrying  commercial  motor  vehicles  which 
was  published  on  May  27,  201 5.  The  new  compliance  date  is  January  1 ,  201 9. 

The  agency  is  extending  the  compliance  date  by  an  additional  twelve  months  to 
allow  tiem  to  revise  the  regulations  while  ensuring  carriers  have  ample  time  to 
adjust  to  the  requirements  of  the  revisions. 

NHTSA  Forwards  ICR  On  Safety  Ratings  and  Advanced 
Crash  Avoidance  Technologies  Consumer  Research 
Survey  To  OMB 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  will  be  forwarding  an 
information  collection  request  (ICR)  on  Safety  Ratings  and  Advanced  Crash 
Avoidance  Technologies  Consumer  Research  to  OMB  for  review  and  comment. 
NHTSA  proposes  to  conduct  a  quantitative  online  survey  of  1,500  consumers  to 
explore  consumer  perception,  interest  and  understanding  of  the  5-star  safety 
ratings  (including  response  to  half  stars),  overall  vehicle  scores,  and  advanced 
crash  avoidance  technologies  information  to  support  the  development  of  consumer 
communications.  NHTSA  previously  conducted  two  comprehensive  consumer 
research  studies  in  2012  and  2014  to  better  understand  (1)  the  type  of  information 
consumers  seek  during  their  vehicle  purchase  decisions,  (2)  consumer 
comprehension  of  vehicle  safety  ratings,  and  (3)  consumer  knowledge  and  interest 
in  advanced  crash  avoidance  technologies  in  order  to  guide  NHTSA 
communications.  Comments  must  be  submitted  on  or  before  July  19,  2017. 


Senators  Release  Bipartisan  Principles  for  Self-Driving 
Vehicles  Legislation 

In  conjunction  with  a  June  14  Senate  Committee  on  Commerce,  Science  and 
Transportation  hearing  entitled,  "Paving  the  Way  for  Self-Driving  Vehicles",  United 
States  Senators  John  Thune  (R-SD),  Gary  Peters  (D-MI)  and  Bill  Nelson  (D-FL) 
have  released  principles  for  bipartisan  legislation  on  self-driving  vehicles.  The 
Senators  acknowledge  that  these  principles  will  serve  as  a  starting  point  for 
discussion  around  meaningful  legislation  on  self-driving  vehicles,  and  have 
indicated  that  they  will  continue  efforts  to  finalize  legislation.  Of  importance  to 
AAMVA  members  is  the  section  detailing  the  continued  reinforcement  of  federal 
and  state  roles.  AAMVA  has  been,  and  will  continue  to  be,  a  part  of  those 
discussions  in  both  the  House  and  the  Senate  as  legislation  is  developed. 

U.S.  Supreme  Court  Decides  Not  to  Hear  Electronic 
Logging  Device  Appeal 

U.S.  Supreme  Court  has  decided  not  to  review  an  appeal  brought  by  the  Owner- 
Operator  Independent  Drivers  Association  (OOIDA)  concerning  electronic  logging 
devices.  OOIDA  had  filed  the  petition  seeking  a  review  of  a  ruling  from  the  U.S. 
Court  of  Appeals  for  the  Seventh  Circuit  regarding  the  electronic  logging  device 
mandate.  The  court  had  ruled  against  the  organization  last  year  in  its  lawsuit 
against  the  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration.  The  OOIDA  brought 
about  the  lawsuit  over  privacy  concern  of  the  rule.

NMVTIS  State  Web  Interface  (SWI)  -  How  to  Correct  Title  and  Brand  Data  on  the

In  the  past,  states  contacted  the  AAMVA  Help  Desk  directly  if  they  needed  to 
make  a  data  correction.  As  part  of  the  NMVTIS  reengineering  effort,  a  Help  Desk 
feature  was  created  to  allow  states  to  correct  their  title  and  brand  data  on  the 
central  site.  When  states  perform  their  own  data  corrections  the  timeliness  and 
accuracy  of  the  data  corrections  improves  substantially.  This  webinar  is  focused 
on  explaining  the  capability  of  the  Help  Desk  feature  as  included  in  the  SWI.

JURISDICTION  NEWS 


PennDOT  Introduces  "Next  Generation"  DL/IDs 

PennDOT  is  proud  to  introduce  the  "next  generation"  of  its  Pennsylvania  driver's 
license  and  photo  identification  (ID)  cards,  which  will  be  phased  in  over  the  next 
four  years  and  replace  the  current  products.  As  part  of  its  ongoing  efforts  to  help 
protect  customers  against  counterfeiting,  fraud  and  identity  theft,  PennDOT  has 
updated  the  design  and  enhanced  the  security  features  of  its  driver  license  and 
identification  card  products.  Over  the  last  22  months,  PennDOT  has  worked  with 
MorphoTrust  USA  on  planning,  design  and  deployment  of  this  major  new  security 
enhancement  initiative.  This  update  is  unrelated  to  the  REAL  ID  Act. 


Beginning  on  June  19,  2017,  PennDOT  will  begin  rolling  out  the  new 
Digital  Driver's  License  system,  with  a  pilot  program  at  the  Harrisburg 
Customer  Service  Center.  Since  there  are  71  Driver  License  Centers  and 
97  Photo  License  Centers  across  the  commonwealth,  PennDOT  is  using 
a  phased-in  approach.  Rollout  is  scheduled  to  be  completed  by  October 
2017. 

Both  current  and  new  card  designs  will  be  in  circulation  during  the 
transition  period. 

Current  cards  will  be  phased  out  during  the  normal  renewal  process  -  no 
need  to  replace  current  products,  although  customers  are  welcome  to  do 
so  by  requesting  a  duplicate  product  and  paying  the  appropriate  fee.

’Not  Specified'  Gender  Choice  Coming  to  Oregon  Driver 
Licenses 

Beginning  in  July,  Oregon  residents  will  have  the  option  to  mark  their  sex  as  "not 
specified"  on  their  application  for  a  driver  license,  instruction  permit  or 
identification  card.  Under  a  new  administrative  rule  approved  June  15  by  the 
Oregon  Transportation  Commission,  card  holders  who  do  not  wish  to  identify  as 
either  male  or  female  will  have  a  third  option  when  they  obtain,  renew  or  replace 
their  license,  instruction  permit  or  ID  card  at  Oregon  DMV.  An  X  will  appear 
instead  of  M  or  F  in  Oregon  driver  records  and  on  the  driver  license,  instruction 
permit  or  ID  card.  The  new  rule  came  about  after  an  Oregon  resident's  court  order 
authorized  a  sex  change  from  female  to  "non-binary."  In  order  to  comply  with  the 
order,  DMV  needed  about  a  year  to  implement  the  change.  Time  was  required  to 
study  state  laws,  update  computer  systems,  work  with  business  partners  such  as 
law  enforcement  and  courts,  and  change  administrative  rules.  Read  more  here. 

DC  DMV  to  Allow  Gender  Neutral  Identifier  on  Credentials 

On  or  about  June  26,  201 7,  the  District  of  Columbia  Department  of  Motor  Vehicles 
(DC  DMV)  will  begin  allowing  residents  to  choose  a  gender  neutral  identifier  for 
their  gender  designation.  The  gender  neutral  identifier  will  be  identified  by  a  "X" 
marker  on  both  the  driver  license  and  the  identification  card.

DHS  Rescinds  Memo  Creating  DAPA 

According  to  a  press  release.  United  States  Secretary  of  Homeland  Security  John 
Kelly  has  signed  a  memorandum  rescinding  the  November  20,  2014  memorandum 
that  created  the  program  known  as  Deferred  Action  for  Parents  of  Americans  and 
Lawful  Permanent  Residents  (DAPA)  because,  "there  is  no  credible  path  forward 
to  litigate  the  currently  enjoined  policy."  The  rescinded  memo  purported  to  provide 
a  path  for  illegal  aliens  with  a  U.S.  citizen  or  lawful  permanent  resident  child  to  be 
considered  for  deferred  action  and  included  criteria  that  must  be  satisfied  to  be 
considered  for  deferred  action.  According  to  the  press  release,  the  June  15,  2012 
memorandum  that  created  the  Deferred  Action  for  Childhood  Arrivals  (DACA) 
program  will  remain  in  effect. 

DHS  Issues  Real  ID  Extensions  Until  October  10,  2017 

The  United  States  Department  of  Homeland  Security  (DHS)  has  issued  a  new 
series  of  extensions  to  a  number  of  states  through  October  10,  2017  allowing 
Federal  agencies  to  accept  driver's  licenses  and  identification  cards  from  those 
states  granted  extensions  or  in  compliance.  DHS  has  updated  their  website  to 
reflect  the  current  status  of  states  and  territories  and  has  indicated  that  federal 
facilities  will  be  notified  of  appropriate  status.

The  Department  of  Transportation  (DOT)  announces  its  intent  to  forward  to  the 
Office  of  Management  and  Budget  a  request  to  renew  an  information  collection 
(ICR)  for  the  Transportation  Drug  and  Alcohol  Testing  programs.  The  information 
collection  will  be  used  to  document  tests  conducted  and  actions  taken  to  ensure 
safety  in  the  workplace  and/or  is  necessary  because  under  the  Omnibus 
Transportation  Employee  Testing  Act  of  1991 ,  the  DOT  is  required  to  implement  a 
drug  and  alcohol  testing  program  in  various  transportation-related  industries. 
Comments  to  this  notice  must  be  received  by  July  17,  2017. 

FHWA  Invites  Comment  On  Renewal  Of  ICR  On 
Certification  of  Enforcement  of  the  Heavy  Vehicle  Use 
Tax 

The  Federal  Highway  Administration  (FHWA)  invites  public  comments  about  its 
intention  to  request  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget's  (OMB)  approval  for 
renewal  of  an  existing  information  collection  on  Certification  of  Enforcement  of  the 
Heavy  Vehicle  Use  Tax.  Title  23  United  States  Code,  Section  141(c),  provides  that 
a  State's  apportionment  of  funds  under  23  U.S.C.  104(b)(1)  shall  be  reduced  in  an 
amount  up  to  8  percent  of  the  amount  to  be  apportioned  during  any  fiscal  year 
beginning  after  September  30,  1984,  if  vehicles  subject  to  the  Federal  heavy 
vehicle  use  tax  are  lawfully  registered  in  the  State  without  having  presented  proof 
of  payment  of  the  tax.  The  annual  certification  by  the  State  Governor  or  designated 
official  regarding  the  collection  of  the  heavy  vehicle  use  tax  serves  as  the  FHWA's 
primary  means  of  determining  State  compliance.  The  FHWA  has  determined  that 
an  annual  certification  of  compliance  by  each  State  is  the  least  obtrusive  means  of 
administering  the  provisions  of  the  legislative  mandate.  Comments  are  due  by 
August  18,  2017. 


FHWA  Invites  Comments  On  ICR  The  Inventory  of  State 
Compliance  on  Serious  Injury  Reporting  Using  the  Model 
Minimum  Uniform  Crash  Criteria 

The  Federal  Highway  Administration  (FHWA)  invites  public  comments  about  its 
intention  to  request  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget's  (OMB)  approval  of  a 
new  information  collection  on  the  Inventory  of  State  Compliance  on  Serious  Injury 
Reporting  Using  the  Model  Minimum  Uniform  Crash  Criteria  4th  Edition.  The 
MMUCC  provides  states  with  a  dataset  for  describing  crashes  of  motor  vehicles  in 
transport  that  generates  the  information  necessary  to  improve  highway  safety 
within  each  state,  and  nationally.  As  part  of  the  national  requirement  to  report 
serious  injuries  using  the  MMUCC  4th  Edition  definition,  the  FHWA  seeks  to 
determine  if  States  have  adopted  the  MMUCC  4th  edition  definition,  attribute  and 
coding  convention  by  the  required  April  15,  2019  date.  Comments  are  due  by 
August  18,  2017. 

FMCSA  Proposes  Rules  on  Commercial  Learner's  Permit 
(CLP)  Expiration  Date  and  Military  CDL  Skills  Test 
Waivers 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  issued  a  Notice  of 
Proposed  Rulemaking  (NPRM)  to  allow  States  to  issue  a  commercial  learner's 
permit  (CLP)  with  an  expiration  date  of  up  to  one  year  from  the  date  of  initial 
issuance.  CLPs  issued  for  shorter  periods  may  be  renewed  but  the  total  period  of 
time  between  the  date  of  initial  issuance  and  the  expiration  of  the  renewed  CLP 
cannot  exceed  one  year.  This  proposed  amendment  would  replace  the  current 
regulations,  which  require  the  States  to  issue  CLPs  initially  for  no  more  than  180 
days,  with  the  possibility  of  an  additional  180-day  renewal  at  the  State's 
discretion.  In  addition,  FMCSA  has  also  issued  an  NPRM  which  would  allow  State 
Driver  Licensing  Agencies  (SDLAs)  to  waive  the  requirements  for  the  commercial 
driver's  license  (CDL)  knowledge  tests  for  certain  individuals  who  are,  or  were, 
regularly  employed  within  the  last  year  in  a  military  position  that  required  the 
operation  of  a  commercial  motor  vehicle  (CMV).  Comments  on  both  notices  must 
be  received  on  or  before  August  1 1 ,  201 7.  AAMVA  member  jurisdictions  that 
submit  comments  to  either  NPRM  docket  are  encouraged  to  copy 
qovernmentaffairs@aamva.org  so  that  the  association  may  reflect  those 
comments  in  their  own. 
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FMCSA  Extends  Compliance  Date  for  Lease  and 
Interchange  of  Passenger-Carrying  Commercial  Motor 
Vehicles 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  extended  by  one 
year,  the  compliance  date  of  the  regulations  established  in  the  final  rule  for  the 
lease  and  interchange  of  passenger-carrying  commercial  motor  vehicles  which 
was  published  on  May  27,  201 5.  The  new  compliance  date  is  January  1 ,  201 9. 

The  agency  is  extending  the  compliance  date  by  an  additional  twelve  months  to 
allow  tiem  to  revise  the  regulations  while  ensuring  carriers  have  ample  time  to 
adjust  to  the  requirements  of  the  revisions. 

NHTSA  Forwards  ICR  On  Safety  Ratings  and  Advanced 
Crash  Avoidance  Technologies  Consumer  Research 
Survey  To  OMB 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  will  be  forwarding  an 
information  collection  request  (ICR)  on  Safety  Ratings  and  Advanced  Crash 
Avoidance  Technologies  Consumer  Research  to  OMB  for  review  and  comment. 
NHTSA  proposes  to  conduct  a  quantitative  online  survey  of  1,500  consumers  to 
explore  consumer  perception,  interest  and  understanding  of  the  5-star  safety 
ratings  (including  response  to  half  stars),  overall  vehicle  scores,  and  advanced 
crash  avoidance  technologies  information  to  support  the  development  of  consumer 
communications.  NHTSA  previously  conducted  two  comprehensive  consumer 
research  studies  in  2012  and  2014  to  better  understand  (1)  the  type  of  information 
consumers  seek  during  their  vehicle  purchase  decisions,  (2)  consumer 
comprehension  of  vehicle  safety  ratings,  and  (3)  consumer  knowledge  and  interest 
in  advanced  crash  avoidance  technologies  in  order  to  guide  NHTSA 
communications.  Comments  must  be  submitted  on  or  before  July  19,  2017. 


Senators  Release  Bipartisan  Principles  for  Self-Driving 
Vehicles  Legislation 

In  conjunction  with  a  June  14  Senate  Committee  on  Commerce,  Science  and 
Transportation  hearing  entitled,  "Paving  the  Way  for  Self-Driving  Vehicles",  United 
States  Senators  John  Thune  (R-SD),  Gary  Peters  (D-MI)  and  Bill  Nelson  (D-FL) 
have  released  principles  for  bipartisan  legislation  on  self-driving  vehicles.  The 
Senators  acknowledge  that  these  principles  will  serve  as  a  starting  point  for 
discussion  around  meaningful  legislation  on  self-driving  vehicles,  and  have 
indicated  that  they  will  continue  efforts  to  finalize  legislation.  Of  importance  to 
AAMVA  members  is  the  section  detailing  the  continued  reinforcement  of  federal 
and  state  roles.  AAMVA  has  been,  and  will  continue  to  be,  a  part  of  those 
discussions  in  both  the  House  and  the  Senate  as  legislation  is  developed. 

U.S.  Supreme  Court  Decides  Not  to  Hear  Electronic 
Logging  Device  Appeal 

U.S.  Supreme  Court  has  decided  not  to  review  an  appeal  brought  by  the  Owner- 
Operator  Independent  Drivers  Association  (OOIDA)  concerning  electronic  logging 
devices.  OOIDA  had  filed  the  petition  seeking  a  review  of  a  ruling  from  the  U.S. 
Court  of  Appeals  for  the  Seventh  Circuit  regarding  the  electronic  logging  device 
mandate.  The  court  had  ruled  against  the  organization  last  year  in  its  lawsuit 
against  the  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration.  The  OOIDA  brought 
about  the  lawsuit  over  privacy  concern  of  the  rule.

NMVTIS  State  Web  Interface  (SWI)  -  How  to  Correct  Title  and  Brand  Data  on  the

In  the  past,  states  contacted  the  AAMVA  Help  Desk  directly  if  they  needed  to 
make  a  data  correction.  As  part  of  the  NMVTIS  reengineering  effort,  a  Help  Desk 
feature  was  created  to  allow  states  to  correct  their  title  and  brand  data  on  the 
central  site.  When  states  perform  their  own  data  corrections  the  timeliness  and 
accuracy  of  the  data  corrections  improves  substantially.

PennDOT  Introduces  "Next  Generation"  DL/IDs 

PennDOT  is  proud  to  introduce  the  "next  generation"  of  its  Pennsylvania  driver's 
license  and  photo  identification  (ID)  cards,  which  will  be  phased  in  over  the  next 
four  years  and  replace  the  current  products.  As  part  of  its  ongoing  efforts  to  help 
protect  customers  against  counterfeiting,  fraud  and  identity  theft,  PennDOT  has 
updated  the  design  and  enhanced  the  security  features  of  its  driver  license  and 
identification  card  products.  Over  the  last  22  months,  PennDOT  has  worked  with 
MorphoTrust  USA  on  planning,  design  and  deployment  of  this  major  new  security 
enhancement  initiative.  This  update  is  unrelated  to  the  REAL  ID  Act. 


Beginning  on  June  19,  2017,  PennDOT  will  begin  rolling  out  the  new 
Digital  Driver's  License  system,  with  a  pilot  program  at  the  Harrisburg 
Customer  Service  Center.  Since  there  are  71  Driver  License  Centers  and 
97  Photo  License  Centers  across  the  commonwealth,  PennDOT  is  using 
a  phased-in  approach.  Rollout  is  scheduled  to  be  completed  by  October 
2017. 

Both  current  and  new  card  designs  will  be  in  circulation  during  the 
transition  period. 

Current  cards  will  be  phased  out  during  the  normal  renewal  process  -  no 
need  to  replace  current  products,  although  customers  are  welcome  to  do 
so  by  requesting  a  duplicate  product  and  paying  the  appropriate  fee.

’Not  Specified'  Gender  Choice  Coming  to  Oregon  Driver 
Licenses 

Beginning  in  July,  Oregon  residents  will  have  the  option  to  mark  their  sex  as  "not 
specified"  on  their  application  for  a  driver  license,  instruction  permit  or 
identification  card.  Under  a  new  administrative  rule  approved  June  15  by  the 
Oregon  Transportation  Commission,  card  holders  who  do  not  wish  to  identify  as 
either  male  or  female  will  have  a  third  option  when  they  obtain,  renew  or  replace 
their  license,  instruction  permit  or  ID  card  at  Oregon  DMV.  An  X  will  appear 
instead  of  M  or  F  in  Oregon  driver  records  and  on  the  driver  license,  instruction 
permit  or  ID  card.  The  new  rule  came  about  after  an  Oregon  resident's  court  order 
authorized  a  sex  change  from  female  to  "non-binary."  In  order  to  comply  with  the 
order,  DMV  needed  about  a  year  to  implement  the  change.  Time  was  required  to 
study  state  laws,  update  computer  systems,  work  with  business  partners  such  as 
law  enforcement  and  courts,  and  change  administrative  rules.  Read  more  here. 

DC  DMV  to  Allow  Gender  Neutral  Identifier  on  Credentials 

On  or  about  June  26,  201 7,  the  District  of  Columbia  Department  of  Motor  Vehicles 
(DC  DMV)  will  begin  allowing  residents  to  choose  a  gender  neutral  identifier  for 
their  gender  designation.  The  gender  neutral  identifier  will  be  identified  by  a  "X" 
marker  on  both  the  driver  license  and  the  identification  card.  All  DC  DMV  related 
documents  (i.e.,  45  day  paper  temporary  credential,  learner  permit,  driver  record, 
etc)  which  currently  reflects  the  gender  will  now  reflect  either  a  "M"  for  male,  "F"  for 
female  or  "X"  for  unspecified/other.  This  initiative  is  part  of  DC  DMV's  FY17 
Performance  Plan  as  indicated  on  the  Office  of  the  City  Administrator's  website.

United  States  Secretary  of  Homeland  Security  John 
Kelly  has  signed  a  memorandum  rescinding  the  November  20,  2014  memorandum 
that  created  the  program  known  as  Deferred  Action  for  Parents  of  Americans  and 
Lawful  Permanent  Residents  (DAPA)  because,  "there  is  no  credible  path  forward 
to  litigate  the  currently  enjoined  policy."  The  rescinded  memo  purported  to  provide 
a  path  for  illegal  aliens  with  a  U.S.  citizen  or  lawful  permanent  resident  child  to  be 
considered  for  deferred  action  and  included  criteria  that  must  be  satisfied  to  be 
considered  for  deferred  action.  According  to  the  press  release,  the  June  15,  2012 
memorandum  that  created  the  Deferred  Action  for  Childhood  Arrivals  (DACA) 
program  will  remain  in  effect. 

DHS  Issues  Real  ID  Extensions  Until  October  10,  2017 

The  United  States  Department  of  Homeland  Security  (DHS)  has  issued  a  new 
series  of  extensions  to  a  number  of  states  through  October  10,  2017  allowing 
Federal  agencies  to  accept  driver's  licenses  and  identification  cards  from  those 
states  granted  extensions  or  in  compliance.  DHS  has  updated  their  website  to 
reflect  the  current  status  of  states  and  territories  and  has  indicated  that  federal 
facilities  will  be  notified  of  appropriate  status.

The  Department  of  Transportation  (DOT)  announces  its  intent  to  forward  to  the 
Office  of  Management  and  Budget  a  request  to  renew  an  information  collection 
(ICR)  for  the  Transportation  Drug  and  Alcohol  Testing  programs.  The  information 
collection  will  be  used  to  document  tests  conducted  and  actions  taken  to  ensure 
safety  in  the  workplace  and/or  is  necessary  because  under  the  Omnibus 
Transportation  Employee  Testing  Act  of  1991 ,  the  DOT  is  required  to  implement  a 
drug  and  alcohol  testing  program  in  various  transportation-related  industries. 
Comments  to  this  notice  must  be  received  by  July  17,  2017. 

FHWA  Invites  Comment  On  Renewal  Of  ICR  On 
Certification  of  Enforcement  of  the  Heavy  Vehicle  Use 
Tax 

The  Federal  Highway  Administration  (FHWA)  invites  public  comments  about  its 
intention  to  request  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget's  (OMB)  approval  for 
renewal  of  an  existing  information  collection  on  Certification  of  Enforcement  of  the 
Heavy  Vehicle  Use  Tax.  Title  23  United  States  Code,  Section  141(c),  provides  that 
a  State's  apportionment  of  funds  under  23  U.S.C.  104(b)(1)  shall  be  reduced  in  an 
amount  up  to  8  percent  of  the  amount  to  be  apportioned  during  any  fiscal  year 
beginning  after  September  30,  1984,  if  vehicles  subject  to  the  Federal  heavy 
vehicle  use  tax  are  lawfully  registered  in  the  State  without  having  presented  proof 
of  payment  of  the  tax.  The  annual  certification  by  the  State  Governor  or  designated 
official  regarding  the  collection  of  the  heavy  vehicle  use  tax  serves  as  the  FHWA's 
primary  means  of  determining  State  compliance.  The  FHWA  has  determined  that 
an  annual  certification  of  compliance  by  each  State  is  the  least  obtrusive  means  of 
administering  the  provisions  of  the  legislative  mandate.  Comments  are  due  by 
August  18,  2017. 


FHWA  Invites  Comments  On  ICR  The  Inventory  of  State 
Compliance  on  Serious  Injury  Reporting  Using  the  Model 
Minimum  Uniform  Crash  Criteria 

The  Federal  Highway  Administration  (FHWA)  invites  public  comments  about  its 
intention  to  request  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget's  (OMB)  approval  of  a 
new  information  collection  on  the  Inventory  of  State  Compliance  on  Serious  Injury 
Reporting  Using  the  Model  Minimum  Uniform  Crash  Criteria  4th  Edition.  The 
MMUCC  provides  states  with  a  dataset  for  describing  crashes  of  motor  vehicles  in 
transport  that  generates  the  information  necessary  to  improve  highway  safety 
within  each  state,  and  nationally.  As  part  of  the  national  requirement  to  report 
serious  injuries  using  the  MMUCC  4th  Edition  definition,  the  FHWA  seeks  to 
determine  if  States  have  adopted  the  MMUCC  4th  edition  definition,  attribute  and 
coding  convention  by  the  required  April  15,  2019  date.  Comments  are  due  by 
August  18,  2017. 

FMCSA  Proposes  Rules  on  Commercial  Learner's  Permit 
(CLP)  Expiration  Date  and  Military  CDL  Skills  Test 
Waivers 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  issued  a  Notice  of 
Proposed  Rulemaking  (NPRM)  to  allow  States  to  issue  a  commercial  learner's 
permit  (CLP)  with  an  expiration  date  of  up  to  one  year  from  the  date  of  initial 
issuance.  CLPs  issued  for  shorter  periods  may  be  renewed  but  the  total  period  of 
time  between  the  date  of  initial  issuance  and  the  expiration  of  the  renewed  CLP 
cannot  exceed  one  year.  This  proposed  amendment  would  replace  the  current 
regulations,  which  require  the  States  to  issue  CLPs  initially  for  no  more  than  180 
days,  with  the  possibility  of  an  additional  180-day  renewal  at  the  State's 
discretion.  In  addition,  FMCSA  has  also  issued  an  NPRM  which  would  allow  State 
Driver  Licensing  Agencies  (SDLAs)  to  waive  the  requirements  for  the  commercial 
driver's  license  (CDL)  knowledge  tests  for  certain  individuals  who  are,  or  were, 
regularly  employed  within  the  last  year  in  a  military  position  that  required  the 
operation  of  a  commercial  motor  vehicle  (CMV).  Comments  on  both  notices  must 
be  received  on  or  before  August  1 1 ,  201 7.  AAMVA  member  jurisdictions  that 
submit  comments  to  either  NPRM  docket  are  encouraged  to  copy 
qovernmentaffairs@aamva.org  so  that  the  association  may  reflect  those 
comments  in  their  own. 
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FMCSA  Extends  Compliance  Date  for  Lease  and 
Interchange  of  Passenger-Carrying  Commercial  Motor 
Vehicles 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  extended  by  one 
year,  the  compliance  date  of  the  regulations  established  in  the  final  rule  for  the 
lease  and  interchange  of  passenger-carrying  commercial  motor  vehicles  which 
was  published  on  May  27,  201 5.  The  new  compliance  date  is  January  1 ,  201 9. 

The  agency  is  extending  the  compliance  date  by  an  additional  twelve  months  to 
allow  tiem  to  revise  the  regulations  while  ensuring  carriers  have  ample  time  to 
adjust  to  the  requirements  of  the  revisions. 

NHTSA  Forwards  ICR  On  Safety  Ratings  and  Advanced 
Crash  Avoidance  Technologies  Consumer  Research 
Survey  To  OMB 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  will  be  forwarding  an 
information  collection  request  (ICR)  on  Safety  Ratings  and  Advanced  Crash 
Avoidance  Technologies  Consumer  Research  to  OMB  for  review  and  comment. 
NHTSA  proposes  to  conduct  a  quantitative  online  survey  of  1,500  consumers  to 
explore  consumer  perception,  interest  and  understanding  of  the  5-star  safety 
ratings  (including  response  to  half  stars),  overall  vehicle  scores,  and  advanced 
crash  avoidance  technologies  information  to  support  the  development  of  consumer 
communications.  NHTSA  previously  conducted  two  comprehensive  consumer 
research  studies  in  2012  and  2014  to  better  understand  (1)  the  type  of  information 
consumers  seek  during  their  vehicle  purchase  decisions,  (2)  consumer 
comprehension  of  vehicle  safety  ratings,  and  (3)  consumer  knowledge  and  interest 
in  advanced  crash  avoidance  technologies  in  order  to  guide  NHTSA 
communications.  Comments  must  be  submitted  on  or  before  July  19,  2017. 


Senators  Release  Bipartisan  Principles  for  Self-Driving 
Vehicles  Legislation 

In  conjunction  with  a  June  14  Senate  Committee  on  Commerce,  Science  and 
Transportation  hearing  entitled,  "Paving  the  Way  for  Self-Driving  Vehicles",  United 
States  Senators  John  Thune  (R-SD),  Gary  Peters  (D-MI)  and  Bill  Nelson  (D-FL) 
have  released  principles  for  bipartisan  legislation  on  self-driving  vehicles.  The 
Senators  acknowledge  that  these  principles  will  serve  as  a  starting  point  for 
discussion  around  meaningful  legislation  on  self-driving  vehicles,  and  have 
indicated  that  they  will  continue  efforts  to  finalize  legislation.  Of  importance  to 
AAMVA  members  is  the  section  detailing  the  continued  reinforcement  of  federal 
and  state  roles.  AAMVA  has  been,  and  will  continue  to  be,  a  part  of  those 
discussions  in  both  the  House  and  the  Senate  as  legislation  is  developed. 

U.S.  Supreme  Court  Decides  Not  to  Hear  Electronic 
Logging  Device  Appeal 

U.S.  Supreme  Court  has  decided  not  to  review  an  appeal  brought  by  the  Owner- 
Operator  Independent  Drivers  Association  (OOIDA)  concerning  electronic  logging 
devices.  OOIDA  had  filed  the  petition  seeking  a  review  of  a  ruling  from  the  U.S. 
Court  of  Appeals  for  the  Seventh  Circuit  regarding  the  electronic  logging  device 
mandate.  The  court  had  ruled  against  the  organization  last  year  in  its  lawsuit 
against  the  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration.  The  OOIDA  brought 
about  the  lawsuit  over  privacy  concern  of  the  rule.

NMVTIS  State  Web  Interface  (SWI)  -  How  to  Correct  Title  and  Brand  Data  on  the

PennDOT  Introduces  "Next  Generation"  DL/IDs 

PennDOT  is  proud  to  introduce  the  "next  generation"  of  its  Pennsylvania  driver's 
license  and  photo  identification  (ID)  cards,  which  will  be  phased  in  over  the  next 
four  years  and  replace  the  current  products.  As  part  of  its  ongoing  efforts  to  help 
protect  customers  against  counterfeiting,  fraud  and  identity  theft,  PennDOT  has 
updated  the  design  and  enhanced  the  security  features  of  its  driver  license  and 
identification  card  products.  Over  the  last  22  months,  PennDOT  has  worked  with 
MorphoTrust  USA  on  planning,  design  and  deployment  of  this  major  new  security 
enhancement  initiative.  This  update  is  unrelated  to  the  REAL  ID  Act. 


Beginning  on  June  19,  2017,  PennDOT  will  begin  rolling  out  the  new 
Digital  Driver's  License  system,  with  a  pilot  program  at  the  Harrisburg 
Customer  Service  Center.  Since  there  are  71  Driver  License  Centers  and 
97  Photo  License  Centers  across  the  commonwealth,  PennDOT  is  using 
a  phased-in  approach.  Rollout  is  scheduled  to  be  completed  by  October 
2017. 

Both  current  and  new  card  designs  will  be  in  circulation  during  the 
transition  period. 

Current  cards  will  be  phased  out  during  the  normal  renewal  process  -  no 
need  to  replace  current  products,  although  customers  are  welcome  to  do 
so  by  requesting  a  duplicate  product  and  paying  the  appropriate  fee.

’Not  Specified'  Gender  Choice  Coming  to  Oregon  Driver 
Licenses 

Beginning  in  July,  Oregon  residents  will  have  the  option  to  mark  their  sex  as  "not 
specified"  on  their  application  for  a  driver  license,  instruction  permit  or 
identification  card.  Under  a  new  administrative  rule  approved  June  15  by  the 
Oregon  Transportation  Commission,  card  holders  who  do  not  wish  to  identify  as 
either  male  or  female  will  have  a  third  option  when  they  obtain,  renew  or  replace 
their  license,  instruction  permit  or  ID  card  at  Oregon  DMV.  An  X  will  appear 
instead  of  M  or  F  in  Oregon  driver  records  and  on  the  driver  license,  instruction 
permit  or  ID  card.  The  new  rule  came  about  after  an  Oregon  resident's  court  order 
authorized  a  sex  change  from  female  to  "non-binary."  In  order  to  comply  with  the 
order,  DMV  needed  about  a  year  to  implement  the  change.  Time  was  required  to 
study  state  laws,  update  computer  systems,  work  with  business  partners  such  as 
law  enforcement  and  courts,  and  change  administrative  rules.  Read  more  here. 

DC  DMV  to  Allow  Gender  Neutral  Identifier  on  Credentials 

On  or  about  June  26,  201 7,  the  District  of  Columbia  Department  of  Motor  Vehicles 
(DC  DMV)  will  begin  allowing  residents  to  choose  a  gender  neutral  identifier  for 
their  gender  designation.  The  gender  neutral  identifier  will  be  identified  by  a  "X" 
marker  on  both  the  driver  license  and  the  identification  card.  All  DC  DMV  related 
documents  (i.e.,  45  day  paper  temporary  credential,  learner  permit,  driver  record, 
etc)  which  currently  reflects  the  gender  will  now  reflect  either  a  "M"  for  male,  "F"  for 
female  or  "X"  for  unspecified/other.  This  initiative  is  part  of  DC  DMV's  FY17 
Performance  Plan  as  indicated  on  the  Office  of  the  City  Administrator's  website.

According  to  the  press  release,  the  June  15,  2012 
memorandum  that  created  the  Deferred  Action  for  Childhood  Arrivals  (DACA) 
program  will  remain  in  effect. 

DHS  Issues  Real  ID  Extensions  Until  October  10,  2017 

The  United  States  Department  of  Homeland  Security  (DHS)  has  issued  a  new 
series  of  extensions  to  a  number  of  states  through  October  10,  2017  allowing 
Federal  agencies  to  accept  driver's  licenses  and  identification  cards  from  those 
states  granted  extensions  or  in  compliance.  DHS  has  updated  their  website  to 
reflect  the  current  status  of  states  and  territories  and  has  indicated  that  federal 
facilities  will  be  notified  of  appropriate  status.

The  Department  of  Transportation  (DOT)  announces  its  intent  to  forward  to  the 
Office  of  Management  and  Budget  a  request  to  renew  an  information  collection 
(ICR)  for  the  Transportation  Drug  and  Alcohol  Testing  programs.  The  information 
collection  will  be  used  to  document  tests  conducted  and  actions  taken  to  ensure 
safety  in  the  workplace  and/or  is  necessary  because  under  the  Omnibus 
Transportation  Employee  Testing  Act  of  1991 ,  the  DOT  is  required  to  implement  a 
drug  and  alcohol  testing  program  in  various  transportation-related  industries. 
Comments  to  this  notice  must  be  received  by  July  17,  2017. 

FHWA  Invites  Comment  On  Renewal  Of  ICR  On 
Certification  of  Enforcement  of  the  Heavy  Vehicle  Use 
Tax 

The  Federal  Highway  Administration  (FHWA)  invites  public  comments  about  its 
intention  to  request  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget's  (OMB)  approval  for 
renewal  of  an  existing  information  collection  on  Certification  of  Enforcement  of  the 
Heavy  Vehicle  Use  Tax.  Title  23  United  States  Code,  Section  141(c),  provides  that 
a  State's  apportionment  of  funds  under  23  U.S.C.  104(b)(1)  shall  be  reduced  in  an 
amount  up  to  8  percent  of  the  amount  to  be  apportioned  during  any  fiscal  year 
beginning  after  September  30,  1984,  if  vehicles  subject  to  the  Federal  heavy 
vehicle  use  tax  are  lawfully  registered  in  the  State  without  having  presented  proof 
of  payment  of  the  tax.  The  annual  certification  by  the  State  Governor  or  designated 
official  regarding  the  collection  of  the  heavy  vehicle  use  tax  serves  as  the  FHWA's 
primary  means  of  determining  State  compliance.  The  FHWA  has  determined  that 
an  annual  certification  of  compliance  by  each  State  is  the  least  obtrusive  means  of 
administering  the  provisions  of  the  legislative  mandate.  Comments  are  due  by 
August  18,  2017. 


FHWA  Invites  Comments  On  ICR  The  Inventory  of  State 
Compliance  on  Serious  Injury  Reporting  Using  the  Model 
Minimum  Uniform  Crash  Criteria 

The  Federal  Highway  Administration  (FHWA)  invites  public  comments  about  its 
intention  to  request  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget's  (OMB)  approval  of  a 
new  information  collection  on  the  Inventory  of  State  Compliance  on  Serious  Injury 
Reporting  Using  the  Model  Minimum  Uniform  Crash  Criteria  4th  Edition.  The 
MMUCC  provides  states  with  a  dataset  for  describing  crashes  of  motor  vehicles  in 
transport  that  generates  the  information  necessary  to  improve  highway  safety 
within  each  state,  and  nationally.  As  part  of  the  national  requirement  to  report 
serious  injuries  using  the  MMUCC  4th  Edition  definition,  the  FHWA  seeks  to 
determine  if  States  have  adopted  the  MMUCC  4th  edition  definition,  attribute  and 
coding  convention  by  the  required  April  15,  2019  date.  Comments  are  due  by 
August  18,  2017. 

FMCSA  Proposes  Rules  on  Commercial  Learner's  Permit 
(CLP)  Expiration  Date  and  Military  CDL  Skills  Test 
Waivers 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  issued  a  Notice  of 
Proposed  Rulemaking  (NPRM)  to  allow  States  to  issue  a  commercial  learner's 
permit  (CLP)  with  an  expiration  date  of  up  to  one  year  from  the  date  of  initial 
issuance.  CLPs  issued  for  shorter  periods  may  be  renewed  but  the  total  period  of 
time  between  the  date  of  initial  issuance  and  the  expiration  of  the  renewed  CLP 
cannot  exceed  one  year.  This  proposed  amendment  would  replace  the  current 
regulations,  which  require  the  States  to  issue  CLPs  initially  for  no  more  than  180 
days,  with  the  possibility  of  an  additional  180-day  renewal  at  the  State's 
discretion.  In  addition,  FMCSA  has  also  issued  an  NPRM  which  would  allow  State 
Driver  Licensing  Agencies  (SDLAs)  to  waive  the  requirements  for  the  commercial 
driver's  license  (CDL)  knowledge  tests  for  certain  individuals  who  are,  or  were, 
regularly  employed  within  the  last  year  in  a  military  position  that  required  the 
operation  of  a  commercial  motor  vehicle  (CMV).  Comments  on  both  notices  must 
be  received  on  or  before  August  1 1 ,  201 7.  AAMVA  member  jurisdictions  that 
submit  comments  to  either  NPRM  docket  are  encouraged  to  copy 
qovernmentaffairs@aamva.org  so  that  the  association  may  reflect  those 
comments  in  their  own. 
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FMCSA  Extends  Compliance  Date  for  Lease  and 
Interchange  of  Passenger-Carrying  Commercial  Motor 
Vehicles 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  extended  by  one 
year,  the  compliance  date  of  the  regulations  established  in  the  final  rule  for  the 
lease  and  interchange  of  passenger-carrying  commercial  motor  vehicles  which 
was  published  on  May  27,  201 5.  The  new  compliance  date  is  January  1 ,  201 9. 

The  agency  is  extending  the  compliance  date  by  an  additional  twelve  months  to 
allow  tiem  to  revise  the  regulations  while  ensuring  carriers  have  ample  time  to 
adjust  to  the  requirements  of  the  revisions. 

NHTSA  Forwards  ICR  On  Safety  Ratings  and  Advanced 
Crash  Avoidance  Technologies  Consumer  Research 
Survey  To  OMB 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  will  be  forwarding  an 
information  collection  request  (ICR)  on  Safety  Ratings  and  Advanced  Crash 
Avoidance  Technologies  Consumer  Research  to  OMB  for  review  and  comment. 
NHTSA  proposes  to  conduct  a  quantitative  online  survey  of  1,500  consumers  to 
explore  consumer  perception,  interest  and  understanding  of  the  5-star  safety 
ratings  (including  response  to  half  stars),  overall  vehicle  scores,  and  advanced 
crash  avoidance  technologies  information  to  support  the  development  of  consumer 
communications.  NHTSA  previously  conducted  two  comprehensive  consumer 
research  studies  in  2012  and  2014  to  better  understand  (1)  the  type  of  information 
consumers  seek  during  their  vehicle  purchase  decisions,  (2)  consumer 
comprehension  of  vehicle  safety  ratings,  and  (3)  consumer  knowledge  and  interest 
in  advanced  crash  avoidance  technologies  in  order  to  guide  NHTSA 
communications.  Comments  must  be  submitted  on  or  before  July  19,  2017. 


Senators  Release  Bipartisan  Principles  for  Self-Driving 
Vehicles  Legislation 

In  conjunction  with  a  June  14  Senate  Committee  on  Commerce,  Science  and 
Transportation  hearing  entitled,  "Paving  the  Way  for  Self-Driving  Vehicles",  United 
States  Senators  John  Thune  (R-SD),  Gary  Peters  (D-MI)  and  Bill  Nelson  (D-FL) 
have  released  principles  for  bipartisan  legislation  on  self-driving  vehicles.  The 
Senators  acknowledge  that  these  principles  will  serve  as  a  starting  point  for 
discussion  around  meaningful  legislation  on  self-driving  vehicles,  and  have 
indicated  that  they  will  continue  efforts  to  finalize  legislation.  Of  importance  to 
AAMVA  members  is  the  section  detailing  the  continued  reinforcement  of  federal 
and  state  roles.  AAMVA  has  been,  and  will  continue  to  be,  a  part  of  those 
discussions  in  both  the  House  and  the  Senate  as  legislation  is  developed. 

U.S.  Supreme  Court  Decides  Not  to  Hear  Electronic 
Logging  Device  Appeal 

U.S.  Supreme  Court  has  decided  not  to  review  an  appeal  brought  by  the  Owner- 
Operator  Independent  Drivers  Association  (OOIDA)  concerning  electronic  logging 
devices.  OOIDA  had  filed  the  petition  seeking  a  review  of  a  ruling  from  the  U.S. 
Court  of  Appeals  for  the  Seventh  Circuit  regarding  the  electronic  logging  device 
mandate.  The  court  had  ruled  against  the  organization  last  year  in  its  lawsuit 
against  the  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration.  The  OOIDA  brought 
about  the  lawsuit  over  privacy  concern  of  the  rule.

NMVTIS  State  Web  Interface  (SWI)  -  How  to  Correct  Title  and  Brand  Data  on  the

In  the  past,  states  contacted  the  AAMVA  Help  Desk  directly  if  they  needed  to 
make  a  data  correction.  As  part  of  the  NMVTIS  reengineering  effort,  a  Help  Desk 
feature  was  created  to  allow  states  to  correct  their  title  and  brand  data  on  the 
central  site.  When  states  perform  their  own  data  corrections  the  timeliness  and 
accuracy  of  the  data  corrections  improves  substantially.

JURISDICTION  NEWS 


PennDOT  Introduces  "Next  Generation"  DL/IDs 

PennDOT  is  proud  to  introduce  the  "next  generation"  of  its  Pennsylvania  driver's 
license  and  photo  identification  (ID)  cards,  which  will  be  phased  in  over  the  next 
four  years  and  replace  the  current  products.  As  part  of  its  ongoing  efforts  to  help 
protect  customers  against  counterfeiting,  fraud  and  identity  theft,  PennDOT  has 
updated  the  design  and  enhanced  the  security  features  of  its  driver  license  and 
identification  card  products.  Over  the  last  22  months,  PennDOT  has  worked  with 
MorphoTrust  USA  on  planning,  design  and  deployment  of  this  major  new  security 
enhancement  initiative.  This  update  is  unrelated  to  the  REAL  ID  Act. 


Beginning  on  June  19,  2017,  PennDOT  will  begin  rolling  out  the  new 
Digital  Driver's  License  system,  with  a  pilot  program  at  the  Harrisburg 
Customer  Service  Center.  Since  there  are  71  Driver  License  Centers  and 
97  Photo  License  Centers  across  the  commonwealth,  PennDOT  is  using 
a  phased-in  approach.  Rollout  is  scheduled  to  be  completed  by  October 
2017. 

Both  current  and  new  card  designs  will  be  in  circulation  during  the 
transition  period. 

Current  cards  will  be  phased  out  during  the  normal  renewal  process  -  no 
need  to  replace  current  products,  although  customers  are  welcome  to  do 
so  by  requesting  a  duplicate  product  and  paying  the  appropriate  fee.

’Not  Specified'  Gender  Choice  Coming  to  Oregon  Driver 
Licenses 

Beginning  in  July,  Oregon  residents  will  have  the  option  to  mark  their  sex  as  "not 
specified"  on  their  application  for  a  driver  license,  instruction  permit  or 
identification  card.  Under  a  new  administrative  rule  approved  June  15  by  the 
Oregon  Transportation  Commission,  card  holders  who  do  not  wish  to  identify  as 
either  male  or  female  will  have  a  third  option  when  they  obtain,  renew  or  replace 
their  license,  instruction  permit  or  ID  card  at  Oregon  DMV.  An  X  will  appear 
instead  of  M  or  F  in  Oregon  driver  records  and  on  the  driver  license,  instruction 
permit  or  ID  card.  The  new  rule  came  about  after  an  Oregon  resident's  court  order 
authorized  a  sex  change  from  female  to  "non-binary."  In  order  to  comply  with  the 
order,  DMV  needed  about  a  year  to  implement  the  change.  Time  was  required  to 
study  state  laws,  update  computer  systems,  work  with  business  partners  such  as 
law  enforcement  and  courts,  and  change  administrative  rules.  Read  more  here. 

DC  DMV  to  Allow  Gender  Neutral  Identifier  on  Credentials 

On  or  about  June  26,  201 7,  the  District  of  Columbia  Department  of  Motor  Vehicles 
(DC  DMV)  will  begin  allowing  residents  to  choose  a  gender  neutral  identifier  for 
their  gender  designation.  The  gender  neutral  identifier  will  be  identified  by  a  "X" 
marker  on  both  the  driver  license  and  the  identification  card.  All  DC  DMV  related 
documents  (i.e.,  45  day  paper  temporary  credential,  learner  permit,  driver  record, 
etc)  which  currently  reflects  the  gender  will  now  reflect  either  a  "M"  for  male,  "F"  for 
female  or  "X"  for  unspecified/other.  This  initiative  is  part  of  DC  DMV's  FY17 
Performance  Plan  as  indicated  on  the  Office  of  the  City  Administrator's  website.

DHS  Rescinds  Memo  Creating  DAPA 

According  to  a  press  release.  United  States  Secretary  of  Homeland  Security  John 
Kelly  has  signed  a  memorandum  rescinding  the  November  20,  2014  memorandum 
that  created  the  program  known  as  Deferred  Action  for  Parents  of  Americans  and 
Lawful  Permanent  Residents  (DAPA)  because,  "there  is  no  credible  path  forward 
to  litigate  the  currently  enjoined  policy."  The  rescinded  memo  purported  to  provide 
a  path  for  illegal  aliens  with  a  U.S.  citizen  or  lawful  permanent  resident  child  to  be 
considered  for  deferred  action  and  included  criteria  that  must  be  satisfied  to  be 
considered  for  deferred  action.  According  to  the  press  release,  the  June  15,  2012 
memorandum  that  created  the  Deferred  Action  for  Childhood  Arrivals  (DACA) 
program  will  remain  in  effect.

The  Department  of  Transportation  (DOT)  announces  its  intent  to  forward  to  the 
Office  of  Management  and  Budget  a  request  to  renew  an  information  collection 
(ICR)  for  the  Transportation  Drug  and  Alcohol  Testing  programs.  The  information 
collection  will  be  used  to  document  tests  conducted  and  actions  taken  to  ensure 
safety  in  the  workplace  and/or  is  necessary  because  under  the  Omnibus 
Transportation  Employee  Testing  Act  of  1991 ,  the  DOT  is  required  to  implement  a 
drug  and  alcohol  testing  program  in  various  transportation-related  industries. 
Comments  to  this  notice  must  be  received  by  July  17,  2017. 

FHWA  Invites  Comment  On  Renewal  Of  ICR  On 
Certification  of  Enforcement  of  the  Heavy  Vehicle  Use 
Tax 

The  Federal  Highway  Administration  (FHWA)  invites  public  comments  about  its 
intention  to  request  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget's  (OMB)  approval  for 
renewal  of  an  existing  information  collection  on  Certification  of  Enforcement  of  the 
Heavy  Vehicle  Use  Tax.  Title  23  United  States  Code,  Section  141(c),  provides  that 
a  State's  apportionment  of  funds  under  23  U.S.C.  104(b)(1)  shall  be  reduced  in  an 
amount  up  to  8  percent  of  the  amount  to  be  apportioned  during  any  fiscal  year 
beginning  after  September  30,  1984,  if  vehicles  subject  to  the  Federal  heavy 
vehicle  use  tax  are  lawfully  registered  in  the  State  without  having  presented  proof 
of  payment  of  the  tax.  The  annual  certification  by  the  State  Governor  or  designated 
official  regarding  the  collection  of  the  heavy  vehicle  use  tax  serves  as  the  FHWA's 
primary  means  of  determining  State  compliance.  The  FHWA  has  determined  that 
an  annual  certification  of  compliance  by  each  State  is  the  least  obtrusive  means  of 
administering  the  provisions  of  the  legislative  mandate.  Comments  are  due  by 
August  18,  2017. 


FHWA  Invites  Comments  On  ICR  The  Inventory  of  State 
Compliance  on  Serious  Injury  Reporting  Using  the  Model 
Minimum  Uniform  Crash  Criteria 

The  Federal  Highway  Administration  (FHWA)  invites  public  comments  about  its 
intention  to  request  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget's  (OMB)  approval  of  a 
new  information  collection  on  the  Inventory  of  State  Compliance  on  Serious  Injury 
Reporting  Using  the  Model  Minimum  Uniform  Crash  Criteria  4th  Edition.  The 
MMUCC  provides  states  with  a  dataset  for  describing  crashes  of  motor  vehicles  in 
transport  that  generates  the  information  necessary  to  improve  highway  safety 
within  each  state,  and  nationally.  As  part  of  the  national  requirement  to  report 
serious  injuries  using  the  MMUCC  4th  Edition  definition,  the  FHWA  seeks  to 
determine  if  States  have  adopted  the  MMUCC  4th  edition  definition,  attribute  and 
coding  convention  by  the  required  April  15,  2019  date.  Comments  are  due  by 
August  18,  2017. 

FMCSA  Proposes  Rules  on  Commercial  Learner's  Permit 
(CLP)  Expiration  Date  and  Military  CDL  Skills  Test 
Waivers 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  issued  a  Notice  of 
Proposed  Rulemaking  (NPRM)  to  allow  States  to  issue  a  commercial  learner's 
permit  (CLP)  with  an  expiration  date  of  up  to  one  year  from  the  date  of  initial 
issuance.  CLPs  issued  for  shorter  periods  may  be  renewed  but  the  total  period  of 
time  between  the  date  of  initial  issuance  and  the  expiration  of  the  renewed  CLP 
cannot  exceed  one  year.  This  proposed  amendment  would  replace  the  current 
regulations,  which  require  the  States  to  issue  CLPs  initially  for  no  more  than  180 
days,  with  the  possibility  of  an  additional  180-day  renewal  at  the  State's 
discretion.  In  addition,  FMCSA  has  also  issued  an  NPRM  which  would  allow  State 
Driver  Licensing  Agencies  (SDLAs)  to  waive  the  requirements  for  the  commercial 
driver's  license  (CDL)  knowledge  tests  for  certain  individuals  who  are,  or  were, 
regularly  employed  within  the  last  year  in  a  military  position  that  required  the 
operation  of  a  commercial  motor  vehicle  (CMV).  Comments  on  both  notices  must 
be  received  on  or  before  August  1 1 ,  201 7.  AAMVA  member  jurisdictions  that 
submit  comments  to  either  NPRM  docket  are  encouraged  to  copy 
qovernmentaffairs@aamva.org  so  that  the  association  may  reflect  those 
comments  in  their  own. 
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FMCSA  Extends  Compliance  Date  for  Lease  and 
Interchange  of  Passenger-Carrying  Commercial  Motor 
Vehicles 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  extended  by  one 
year,  the  compliance  date  of  the  regulations  established  in  the  final  rule  for  the 
lease  and  interchange  of  passenger-carrying  commercial  motor  vehicles  which 
was  published  on  May  27,  201 5.  The  new  compliance  date  is  January  1 ,  201 9. 

The  agency  is  extending  the  compliance  date  by  an  additional  twelve  months  to 
allow  tiem  to  revise  the  regulations  while  ensuring  carriers  have  ample  time  to 
adjust  to  the  requirements  of  the  revisions. 

NHTSA  Forwards  ICR  On  Safety  Ratings  and  Advanced 
Crash  Avoidance  Technologies  Consumer  Research 
Survey  To  OMB 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  will  be  forwarding  an 
information  collection  request  (ICR)  on  Safety  Ratings  and  Advanced  Crash 
Avoidance  Technologies  Consumer  Research  to  OMB  for  review  and  comment. 
NHTSA  proposes  to  conduct  a  quantitative  online  survey  of  1,500  consumers  to 
explore  consumer  perception,  interest  and  understanding  of  the  5-star  safety 
ratings  (including  response  to  half  stars),  overall  vehicle  scores,  and  advanced 
crash  avoidance  technologies  information  to  support  the  development  of  consumer 
communications.  NHTSA  previously  conducted  two  comprehensive  consumer 
research  studies  in  2012  and  2014  to  better  understand  (1)  the  type  of  information 
consumers  seek  during  their  vehicle  purchase  decisions,  (2)  consumer 
comprehension  of  vehicle  safety  ratings,  and  (3)  consumer  knowledge  and  interest 
in  advanced  crash  avoidance  technologies  in  order  to  guide  NHTSA 
communications.  Comments  must  be  submitted  on  or  before  July  19,  2017. 


Senators  Release  Bipartisan  Principles  for  Self-Driving 
Vehicles  Legislation 

In  conjunction  with  a  June  14  Senate  Committee  on  Commerce,  Science  and 
Transportation  hearing  entitled,  "Paving  the  Way  for  Self-Driving  Vehicles",  United 
States  Senators  John  Thune  (R-SD),  Gary  Peters  (D-MI)  and  Bill  Nelson  (D-FL) 
have  released  principles  for  bipartisan  legislation  on  self-driving  vehicles.  The 
Senators  acknowledge  that  these  principles  will  serve  as  a  starting  point  for 
discussion  around  meaningful  legislation  on  self-driving  vehicles,  and  have 
indicated  that  they  will  continue  efforts  to  finalize  legislation.  Of  importance  to 
AAMVA  members  is  the  section  detailing  the  continued  reinforcement  of  federal 
and  state  roles.  AAMVA  has  been,  and  will  continue  to  be,  a  part  of  those 
discussions  in  both  the  House  and  the  Senate  as  legislation  is  developed. 

U.S.  Supreme  Court  Decides  Not  to  Hear  Electronic 
Logging  Device  Appeal 

U.S.  Supreme  Court  has  decided  not  to  review  an  appeal  brought  by  the  Owner- 
Operator  Independent  Drivers  Association  (OOIDA)  concerning  electronic  logging 
devices.  OOIDA  had  filed  the  petition  seeking  a  review  of  a  ruling  from  the  U.S. 
Court  of  Appeals  for  the  Seventh  Circuit  regarding  the  electronic  logging  device 
mandate.  The  court  had  ruled  against  the  organization  last  year  in  its  lawsuit 
against  the  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration.  The  OOIDA  brought 
about  the  lawsuit  over  privacy  concern  of  the  rule.

PennDOT  Introduces  "Next  Generation"  DL/IDs 

PennDOT  is  proud  to  introduce  the  "next  generation"  of  its  Pennsylvania  driver's 
license  and  photo  identification  (ID)  cards,  which  will  be  phased  in  over  the  next 
four  years  and  replace  the  current  products.  As  part  of  its  ongoing  efforts  to  help 
protect  customers  against  counterfeiting,  fraud  and  identity  theft,  PennDOT  has 
updated  the  design  and  enhanced  the  security  features  of  its  driver  license  and 
identification  card  products.  Over  the  last  22  months,  PennDOT  has  worked  with 
MorphoTrust  USA  on  planning,  design  and  deployment  of  this  major  new  security 
enhancement  initiative.  This  update  is  unrelated  to  the  REAL  ID  Act. 


Beginning  on  June  19,  2017,  PennDOT  will  begin  rolling  out  the  new 
Digital  Driver's  License  system,  with  a  pilot  program  at  the  Harrisburg 
Customer  Service  Center.  Since  there  are  71  Driver  License  Centers  and 
97  Photo  License  Centers  across  the  commonwealth,  PennDOT  is  using 
a  phased-in  approach.  Rollout  is  scheduled  to  be  completed  by  October 
2017. 

Both  current  and  new  card  designs  will  be  in  circulation  during  the 
transition  period. 

Current  cards  will  be  phased  out  during  the  normal  renewal  process  -  no 
need  to  replace  current  products,  although  customers  are  welcome  to  do 
so  by  requesting  a  duplicate  product  and  paying  the  appropriate  fee.

’Not  Specified'  Gender  Choice  Coming  to  Oregon  Driver 
Licenses 

Beginning  in  July,  Oregon  residents  will  have  the  option  to  mark  their  sex  as  "not 
specified"  on  their  application  for  a  driver  license,  instruction  permit  or 
identification  card.  Under  a  new  administrative  rule  approved  June  15  by  the 
Oregon  Transportation  Commission,  card  holders  who  do  not  wish  to  identify  as 
either  male  or  female  will  have  a  third  option  when  they  obtain,  renew  or  replace 
their  license,  instruction  permit  or  ID  card  at  Oregon  DMV.  An  X  will  appear 
instead  of  M  or  F  in  Oregon  driver  records  and  on  the  driver  license,  instruction 
permit  or  ID  card.  The  new  rule  came  about  after  an  Oregon  resident's  court  order 
authorized  a  sex  change  from  female  to  "non-binary."  In  order  to  comply  with  the 
order,  DMV  needed  about  a  year  to  implement  the  change.  Time  was  required  to 
study  state  laws,  update  computer  systems,  work  with  business  partners  such  as 
law  enforcement  and  courts,  and  change  administrative  rules.  Read  more  here. 

DC  DMV  to  Allow  Gender  Neutral  Identifier  on  Credentials 

On  or  about  June  26,  201 7,  the  District  of  Columbia  Department  of  Motor  Vehicles 
(DC  DMV)  will  begin  allowing  residents  to  choose  a  gender  neutral  identifier  for 
their  gender  designation.  The  gender  neutral  identifier  will  be  identified  by  a  "X" 
marker  on  both  the  driver  license  and  the  identification  card.  All  DC  DMV  related 
documents  (i.e.,  45  day  paper  temporary  credential,  learner  permit,  driver  record, 
etc)  which  currently  reflects  the  gender  will  now  reflect  either  a  "M"  for  male,  "F"  for 
female  or  "X"  for  unspecified/other.  This  initiative  is  part  of  DC  DMV's  FY17 
Performance  Plan  as  indicated  on  the  Office  of  the  City  Administrator's  website.

DHS  Rescinds  Memo  Creating  DAPA 

According  to  a  press  release.  United  States  Secretary  of  Homeland  Security  John 
Kelly  has  signed  a  memorandum  rescinding  the  November  20,  2014  memorandum 
that  created  the  program  known  as  Deferred  Action  for  Parents  of  Americans  and 
Lawful  Permanent  Residents  (DAPA)  because,  "there  is  no  credible  path  forward 
to  litigate  the  currently  enjoined  policy."  The  rescinded  memo  purported  to  provide 
a  path  for  illegal  aliens  with  a  U.S.  citizen  or  lawful  permanent  resident  child  to  be 
considered  for  deferred  action  and  included  criteria  that  must  be  satisfied  to  be 
considered  for  deferred  action.  According  to  the  press  release,  the  June  15,  2012 
memorandum  that  created  the  Deferred  Action  for  Childhood  Arrivals  (DACA) 
program  will  remain  in  effect.

The  Department  of  Transportation  (DOT)  announces  its  intent  to  forward  to  the 
Office  of  Management  and  Budget  a  request  to  renew  an  information  collection 
(ICR)  for  the  Transportation  Drug  and  Alcohol  Testing  programs.  The  information 
collection  will  be  used  to  document  tests  conducted  and  actions  taken  to  ensure 
safety  in  the  workplace  and/or  is  necessary  because  under  the  Omnibus 
Transportation  Employee  Testing  Act  of  1991 ,  the  DOT  is  required  to  implement  a 
drug  and  alcohol  testing  program  in  various  transportation-related  industries. 
Comments  to  this  notice  must  be  received  by  July  17,  2017. 

FHWA  Invites  Comment  On  Renewal  Of  ICR  On 
Certification  of  Enforcement  of  the  Heavy  Vehicle  Use 
Tax 

The  Federal  Highway  Administration  (FHWA)  invites  public  comments  about  its 
intention  to  request  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget's  (OMB)  approval  for 
renewal  of  an  existing  information  collection  on  Certification  of  Enforcement  of  the 
Heavy  Vehicle  Use  Tax.  Title  23  United  States  Code,  Section  141(c),  provides  that 
a  State's  apportionment  of  funds  under  23  U.S.C.  104(b)(1)  shall  be  reduced  in  an 
amount  up  to  8  percent  of  the  amount  to  be  apportioned  during  any  fiscal  year 
beginning  after  September  30,  1984,  if  vehicles  subject  to  the  Federal  heavy 
vehicle  use  tax  are  lawfully  registered  in  the  State  without  having  presented  proof 
of  payment  of  the  tax.  The  annual  certification  by  the  State  Governor  or  designated 
official  regarding  the  collection  of  the  heavy  vehicle  use  tax  serves  as  the  FHWA's 
primary  means  of  determining  State  compliance.  The  FHWA  has  determined  that 
an  annual  certification  of  compliance  by  each  State  is  the  least  obtrusive  means  of 
administering  the  provisions  of  the  legislative  mandate.  Comments  are  due  by 
August  18,  2017. 


FHWA  Invites  Comments  On  ICR  The  Inventory  of  State 
Compliance  on  Serious  Injury  Reporting  Using  the  Model 
Minimum  Uniform  Crash  Criteria 

The  Federal  Highway  Administration  (FHWA)  invites  public  comments  about  its 
intention  to  request  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget's  (OMB)  approval  of  a 
new  information  collection  on  the  Inventory  of  State  Compliance  on  Serious  Injury 
Reporting  Using  the  Model  Minimum  Uniform  Crash  Criteria  4th  Edition.  The 
MMUCC  provides  states  with  a  dataset  for  describing  crashes  of  motor  vehicles  in 
transport  that  generates  the  information  necessary  to  improve  highway  safety 
within  each  state,  and  nationally.  As  part  of  the  national  requirement  to  report 
serious  injuries  using  the  MMUCC  4th  Edition  definition,  the  FHWA  seeks  to 
determine  if  States  have  adopted  the  MMUCC  4th  edition  definition,  attribute  and 
coding  convention  by  the  required  April  15,  2019  date.  Comments  are  due  by 
August  18,  2017. 

FMCSA  Proposes  Rules  on  Commercial  Learner's  Permit 
(CLP)  Expiration  Date  and  Military  CDL  Skills  Test 
Waivers 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  issued  a  Notice  of 
Proposed  Rulemaking  (NPRM)  to  allow  States  to  issue  a  commercial  learner's 
permit  (CLP)  with  an  expiration  date  of  up  to  one  year  from  the  date  of  initial 
issuance.  CLPs  issued  for  shorter  periods  may  be  renewed  but  the  total  period  of 
time  between  the  date  of  initial  issuance  and  the  expiration  of  the  renewed  CLP 
cannot  exceed  one  year.  This  proposed  amendment  would  replace  the  current 
regulations,  which  require  the  States  to  issue  CLPs  initially  for  no  more  than  180 
days,  with  the  possibility  of  an  additional  180-day  renewal  at  the  State's 
discretion.  In  addition,  FMCSA  has  also  issued  an  NPRM  which  would  allow  State 
Driver  Licensing  Agencies  (SDLAs)  to  waive  the  requirements  for  the  commercial 
driver's  license  (CDL)  knowledge  tests  for  certain  individuals  who  are,  or  were, 
regularly  employed  within  the  last  year  in  a  military  position  that  required  the 
operation  of  a  commercial  motor  vehicle  (CMV).  Comments  on  both  notices  must 
be  received  on  or  before  August  1 1 ,  201 7.  AAMVA  member  jurisdictions  that 
submit  comments  to  either  NPRM  docket  are  encouraged  to  copy 
qovernmentaffairs@aamva.org  so  that  the  association  may  reflect  those 
comments  in  their  own. 
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FMCSA  Extends  Compliance  Date  for  Lease  and 
Interchange  of  Passenger-Carrying  Commercial  Motor 
Vehicles 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  extended  by  one 
year,  the  compliance  date  of  the  regulations  established  in  the  final  rule  for  the 
lease  and  interchange  of  passenger-carrying  commercial  motor  vehicles  which 
was  published  on  May  27,  201 5.  The  new  compliance  date  is  January  1 ,  201 9. 

The  agency  is  extending  the  compliance  date  by  an  additional  twelve  months  to 
allow  tiem  to  revise  the  regulations  while  ensuring  carriers  have  ample  time  to 
adjust  to  the  requirements  of  the  revisions. 

NHTSA  Forwards  ICR  On  Safety  Ratings  and  Advanced 
Crash  Avoidance  Technologies  Consumer  Research 
Survey  To  OMB 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  will  be  forwarding  an 
information  collection  request  (ICR)  on  Safety  Ratings  and  Advanced  Crash 
Avoidance  Technologies  Consumer  Research  to  OMB  for  review  and  comment. 
NHTSA  proposes  to  conduct  a  quantitative  online  survey  of  1,500  consumers  to 
explore  consumer  perception,  interest  and  understanding  of  the  5-star  safety 
ratings  (including  response  to  half  stars),  overall  vehicle  scores,  and  advanced 
crash  avoidance  technologies  information  to  support  the  development  of  consumer 
communications.  NHTSA  previously  conducted  two  comprehensive  consumer 
research  studies  in  2012  and  2014  to  better  understand  (1)  the  type  of  information 
consumers  seek  during  their  vehicle  purchase  decisions,  (2)  consumer 
comprehension  of  vehicle  safety  ratings,  and  (3)  consumer  knowledge  and  interest 
in  advanced  crash  avoidance  technologies  in  order  to  guide  NHTSA 
communications.  Comments  must  be  submitted  on  or  before  July  19,  2017. 


Senators  Release  Bipartisan  Principles  for  Self-Driving 
Vehicles  Legislation 

In  conjunction  with  a  June  14  Senate  Committee  on  Commerce,  Science  and 
Transportation  hearing  entitled,  "Paving  the  Way  for  Self-Driving  Vehicles",  United 
States  Senators  John  Thune  (R-SD),  Gary  Peters  (D-MI)  and  Bill  Nelson  (D-FL) 
have  released  principles  for  bipartisan  legislation  on  self-driving  vehicles.  The 
Senators  acknowledge  that  these  principles  will  serve  as  a  starting  point  for 
discussion  around  meaningful  legislation  on  self-driving  vehicles,  and  have 
indicated  that  they  will  continue  efforts  to  finalize  legislation.  Of  importance  to 
AAMVA  members  is  the  section  detailing  the  continued  reinforcement  of  federal 
and  state  roles.  AAMVA  has  been,  and  will  continue  to  be,  a  part  of  those 
discussions  in  both  the  House  and  the  Senate  as  legislation  is  developed. 

U.S.  Supreme  Court  Decides  Not  to  Hear  Electronic 
Logging  Device  Appeal 

U.S.  Supreme  Court  has  decided  not  to  review  an  appeal  brought  by  the  Owner- 
Operator  Independent  Drivers  Association  (OOIDA)  concerning  electronic  logging 
devices.  OOIDA  had  filed  the  petition  seeking  a  review  of  a  ruling  from  the  U.S. 
Court  of  Appeals  for  the  Seventh  Circuit  regarding  the  electronic  logging  device 
mandate.  The  court  had  ruled  against  the  organization  last  year  in  its  lawsuit 
against  the  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration.  The  OOIDA  brought 
about  the  lawsuit  over  privacy  concern  of  the  rule.

Deborah  Hersman  and  Mark  Chernoby,  Chief  Technical  Compliance  Officer  at 
FCA  N.V.  Today,  more  than  53  million  cars  on  the  road  have  open  recalls,  making 
this  an  urgent  issue  during  an  era  in  which  motor  vehicle  fatalities  are  increasing.

NMVTIS  State  Web  Interface  (SWI)  -  How  to  Correct  Title  and  Brand  Data  on  the  Central  Site 

June  20,  2017,  2:00-3:00PM 

In  the  past,  states  contacted  the  AAMVA  Help  Desk  directly  if  they  needed  to  make  a  data  correction. 
As  part  of  the  NMVTIS  reengineering  effort,  a  Help  Desk  feature  was  created  to  allow  states  to 
correct  their  title  and  brand  data  on  the  central  site.  When  states  perform  their  own  data  corrections 
the  timeliness  and  accuracy  of  the  data  corrections  improves  substantially.  This  webinar  is  focused 
on  explaining  the  capability  of  the  Help  Desk  feature  as  included  in  the  SWI.  Data 
correction  scenarios  are  explained  and  matched  to  the  correct  update  operation  within  the  SWI.  A 
brief  overview  of  the  SWI  application  will  also  be  provided.

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PennDOT  is  proud  to  introduce  the  "next  generation"  of  its  Pennsylvania  driver's  license  and  photo 
identification  (ID)  cards,  which  will  be  phased  in  over  the  next  four  years  and  replace  the  current 
products.  As  part  of  its  ongoing  efforts  to  help  protect  customers  against  counterfeiting,  fraud  and 
identity  theft,  PennDOT  has  updated  the  design  and  enhanced  the  security  features  of  its  driver 
license  and  identification  card  products.  Over  the  last  22  months,  PennDOT  has  worked  with 
MorphoT rust  USA  on  planning,  design  and  deployment  of  this  major  new  security  enhancement 
initiative.  This  update  is  unrelated  to  the  REAL  ID  Act. 

•  Beginning  on  June  19,  2017,  PennDOT  will  begin  rolling  out  the  new  Digital  Driver's  License 
system,  with  a  pilot  program  at  the  Harrisburg  Customer  Service  Center.  Since  there  are  71  Driver 
License  Centers  and  97  Photo  License  Centers  across  the  commonwealth,  PennDOT  is  using  a 
phased-in  approach.  Rollout  is  scheduled  to  be  completed  by  October  2017. 

•  Both  current  and  new  card  designs  will  be  in  circulation  during  the  transition  period. 

•  Current  cards  will  be  phased  out  during  the  normal  renewal  process  -  no  need  to  replace  current 
products,  although  customers  are  welcome  to  do  so  by  requesting  a  duplicate  product  and  paying 
the  appropriate  fee. 

•  Non-expired  cards  using  the  current  design  will  be  valid  during  the  transition  period. 

•  The  new  cards  are  not  REAL  ID-compliant.  System,  building  infrastructure  and  process  changes 
will  be  necessary  for  Pennsylvania  to  issue  REAL  ID-compliant  products.  PennDOT  anticipates 
that  REAL  ID-compliant  driver  licenses  and  identification  cards  will  be  available  at  customer's 
option  in  2019.

'Not  Specified'  Gender  Choice  Coming  to  Oregon  Driver  Licenses 

Beginning  in  July,  Oregon  residents  will  have  the  option  to  mark  their  sex  as  "not  specified"  on  their 
application  for  a  driver  license,  instruction  permit  or  identification  card.  Under  a  new  administrative 
rule  approved  June  15  by  the  Oregon  Transportation  Commission,  card  holders  who  do  not  wish  to 
identify  as  either  male  or  female  will  have  a  third  option  when  they  obtain,  renew  or  replace  their 
license,  instruction  permit  or  ID  card  at  Oregon  DMV.  An  X  will  appear  instead  of  M  or  F  in  Oregon 
driver  records  and  on  the  driver  license,  instruction  permit  or  ID  card.  The  new  rule  came  about  after 
an  Oregon  resident's  court  order  authorized  a  sex  change  from  female  to  "non-binary."  In  order  to 
comply  with  the  order,  DMV  needed  about  a  year  to  implement  the  change.  Time  was  required  to 
study  state  laws,  update  computer  systems,  work  with  business  partners  such  as  law  enforcement 
and  courts,  and  change  administrative  rules.  Read  more  here. 

DC  DMV  to  Allow  Gender  Neutral  Identifier  on  Credentials 

On  or  about  June  26,  2017,  the  District  of  Columbia  Department  of  Motor  Vehicles  (DC  DMV)  will 
begin  allowing  residents  to  choose  a  gender  neutral  identifier  for  their  gender  designation.  The 
gender  neutral  identifier  will  be  identified  by  a  "X"  marker  on  both  the  driver  license  and  the 
identification  card.  All  DC  DMV  related  documents  (i.e.,  45  day  paper  temporary  credential,  learner 
permit,  driver  record,  etc)  which  currently  reflects  the  gender  will  now  reflect  either  a  "M"  for  male,  "F" 
for  female  or  "X"  for  unspecified/other.  This  initiative  is  part  of  DC  DMV's  FY17  Performance  Plan  as 
indicated  on  the  Office  of  the  City  Administrator's  website.

DHS  Rescinds  Memo  Creating  DAPA 

According  to  a  press  release.  United  States  Secretary  of  Homeland  Security  John  Kelly  has  signed  a 
memorandum  rescinding  the  November  20,  2014  memorandum  that  created  the  program  known  as 
Deferred  Action  for  Parents  of  Americans  and  Lawful  Permanent  Residents  (DAPA)  because,  "there 
is  no  credible  path  forward  to  litigate  the  currently  enjoined  policy."  The  rescinded  memo  purported  to 
provide  a  path  for  illegal  aliens  with  a  U.S.  citizen  or  lawful  permanent  resident  child  to  be  considered 
for  deferred  action  and  included  criteria  that  must  be  satisfied  to  be  considered  for  deferred 
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action.  According  to  the  press  release,  the  June  15,  2012  memorandum  that  created  the  Deferred 
Action  for  Childhood  Arrivals  (DACA)  program  will  remain  in  effect. 

DHS  Issues  Real  ID  Extensions  Until  October  10,  2017 

The  United  States  Department  of  Homeland  Security  (DHS)  has  issued  a  new  series  of  extensions  to 
a  number  of  states  through  October  10,  2017  allowing  Federal  agencies  to  accept  driver's  licenses 
and  identification  cards  from  those  states  granted  extensions  or  in  compliance.  DHS  has  updated 
their  website  to  reflect  the  current  status  of  states  and  territories  and  has  indicated  that  federal 
facilities  will  be  notified  of  appropriate  status. 

DOT  Announces  Forwarding  of  Transportation  Workplace  Drug  and  Alcohol  Testing  Program 
ICR  to  OMB 

The  Department  of  Transportation  (DOT)  announces  its  intent  to  forward  to  the  Office  of  Management 
and  Budget  a  request  to  renew  an  information  collection  (ICR)  for  the  T ransportation  Drug  and 
Alcohol  Testing  programs.  The  information  collection  will  be  used  to  document  tests  conducted  and 
actions  taken  to  ensure  safety  in  the  workplace  and/or  is  necessary  because  under  the  Omnibus 
Transportation  Employee  Testing  Act  of  1991,  the  DOT  is  required  to  implement  a  drug  and  alcohol 
testing  program  in  various  transportation-related  industries.  Comments  to  this  notice  must  be 
received  by  July  17,  2017. 

FHWA  Invites  Comment  On  Renewal  Of  ICR  On  Certification  of  Enforcement  of  the  Heavy 
Vehicle  Use  Tax 

The  Federal  Highway  Administration  (FHWA)  invites  public  comments  about  its  intention  to  request 
the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget's  (OMB)  approval  for  renewal  of  an  existing  information 
collection  on  Certification  of  Enforcement  of  the  Heavy  Vehicle  Use  Tax.  Title  23  United  States  Code, 
Section  141(c),  provides  that  a  State's  apportionment  of  funds  under  23  U.S.C.  104(b)(1)  shall  be 
reduced  in  an  amount  up  to  8  percent  of  the  amount  to  be  apportioned  during  any  fiscal  year 
beginning  after  September  30,  1 984,  if  vehicles  subject  to  the  Federal  heavy  vehicle  use  tax  are 
lawfully  registered  in  the  State  without  having  presented  proof  of  payment  of  the  tax.  The  annual 
certification  by  the  State  Governor  or  designated  official  regarding  the  collection  of  the  heavy  vehicle 
use  tax  serves  as  the  FHWA's  primary  means  of  determining  State  compliance.  The  FHWA  has 
determined  that  an  annual  certification  of  compliance  by  each  State  is  the  least  obtrusive  means  of 
administering  the  provisions  of  the  legislative  mandate.  Comments  are  due  by  August  18,  2017. 
FHWA  Invites  Comments  On  ICR  The  Inventory  of  State  Compliance  on  Serious  Injury 
Reporting  Using  the  Model  Minimum  Uniform  Crash  Criteria 

The  Federal  Highway  Administration  (FHWA)  invites  public  comments  about  its  intention  to  request 
the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget's  (OMB)  approval  of  a  new  information  collection  on  the 
Inventory  of  State  Compliance  on  Serious  Injury  Reporting  Using  the  Model  Minimum  Uniform  Crash 
Criteria  4th  Edition.  The  MMUCC  provides  states  with  a  dataset  for  describing  crashes  of  motor 
vehicles  in  transport  that  generates  the  information  necessary  to  improve  highway  safety  within  each 
state,  and  nationally.  As  part  of  the  national  requirement  to  report  serious  injuries  using  the  MMUCC 
4th  Edition  definition,  the  FHWA  seeks  to  determine  if  States  have  adopted  the  MMUCC  4th  edition 
definition,  attribute  and  coding  convention  by  the  required  April  15,  2019  date.  Comments  are  due  by 
August  18,  2017. 

FMCSA  Proposes  Rules  on  Commercial  Learner's  Permit  (CLP)  Expiration  Date  and  Military 
CDL  Skills  Test  Waivers 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  issued  a  Notice  of  Proposed 
Rulemaking  (NPRM)  to  allow  States  to  issue  a  commercial  learner's  permit  (CLP)  with  an  expiration 
date  of  up  to  one  year  from  the  date  of  initial  issuance.  CLPs  issued  for  shorter  periods  may  be 
renewed  but  the  total  period  of  time  between  the  date  of  initial  issuance  and  the  expiration  of  the 
renewed  CLP  cannot  exceed  one  year.  This  proposed  amendment  would  replace  the  current 
regulations,  which  require  the  States  to  issue  CLPs  initially  for  no  more  than  180  days,  with  the 
possibility  of  an  additional  180-day  renewal  at  the  State's  discretion.  In  addition,  FMCSA  has  also 
issued  an  NPRM  which  would  allow  State  Driver  Licensing  Agencies  (SDLAs)  to  waive  the 
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requirements  for  the  commercial  driver's  license  (CDL)  knowledge  tests  for  certain  individuals  who 
are,  or  were,  regularly  employed  within  the  last  year  in  a  military  position  that  required  the  operation 
of  a  commercial  motor  vehicle  (CMV).  Comments  on  both  notices  must  be  received  on  or  before 
August  1 1 , 2017.  AAMVA  member  jurisdictions  that  submit  comments  to  either  NPRM  docket  are 
encouraged  to  copy  qovernmentaffairs@aamva.orq  so  that  the  association  may  reflect  those 
comments  in  their  own. 

FMCSA  Extends  Compliance  Date  for  Lease  and  Interchange  of  Passenger-Carrying 
Commercial  Motor  Vehicles 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  extended  by  one  year,  the  compliance 
date  of  the  regulations  established  in  the  final  rule  for  the  lease  and  interchange  of  passenger¬ 
carrying  commercial  motor  vehicles  which  was  published  on  May  27,  2015.  The  new  compliance  date 
is  January  1 , 2019.  The  agency  is  extending  the  compliance  date  by  an  additional  twelve  months  to 
allow  tiem  to  revise  the  regulations  while  ensuring  carriers  have  ample  time  to  adjust  to  the 
requirements  of  the  revisions. 

NHTSA  Forwards  ICR  On  Safety  Ratings  and  Advanced  Crash  Avoidance  Technologies 
Consumer  Research  Survey  To  OMB 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  will  be  forwarding  an  information 
collection  request  (ICR)  on  Safety  Ratings  and  Advanced  Crash  Avoidance  Technologies  Consumer 
Research  to  OMB  for  review  and  comment.  NHTSA  proposes  to  conduct  a  quantitative  online  survey 
of  1 ,500  consumers  to  explore  consumer  perception,  interest  and  understanding  of  the  5-star  safety 
ratings  (including  response  to  half  stars),  overall  vehicle  scores,  and  advanced  crash  avoidance 
technologies  information  to  support  the  development  of  consumer  communications.  NHTSA 
previously  conducted  two  comprehensive  consumer  research  studies  in  2012  and  2014  to  better 
understand  (1)  the  type  of  information  consumers  seek  during  their  vehicle  purchase  decisions,  (2) 
consumer  comprehension  of  vehicle  safety  ratings,  and  (3)  consumer  knowledge  and  interest  in 
advanced  crash  avoidance  technologies  in  order  to  guide  NHTSA  communications.  Comments  must 
be  submitted  on  or  before  July  19,  2017. 

Senators  Release  Bipartisan  Principles  for  Self-Driving  Vehicles  Legislation 

In  conjunction  with  a  June  14  Senate  Committee  on  Commerce,  Science  and  Transportation  hearing 
entitled,  "Paving  the  Way  for  Self-Driving  Vehicles",  United  States  Senators  John  Thune  (R-SD),  Gary 
Peters  (D-MI)  and  Bill  Nelson  (D-FL)  have  released  principles  for  bipartisan  legislation  on  self-driving 
vehicles.  The  Senators  acknowledge  that  these  principles  will  serve  as  a  starting  point  for  discussion 
around  meaningful  legislation  on  self-driving  vehicles,  and  have  indicated  that  they  will  continue 
efforts  to  finalize  legislation.  Of  importance  to  AAMVA  members  is  the  section  detailing  the  continued 
reinforcement  of  federal  and  state  roles.  AAMVA  has  been,  and  will  continue  to  be,  a  part  of  those 
discussions  in  both  the  House  and  the  Senate  as  legislation  is  developed. 

U.S.  Supreme  Court  Decides  Not  to  Hear  Electronic  Logging  Device  Appeal 
U.S.  Supreme  Court  has  decided  not  to  review  an  appeal  brought  by  the  Owner-Operator 
Independent  Drivers  Association  (OOIDA)  concerning  electronic  logging  devices.  OOIDA  had  filed  the 
petition  seeking  a  review  of  a  ruling  from  the  U.S.  Court  of  Appeals  for  the  Seventh  Circuit  regarding 
the  electronic  logging  device  mandate.  The  court  had  ruled  against  the  organization  last  year  in  its 
lawsuit  against  the  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration.  The  OOIDA  brought  about  the 
lawsuit  over  privacy  concern  of  the  rule.

PennDOT  Introduces  "Next  Generation"  DL/IDs 

PennDOT  is  proud  to  introduce  the  "next  generation"  of  its  Pennsylvania  driver's 
license  and  photo  identification  (ID)  cards,  which  will  be  phased  in  over  the  next 
four  years  and  replace  the  current  products.  As  part  of  its  ongoing  efforts  to  help 
protect  customers  against  counterfeiting,  fraud  and  identity  theft,  PennDOT  has 
updated  the  design  and  enhanced  the  security  features  of  its  driver  license  and 
identification  card  products.  Over  the  last  22  months,  PennDOT  has  worked  with 
MorphoTrust  USA  on  planning,  design  and  deployment  of  this  major  new  security 
enhancement  initiative.  This  update  is  unrelated  to  the  REAL  ID  Act. 


Beginning  on  June  19,  2017,  PennDOT  will  begin  rolling  out  the  new 
Digital  Driver's  License  system,  with  a  pilot  program  at  the  Harrisburg 
Customer  Service  Center.  Since  there  are  71  Driver  License  Centers  and 
97  Photo  License  Centers  across  the  commonwealth,  PennDOT  is  using 
a  phased-in  approach.  Rollout  is  scheduled  to  be  completed  by  October 
2017. 

Both  current  and  new  card  designs  will  be  in  circulation  during  the 
transition  period. 

Current  cards  will  be  phased  out  during  the  normal  renewal  process  -  no 
need  to  replace  current  products,  although  customers  are  welcome  to  do 
so  by  requesting  a  duplicate  product  and  paying  the  appropriate  fee.

’Not  Specified'  Gender  Choice  Coming  to  Oregon  Driver 
Licenses 

Beginning  in  July,  Oregon  residents  will  have  the  option  to  mark  their  sex  as  "not 
specified"  on  their  application  for  a  driver  license,  instruction  permit  or 
identification  card.  Under  a  new  administrative  rule  approved  June  15  by  the 
Oregon  Transportation  Commission,  card  holders  who  do  not  wish  to  identify  as 
either  male  or  female  will  have  a  third  option  when  they  obtain,  renew  or  replace 
their  license,  instruction  permit  or  ID  card  at  Oregon  DMV.  An  X  will  appear 
instead  of  M  or  F  in  Oregon  driver  records  and  on  the  driver  license,  instruction 
permit  or  ID  card.  The  new  rule  came  about  after  an  Oregon  resident's  court  order 
authorized  a  sex  change  from  female  to  "non-binary."  In  order  to  comply  with  the 
order,  DMV  needed  about  a  year  to  implement  the  change.  Time  was  required  to 
study  state  laws,  update  computer  systems,  work  with  business  partners  such  as 
law  enforcement  and  courts,  and  change  administrative  rules.

United  States  Secretary  of  Homeland  Security  John 
Kelly  has  signed  a  memorandum  rescinding  the  November  20,  2014  memorandum 
that  created  the  program  known  as  Deferred  Action  for  Parents  of  Americans  and 
Lawful  Permanent  Residents  (DAPA)  because,  "there  is  no  credible  path  forward 
to  litigate  the  currently  enjoined  policy."  The  rescinded  memo  purported  to  provide 
a  path  for  illegal  aliens  with  a  U.S.  citizen  or  lawful  permanent  resident  child  to  be 
considered  for  deferred  action  and  included  criteria  that  must  be  satisfied  to  be 
considered  for  deferred  action.  According  to  the  press  release,  the  June  15,  2012 
memorandum  that  created  the  Deferred  Action  for  Childhood  Arrivals  (DACA) 
program  will  remain  in  effect. 

DHS  Issues  Real  ID  Extensions  Until  October  10,  2017 

The  United  States  Department  of  Homeland  Security  (DHS)  has  issued  a  new 
series  of  extensions  to  a  number  of  states  through  October  10,  2017  allowing 
Federal  agencies  to  accept  driver's  licenses  and  identification  cards  from  those 
states  granted  extensions  or  in  compliance.  DHS  has  updated  their  website  to 
reflect  the  current  status  of  states  and  territories  and  has  indicated  that  federal 
facilities  will  be  notified  of  appropriate  status.

The  Department  of  Transportation  (DOT)  announces  its  intent  to  forward  to  the 
Office  of  Management  and  Budget  a  request  to  renew  an  information  collection 
(ICR)  for  the  Transportation  Drug  and  Alcohol  Testing  programs.  The  information 
collection  will  be  used  to  document  tests  conducted  and  actions  taken  to  ensure 
safety  in  the  workplace  and/or  is  necessary  because  under  the  Omnibus 
Transportation  Employee  Testing  Act  of  1991 ,  the  DOT  is  required  to  implement  a 
drug  and  alcohol  testing  program  in  various  transportation-related  industries. 
Comments  to  this  notice  must  be  received  by  July  17,  2017. 

FHWA  Invites  Comment  On  Renewal  Of  ICR  On 
Certification  of  Enforcement  of  the  Heavy  Vehicle  Use 
Tax 

The  Federal  Highway  Administration  (FHWA)  invites  public  comments  about  its 
intention  to  request  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget's  (OMB)  approval  for 
renewal  of  an  existing  information  collection  on  Certification  of  Enforcement  of  the 
Heavy  Vehicle  Use  Tax.  Title  23  United  States  Code,  Section  141(c),  provides  that 
a  State's  apportionment  of  funds  under  23  U.S.C.  104(b)(1)  shall  be  reduced  in  an 
amount  up  to  8  percent  of  the  amount  to  be  apportioned  during  any  fiscal  year 
beginning  after  September  30,  1984,  if  vehicles  subject  to  the  Federal  heavy 
vehicle  use  tax  are  lawfully  registered  in  the  State  without  having  presented  proof 
of  payment  of  the  tax.  The  annual  certification  by  the  State  Governor  or  designated 
official  regarding  the  collection  of  the  heavy  vehicle  use  tax  serves  as  the  FHWA's 
primary  means  of  determining  State  compliance.  The  FHWA  has  determined  that 
an  annual  certification  of  compliance  by  each  State  is  the  least  obtrusive  means  of 
administering  the  provisions  of  the  legislative  mandate.  Comments  are  due  by 
August  18,  2017. 


FHWA  Invites  Comments  On  ICR  The  Inventory  of  State 
Compliance  on  Serious  Injury  Reporting  Using  the  Model 
Minimum  Uniform  Crash  Criteria 

The  Federal  Highway  Administration  (FHWA)  invites  public  comments  about  its 
intention  to  request  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget's  (OMB)  approval  of  a 
new  information  collection  on  the  Inventory  of  State  Compliance  on  Serious  Injury 
Reporting  Using  the  Model  Minimum  Uniform  Crash  Criteria  4th  Edition.  The 
MMUCC  provides  states  with  a  dataset  for  describing  crashes  of  motor  vehicles  in 
transport  that  generates  the  information  necessary  to  improve  highway  safety 
within  each  state,  and  nationally.  As  part  of  the  national  requirement  to  report 
serious  injuries  using  the  MMUCC  4th  Edition  definition,  the  FHWA  seeks  to 
determine  if  States  have  adopted  the  MMUCC  4th  edition  definition,  attribute  and 
coding  convention  by  the  required  April  15,  2019  date.  Comments  are  due  by 
August  18,  2017. 

FMCSA  Proposes  Rules  on  Commercial  Learner's  Permit 
(CLP)  Expiration  Date  and  Military  CDL  Skills  Test 
Waivers 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  issued  a  Notice  of 
Proposed  Rulemaking  (NPRM)  to  allow  States  to  issue  a  commercial  learner's 
permit  (CLP)  with  an  expiration  date  of  up  to  one  year  from  the  date  of  initial 
issuance.  CLPs  issued  for  shorter  periods  may  be  renewed  but  the  total  period  of 
time  between  the  date  of  initial  issuance  and  the  expiration  of  the  renewed  CLP 
cannot  exceed  one  year.  This  proposed  amendment  would  replace  the  current 
regulations,  which  require  the  States  to  issue  CLPs  initially  for  no  more  than  180 
days,  with  the  possibility  of  an  additional  180-day  renewal  at  the  State's 
discretion.  In  addition,  FMCSA  has  also  issued  an  NPRM  which  would  allow  State 
Driver  Licensing  Agencies  (SDLAs)  to  waive  the  requirements  for  the  commercial 
driver's  license  (CDL)  knowledge  tests  for  certain  individuals  who  are,  or  were, 
regularly  employed  within  the  last  year  in  a  military  position  that  required  the 
operation  of  a  commercial  motor  vehicle  (CMV).  Comments  on  both  notices  must 
be  received  on  or  before  August  1 1 ,  201 7.  AAMVA  member  jurisdictions  that 
submit  comments  to  either  NPRM  docket  are  encouraged  to  copy 
qovernmentaffairs@aamva.org  so  that  the  association  may  reflect  those 
comments  in  their  own. 
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FMCSA  Extends  Compliance  Date  for  Lease  and 
Interchange  of  Passenger-Carrying  Commercial  Motor 
Vehicles 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  extended  by  one 
year,  the  compliance  date  of  the  regulations  established  in  the  final  rule  for  the 
lease  and  interchange  of  passenger-carrying  commercial  motor  vehicles  which 
was  published  on  May  27,  201 5.  The  new  compliance  date  is  January  1 ,  201 9. 

The  agency  is  extending  the  compliance  date  by  an  additional  twelve  months  to 
allow  tiem  to  revise  the  regulations  while  ensuring  carriers  have  ample  time  to 
adjust  to  the  requirements  of  the  revisions. 

NHTSA  Forwards  ICR  On  Safety  Ratings  and  Advanced 
Crash  Avoidance  Technologies  Consumer  Research 
Survey  To  OMB 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  will  be  forwarding  an 
information  collection  request  (ICR)  on  Safety  Ratings  and  Advanced  Crash 
Avoidance  Technologies  Consumer  Research  to  OMB  for  review  and  comment. 
NHTSA  proposes  to  conduct  a  quantitative  online  survey  of  1,500  consumers  to 
explore  consumer  perception,  interest  and  understanding  of  the  5-star  safety 
ratings  (including  response  to  half  stars),  overall  vehicle  scores,  and  advanced 
crash  avoidance  technologies  information  to  support  the  development  of  consumer 
communications.  NHTSA  previously  conducted  two  comprehensive  consumer 
research  studies  in  2012  and  2014  to  better  understand  (1)  the  type  of  information 
consumers  seek  during  their  vehicle  purchase  decisions,  (2)  consumer 
comprehension  of  vehicle  safety  ratings,  and  (3)  consumer  knowledge  and  interest 
in  advanced  crash  avoidance  technologies  in  order  to  guide  NHTSA 
communications.  Comments  must  be  submitted  on  or  before  July  19,  2017. 


Senators  Release  Bipartisan  Principles  for  Self-Driving 
Vehicles  Legislation 

In  conjunction  with  a  June  14  Senate  Committee  on  Commerce,  Science  and 
Transportation  hearing  entitled,  "Paving  the  Way  for  Self-Driving  Vehicles",  United 
States  Senators  John  Thune  (R-SD),  Gary  Peters  (D-MI)  and  Bill  Nelson  (D-FL) 
have  released  principles  for  bipartisan  legislation  on  self-driving  vehicles.  The 
Senators  acknowledge  that  these  principles  will  serve  as  a  starting  point  for 
discussion  around  meaningful  legislation  on  self-driving  vehicles,  and  have 
indicated  that  they  will  continue  efforts  to  finalize  legislation.  Of  importance  to 
AAMVA  members  is  the  section  detailing  the  continued  reinforcement  of  federal 
and  state  roles.  AAMVA  has  been,  and  will  continue  to  be,  a  part  of  those 
discussions  in  both  the  House  and  the  Senate  as  legislation  is  developed. 

U.S.  Supreme  Court  Decides  Not  to  Hear  Electronic 
Logging  Device  Appeal 

U.S.  Supreme  Court  has  decided  not  to  review  an  appeal  brought  by  the  Owner- 
Operator  Independent  Drivers  Association  (OOIDA)  concerning  electronic  logging 
devices.  OOIDA  had  filed  the  petition  seeking  a  review  of  a  ruling  from  the  U.S. 
Court  of  Appeals  for  the  Seventh  Circuit  regarding  the  electronic  logging  device 
mandate.  The  court  had  ruled  against  the  organization  last  year  in  its  lawsuit 
against  the  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration.  The  OOIDA  brought 
about  the  lawsuit  over  privacy  concern  of  the  rule.

NMVTIS  State  Web  Interface  (SWI)  -  How  to  Correct  Title  and  Brand  Data  on  the

PennDOT  Introduces  "Next  Generation"  DL/IDs 

PennDOT  is  proud  to  introduce  the  "next  generation"  of  its  Pennsylvania  driver's 
license  and  photo  identification  (ID)  cards,  which  will  be  phased  in  over  the  next 
four  years  and  replace  the  current  products.  As  part  of  its  ongoing  efforts  to  help 
protect  customers  against  counterfeiting,  fraud  and  identity  theft,  PennDOT  has 
updated  the  design  and  enhanced  the  security  features  of  its  driver  license  and 
identification  card  products.  Over  the  last  22  months,  PennDOT  has  worked  with 
MorphoTrust  USA  on  planning,  design  and  deployment  of  this  major  new  security 
enhancement  initiative.  This  update  is  unrelated  to  the  REAL  ID  Act. 


Beginning  on  June  19,  2017,  PennDOT  will  begin  rolling  out  the  new 
Digital  Driver's  License  system,  with  a  pilot  program  at  the  Harrisburg 
Customer  Service  Center.  Since  there  are  71  Driver  License  Centers  and 
97  Photo  License  Centers  across  the  commonwealth,  PennDOT  is  using 
a  phased-in  approach.  Rollout  is  scheduled  to  be  completed  by  October 
2017. 

Both  current  and  new  card  designs  will  be  in  circulation  during  the 
transition  period. 

Current  cards  will  be  phased  out  during  the  normal  renewal  process  -  no 
need  to  replace  current  products,  although  customers  are  welcome  to  do 
so  by  requesting  a  duplicate  product  and  paying  the  appropriate  fee.

’Not  Specified'  Gender  Choice  Coming  to  Oregon  Driver 
Licenses 

Beginning  in  July,  Oregon  residents  will  have  the  option  to  mark  their  sex  as  "not 
specified"  on  their  application  for  a  driver  license,  instruction  permit  or 
identification  card.  Under  a  new  administrative  rule  approved  June  15  by  the 
Oregon  Transportation  Commission,  card  holders  who  do  not  wish  to  identify  as 
either  male  or  female  will  have  a  third  option  when  they  obtain,  renew  or  replace 
their  license,  instruction  permit  or  ID  card  at  Oregon  DMV.  An  X  will  appear 
instead  of  M  or  F  in  Oregon  driver  records  and  on  the  driver  license,  instruction 
permit  or  ID  card.  The  new  rule  came  about  after  an  Oregon  resident's  court  order 
authorized  a  sex  change  from  female  to  "non-binary."  In  order  to  comply  with  the 
order,  DMV  needed  about  a  year  to  implement  the  change.  Time  was  required  to 
study  state  laws,  update  computer  systems,  work  with  business  partners  such  as 
law  enforcement  and  courts,  and  change  administrative  rules.  Read  more  here. 

DC  DMV  to  Allow  Gender  Neutral  Identifier  on  Credentials 

On  or  about  June  26,  201 7,  the  District  of  Columbia  Department  of  Motor  Vehicles 
(DC  DMV)  will  begin  allowing  residents  to  choose  a  gender  neutral  identifier  for 
their  gender  designation.  The  gender  neutral  identifier  will  be  identified  by  a  "X" 
marker  on  both  the  driver  license  and  the  identification  card.  All  DC  DMV  related 
documents  (i.e.,  45  day  paper  temporary  credential,  learner  permit,  driver  record, 
etc)  which  currently  reflects  the  gender  will  now  reflect  either  a  "M"  for  male,  "F"  for 
female  or  "X"  for  unspecified/other.  This  initiative  is  part  of  DC  DMV's  FY17 
Performance  Plan  as  indicated  on  the  Office  of  the  City  Administrator's  website.

The  rescinded  memo  purported  to  provide 
a  path  for  illegal  aliens  with  a  U.S.  citizen  or  lawful  permanent  resident  child  to  be 
considered  for  deferred  action  and  included  criteria  that  must  be  satisfied  to  be 
considered  for  deferred  action.

The  Department  of  Transportation  (DOT)  announces  its  intent  to  forward  to  the 
Office  of  Management  and  Budget  a  request  to  renew  an  information  collection 
(ICR)  for  the  Transportation  Drug  and  Alcohol  Testing  programs.  The  information 
collection  will  be  used  to  document  tests  conducted  and  actions  taken  to  ensure 
safety  in  the  workplace  and/or  is  necessary  because  under  the  Omnibus 
Transportation  Employee  Testing  Act  of  1991 ,  the  DOT  is  required  to  implement  a 
drug  and  alcohol  testing  program  in  various  transportation-related  industries. 
Comments  to  this  notice  must  be  received  by  July  17,  2017. 

FHWA  Invites  Comment  On  Renewal  Of  ICR  On 
Certification  of  Enforcement  of  the  Heavy  Vehicle  Use 
Tax 

The  Federal  Highway  Administration  (FHWA)  invites  public  comments  about  its 
intention  to  request  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget's  (OMB)  approval  for 
renewal  of  an  existing  information  collection  on  Certification  of  Enforcement  of  the 
Heavy  Vehicle  Use  Tax.  Title  23  United  States  Code,  Section  141(c),  provides  that 
a  State's  apportionment  of  funds  under  23  U.S.C.  104(b)(1)  shall  be  reduced  in  an 
amount  up  to  8  percent  of  the  amount  to  be  apportioned  during  any  fiscal  year 
beginning  after  September  30,  1984,  if  vehicles  subject  to  the  Federal  heavy 
vehicle  use  tax  are  lawfully  registered  in  the  State  without  having  presented  proof 
of  payment  of  the  tax.  The  annual  certification  by  the  State  Governor  or  designated 
official  regarding  the  collection  of  the  heavy  vehicle  use  tax  serves  as  the  FHWA's 
primary  means  of  determining  State  compliance.  The  FHWA  has  determined  that 
an  annual  certification  of  compliance  by  each  State  is  the  least  obtrusive  means  of 
administering  the  provisions  of  the  legislative  mandate.  Comments  are  due  by 
August  18,  2017. 


FHWA  Invites  Comments  On  ICR  The  Inventory  of  State 
Compliance  on  Serious  Injury  Reporting  Using  the  Model 
Minimum  Uniform  Crash  Criteria 

The  Federal  Highway  Administration  (FHWA)  invites  public  comments  about  its 
intention  to  request  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget's  (OMB)  approval  of  a 
new  information  collection  on  the  Inventory  of  State  Compliance  on  Serious  Injury 
Reporting  Using  the  Model  Minimum  Uniform  Crash  Criteria  4th  Edition.  The 
MMUCC  provides  states  with  a  dataset  for  describing  crashes  of  motor  vehicles  in 
transport  that  generates  the  information  necessary  to  improve  highway  safety 
within  each  state,  and  nationally.  As  part  of  the  national  requirement  to  report 
serious  injuries  using  the  MMUCC  4th  Edition  definition,  the  FHWA  seeks  to 
determine  if  States  have  adopted  the  MMUCC  4th  edition  definition,  attribute  and 
coding  convention  by  the  required  April  15,  2019  date.  Comments  are  due  by 
August  18,  2017. 

FMCSA  Proposes  Rules  on  Commercial  Learner's  Permit 
(CLP)  Expiration  Date  and  Military  CDL  Skills  Test 
Waivers 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  issued  a  Notice  of 
Proposed  Rulemaking  (NPRM)  to  allow  States  to  issue  a  commercial  learner's 
permit  (CLP)  with  an  expiration  date  of  up  to  one  year  from  the  date  of  initial 
issuance.  CLPs  issued  for  shorter  periods  may  be  renewed  but  the  total  period  of 
time  between  the  date  of  initial  issuance  and  the  expiration  of  the  renewed  CLP 
cannot  exceed  one  year.  This  proposed  amendment  would  replace  the  current 
regulations,  which  require  the  States  to  issue  CLPs  initially  for  no  more  than  180 
days,  with  the  possibility  of  an  additional  180-day  renewal  at  the  State's 
discretion.  In  addition,  FMCSA  has  also  issued  an  NPRM  which  would  allow  State 
Driver  Licensing  Agencies  (SDLAs)  to  waive  the  requirements  for  the  commercial 
driver's  license  (CDL)  knowledge  tests  for  certain  individuals  who  are,  or  were, 
regularly  employed  within  the  last  year  in  a  military  position  that  required  the 
operation  of  a  commercial  motor  vehicle  (CMV).  Comments  on  both  notices  must 
be  received  on  or  before  August  1 1 ,  201 7.  AAMVA  member  jurisdictions  that 
submit  comments  to  either  NPRM  docket  are  encouraged  to  copy 
qovernmentaffairs@aamva.org  so  that  the  association  may  reflect  those 
comments  in  their  own. 
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FMCSA  Extends  Compliance  Date  for  Lease  and 
Interchange  of  Passenger-Carrying  Commercial  Motor 
Vehicles 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  extended  by  one 
year,  the  compliance  date  of  the  regulations  established  in  the  final  rule  for  the 
lease  and  interchange  of  passenger-carrying  commercial  motor  vehicles  which 
was  published  on  May  27,  201 5.  The  new  compliance  date  is  January  1 ,  201 9. 

The  agency  is  extending  the  compliance  date  by  an  additional  twelve  months  to 
allow  tiem  to  revise  the  regulations  while  ensuring  carriers  have  ample  time  to 
adjust  to  the  requirements  of  the  revisions. 

NHTSA  Forwards  ICR  On  Safety  Ratings  and  Advanced 
Crash  Avoidance  Technologies  Consumer  Research 
Survey  To  OMB 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  will  be  forwarding  an 
information  collection  request  (ICR)  on  Safety  Ratings  and  Advanced  Crash 
Avoidance  Technologies  Consumer  Research  to  OMB  for  review  and  comment. 
NHTSA  proposes  to  conduct  a  quantitative  online  survey  of  1,500  consumers  to 
explore  consumer  perception,  interest  and  understanding  of  the  5-star  safety 
ratings  (including  response  to  half  stars),  overall  vehicle  scores,  and  advanced 
crash  avoidance  technologies  information  to  support  the  development  of  consumer 
communications.  NHTSA  previously  conducted  two  comprehensive  consumer 
research  studies  in  2012  and  2014  to  better  understand  (1)  the  type  of  information 
consumers  seek  during  their  vehicle  purchase  decisions,  (2)  consumer 
comprehension  of  vehicle  safety  ratings,  and  (3)  consumer  knowledge  and  interest 
in  advanced  crash  avoidance  technologies  in  order  to  guide  NHTSA 
communications.  Comments  must  be  submitted  on  or  before  July  19,  2017. 


Senators  Release  Bipartisan  Principles  for  Self-Driving 
Vehicles  Legislation 

In  conjunction  with  a  June  14  Senate  Committee  on  Commerce,  Science  and 
Transportation  hearing  entitled,  "Paving  the  Way  for  Self-Driving  Vehicles",  United 
States  Senators  John  Thune  (R-SD),  Gary  Peters  (D-MI)  and  Bill  Nelson  (D-FL) 
have  released  principles  for  bipartisan  legislation  on  self-driving  vehicles.  The 
Senators  acknowledge  that  these  principles  will  serve  as  a  starting  point  for 
discussion  around  meaningful  legislation  on  self-driving  vehicles,  and  have 
indicated  that  they  will  continue  efforts  to  finalize  legislation.  Of  importance  to 
AAMVA  members  is  the  section  detailing  the  continued  reinforcement  of  federal 
and  state  roles.  AAMVA  has  been,  and  will  continue  to  be,  a  part  of  those 
discussions  in  both  the  House  and  the  Senate  as  legislation  is  developed. 

U.S.  Supreme  Court  Decides  Not  to  Hear  Electronic 
Logging  Device  Appeal 

U.S.  Supreme  Court  has  decided  not  to  review  an  appeal  brought  by  the  Owner- 
Operator  Independent  Drivers  Association  (OOIDA)  concerning  electronic  logging 
devices.  OOIDA  had  filed  the  petition  seeking  a  review  of  a  ruling  from  the  U.S. 
Court  of  Appeals  for  the  Seventh  Circuit  regarding  the  electronic  logging  device 
mandate.  The  court  had  ruled  against  the  organization  last  year  in  its  lawsuit 
against  the  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration.  The  OOIDA  brought 
about  the  lawsuit  over  privacy  concern  of  the  rule.

NMVTIS  State  Web  Interface  (SWI)  -  How  to  Correct  Title  and  Brand  Data  on  the

JURISDICTION  NEWS 


PennDOT  Introduces  "Next  Generation"  DL/IDs 

PennDOT  is  proud  to  introduce  the  "next  generation"  of  its  Pennsylvania  driver's 
license  and  photo  identification  (ID)  cards,  which  will  be  phased  in  over  the  next 
four  years  and  replace  the  current  products.  As  part  of  its  ongoing  efforts  to  help 
protect  customers  against  counterfeiting,  fraud  and  identity  theft,  PennDOT  has 
updated  the  design  and  enhanced  the  security  features  of  its  driver  license  and 
identification  card  products.  Over  the  last  22  months,  PennDOT  has  worked  with 
MorphoTrust  USA  on  planning,  design  and  deployment  of  this  major  new  security 
enhancement  initiative.  This  update  is  unrelated  to  the  REAL  ID  Act. 


Beginning  on  June  19,  2017,  PennDOT  will  begin  rolling  out  the  new 
Digital  Driver's  License  system,  with  a  pilot  program  at  the  Harrisburg 
Customer  Service  Center.  Since  there  are  71  Driver  License  Centers  and 
97  Photo  License  Centers  across  the  commonwealth,  PennDOT  is  using 
a  phased-in  approach.  Rollout  is  scheduled  to  be  completed  by  October 
2017. 

Both  current  and  new  card  designs  will  be  in  circulation  during  the 
transition  period. 

Current  cards  will  be  phased  out  during  the  normal  renewal  process  -  no 
need  to  replace  current  products,  although  customers  are  welcome  to  do 
so  by  requesting  a  duplicate  product  and  paying  the  appropriate  fee.

’Not  Specified'  Gender  Choice  Coming  to  Oregon  Driver 
Licenses 

Beginning  in  July,  Oregon  residents  will  have  the  option  to  mark  their  sex  as  "not 
specified"  on  their  application  for  a  driver  license,  instruction  permit  or 
identification  card.  Under  a  new  administrative  rule  approved  June  15  by  the 
Oregon  Transportation  Commission,  card  holders  who  do  not  wish  to  identify  as 
either  male  or  female  will  have  a  third  option  when  they  obtain,  renew  or  replace 
their  license,  instruction  permit  or  ID  card  at  Oregon  DMV.  An  X  will  appear 
instead  of  M  or  F  in  Oregon  driver  records  and  on  the  driver  license,  instruction 
permit  or  ID  card.  The  new  rule  came  about  after  an  Oregon  resident's  court  order 
authorized  a  sex  change  from  female  to  "non-binary."  In  order  to  comply  with  the 
order,  DMV  needed  about  a  year  to  implement  the  change.  Time  was  required  to 
study  state  laws,  update  computer  systems,  work  with  business  partners  such  as 
law  enforcement  and  courts,  and  change  administrative  rules.  Read  more  here. 

DC  DMV  to  Allow  Gender  Neutral  Identifier  on  Credentials 

On  or  about  June  26,  201 7,  the  District  of  Columbia  Department  of  Motor  Vehicles 
(DC  DMV)  will  begin  allowing  residents  to  choose  a  gender  neutral  identifier  for 
their  gender  designation.  The  gender  neutral  identifier  will  be  identified  by  a  "X" 
marker  on  both  the  driver  license  and  the  identification  card.  All  DC  DMV  related 
documents  (i.e.,  45  day  paper  temporary  credential,  learner  permit,  driver  record, 
etc)  which  currently  reflects  the  gender  will  now  reflect  either  a  "M"  for  male,  "F"  for 
female  or  "X"  for  unspecified/other.  This  initiative  is  part  of  DC  DMV's  FY17 
Performance  Plan  as  indicated  on  the  Office  of  the  City  Administrator's  website.

DHS  Rescinds  Memo  Creating  DAPA 

According  to  a  press  release.  United  States  Secretary  of  Homeland  Security  John 
Kelly  has  signed  a  memorandum  rescinding  the  November  20,  2014  memorandum 
that  created  the  program  known  as  Deferred  Action  for  Parents  of  Americans  and 
Lawful  Permanent  Residents  (DAPA)  because,  "there  is  no  credible  path  forward 
to  litigate  the  currently  enjoined  policy."  The  rescinded  memo  purported  to  provide 
a  path  for  illegal  aliens  with  a  U.S.  citizen  or  lawful  permanent  resident  child  to  be 
considered  for  deferred  action  and  included  criteria  that  must  be  satisfied  to  be 
considered  for  deferred  action.  According  to  the  press  release,  the  June  15,  2012 
memorandum  that  created  the  Deferred  Action  for  Childhood  Arrivals  (DACA) 
program  will  remain  in  effect.

The  Department  of  Transportation  (DOT)  announces  its  intent  to  forward  to  the 
Office  of  Management  and  Budget  a  request  to  renew  an  information  collection 
(ICR)  for  the  Transportation  Drug  and  Alcohol  Testing  programs.  The  information 
collection  will  be  used  to  document  tests  conducted  and  actions  taken  to  ensure 
safety  in  the  workplace  and/or  is  necessary  because  under  the  Omnibus 
Transportation  Employee  Testing  Act  of  1991 ,  the  DOT  is  required  to  implement  a 
drug  and  alcohol  testing  program  in  various  transportation-related  industries. 
Comments  to  this  notice  must  be  received  by  July  17,  2017. 

FHWA  Invites  Comment  On  Renewal  Of  ICR  On 
Certification  of  Enforcement  of  the  Heavy  Vehicle  Use 
Tax 

The  Federal  Highway  Administration  (FHWA)  invites  public  comments  about  its 
intention  to  request  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget's  (OMB)  approval  for 
renewal  of  an  existing  information  collection  on  Certification  of  Enforcement  of  the 
Heavy  Vehicle  Use  Tax.  Title  23  United  States  Code,  Section  141(c),  provides  that 
a  State's  apportionment  of  funds  under  23  U.S.C.  104(b)(1)  shall  be  reduced  in  an 
amount  up  to  8  percent  of  the  amount  to  be  apportioned  during  any  fiscal  year 
beginning  after  September  30,  1984,  if  vehicles  subject  to  the  Federal  heavy 
vehicle  use  tax  are  lawfully  registered  in  the  State  without  having  presented  proof 
of  payment  of  the  tax.  The  annual  certification  by  the  State  Governor  or  designated 
official  regarding  the  collection  of  the  heavy  vehicle  use  tax  serves  as  the  FHWA's 
primary  means  of  determining  State  compliance.  The  FHWA  has  determined  that 
an  annual  certification  of  compliance  by  each  State  is  the  least  obtrusive  means  of 
administering  the  provisions  of  the  legislative  mandate.  Comments  are  due  by 
August  18,  2017. 


FHWA  Invites  Comments  On  ICR  The  Inventory  of  State 
Compliance  on  Serious  Injury  Reporting  Using  the  Model 
Minimum  Uniform  Crash  Criteria 

The  Federal  Highway  Administration  (FHWA)  invites  public  comments  about  its 
intention  to  request  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget's  (OMB)  approval  of  a 
new  information  collection  on  the  Inventory  of  State  Compliance  on  Serious  Injury 
Reporting  Using  the  Model  Minimum  Uniform  Crash  Criteria  4th  Edition.  The 
MMUCC  provides  states  with  a  dataset  for  describing  crashes  of  motor  vehicles  in 
transport  that  generates  the  information  necessary  to  improve  highway  safety 
within  each  state,  and  nationally.  As  part  of  the  national  requirement  to  report 
serious  injuries  using  the  MMUCC  4th  Edition  definition,  the  FHWA  seeks  to 
determine  if  States  have  adopted  the  MMUCC  4th  edition  definition,  attribute  and 
coding  convention  by  the  required  April  15,  2019  date.  Comments  are  due  by 
August  18,  2017. 

FMCSA  Proposes  Rules  on  Commercial  Learner's  Permit 
(CLP)  Expiration  Date  and  Military  CDL  Skills  Test 
Waivers 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  issued  a  Notice  of 
Proposed  Rulemaking  (NPRM)  to  allow  States  to  issue  a  commercial  learner's 
permit  (CLP)  with  an  expiration  date  of  up  to  one  year  from  the  date  of  initial 
issuance.  CLPs  issued  for  shorter  periods  may  be  renewed  but  the  total  period  of 
time  between  the  date  of  initial  issuance  and  the  expiration  of  the  renewed  CLP 
cannot  exceed  one  year.  This  proposed  amendment  would  replace  the  current 
regulations,  which  require  the  States  to  issue  CLPs  initially  for  no  more  than  180 
days,  with  the  possibility  of  an  additional  180-day  renewal  at  the  State's 
discretion.  In  addition,  FMCSA  has  also  issued  an  NPRM  which  would  allow  State 
Driver  Licensing  Agencies  (SDLAs)  to  waive  the  requirements  for  the  commercial 
driver's  license  (CDL)  knowledge  tests  for  certain  individuals  who  are,  or  were, 
regularly  employed  within  the  last  year  in  a  military  position  that  required  the 
operation  of  a  commercial  motor  vehicle  (CMV).  Comments  on  both  notices  must 
be  received  on  or  before  August  1 1 ,  201 7.  AAMVA  member  jurisdictions  that 
submit  comments  to  either  NPRM  docket  are  encouraged  to  copy 
qovernmentaffairs@aamva.org  so  that  the  association  may  reflect  those 
comments  in  their  own. 
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FMCSA  Extends  Compliance  Date  for  Lease  and 
Interchange  of  Passenger-Carrying  Commercial  Motor 
Vehicles 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  extended  by  one 
year,  the  compliance  date  of  the  regulations  established  in  the  final  rule  for  the 
lease  and  interchange  of  passenger-carrying  commercial  motor  vehicles  which 
was  published  on  May  27,  201 5.  The  new  compliance  date  is  January  1 ,  201 9. 

The  agency  is  extending  the  compliance  date  by  an  additional  twelve  months  to 
allow  tiem  to  revise  the  regulations  while  ensuring  carriers  have  ample  time  to 
adjust  to  the  requirements  of  the  revisions. 

NHTSA  Forwards  ICR  On  Safety  Ratings  and  Advanced 
Crash  Avoidance  Technologies  Consumer  Research 
Survey  To  OMB 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  will  be  forwarding  an 
information  collection  request  (ICR)  on  Safety  Ratings  and  Advanced  Crash 
Avoidance  Technologies  Consumer  Research  to  OMB  for  review  and  comment. 
NHTSA  proposes  to  conduct  a  quantitative  online  survey  of  1,500  consumers  to 
explore  consumer  perception,  interest  and  understanding  of  the  5-star  safety 
ratings  (including  response  to  half  stars),  overall  vehicle  scores,  and  advanced 
crash  avoidance  technologies  information  to  support  the  development  of  consumer 
communications.  NHTSA  previously  conducted  two  comprehensive  consumer 
research  studies  in  2012  and  2014  to  better  understand  (1)  the  type  of  information 
consumers  seek  during  their  vehicle  purchase  decisions,  (2)  consumer 
comprehension  of  vehicle  safety  ratings,  and  (3)  consumer  knowledge  and  interest 
in  advanced  crash  avoidance  technologies  in  order  to  guide  NHTSA 
communications.  Comments  must  be  submitted  on  or  before  July  19,  2017. 


Senators  Release  Bipartisan  Principles  for  Self-Driving 
Vehicles  Legislation 

In  conjunction  with  a  June  14  Senate  Committee  on  Commerce,  Science  and 
Transportation  hearing  entitled,  "Paving  the  Way  for  Self-Driving  Vehicles",  United 
States  Senators  John  Thune  (R-SD),  Gary  Peters  (D-MI)  and  Bill  Nelson  (D-FL) 
have  released  principles  for  bipartisan  legislation  on  self-driving  vehicles.  The 
Senators  acknowledge  that  these  principles  will  serve  as  a  starting  point  for 
discussion  around  meaningful  legislation  on  self-driving  vehicles,  and  have 
indicated  that  they  will  continue  efforts  to  finalize  legislation.  Of  importance  to 
AAMVA  members  is  the  section  detailing  the  continued  reinforcement  of  federal 
and  state  roles.  AAMVA  has  been,  and  will  continue  to  be,  a  part  of  those 
discussions  in  both  the  House  and  the  Senate  as  legislation  is  developed. 

U.S.  Supreme  Court  Decides  Not  to  Hear  Electronic 
Logging  Device  Appeal 

U.S.  Supreme  Court  has  decided  not  to  review  an  appeal  brought  by  the  Owner- 
Operator  Independent  Drivers  Association  (OOIDA)  concerning  electronic  logging 
devices.  OOIDA  had  filed  the  petition  seeking  a  review  of  a  ruling  from  the  U.S. 
Court  of  Appeals  for  the  Seventh  Circuit  regarding  the  electronic  logging  device 
mandate.  The  court  had  ruled  against  the  organization  last  year  in  its  lawsuit 
against  the  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration.  The  OOIDA  brought 
about  the  lawsuit  over  privacy  concern  of  the  rule.

PennDOT  Introduces  "Next  Generation"  DL/IDs 

PennDOT  is  proud  to  introduce  the  "next  generation"  of  its  Pennsylvania  driver's 
license  and  photo  identification  (ID)  cards,  which  will  be  phased  in  over  the  next 
four  years  and  replace  the  current  products.  As  part  of  its  ongoing  efforts  to  help 
protect  customers  against  counterfeiting,  fraud  and  identity  theft,  PennDOT  has 
updated  the  design  and  enhanced  the  security  features  of  its  driver  license  and 
identification  card  products.  Over  the  last  22  months,  PennDOT  has  worked  with 
MorphoTrust  USA  on  planning,  design  and  deployment  of  this  major  new  security 
enhancement  initiative.  This  update  is  unrelated  to  the  REAL  ID  Act. 


Beginning  on  June  19,  2017,  PennDOT  will  begin  rolling  out  the  new 
Digital  Driver's  License  system,  with  a  pilot  program  at  the  Harrisburg 
Customer  Service  Center.  Since  there  are  71  Driver  License  Centers  and 
97  Photo  License  Centers  across  the  commonwealth,  PennDOT  is  using 
a  phased-in  approach.  Rollout  is  scheduled  to  be  completed  by  October 
2017. 

Both  current  and  new  card  designs  will  be  in  circulation  during  the 
transition  period. 

Current  cards  will  be  phased  out  during  the  normal  renewal  process  -  no 
need  to  replace  current  products,  although  customers  are  welcome  to  do 
so  by  requesting  a  duplicate  product  and  paying  the  appropriate  fee.

’Not  Specified'  Gender  Choice  Coming  to  Oregon  Driver 
Licenses 

Beginning  in  July,  Oregon  residents  will  have  the  option  to  mark  their  sex  as  "not 
specified"  on  their  application  for  a  driver  license,  instruction  permit  or 
identification  card.  Under  a  new  administrative  rule  approved  June  15  by  the 
Oregon  Transportation  Commission,  card  holders  who  do  not  wish  to  identify  as 
either  male  or  female  will  have  a  third  option  when  they  obtain,  renew  or  replace 
their  license,  instruction  permit  or  ID  card  at  Oregon  DMV.  An  X  will  appear 
instead  of  M  or  F  in  Oregon  driver  records  and  on  the  driver  license,  instruction 
permit  or  ID  card.  The  new  rule  came  about  after  an  Oregon  resident's  court  order 
authorized  a  sex  change  from  female  to  "non-binary."  In  order  to  comply  with  the 
order,  DMV  needed  about  a  year  to  implement  the  change.  Time  was  required  to 
study  state  laws,  update  computer  systems,  work  with  business  partners  such  as 
law  enforcement  and  courts,  and  change  administrative  rules.  Read  more  here. 

DC  DMV  to  Allow  Gender  Neutral  Identifier  on  Credentials 

On  or  about  June  26,  201 7,  the  District  of  Columbia  Department  of  Motor  Vehicles 
(DC  DMV)  will  begin  allowing  residents  to  choose  a  gender  neutral  identifier  for 
their  gender  designation.  The  gender  neutral  identifier  will  be  identified  by  a  "X" 
marker  on  both  the  driver  license  and  the  identification  card.  All  DC  DMV  related 
documents  (i.e.,  45  day  paper  temporary  credential,  learner  permit,  driver  record, 
etc)  which  currently  reflects  the  gender  will  now  reflect  either  a  "M"  for  male,  "F"  for 
female  or  "X"  for  unspecified/other.  This  initiative  is  part  of  DC  DMV's  FY17 
Performance  Plan  as  indicated  on  the  Office  of  the  City  Administrator's  website.

DHS  Rescinds  Memo  Creating  DAPA 

According  to  a  press  release.  United  States  Secretary  of  Homeland  Security  John 
Kelly  has  signed  a  memorandum  rescinding  the  November  20,  2014  memorandum 
that  created  the  program  known  as  Deferred  Action  for  Parents  of  Americans  and 
Lawful  Permanent  Residents  (DAPA)  because,  "there  is  no  credible  path  forward 
to  litigate  the  currently  enjoined  policy."  The  rescinded  memo  purported  to  provide 
a  path  for  illegal  aliens  with  a  U.S.  citizen  or  lawful  permanent  resident  child  to  be 
considered  for  deferred  action  and  included  criteria  that  must  be  satisfied  to  be 
considered  for  deferred  action.  According  to  the  press  release,  the  June  15,  2012 
memorandum  that  created  the  Deferred  Action  for  Childhood  Arrivals  (DACA) 
program  will  remain  in  effect.

The  Department  of  Transportation  (DOT)  announces  its  intent  to  forward  to  the 
Office  of  Management  and  Budget  a  request  to  renew  an  information  collection 
(ICR)  for  the  Transportation  Drug  and  Alcohol  Testing  programs.  The  information 
collection  will  be  used  to  document  tests  conducted  and  actions  taken  to  ensure 
safety  in  the  workplace  and/or  is  necessary  because  under  the  Omnibus 
Transportation  Employee  Testing  Act  of  1991 ,  the  DOT  is  required  to  implement  a 
drug  and  alcohol  testing  program  in  various  transportation-related  industries. 
Comments  to  this  notice  must  be  received  by  July  17,  2017. 

FHWA  Invites  Comment  On  Renewal  Of  ICR  On 
Certification  of  Enforcement  of  the  Heavy  Vehicle  Use 
Tax 

The  Federal  Highway  Administration  (FHWA)  invites  public  comments  about  its 
intention  to  request  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget's  (OMB)  approval  for 
renewal  of  an  existing  information  collection  on  Certification  of  Enforcement  of  the 
Heavy  Vehicle  Use  Tax.  Title  23  United  States  Code,  Section  141(c),  provides  that 
a  State's  apportionment  of  funds  under  23  U.S.C.  104(b)(1)  shall  be  reduced  in  an 
amount  up  to  8  percent  of  the  amount  to  be  apportioned  during  any  fiscal  year 
beginning  after  September  30,  1984,  if  vehicles  subject  to  the  Federal  heavy 
vehicle  use  tax  are  lawfully  registered  in  the  State  without  having  presented  proof 
of  payment  of  the  tax.  The  annual  certification  by  the  State  Governor  or  designated 
official  regarding  the  collection  of  the  heavy  vehicle  use  tax  serves  as  the  FHWA's 
primary  means  of  determining  State  compliance.  The  FHWA  has  determined  that 
an  annual  certification  of  compliance  by  each  State  is  the  least  obtrusive  means  of 
administering  the  provisions  of  the  legislative  mandate.  Comments  are  due  by 
August  18,  2017. 


FHWA  Invites  Comments  On  ICR  The  Inventory  of  State 
Compliance  on  Serious  Injury  Reporting  Using  the  Model 
Minimum  Uniform  Crash  Criteria 

The  Federal  Highway  Administration  (FHWA)  invites  public  comments  about  its 
intention  to  request  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget's  (OMB)  approval  of  a 
new  information  collection  on  the  Inventory  of  State  Compliance  on  Serious  Injury 
Reporting  Using  the  Model  Minimum  Uniform  Crash  Criteria  4th  Edition.  The 
MMUCC  provides  states  with  a  dataset  for  describing  crashes  of  motor  vehicles  in 
transport  that  generates  the  information  necessary  to  improve  highway  safety 
within  each  state,  and  nationally.  As  part  of  the  national  requirement  to  report 
serious  injuries  using  the  MMUCC  4th  Edition  definition,  the  FHWA  seeks  to 
determine  if  States  have  adopted  the  MMUCC  4th  edition  definition,  attribute  and 
coding  convention  by  the  required  April  15,  2019  date.  Comments  are  due  by 
August  18,  2017. 

FMCSA  Proposes  Rules  on  Commercial  Learner's  Permit 
(CLP)  Expiration  Date  and  Military  CDL  Skills  Test 
Waivers 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  issued  a  Notice  of 
Proposed  Rulemaking  (NPRM)  to  allow  States  to  issue  a  commercial  learner's 
permit  (CLP)  with  an  expiration  date  of  up  to  one  year  from  the  date  of  initial 
issuance.  CLPs  issued  for  shorter  periods  may  be  renewed  but  the  total  period  of 
time  between  the  date  of  initial  issuance  and  the  expiration  of  the  renewed  CLP 
cannot  exceed  one  year.  This  proposed  amendment  would  replace  the  current 
regulations,  which  require  the  States  to  issue  CLPs  initially  for  no  more  than  180 
days,  with  the  possibility  of  an  additional  180-day  renewal  at  the  State's 
discretion.  In  addition,  FMCSA  has  also  issued  an  NPRM  which  would  allow  State 
Driver  Licensing  Agencies  (SDLAs)  to  waive  the  requirements  for  the  commercial 
driver's  license  (CDL)  knowledge  tests  for  certain  individuals  who  are,  or  were, 
regularly  employed  within  the  last  year  in  a  military  position  that  required  the 
operation  of  a  commercial  motor  vehicle  (CMV).  Comments  on  both  notices  must 
be  received  on  or  before  August  1 1 ,  201 7.  AAMVA  member  jurisdictions  that 
submit  comments  to  either  NPRM  docket  are  encouraged  to  copy 
qovernmentaffairs@aamva.org  so  that  the  association  may  reflect  those 
comments  in  their  own. 
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FMCSA  Extends  Compliance  Date  for  Lease  and 
Interchange  of  Passenger-Carrying  Commercial  Motor 
Vehicles 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  extended  by  one 
year,  the  compliance  date  of  the  regulations  established  in  the  final  rule  for  the 
lease  and  interchange  of  passenger-carrying  commercial  motor  vehicles  which 
was  published  on  May  27,  201 5.  The  new  compliance  date  is  January  1 ,  201 9. 

The  agency  is  extending  the  compliance  date  by  an  additional  twelve  months  to 
allow  tiem  to  revise  the  regulations  while  ensuring  carriers  have  ample  time  to 
adjust  to  the  requirements  of  the  revisions. 

NHTSA  Forwards  ICR  On  Safety  Ratings  and  Advanced 
Crash  Avoidance  Technologies  Consumer  Research 
Survey  To  OMB 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  will  be  forwarding  an 
information  collection  request  (ICR)  on  Safety  Ratings  and  Advanced  Crash 
Avoidance  Technologies  Consumer  Research  to  OMB  for  review  and  comment. 
NHTSA  proposes  to  conduct  a  quantitative  online  survey  of  1,500  consumers  to 
explore  consumer  perception,  interest  and  understanding  of  the  5-star  safety 
ratings  (including  response  to  half  stars),  overall  vehicle  scores,  and  advanced 
crash  avoidance  technologies  information  to  support  the  development  of  consumer 
communications.  NHTSA  previously  conducted  two  comprehensive  consumer 
research  studies  in  2012  and  2014  to  better  understand  (1)  the  type  of  information 
consumers  seek  during  their  vehicle  purchase  decisions,  (2)  consumer 
comprehension  of  vehicle  safety  ratings,  and  (3)  consumer  knowledge  and  interest 
in  advanced  crash  avoidance  technologies  in  order  to  guide  NHTSA 
communications.  Comments  must  be  submitted  on  or  before  July  19,  2017. 


Senators  Release  Bipartisan  Principles  for  Self-Driving 
Vehicles  Legislation 

In  conjunction  with  a  June  14  Senate  Committee  on  Commerce,  Science  and 
Transportation  hearing  entitled,  "Paving  the  Way  for  Self-Driving  Vehicles",  United 
States  Senators  John  Thune  (R-SD),  Gary  Peters  (D-MI)  and  Bill  Nelson  (D-FL) 
have  released  principles  for  bipartisan  legislation  on  self-driving  vehicles.  The 
Senators  acknowledge  that  these  principles  will  serve  as  a  starting  point  for 
discussion  around  meaningful  legislation  on  self-driving  vehicles,  and  have 
indicated  that  they  will  continue  efforts  to  finalize  legislation.  Of  importance  to 
AAMVA  members  is  the  section  detailing  the  continued  reinforcement  of  federal 
and  state  roles.  AAMVA  has  been,  and  will  continue  to  be,  a  part  of  those 
discussions  in  both  the  House  and  the  Senate  as  legislation  is  developed. 

U.S.  Supreme  Court  Decides  Not  to  Hear  Electronic 
Logging  Device  Appeal 

U.S.  Supreme  Court  has  decided  not  to  review  an  appeal  brought  by  the  Owner- 
Operator  Independent  Drivers  Association  (OOIDA)  concerning  electronic  logging 
devices.  OOIDA  had  filed  the  petition  seeking  a  review  of  a  ruling  from  the  U.S. 
Court  of  Appeals  for  the  Seventh  Circuit  regarding  the  electronic  logging  device 
mandate.  The  court  had  ruled  against  the  organization  last  year  in  its  lawsuit 
against  the  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration.  The  OOIDA  brought 
about  the  lawsuit  over  privacy  concern  of  the  rule.

NMVTIS  State  Web  Interface  (SWI)  -  How  to  Correct  Title  and  Brand  Data  on  the 

Central  Site

In  the  past,  states  contacted  the  AAMVA  Help  Desk  directly  if  they  needed  to 
make  a  data  correction.  As  part  of  the  NMVTIS  reengineering  effort,  a  Help  Desk 
feature  was  created  to  allow  states  to  correct  their  title  and  brand  data  on  the 
central  site.  When  states  perform  their  own  data  corrections  the  timeliness  and 
accuracy  of  the  data  corrections  improves  substantially.

PennDOT  Introduces  "Next  Generation"  DL/IDs 

PennDOT  is  proud  to  introduce  the  "next  generation"  of  its  Pennsylvania  driver's 
license  and  photo  identification  (ID)  cards,  which  will  be  phased  in  over  the  next 
four  years  and  replace  the  current  products.  As  part  of  its  ongoing  efforts  to  help 
protect  customers  against  counterfeiting,  fraud  and  identity  theft,  PennDOT  has 
updated  the  design  and  enhanced  the  security  features  of  its  driver  license  and 
identification  card  products.  Over  the  last  22  months,  PennDOT  has  worked  with 
MorphoTrust  USA  on  planning,  design  and  deployment  of  this  major  new  security 
enhancement  initiative.  This  update  is  unrelated  to  the  REAL  ID  Act. 


Beginning  on  June  19,  2017,  PennDOT  will  begin  rolling  out  the  new 
Digital  Driver's  License  system,  with  a  pilot  program  at  the  Harrisburg 
Customer  Service  Center.  Since  there  are  71  Driver  License  Centers  and 
97  Photo  License  Centers  across  the  commonwealth,  PennDOT  is  using 
a  phased-in  approach.  Rollout  is  scheduled  to  be  completed  by  October 
2017. 

Both  current  and  new  card  designs  will  be  in  circulation  during  the 
transition  period. 

Current  cards  will  be  phased  out  during  the  normal  renewal  process  -  no 
need  to  replace  current  products,  although  customers  are  welcome  to  do 
so  by  requesting  a  duplicate  product  and  paying  the  appropriate  fee.

’Not  Specified'  Gender  Choice  Coming  to  Oregon  Driver 
Licenses 

Beginning  in  July,  Oregon  residents  will  have  the  option  to  mark  their  sex  as  "not 
specified"  on  their  application  for  a  driver  license,  instruction  permit  or 
identification  card.  Under  a  new  administrative  rule  approved  June  15  by  the 
Oregon  Transportation  Commission,  card  holders  who  do  not  wish  to  identify  as 
either  male  or  female  will  have  a  third  option  when  they  obtain,  renew  or  replace 
their  license,  instruction  permit  or  ID  card  at  Oregon  DMV.  An  X  will  appear 
instead  of  M  or  F  in  Oregon  driver  records  and  on  the  driver  license,  instruction 
permit  or  ID  card.  The  new  rule  came  about  after  an  Oregon  resident's  court  order 
authorized  a  sex  change  from  female  to  "non-binary."  In  order  to  comply  with  the 
order,  DMV  needed  about  a  year  to  implement  the  change.  Time  was  required  to 
study  state  laws,  update  computer  systems,  work  with  business  partners  such  as 
law  enforcement  and  courts,  and  change  administrative  rules.  Read  more  here. 

DC  DMV  to  Allow  Gender  Neutral  Identifier  on  Credentials 

On  or  about  June  26,  201 7,  the  District  of  Columbia  Department  of  Motor  Vehicles 
(DC  DMV)  will  begin  allowing  residents  to  choose  a  gender  neutral  identifier  for 
their  gender  designation.  The  gender  neutral  identifier  will  be  identified  by  a  "X" 
marker  on  both  the  driver  license  and  the  identification  card.  All  DC  DMV  related 
documents  (i.e.,  45  day  paper  temporary  credential,  learner  permit,  driver  record, 
etc)  which  currently  reflects  the  gender  will  now  reflect  either  a  "M"  for  male,  "F"  for 
female  or  "X"  for  unspecified/other.  This  initiative  is  part  of  DC  DMV's  FY17 
Performance  Plan  as  indicated  on  the  Office  of  the  City  Administrator's  website.

DHS  Rescinds  Memo  Creating  DAPA 

According  to  a  press  release.  United  States  Secretary  of  Homeland  Security  John 
Kelly  has  signed  a  memorandum  rescinding  the  November  20,  2014  memorandum 
that  created  the  program  known  as  Deferred  Action  for  Parents  of  Americans  and 
Lawful  Permanent  Residents  (DAPA)  because,  "there  is  no  credible  path  forward 
to  litigate  the  currently  enjoined  policy."  The  rescinded  memo  purported  to  provide 
a  path  for  illegal  aliens  with  a  U.S.  citizen  or  lawful  permanent  resident  child  to  be 
considered  for  deferred  action  and  included  criteria  that  must  be  satisfied  to  be 
considered  for  deferred  action.  According  to  the  press  release,  the  June  15,  2012 
memorandum  that  created  the  Deferred  Action  for  Childhood  Arrivals  (DACA) 
program  will  remain  in  effect. 

DHS  Issues  Real  ID  Extensions  Until  October  10,  2017 

The  United  States  Department  of  Homeland  Security  (DHS)  has  issued  a  new 
series  of  extensions  to  a  number  of  states  through  October  10,  2017  allowing 
Federal  agencies  to  accept  driver's  licenses  and  identification  cards  from  those 
states  granted  extensions  or  in  compliance.  DHS  has  updated  their  website  to 
reflect  the  current  status  of  states  and  territories  and  has  indicated  that  federal 
facilities  will  be  notified  of  appropriate  status.

The  Department  of  Transportation  (DOT)  announces  its  intent  to  forward  to  the 
Office  of  Management  and  Budget  a  request  to  renew  an  information  collection 
(ICR)  for  the  Transportation  Drug  and  Alcohol  Testing  programs.  The  information 
collection  will  be  used  to  document  tests  conducted  and  actions  taken  to  ensure 
safety  in  the  workplace  and/or  is  necessary  because  under  the  Omnibus 
Transportation  Employee  Testing  Act  of  1991 ,  the  DOT  is  required  to  implement  a 
drug  and  alcohol  testing  program  in  various  transportation-related  industries. 
Comments  to  this  notice  must  be  received  by  July  17,  2017. 

FHWA  Invites  Comment  On  Renewal  Of  ICR  On 
Certification  of  Enforcement  of  the  Heavy  Vehicle  Use 
Tax 

The  Federal  Highway  Administration  (FHWA)  invites  public  comments  about  its 
intention  to  request  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget's  (OMB)  approval  for 
renewal  of  an  existing  information  collection  on  Certification  of  Enforcement  of  the 
Heavy  Vehicle  Use  Tax.  Title  23  United  States  Code,  Section  141(c),  provides  that 
a  State's  apportionment  of  funds  under  23  U.S.C.  104(b)(1)  shall  be  reduced  in  an 
amount  up  to  8  percent  of  the  amount  to  be  apportioned  during  any  fiscal  year 
beginning  after  September  30,  1984,  if  vehicles  subject  to  the  Federal  heavy 
vehicle  use  tax  are  lawfully  registered  in  the  State  without  having  presented  proof 
of  payment  of  the  tax.  The  annual  certification  by  the  State  Governor  or  designated 
official  regarding  the  collection  of  the  heavy  vehicle  use  tax  serves  as  the  FHWA's 
primary  means  of  determining  State  compliance.  The  FHWA  has  determined  that 
an  annual  certification  of  compliance  by  each  State  is  the  least  obtrusive  means  of 
administering  the  provisions  of  the  legislative  mandate.  Comments  are  due  by 
August  18,  2017. 


FHWA  Invites  Comments  On  ICR  The  Inventory  of  State 
Compliance  on  Serious  Injury  Reporting  Using  the  Model 
Minimum  Uniform  Crash  Criteria 

The  Federal  Highway  Administration  (FHWA)  invites  public  comments  about  its 
intention  to  request  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget's  (OMB)  approval  of  a 
new  information  collection  on  the  Inventory  of  State  Compliance  on  Serious  Injury 
Reporting  Using  the  Model  Minimum  Uniform  Crash  Criteria  4th  Edition.  The 
MMUCC  provides  states  with  a  dataset  for  describing  crashes  of  motor  vehicles  in 
transport  that  generates  the  information  necessary  to  improve  highway  safety 
within  each  state,  and  nationally.  As  part  of  the  national  requirement  to  report 
serious  injuries  using  the  MMUCC  4th  Edition  definition,  the  FHWA  seeks  to 
determine  if  States  have  adopted  the  MMUCC  4th  edition  definition,  attribute  and 
coding  convention  by  the  required  April  15,  2019  date.  Comments  are  due  by 
August  18,  2017. 

FMCSA  Proposes  Rules  on  Commercial  Learner's  Permit 
(CLP)  Expiration  Date  and  Military  CDL  Skills  Test 
Waivers 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  issued  a  Notice  of 
Proposed  Rulemaking  (NPRM)  to  allow  States  to  issue  a  commercial  learner's 
permit  (CLP)  with  an  expiration  date  of  up  to  one  year  from  the  date  of  initial 
issuance.  CLPs  issued  for  shorter  periods  may  be  renewed  but  the  total  period  of 
time  between  the  date  of  initial  issuance  and  the  expiration  of  the  renewed  CLP 
cannot  exceed  one  year.  This  proposed  amendment  would  replace  the  current 
regulations,  which  require  the  States  to  issue  CLPs  initially  for  no  more  than  180 
days,  with  the  possibility  of  an  additional  180-day  renewal  at  the  State's 
discretion.  In  addition,  FMCSA  has  also  issued  an  NPRM  which  would  allow  State 
Driver  Licensing  Agencies  (SDLAs)  to  waive  the  requirements  for  the  commercial 
driver's  license  (CDL)  knowledge  tests  for  certain  individuals  who  are,  or  were, 
regularly  employed  within  the  last  year  in  a  military  position  that  required  the 
operation  of  a  commercial  motor  vehicle  (CMV).  Comments  on  both  notices  must 
be  received  on  or  before  August  1 1 ,  201 7.  AAMVA  member  jurisdictions  that 
submit  comments  to  either  NPRM  docket  are  encouraged  to  copy 
qovernmentaffairs@aamva.org  so  that  the  association  may  reflect  those 
comments  in  their  own. 
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FMCSA  Extends  Compliance  Date  for  Lease  and 
Interchange  of  Passenger-Carrying  Commercial  Motor 
Vehicles 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  extended  by  one 
year,  the  compliance  date  of  the  regulations  established  in  the  final  rule  for  the 
lease  and  interchange  of  passenger-carrying  commercial  motor  vehicles  which 
was  published  on  May  27,  201 5.  The  new  compliance  date  is  January  1 ,  201 9. 

The  agency  is  extending  the  compliance  date  by  an  additional  twelve  months  to 
allow  tiem  to  revise  the  regulations  while  ensuring  carriers  have  ample  time  to 
adjust  to  the  requirements  of  the  revisions. 

NHTSA  Forwards  ICR  On  Safety  Ratings  and  Advanced 
Crash  Avoidance  Technologies  Consumer  Research 
Survey  To  OMB 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  will  be  forwarding  an 
information  collection  request  (ICR)  on  Safety  Ratings  and  Advanced  Crash 
Avoidance  Technologies  Consumer  Research  to  OMB  for  review  and  comment. 
NHTSA  proposes  to  conduct  a  quantitative  online  survey  of  1,500  consumers  to 
explore  consumer  perception,  interest  and  understanding  of  the  5-star  safety 
ratings  (including  response  to  half  stars),  overall  vehicle  scores,  and  advanced 
crash  avoidance  technologies  information  to  support  the  development  of  consumer 
communications.  NHTSA  previously  conducted  two  comprehensive  consumer 
research  studies  in  2012  and  2014  to  better  understand  (1)  the  type  of  information 
consumers  seek  during  their  vehicle  purchase  decisions,  (2)  consumer 
comprehension  of  vehicle  safety  ratings,  and  (3)  consumer  knowledge  and  interest 
in  advanced  crash  avoidance  technologies  in  order  to  guide  NHTSA 
communications.  Comments  must  be  submitted  on  or  before  July  19,  2017. 


Senators  Release  Bipartisan  Principles  for  Self-Driving 
Vehicles  Legislation 

In  conjunction  with  a  June  14  Senate  Committee  on  Commerce,  Science  and 
Transportation  hearing  entitled,  "Paving  the  Way  for  Self-Driving  Vehicles",  United 
States  Senators  John  Thune  (R-SD),  Gary  Peters  (D-MI)  and  Bill  Nelson  (D-FL) 
have  released  principles  for  bipartisan  legislation  on  self-driving  vehicles.  The 
Senators  acknowledge  that  these  principles  will  serve  as  a  starting  point  for 
discussion  around  meaningful  legislation  on  self-driving  vehicles,  and  have 
indicated  that  they  will  continue  efforts  to  finalize  legislation.  Of  importance  to 
AAMVA  members  is  the  section  detailing  the  continued  reinforcement  of  federal 
and  state  roles.  AAMVA  has  been,  and  will  continue  to  be,  a  part  of  those 
discussions  in  both  the  House  and  the  Senate  as  legislation  is  developed. 

U.S.  Supreme  Court  Decides  Not  to  Hear  Electronic 
Logging  Device  Appeal 

U.S.  Supreme  Court  has  decided  not  to  review  an  appeal  brought  by  the  Owner- 
Operator  Independent  Drivers  Association  (OOIDA)  concerning  electronic  logging 
devices.  OOIDA  had  filed  the  petition  seeking  a  review  of  a  ruling  from  the  U.S. 
Court  of  Appeals  for  the  Seventh  Circuit  regarding  the  electronic  logging  device 
mandate.  The  court  had  ruled  against  the  organization  last  year  in  its  lawsuit 
against  the  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration.  The  OOIDA  brought 
about  the  lawsuit  over  privacy  concern  of  the  rule.

Deborah  Hersman  and  Mark  Chernoby,  Chief  Technical  Compliance  Officer  at 
FCA  N.V.  Today,  more  than  53  million  cars  on  the  road  have  open  recalls,  making 
this  an  urgent  issue  during  an  era  in  which  motor  vehicle  fatalities  are  increasing. 
The  NSC  estimates  that  at  least  40,000  people  died  in  crashes  in  2016  -  a  14 
percent  increase  since  2014,  and  the  steepest  two-year  rise  since  1964.

NMVTIS  State  Web  Interface  (SWI)  -  How  to  Correct  Title  and  Brand  Data  on  the

In  the  past,  states  contacted  the  AAMVA  Help  Desk  directly  if  they  needed  to 
make  a  data  correction.  As  part  of  the  NMVTIS  reengineering  effort,  a  Help  Desk 
feature  was  created  to  allow  states  to  correct  their  title  and  brand  data  on  the 
central  site.  When  states  perform  their  own  data  corrections  the  timeliness  and 
accuracy  of  the  data  corrections  improves  substantially.

JURISDICTION  NEWS 


PennDOT  Introduces  "Next  Generation"  DL/IDs 

PennDOT  is  proud  to  introduce  the  "next  generation"  of  its  Pennsylvania  driver's 
license  and  photo  identification  (ID)  cards,  which  will  be  phased  in  over  the  next 
four  years  and  replace  the  current  products.  As  part  of  its  ongoing  efforts  to  help 
protect  customers  against  counterfeiting,  fraud  and  identity  theft,  PennDOT  has 
updated  the  design  and  enhanced  the  security  features  of  its  driver  license  and 
identification  card  products.  Over  the  last  22  months,  PennDOT  has  worked  with 
MorphoTrust  USA  on  planning,  design  and  deployment  of  this  major  new  security 
enhancement  initiative.  This  update  is  unrelated  to  the  REAL  ID  Act. 


Beginning  on  June  19,  2017,  PennDOT  will  begin  rolling  out  the  new 
Digital  Driver's  License  system,  with  a  pilot  program  at  the  Harrisburg 
Customer  Service  Center.  Since  there  are  71  Driver  License  Centers  and 
97  Photo  License  Centers  across  the  commonwealth,  PennDOT  is  using 
a  phased-in  approach.  Rollout  is  scheduled  to  be  completed  by  October 
2017. 

Both  current  and  new  card  designs  will  be  in  circulation  during  the 
transition  period. 

Current  cards  will  be  phased  out  during  the  normal  renewal  process  -  no 
need  to  replace  current  products,  although  customers  are  welcome  to  do 
so  by  requesting  a  duplicate  product  and  paying  the  appropriate  fee.

’Not  Specified'  Gender  Choice  Coming  to  Oregon  Driver 
Licenses 

Beginning  in  July,  Oregon  residents  will  have  the  option  to  mark  their  sex  as  "not 
specified"  on  their  application  for  a  driver  license,  instruction  permit  or 
identification  card.  Under  a  new  administrative  rule  approved  June  15  by  the 
Oregon  Transportation  Commission,  card  holders  who  do  not  wish  to  identify  as 
either  male  or  female  will  have  a  third  option  when  they  obtain,  renew  or  replace 
their  license,  instruction  permit  or  ID  card  at  Oregon  DMV.  An  X  will  appear 
instead  of  M  or  F  in  Oregon  driver  records  and  on  the  driver  license,  instruction 
permit  or  ID  card.  The  new  rule  came  about  after  an  Oregon  resident's  court  order 
authorized  a  sex  change  from  female  to  "non-binary."  In  order  to  comply  with  the 
order,  DMV  needed  about  a  year  to  implement  the  change.  Time  was  required  to 
study  state  laws,  update  computer  systems,  work  with  business  partners  such  as 
law  enforcement  and  courts,  and  change  administrative  rules.  Read  more  here. 

DC  DMV  to  Allow  Gender  Neutral  Identifier  on  Credentials 

On  or  about  June  26,  201 7,  the  District  of  Columbia  Department  of  Motor  Vehicles 
(DC  DMV)  will  begin  allowing  residents  to  choose  a  gender  neutral  identifier  for 
their  gender  designation.  The  gender  neutral  identifier  will  be  identified  by  a  "X" 
marker  on  both  the  driver  license  and  the  identification  card.  All  DC  DMV  related 
documents  (i.e.,  45  day  paper  temporary  credential,  learner  permit,  driver  record, 
etc)  which  currently  reflects  the  gender  will  now  reflect  either  a  "M"  for  male,  "F"  for 
female  or  "X"  for  unspecified/other.  This  initiative  is  part  of  DC  DMV's  FY17 
Performance  Plan  as  indicated  on  the  Office  of  the  City  Administrator's  website.

DHS  Rescinds  Memo  Creating  DAPA 

According  to  a  press  release.  United  States  Secretary  of  Homeland  Security  John 
Kelly  has  signed  a  memorandum  rescinding  the  November  20,  2014  memorandum 
that  created  the  program  known  as  Deferred  Action  for  Parents  of  Americans  and 
Lawful  Permanent  Residents  (DAPA)  because,  "there  is  no  credible  path  forward 
to  litigate  the  currently  enjoined  policy."  The  rescinded  memo  purported  to  provide 
a  path  for  illegal  aliens  with  a  U.S.  citizen  or  lawful  permanent  resident  child  to  be 
considered  for  deferred  action  and  included  criteria  that  must  be  satisfied  to  be 
considered  for  deferred  action.  According  to  the  press  release,  the  June  15,  2012 
memorandum  that  created  the  Deferred  Action  for  Childhood  Arrivals  (DACA) 
program  will  remain  in  effect. 

DHS  Issues  Real  ID  Extensions  Until  October  10,  2017 

The  United  States  Department  of  Homeland  Security  (DHS)  has  issued  a  new 
series  of  extensions  to  a  number  of  states  through  October  10,  2017  allowing 
Federal  agencies  to  accept  driver's  licenses  and  identification  cards  from  those 
states  granted  extensions  or  in  compliance.  DHS  has  updated  their  website  to 
reflect  the  current  status  of  states  and  territories  and  has  indicated  that  federal 
facilities  will  be  notified  of  appropriate  status.

The  Department  of  Transportation  (DOT)  announces  its  intent  to  forward  to  the 
Office  of  Management  and  Budget  a  request  to  renew  an  information  collection 
(ICR)  for  the  Transportation  Drug  and  Alcohol  Testing  programs.  The  information 
collection  will  be  used  to  document  tests  conducted  and  actions  taken  to  ensure 
safety  in  the  workplace  and/or  is  necessary  because  under  the  Omnibus 
Transportation  Employee  Testing  Act  of  1991 ,  the  DOT  is  required  to  implement  a 
drug  and  alcohol  testing  program  in  various  transportation-related  industries. 
Comments  to  this  notice  must  be  received  by  July  17,  2017. 

FHWA  Invites  Comment  On  Renewal  Of  ICR  On 
Certification  of  Enforcement  of  the  Heavy  Vehicle  Use 
Tax 

The  Federal  Highway  Administration  (FHWA)  invites  public  comments  about  its 
intention  to  request  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget's  (OMB)  approval  for 
renewal  of  an  existing  information  collection  on  Certification  of  Enforcement  of  the 
Heavy  Vehicle  Use  Tax.  Title  23  United  States  Code,  Section  141(c),  provides  that 
a  State's  apportionment  of  funds  under  23  U.S.C.  104(b)(1)  shall  be  reduced  in  an 
amount  up  to  8  percent  of  the  amount  to  be  apportioned  during  any  fiscal  year 
beginning  after  September  30,  1984,  if  vehicles  subject  to  the  Federal  heavy 
vehicle  use  tax  are  lawfully  registered  in  the  State  without  having  presented  proof 
of  payment  of  the  tax.  The  annual  certification  by  the  State  Governor  or  designated 
official  regarding  the  collection  of  the  heavy  vehicle  use  tax  serves  as  the  FHWA's 
primary  means  of  determining  State  compliance.  The  FHWA  has  determined  that 
an  annual  certification  of  compliance  by  each  State  is  the  least  obtrusive  means  of 
administering  the  provisions  of  the  legislative  mandate.  Comments  are  due  by 
August  18,  2017. 


FHWA  Invites  Comments  On  ICR  The  Inventory  of  State 
Compliance  on  Serious  Injury  Reporting  Using  the  Model 
Minimum  Uniform  Crash  Criteria 

The  Federal  Highway  Administration  (FHWA)  invites  public  comments  about  its 
intention  to  request  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget's  (OMB)  approval  of  a 
new  information  collection  on  the  Inventory  of  State  Compliance  on  Serious  Injury 
Reporting  Using  the  Model  Minimum  Uniform  Crash  Criteria  4th  Edition.  The 
MMUCC  provides  states  with  a  dataset  for  describing  crashes  of  motor  vehicles  in 
transport  that  generates  the  information  necessary  to  improve  highway  safety 
within  each  state,  and  nationally.  As  part  of  the  national  requirement  to  report 
serious  injuries  using  the  MMUCC  4th  Edition  definition,  the  FHWA  seeks  to 
determine  if  States  have  adopted  the  MMUCC  4th  edition  definition,  attribute  and 
coding  convention  by  the  required  April  15,  2019  date.  Comments  are  due  by 
August  18,  2017. 

FMCSA  Proposes  Rules  on  Commercial  Learner's  Permit 
(CLP)  Expiration  Date  and  Military  CDL  Skills  Test 
Waivers 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  issued  a  Notice  of 
Proposed  Rulemaking  (NPRM)  to  allow  States  to  issue  a  commercial  learner's 
permit  (CLP)  with  an  expiration  date  of  up  to  one  year  from  the  date  of  initial 
issuance.  CLPs  issued  for  shorter  periods  may  be  renewed  but  the  total  period  of 
time  between  the  date  of  initial  issuance  and  the  expiration  of  the  renewed  CLP 
cannot  exceed  one  year.  This  proposed  amendment  would  replace  the  current 
regulations,  which  require  the  States  to  issue  CLPs  initially  for  no  more  than  180 
days,  with  the  possibility  of  an  additional  180-day  renewal  at  the  State's 
discretion.  In  addition,  FMCSA  has  also  issued  an  NPRM  which  would  allow  State 
Driver  Licensing  Agencies  (SDLAs)  to  waive  the  requirements  for  the  commercial 
driver's  license  (CDL)  knowledge  tests  for  certain  individuals  who  are,  or  were, 
regularly  employed  within  the  last  year  in  a  military  position  that  required  the 
operation  of  a  commercial  motor  vehicle  (CMV).  Comments  on  both  notices  must 
be  received  on  or  before  August  1 1 ,  201 7.  AAMVA  member  jurisdictions  that 
submit  comments  to  either  NPRM  docket  are  encouraged  to  copy 
qovernmentaffairs@aamva.org  so  that  the  association  may  reflect  those 
comments  in  their  own. 
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FMCSA  Extends  Compliance  Date  for  Lease  and 
Interchange  of  Passenger-Carrying  Commercial  Motor 
Vehicles 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  extended  by  one 
year,  the  compliance  date  of  the  regulations  established  in  the  final  rule  for  the 
lease  and  interchange  of  passenger-carrying  commercial  motor  vehicles  which 
was  published  on  May  27,  201 5.  The  new  compliance  date  is  January  1 ,  201 9. 

The  agency  is  extending  the  compliance  date  by  an  additional  twelve  months  to 
allow  tiem  to  revise  the  regulations  while  ensuring  carriers  have  ample  time  to 
adjust  to  the  requirements  of  the  revisions. 

NHTSA  Forwards  ICR  On  Safety  Ratings  and  Advanced 
Crash  Avoidance  Technologies  Consumer  Research 
Survey  To  OMB 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  will  be  forwarding  an 
information  collection  request  (ICR)  on  Safety  Ratings  and  Advanced  Crash 
Avoidance  Technologies  Consumer  Research  to  OMB  for  review  and  comment. 
NHTSA  proposes  to  conduct  a  quantitative  online  survey  of  1,500  consumers  to 
explore  consumer  perception,  interest  and  understanding  of  the  5-star  safety 
ratings  (including  response  to  half  stars),  overall  vehicle  scores,  and  advanced 
crash  avoidance  technologies  information  to  support  the  development  of  consumer 
communications.  NHTSA  previously  conducted  two  comprehensive  consumer 
research  studies  in  2012  and  2014  to  better  understand  (1)  the  type  of  information 
consumers  seek  during  their  vehicle  purchase  decisions,  (2)  consumer 
comprehension  of  vehicle  safety  ratings,  and  (3)  consumer  knowledge  and  interest 
in  advanced  crash  avoidance  technologies  in  order  to  guide  NHTSA 
communications.  Comments  must  be  submitted  on  or  before  July  19,  2017. 


Senators  Release  Bipartisan  Principles  for  Self-Driving 
Vehicles  Legislation 

In  conjunction  with  a  June  14  Senate  Committee  on  Commerce,  Science  and 
Transportation  hearing  entitled,  "Paving  the  Way  for  Self-Driving  Vehicles",  United 
States  Senators  John  Thune  (R-SD),  Gary  Peters  (D-MI)  and  Bill  Nelson  (D-FL) 
have  released  principles  for  bipartisan  legislation  on  self-driving  vehicles.  The 
Senators  acknowledge  that  these  principles  will  serve  as  a  starting  point  for 
discussion  around  meaningful  legislation  on  self-driving  vehicles,  and  have 
indicated  that  they  will  continue  efforts  to  finalize  legislation.  Of  importance  to 
AAMVA  members  is  the  section  detailing  the  continued  reinforcement  of  federal 
and  state  roles.  AAMVA  has  been,  and  will  continue  to  be,  a  part  of  those 
discussions  in  both  the  House  and  the  Senate  as  legislation  is  developed. 

U.S.  Supreme  Court  Decides  Not  to  Hear  Electronic 
Logging  Device  Appeal 

U.S.  Supreme  Court  has  decided  not  to  review  an  appeal  brought  by  the  Owner- 
Operator  Independent  Drivers  Association  (OOIDA)  concerning  electronic  logging 
devices.  OOIDA  had  filed  the  petition  seeking  a  review  of  a  ruling  from  the  U.S. 
Court  of  Appeals  for  the  Seventh  Circuit  regarding  the  electronic  logging  device 
mandate.  The  court  had  ruled  against  the  organization  last  year  in  its  lawsuit 
against  the  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration.  The  OOIDA  brought 
about  the  lawsuit  over  privacy  concern  of  the  rule.

Deborah  Hersman  and  Mark  Chernoby,  Chief  Technical  Compliance  Officer  at 
FCA  N.V.  Today,  more  than  53  million  cars  on  the  road  have  open  recalls,  making 
this  an  urgent  issue  during  an  era  in  which  motor  vehicle  fatalities  are  increasing. 
The  NSC  estimates  that  at  least  40,000  people  died  in  crashes  in  2016  -  a  14 
percent  increase  since  2014,  and  the  steepest  two-year  rise  since  1964.

PennDOT  Introduces  "Next  Generation"  DL/IDs 
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PennDOT  is  proud  to  introduce  the  "next  generation"  of  its  Pennsylvania  driver's  license  and  photo 
identification  (ID)  cards,  which  will  be  phased  in  over  the  next  four  years  and  replace  the  current 
products.  As  part  of  its  ongoing  efforts  to  help  protect  customers  against  counterfeiting,  fraud  and 
identity  theft,  PennDOT  has  updated  the  design  and  enhanced  the  security  features  of  its  driver 
license  and  identification  card  products.  Over  the  last  22  months,  PennDOT  has  worked  with 
MorphoT rust  USA  on  planning,  design  and  deployment  of  this  major  new  security  enhancement 
initiative.  This  update  is  unrelated  to  the  REAL  ID  Act. 

•  Beginning  on  June  19,  2017,  PennDOT  will  begin  rolling  out  the  new  Digital  Driver's  License 
system,  with  a  pilot  program  at  the  Harrisburg  Customer  Service  Center.  Since  there  are  71  Driver 
License  Centers  and  97  Photo  License  Centers  across  the  commonwealth,  PennDOT  is  using  a 
phased-in  approach.  Rollout  is  scheduled  to  be  completed  by  October  2017. 

•  Both  current  and  new  card  designs  will  be  in  circulation  during  the  transition  period. 

•  Current  cards  will  be  phased  out  during  the  normal  renewal  process  -  no  need  to  replace  current 
products,  although  customers  are  welcome  to  do  so  by  requesting  a  duplicate  product  and  paying 
the  appropriate  fee.

'Not  Specified'  Gender  Choice  Coming  to  Oregon  Driver  Licenses 

Beginning  in  July,  Oregon  residents  will  have  the  option  to  mark  their  sex  as  "not  specified"  on  their 
application  for  a  driver  license,  instruction  permit  or  identification  card.  Under  a  new  administrative 
rule  approved  June  15  by  the  Oregon  Transportation  Commission,  card  holders  who  do  not  wish  to 
identify  as  either  male  or  female  will  have  a  third  option  when  they  obtain,  renew  or  replace  their 
license,  instruction  permit  or  ID  card  at  Oregon  DMV.  An  X  will  appear  instead  of  M  or  F  in  Oregon 
driver  records  and  on  the  driver  license,  instruction  permit  or  ID  card.  The  new  rule  came  about  after 
an  Oregon  resident's  court  order  authorized  a  sex  change  from  female  to  "non-binary."  In  order  to 
comply  with  the  order,  DMV  needed  about  a  year  to  implement  the  change.  Time  was  required  to 
study  state  laws,  update  computer  systems,  work  with  business  partners  such  as  law  enforcement 
and  courts,  and  change  administrative  rules.  Read  more  here. 

DC  DMV  to  Allow  Gender  Neutral  Identifier  on  Credentials 

On  or  about  June  26,  2017,  the  District  of  Columbia  Department  of  Motor  Vehicles  (DC  DMV)  will 
begin  allowing  residents  to  choose  a  gender  neutral  identifier  for  their  gender  designation.  The 
gender  neutral  identifier  will  be  identified  by  a  "X"  marker  on  both  the  driver  license  and  the 
identification  card.  All  DC  DMV  related  documents  (i.e.,  45  day  paper  temporary  credential,  learner 
permit,  driver  record,  etc)  which  currently  reflects  the  gender  will  now  reflect  either  a  "M"  for  male,  "F" 
for  female  or  "X"  for  unspecified/other.  This  initiative  is  part  of  DC  DMV's  FY17  Performance  Plan  as 
indicated  on  the  Office  of  the  City  Administrator's  website.

DHS  Rescinds  Memo  Creating  DAPA 

According  to  a  press  release.  United  States  Secretary  of  Homeland  Security  John  Kelly  has  signed  a 
memorandum  rescinding  the  November  20,  2014  memorandum  that  created  the  program  known  as 
Deferred  Action  for  Parents  of  Americans  and  Lawful  Permanent  Residents  (DAPA)  because,  "there 
is  no  credible  path  forward  to  litigate  the  currently  enjoined  policy."  The  rescinded  memo  purported  to 
provide  a  path  for  illegal  aliens  with  a  U.S.  citizen  or  lawful  permanent  resident  child  to  be  considered 
for  deferred  action  and  included  criteria  that  must  be  satisfied  to  be  considered  for  deferred 
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action.  According  to  the  press  release,  the  June  15,  2012  memorandum  that  created  the  Deferred 
Action  for  Childhood  Arrivals  (DACA)  program  will  remain  in  effect. 

DHS  Issues  Real  ID  Extensions  Until  October  10,  2017 

The  United  States  Department  of  Homeland  Security  (DHS)  has  issued  a  new  series  of  extensions  to 
a  number  of  states  through  October  10,  2017  allowing  Federal  agencies  to  accept  driver's  licenses 
and  identification  cards  from  those  states  granted  extensions  or  in  compliance.  DHS  has  updated 
their  website  to  reflect  the  current  status  of  states  and  territories  and  has  indicated  that  federal 
facilities  will  be  notified  of  appropriate  status.

ICR  to  OMB 

The  Department  of  Transportation  (DOT)  announces  its  intent  to  forward  to  the  Office  of  Management 
and  Budget  a  request  to  renew  an  information  collection  (ICR)  for  the  T ransportation  Drug  and 
Alcohol  Testing  programs.  The  information  collection  will  be  used  to  document  tests  conducted  and 
actions  taken  to  ensure  safety  in  the  workplace  and/or  is  necessary  because  under  the  Omnibus 
Transportation  Employee  Testing  Act  of  1991,  the  DOT  is  required  to  implement  a  drug  and  alcohol 
testing  program  in  various  transportation-related  industries.  Comments  to  this  notice  must  be 
received  by  July  17,  2017. 

FHWA  Invites  Comment  On  Renewal  Of  ICR  On  Certification  of  Enforcement  of  the  Heavy 
Vehicle  Use  Tax 

The  Federal  Highway  Administration  (FHWA)  invites  public  comments  about  its  intention  to  request 
the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget's  (OMB)  approval  for  renewal  of  an  existing  information 
collection  on  Certification  of  Enforcement  of  the  Heavy  Vehicle  Use  Tax.  Title  23  United  States  Code, 
Section  141(c),  provides  that  a  State's  apportionment  of  funds  under  23  U.S.C.  104(b)(1)  shall  be 
reduced  in  an  amount  up  to  8  percent  of  the  amount  to  be  apportioned  during  any  fiscal  year 
beginning  after  September  30,  1 984,  if  vehicles  subject  to  the  Federal  heavy  vehicle  use  tax  are 
lawfully  registered  in  the  State  without  having  presented  proof  of  payment  of  the  tax.  The  annual 
certification  by  the  State  Governor  or  designated  official  regarding  the  collection  of  the  heavy  vehicle 
use  tax  serves  as  the  FHWA's  primary  means  of  determining  State  compliance.  The  FHWA  has 
determined  that  an  annual  certification  of  compliance  by  each  State  is  the  least  obtrusive  means  of 
administering  the  provisions  of  the  legislative  mandate.  Comments  are  due  by  August  18,  2017. 
FHWA  Invites  Comments  On  ICR  The  Inventory  of  State  Compliance  on  Serious  Injury 
Reporting  Using  the  Model  Minimum  Uniform  Crash  Criteria 

The  Federal  Highway  Administration  (FHWA)  invites  public  comments  about  its  intention  to  request 
the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget's  (OMB)  approval  of  a  new  information  collection  on  the 
Inventory  of  State  Compliance  on  Serious  Injury  Reporting  Using  the  Model  Minimum  Uniform  Crash 
Criteria  4th  Edition.  The  MMUCC  provides  states  with  a  dataset  for  describing  crashes  of  motor 
vehicles  in  transport  that  generates  the  information  necessary  to  improve  highway  safety  within  each 
state,  and  nationally.  As  part  of  the  national  requirement  to  report  serious  injuries  using  the  MMUCC 
4th  Edition  definition,  the  FHWA  seeks  to  determine  if  States  have  adopted  the  MMUCC  4th  edition 
definition,  attribute  and  coding  convention  by  the  required  April  15,  2019  date.  Comments  are  due  by 
August  18,  2017. 

FMCSA  Proposes  Rules  on  Commercial  Learner's  Permit  (CLP)  Expiration  Date  and  Military 
CDL  Skills  Test  Waivers 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  issued  a  Notice  of  Proposed 
Rulemaking  (NPRM)  to  allow  States  to  issue  a  commercial  learner's  permit  (CLP)  with  an  expiration 
date  of  up  to  one  year  from  the  date  of  initial  issuance.  CLPs  issued  for  shorter  periods  may  be 
renewed  but  the  total  period  of  time  between  the  date  of  initial  issuance  and  the  expiration  of  the 
renewed  CLP  cannot  exceed  one  year.  This  proposed  amendment  would  replace  the  current 
regulations,  which  require  the  States  to  issue  CLPs  initially  for  no  more  than  180  days,  with  the 
possibility  of  an  additional  180-day  renewal  at  the  State's  discretion.  In  addition,  FMCSA  has  also 
issued  an  NPRM  which  would  allow  State  Driver  Licensing  Agencies  (SDLAs)  to  waive  the

are,  or  were,  regularly  employed  within  the  last  year  in  a  military  position  that  required  the  operation 
of  a  commercial  motor  vehicle  (CMV).

AAMVA  member  jurisdictions  that  submit  comments  to  either  NPRM  docket  are 
encouraged  to  copy  qovernmentaffairs@aamva.orq  so  that  the  association  may  reflect  those 
comments  in  their  own. 

FMCSA  Extends  Compliance  Date  for  Lease  and  Interchange  of  Passenger-Carrying 
Commercial  Motor  Vehicles 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  extended  by  one  year,  the  compliance 
date  of  the  regulations  established  in  the  final  rule  for  the  lease  and  interchange  of  passenger¬ 
carrying  commercial  motor  vehicles  which  was  published  on  May  27,  2015.  The  new  compliance  date 
is  January  1 , 2019.  The  agency  is  extending  the  compliance  date  by  an  additional  twelve  months  to 
allow  tiem  to  revise  the  regulations  while  ensuring  carriers  have  ample  time  to  adjust  to  the 
requirements  of  the  revisions. 

NHTSA  Forwards  ICR  On  Safety  Ratings  and  Advanced  Crash  Avoidance  Technologies 
Consumer  Research  Survey  To  OMB 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  will  be  forwarding  an  information 
collection  request  (ICR)  on  Safety  Ratings  and  Advanced  Crash  Avoidance  Technologies  Consumer 
Research  to  OMB  for  review  and  comment.  NHTSA  proposes  to  conduct  a  quantitative  online  survey 
of  1 ,500  consumers  to  explore  consumer  perception,  interest  and  understanding  of  the  5-star  safety 
ratings  (including  response  to  half  stars),  overall  vehicle  scores,  and  advanced  crash  avoidance 
technologies  information  to  support  the  development  of  consumer  communications.  NHTSA 
previously  conducted  two  comprehensive  consumer  research  studies  in  2012  and  2014  to  better 
understand  (1)  the  type  of  information  consumers  seek  during  their  vehicle  purchase  decisions,  (2) 
consumer  comprehension  of  vehicle  safety  ratings,  and  (3)  consumer  knowledge  and  interest  in 
advanced  crash  avoidance  technologies  in  order  to  guide  NHTSA  communications.  Comments  must 
be  submitted  on  or  before  July  19,  2017. 

Senators  Release  Bipartisan  Principles  for  Self-Driving  Vehicles  Legislation 

In  conjunction  with  a  June  14  Senate  Committee  on  Commerce,  Science  and  Transportation  hearing 
entitled,  "Paving  the  Way  for  Self-Driving  Vehicles",  United  States  Senators  John  Thune  (R-SD),  Gary 
Peters  (D-MI)  and  Bill  Nelson  (D-FL)  have  released  principles  for  bipartisan  legislation  on  self-driving 
vehicles.  The  Senators  acknowledge  that  these  principles  will  serve  as  a  starting  point  for  discussion 
around  meaningful  legislation  on  self-driving  vehicles,  and  have  indicated  that  they  will  continue 
efforts  to  finalize  legislation.  Of  importance  to  AAMVA  members  is  the  section  detailing  the  continued 
reinforcement  of  federal  and  state  roles.  AAMVA  has  been,  and  will  continue  to  be,  a  part  of  those 
discussions  in  both  the  House  and  the  Senate  as  legislation  is  developed. 

U.S.  Supreme  Court  Decides  Not  to  Hear  Electronic  Logging  Device  Appeal 
U.S.  Supreme  Court  has  decided  not  to  review  an  appeal  brought  by  the  Owner-Operator 
Independent  Drivers  Association  (OOIDA)  concerning  electronic  logging  devices.  OOIDA  had  filed  the 
petition  seeking  a  review  of  a  ruling  from  the  U.S.  Court  of  Appeals  for  the  Seventh  Circuit  regarding 
the  electronic  logging  device  mandate.  The  court  had  ruled  against  the  organization  last  year  in  its 
lawsuit  against  the  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration.  The  OOIDA  brought  about  the 
lawsuit  over  privacy  concern  of  the  rule. 
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NSC  and  FCA  US  to  Unveil  Check  to  Protect  Safety  Initiative 

The  National  Safety  Council  (NSC)  and  founding  coalition  partner,  FCA  US,  will  jointly  announce  an 
exciting  new  consumer  and  automotive  safety  initiative  -  Check  to  ProtectTM  -  on  Thursday,  June 
22,  at  1 0:00  a.m.  EDT  at  the  National  Press  Club.  If  you  would  like  to  attend,  please  RSVP  by 
Monday,  June  19,  to  Kellv.nantel@nsc.org.  The  national  campaign  encourages  vehicle  owners  to 
check  for  open  recalls  and  take  the  necessary  action  to  have  them  repaired  for  free  at  dealers.  The 
effort  will  be  unveiled  by  National  Safety  Council  President  and  CEO  Deborah  Hersman  and  Mark 
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Chernoby,  Chief  Technical  Compliance  Officer  at  FCA  N.V.  Today,  more  than  53  million  cars  on  the 
road  have  open  recalls,  making  this  an  urgent  issue  during  an  era  in  which  motor  vehicle  fatalities  are 
increasing.

’Not  Specified'  Gender  Choice  Coming  to  Oregon  Driver 
Licenses 

Beginning  in  July,  Oregon  residents  will  have  the  option  to  mark  their  sex  as  "not 
specified"  on  their  application  for  a  driver  license,  instruction  permit  or 
identification  card.  Under  a  new  administrative  rule  approved  June  15  by  the 
Oregon  Transportation  Commission,  card  holders  who  do  not  wish  to  identify  as 
either  male  or  female  will  have  a  third  option  when  they  obtain,  renew  or  replace 
their  license,  instruction  permit  or  ID  card  at  Oregon  DMV.  An  X  will  appear 
instead  of  M  or  F  in  Oregon  driver  records  and  on  the  driver  license,  instruction 
permit  or  ID  card.  The  new  rule  came  about  after  an  Oregon  resident's  court  order 
authorized  a  sex  change  from  female  to  "non-binary."  In  order  to  comply  with  the 
order,  DMV  needed  about  a  year  to  implement  the  change.  Time  was  required  to 
study  state  laws,  update  computer  systems,  work  with  business  partners  such  as 
law  enforcement  and  courts,  and  change  administrative  rules.  Read  more  here. 

DC  DMV  to  Allow  Gender  Neutral  Identifier  on  Credentials 

On  or  about  June  26,  201 7,  the  District  of  Columbia  Department  of  Motor  Vehicles 
(DC  DMV)  will  begin  allowing  residents  to  choose  a  gender  neutral  identifier  for 
their  gender  designation.  The  gender  neutral  identifier  will  be  identified  by  a  "X" 
marker  on  both  the  driver  license  and  the  identification  card.  All  DC  DMV  related 
documents  (i.e.,  45  day  paper  temporary  credential,  learner  permit,  driver  record, 
etc)  which  currently  reflects  the  gender  will  now  reflect  either  a  "M"  for  male,  "F"  for 
female  or  "X"  for  unspecified/other.  This  initiative  is  part  of  DC  DMV's  FY17 
Performance  Plan  as  indicated  on  the  Office  of  the  City  Administrator's  website.

FEDERAL  NEWS 


DHS  Rescinds  Memo  Creating  DAPA 

According  to  a  press  release.  United  States  Secretary  of  Homeland  Security  John 
Kelly  has  signed  a  memorandum  rescinding  the  November  20,  2014  memorandum 
that  created  the  program  known  as  Deferred  Action  for  Parents  of  Americans  and 
Lawful  Permanent  Residents  (DAPA)  because,  "there  is  no  credible  path  forward 
to  litigate  the  currently  enjoined  policy."  The  rescinded  memo  purported  to  provide 
a  path  for  illegal  aliens  with  a  U.S.  citizen  or  lawful  permanent  resident  child  to  be 
considered  for  deferred  action  and  included  criteria  that  must  be  satisfied  to  be 
considered  for  deferred  action.  According  to  the  press  release,  the  June  15,  2012 
memorandum  that  created  the  Deferred  Action  for  Childhood  Arrivals  (DACA) 
program  will  remain  in  effect. 

DHS  Issues  Real  ID  Extensions  Until  October  10,  2017 

The  United  States  Department  of  Homeland  Security  (DHS)  has  issued  a  new 
series  of  extensions  to  a  number  of  states  through  October  10,  2017  allowing 
Federal  agencies  to  accept  driver's  licenses  and  identification  cards  from  those 
states  granted  extensions  or  in  compliance.  DHS  has  updated  their  website  to 
reflect  the  current  status  of  states  and  territories  and  has  indicated  that  federal 
facilities  will  be  notified  of  appropriate  status.

The  Department  of  Transportation  (DOT)  announces  its  intent  to  forward  to  the 
Office  of  Management  and  Budget  a  request  to  renew  an  information  collection 
(ICR)  for  the  Transportation  Drug  and  Alcohol  Testing  programs.  The  information 
collection  will  be  used  to  document  tests  conducted  and  actions  taken  to  ensure 
safety  in  the  workplace  and/or  is  necessary  because  under  the  Omnibus 
Transportation  Employee  Testing  Act  of  1991 ,  the  DOT  is  required  to  implement  a 
drug  and  alcohol  testing  program  in  various  transportation-related  industries. 
Comments  to  this  notice  must  be  received  by  July  17,  2017. 

FHWA  Invites  Comment  On  Renewal  Of  ICR  On 
Certification  of  Enforcement  of  the  Heavy  Vehicle  Use 
Tax 

The  Federal  Highway  Administration  (FHWA)  invites  public  comments  about  its 
intention  to  request  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget's  (OMB)  approval  for 
renewal  of  an  existing  information  collection  on  Certification  of  Enforcement  of  the 
Heavy  Vehicle  Use  Tax.  Title  23  United  States  Code,  Section  141(c),  provides  that 
a  State's  apportionment  of  funds  under  23  U.S.C.  104(b)(1)  shall  be  reduced  in  an 
amount  up  to  8  percent  of  the  amount  to  be  apportioned  during  any  fiscal  year 
beginning  after  September  30,  1984,  if  vehicles  subject  to  the  Federal  heavy 
vehicle  use  tax  are  lawfully  registered  in  the  State  without  having  presented  proof 
of  payment  of  the  tax.  The  annual  certification  by  the  State  Governor  or  designated 
official  regarding  the  collection  of  the  heavy  vehicle  use  tax  serves  as  the  FHWA's 
primary  means  of  determining  State  compliance.  The  FHWA  has  determined  that 
an  annual  certification  of  compliance  by  each  State  is  the  least  obtrusive  means  of 
administering  the  provisions  of  the  legislative  mandate.  Comments  are  due  by 
August  18,  2017. 


FHWA  Invites  Comments  On  ICR  The  Inventory  of  State 
Compliance  on  Serious  Injury  Reporting  Using  the  Model 
Minimum  Uniform  Crash  Criteria 

The  Federal  Highway  Administration  (FHWA)  invites  public  comments  about  its 
intention  to  request  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget's  (OMB)  approval  of  a 
new  information  collection  on  the  Inventory  of  State  Compliance  on  Serious  Injury 
Reporting  Using  the  Model  Minimum  Uniform  Crash  Criteria  4th  Edition.  The 
MMUCC  provides  states  with  a  dataset  for  describing  crashes  of  motor  vehicles  in 
transport  that  generates  the  information  necessary  to  improve  highway  safety 
within  each  state,  and  nationally.  As  part  of  the  national  requirement  to  report 
serious  injuries  using  the  MMUCC  4th  Edition  definition,  the  FHWA  seeks  to 
determine  if  States  have  adopted  the  MMUCC  4th  edition  definition,  attribute  and 
coding  convention  by  the  required  April  15,  2019  date.  Comments  are  due  by 
August  18,  2017. 

FMCSA  Proposes  Rules  on  Commercial  Learner's  Permit 
(CLP)  Expiration  Date  and  Military  CDL  Skills  Test 
Waivers 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  issued  a  Notice  of 
Proposed  Rulemaking  (NPRM)  to  allow  States  to  issue  a  commercial  learner's 
permit  (CLP)  with  an  expiration  date  of  up  to  one  year  from  the  date  of  initial 
issuance.  CLPs  issued  for  shorter  periods  may  be  renewed  but  the  total  period  of 
time  between  the  date  of  initial  issuance  and  the  expiration  of  the  renewed  CLP 
cannot  exceed  one  year.  This  proposed  amendment  would  replace  the  current 
regulations,  which  require  the  States  to  issue  CLPs  initially  for  no  more  than  180 
days,  with  the  possibility  of  an  additional  180-day  renewal  at  the  State's 
discretion.  In  addition,  FMCSA  has  also  issued  an  NPRM  which  would  allow  State 
Driver  Licensing  Agencies  (SDLAs)  to  waive  the  requirements  for  the  commercial 
driver's  license  (CDL)  knowledge  tests  for  certain  individuals  who  are,  or  were, 
regularly  employed  within  the  last  year  in  a  military  position  that  required  the 
operation  of  a  commercial  motor  vehicle  (CMV).  Comments  on  both  notices  must 
be  received  on  or  before  August  1 1 ,  201 7.  AAMVA  member  jurisdictions  that 
submit  comments  to  either  NPRM  docket  are  encouraged  to  copy 
qovernmentaffairs@aamva.org  so  that  the  association  may  reflect  those 
comments  in  their  own. 
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FMCSA  Extends  Compliance  Date  for  Lease  and 
Interchange  of  Passenger-Carrying  Commercial  Motor 
Vehicles 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  extended  by  one 
year,  the  compliance  date  of  the  regulations  established  in  the  final  rule  for  the 
lease  and  interchange  of  passenger-carrying  commercial  motor  vehicles  which 
was  published  on  May  27,  201 5.  The  new  compliance  date  is  January  1 ,  201 9. 

The  agency  is  extending  the  compliance  date  by  an  additional  twelve  months  to 
allow  tiem  to  revise  the  regulations  while  ensuring  carriers  have  ample  time  to 
adjust  to  the  requirements  of  the  revisions. 

NHTSA  Forwards  ICR  On  Safety  Ratings  and  Advanced 
Crash  Avoidance  Technologies  Consumer  Research 
Survey  To  OMB 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  will  be  forwarding  an 
information  collection  request  (ICR)  on  Safety  Ratings  and  Advanced  Crash 
Avoidance  Technologies  Consumer  Research  to  OMB  for  review  and  comment. 
NHTSA  proposes  to  conduct  a  quantitative  online  survey  of  1,500  consumers  to 
explore  consumer  perception,  interest  and  understanding  of  the  5-star  safety 
ratings  (including  response  to  half  stars),  overall  vehicle  scores,  and  advanced 
crash  avoidance  technologies  information  to  support  the  development  of  consumer 
communications.  NHTSA  previously  conducted  two  comprehensive  consumer 
research  studies  in  2012  and  2014  to  better  understand  (1)  the  type  of  information 
consumers  seek  during  their  vehicle  purchase  decisions,  (2)  consumer 
comprehension  of  vehicle  safety  ratings,  and  (3)  consumer  knowledge  and  interest 
in  advanced  crash  avoidance  technologies  in  order  to  guide  NHTSA 
communications.  Comments  must  be  submitted  on  or  before  July  19,  2017. 


Senators  Release  Bipartisan  Principles  for  Self-Driving 
Vehicles  Legislation 

In  conjunction  with  a  June  14  Senate  Committee  on  Commerce,  Science  and 
Transportation  hearing  entitled,  "Paving  the  Way  for  Self-Driving  Vehicles",  United 
States  Senators  John  Thune  (R-SD),  Gary  Peters  (D-MI)  and  Bill  Nelson  (D-FL) 
have  released  principles  for  bipartisan  legislation  on  self-driving  vehicles.  The 
Senators  acknowledge  that  these  principles  will  serve  as  a  starting  point  for 
discussion  around  meaningful  legislation  on  self-driving  vehicles,  and  have 
indicated  that  they  will  continue  efforts  to  finalize  legislation.  Of  importance  to 
AAMVA  members  is  the  section  detailing  the  continued  reinforcement  of  federal 
and  state  roles.  AAMVA  has  been,  and  will  continue  to  be,  a  part  of  those 
discussions  in  both  the  House  and  the  Senate  as  legislation  is  developed. 

U.S.  Supreme  Court  Decides  Not  to  Hear  Electronic 
Logging  Device  Appeal 

U.S.  Supreme  Court  has  decided  not  to  review  an  appeal  brought  by  the  Owner- 
Operator  Independent  Drivers  Association  (OOIDA)  concerning  electronic  logging 
devices.  OOIDA  had  filed  the  petition  seeking  a  review  of  a  ruling  from  the  U.S. 
Court  of  Appeals  for  the  Seventh  Circuit  regarding  the  electronic  logging  device 
mandate.  The  court  had  ruled  against  the  organization  last  year  in  its  lawsuit 
against  the  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration.  The  OOIDA  brought 
about  the  lawsuit  over  privacy  concern  of  the  rule.

NMVTIS  State  Web  Interface  (SWI)  -  How  to  Correct  Title  and  Brand  Data  on  the

PennDOT  Introduces  "Next  Generation"  DL/IDs 

PennDOT  is  proud  to  introduce  the  "next  generation"  of  its  Pennsylvania  driver's 
license  and  photo  identification  (ID)  cards,  which  will  be  phased  in  over  the  next 
four  years  and  replace  the  current  products.  As  part  of  its  ongoing  efforts  to  help 
protect  customers  against  counterfeiting,  fraud  and  identity  theft,  PennDOT  has 
updated  the  design  and  enhanced  the  security  features  of  its  driver  license  and 
identification  card  products.  Over  the  last  22  months,  PennDOT  has  worked  with 
MorphoTrust  USA  on  planning,  design  and  deployment  of  this  major  new  security 
enhancement  initiative.  This  update  is  unrelated  to  the  REAL  ID  Act. 


Beginning  on  June  19,  2017,  PennDOT  will  begin  rolling  out  the  new 
Digital  Driver's  License  system,  with  a  pilot  program  at  the  Harrisburg 
Customer  Service  Center.  Since  there  are  71  Driver  License  Centers  and 
97  Photo  License  Centers  across  the  commonwealth,  PennDOT  is  using 
a  phased-in  approach.  Rollout  is  scheduled  to  be  completed  by  October 
2017. 

Both  current  and  new  card  designs  will  be  in  circulation  during  the 
transition  period. 

Current  cards  will  be  phased  out  during  the  normal  renewal  process  -  no 
need  to  replace  current  products,  although  customers  are  welcome  to  do 
so  by  requesting  a  duplicate  product  and  paying  the  appropriate  fee.

’Not  Specified'  Gender  Choice  Coming  to  Oregon  Driver 
Licenses 

Beginning  in  July,  Oregon  residents  will  have  the  option  to  mark  their  sex  as  "not 
specified"  on  their  application  for  a  driver  license,  instruction  permit  or 
identification  card.  Under  a  new  administrative  rule  approved  June  15  by  the 
Oregon  Transportation  Commission,  card  holders  who  do  not  wish  to  identify  as 
either  male  or  female  will  have  a  third  option  when  they  obtain,  renew  or  replace 
their  license,  instruction  permit  or  ID  card  at  Oregon  DMV.  An  X  will  appear 
instead  of  M  or  F  in  Oregon  driver  records  and  on  the  driver  license,  instruction 
permit  or  ID  card.  The  new  rule  came  about  after  an  Oregon  resident's  court  order 
authorized  a  sex  change  from  female  to  "non-binary."  In  order  to  comply  with  the 
order,  DMV  needed  about  a  year  to  implement  the  change.  Time  was  required  to 
study  state  laws,  update  computer  systems,  work  with  business  partners  such  as 
law  enforcement  and  courts,  and  change  administrative  rules.  Read  more  here. 

DC  DMV  to  Allow  Gender  Neutral  Identifier  on  Credentials 

On  or  about  June  26,  201 7,  the  District  of  Columbia  Department  of  Motor  Vehicles 
(DC  DMV)  will  begin  allowing  residents  to  choose  a  gender  neutral  identifier  for 
their  gender  designation.  The  gender  neutral  identifier  will  be  identified  by  a  "X" 
marker  on  both  the  driver  license  and  the  identification  card.  All  DC  DMV  related 
documents  (i.e.,  45  day  paper  temporary  credential,  learner  permit,  driver  record, 
etc)  which  currently  reflects  the  gender  will  now  reflect  either  a  "M"  for  male,  "F"  for 
female  or  "X"  for  unspecified/other.  This  initiative  is  part  of  DC  DMV's  FY17 
Performance  Plan  as  indicated  on  the  Office  of  the  City  Administrator's  website.

DHS  Rescinds  Memo  Creating  DAPA 

According  to  a  press  release.  United  States  Secretary  of  Homeland  Security  John 
Kelly  has  signed  a  memorandum  rescinding  the  November  20,  2014  memorandum 
that  created  the  program  known  as  Deferred  Action  for  Parents  of  Americans  and 
Lawful  Permanent  Residents  (DAPA)  because,  "there  is  no  credible  path  forward 
to  litigate  the  currently  enjoined  policy."  The  rescinded  memo  purported  to  provide 
a  path  for  illegal  aliens  with  a  U.S.  citizen  or  lawful  permanent  resident  child  to  be 
considered  for  deferred  action  and  included  criteria  that  must  be  satisfied  to  be 
considered  for  deferred  action.  According  to  the  press  release,  the  June  15,  2012 
memorandum  that  created  the  Deferred  Action  for  Childhood  Arrivals  (DACA) 
program  will  remain  in  effect. 

DHS  Issues  Real  ID  Extensions  Until  October  10,  2017 

The  United  States  Department  of  Homeland  Security  (DHS)  has  issued  a  new 
series  of  extensions  to  a  number  of  states  through  October  10,  2017  allowing 
Federal  agencies  to  accept  driver's  licenses  and  identification  cards  from  those 
states  granted  extensions  or  in  compliance.  DHS  has  updated  their  website  to 
reflect  the  current  status  of  states  and  territories  and  has  indicated  that  federal 
facilities  will  be  notified  of  appropriate  status.

The  information 
collection  will  be  used  to  document  tests  conducted  and  actions  taken  to  ensure 
safety  in  the  workplace  and/or  is  necessary  because  under  the  Omnibus 
Transportation  Employee  Testing  Act  of  1991 ,  the  DOT  is  required  to  implement  a 
drug  and  alcohol  testing  program  in  various  transportation-related  industries. 
Comments  to  this  notice  must  be  received  by  July  17,  2017. 

FHWA  Invites  Comment  On  Renewal  Of  ICR  On 
Certification  of  Enforcement  of  the  Heavy  Vehicle  Use 
Tax 

The  Federal  Highway  Administration  (FHWA)  invites  public  comments  about  its 
intention  to  request  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget's  (OMB)  approval  for 
renewal  of  an  existing  information  collection  on  Certification  of  Enforcement  of  the 
Heavy  Vehicle  Use  Tax.  Title  23  United  States  Code,  Section  141(c),  provides  that 
a  State's  apportionment  of  funds  under  23  U.S.C.  104(b)(1)  shall  be  reduced  in  an 
amount  up  to  8  percent  of  the  amount  to  be  apportioned  during  any  fiscal  year 
beginning  after  September  30,  1984,  if  vehicles  subject  to  the  Federal  heavy 
vehicle  use  tax  are  lawfully  registered  in  the  State  without  having  presented  proof 
of  payment  of  the  tax.  The  annual  certification  by  the  State  Governor  or  designated 
official  regarding  the  collection  of  the  heavy  vehicle  use  tax  serves  as  the  FHWA's 
primary  means  of  determining  State  compliance.  The  FHWA  has  determined  that 
an  annual  certification  of  compliance  by  each  State  is  the  least  obtrusive  means  of 
administering  the  provisions  of  the  legislative  mandate.  Comments  are  due  by 
August  18,  2017. 


FHWA  Invites  Comments  On  ICR  The  Inventory  of  State 
Compliance  on  Serious  Injury  Reporting  Using  the  Model 
Minimum  Uniform  Crash  Criteria 

The  Federal  Highway  Administration  (FHWA)  invites  public  comments  about  its 
intention  to  request  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget's  (OMB)  approval  of  a 
new  information  collection  on  the  Inventory  of  State  Compliance  on  Serious  Injury 
Reporting  Using  the  Model  Minimum  Uniform  Crash  Criteria  4th  Edition.  The 
MMUCC  provides  states  with  a  dataset  for  describing  crashes  of  motor  vehicles  in 
transport  that  generates  the  information  necessary  to  improve  highway  safety 
within  each  state,  and  nationally.  As  part  of  the  national  requirement  to  report 
serious  injuries  using  the  MMUCC  4th  Edition  definition,  the  FHWA  seeks  to 
determine  if  States  have  adopted  the  MMUCC  4th  edition  definition,  attribute  and 
coding  convention  by  the  required  April  15,  2019  date.  Comments  are  due  by 
August  18,  2017. 

FMCSA  Proposes  Rules  on  Commercial  Learner's  Permit 
(CLP)  Expiration  Date  and  Military  CDL  Skills  Test 
Waivers 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  issued  a  Notice  of 
Proposed  Rulemaking  (NPRM)  to  allow  States  to  issue  a  commercial  learner's 
permit  (CLP)  with  an  expiration  date  of  up  to  one  year  from  the  date  of  initial 
issuance.  CLPs  issued  for  shorter  periods  may  be  renewed  but  the  total  period  of 
time  between  the  date  of  initial  issuance  and  the  expiration  of  the  renewed  CLP 
cannot  exceed  one  year.  This  proposed  amendment  would  replace  the  current 
regulations,  which  require  the  States  to  issue  CLPs  initially  for  no  more  than  180 
days,  with  the  possibility  of  an  additional  180-day  renewal  at  the  State's 
discretion.  In  addition,  FMCSA  has  also  issued  an  NPRM  which  would  allow  State 
Driver  Licensing  Agencies  (SDLAs)  to  waive  the  requirements  for  the  commercial 
driver's  license  (CDL)  knowledge  tests  for  certain  individuals  who  are,  or  were, 
regularly  employed  within  the  last  year  in  a  military  position  that  required  the 
operation  of  a  commercial  motor  vehicle  (CMV).  Comments  on  both  notices  must 
be  received  on  or  before  August  1 1 ,  201 7.  AAMVA  member  jurisdictions  that 
submit  comments  to  either  NPRM  docket  are  encouraged  to  copy 
qovernmentaffairs@aamva.org  so  that  the  association  may  reflect  those 
comments  in  their  own. 
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FMCSA  Extends  Compliance  Date  for  Lease  and 
Interchange  of  Passenger-Carrying  Commercial  Motor 
Vehicles 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  extended  by  one 
year,  the  compliance  date  of  the  regulations  established  in  the  final  rule  for  the 
lease  and  interchange  of  passenger-carrying  commercial  motor  vehicles  which 
was  published  on  May  27,  201 5.  The  new  compliance  date  is  January  1 ,  201 9. 

The  agency  is  extending  the  compliance  date  by  an  additional  twelve  months  to 
allow  tiem  to  revise  the  regulations  while  ensuring  carriers  have  ample  time  to 
adjust  to  the  requirements  of  the  revisions. 

NHTSA  Forwards  ICR  On  Safety  Ratings  and  Advanced 
Crash  Avoidance  Technologies  Consumer  Research 
Survey  To  OMB 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  will  be  forwarding  an 
information  collection  request  (ICR)  on  Safety  Ratings  and  Advanced  Crash 
Avoidance  Technologies  Consumer  Research  to  OMB  for  review  and  comment. 
NHTSA  proposes  to  conduct  a  quantitative  online  survey  of  1,500  consumers  to 
explore  consumer  perception,  interest  and  understanding  of  the  5-star  safety 
ratings  (including  response  to  half  stars),  overall  vehicle  scores,  and  advanced 
crash  avoidance  technologies  information  to  support  the  development  of  consumer 
communications.  NHTSA  previously  conducted  two  comprehensive  consumer 
research  studies  in  2012  and  2014  to  better  understand  (1)  the  type  of  information 
consumers  seek  during  their  vehicle  purchase  decisions,  (2)  consumer 
comprehension  of  vehicle  safety  ratings,  and  (3)  consumer  knowledge  and  interest 
in  advanced  crash  avoidance  technologies  in  order  to  guide  NHTSA 
communications.  Comments  must  be  submitted  on  or  before  July  19,  2017. 


Senators  Release  Bipartisan  Principles  for  Self-Driving 
Vehicles  Legislation 

In  conjunction  with  a  June  14  Senate  Committee  on  Commerce,  Science  and 
Transportation  hearing  entitled,  "Paving  the  Way  for  Self-Driving  Vehicles",  United 
States  Senators  John  Thune  (R-SD),  Gary  Peters  (D-MI)  and  Bill  Nelson  (D-FL) 
have  released  principles  for  bipartisan  legislation  on  self-driving  vehicles.  The 
Senators  acknowledge  that  these  principles  will  serve  as  a  starting  point  for 
discussion  around  meaningful  legislation  on  self-driving  vehicles,  and  have 
indicated  that  they  will  continue  efforts  to  finalize  legislation.  Of  importance  to 
AAMVA  members  is  the  section  detailing  the  continued  reinforcement  of  federal 
and  state  roles.  AAMVA  has  been,  and  will  continue  to  be,  a  part  of  those 
discussions  in  both  the  House  and  the  Senate  as  legislation  is  developed. 

U.S.  Supreme  Court  Decides  Not  to  Hear  Electronic 
Logging  Device  Appeal 

U.S.  Supreme  Court  has  decided  not  to  review  an  appeal  brought  by  the  Owner- 
Operator  Independent  Drivers  Association  (OOIDA)  concerning  electronic  logging 
devices.  OOIDA  had  filed  the  petition  seeking  a  review  of  a  ruling  from  the  U.S. 
Court  of  Appeals  for  the  Seventh  Circuit  regarding  the  electronic  logging  device 
mandate.  The  court  had  ruled  against  the  organization  last  year  in  its  lawsuit 
against  the  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration.  The  OOIDA  brought 
about  the  lawsuit  over  privacy  concern  of  the  rule.

The  initial  consensus  is  the  A91  ACD  code  change  is  specific  to  Arizona's  need  and  that  a  broader  user  base  needs  to  be 
identified  to  justify  the  change  since  there  is  a  direct  impact  on  the  state's  systems  and  the  W72  seems  to  potentially 
accommodate  AZ's  needs.

Could  modifying  A72  be  an  option,  if  so  how  can  it  be  changed  to  accommodate  Arizona's  need.

The  data  was  corrected  by  manually  altering  the  database.  As  far  as  I  know  there  is  no  method  for  changing  a  title 
number  in  the  database  without  issuing  a  title  through  the  Ul. 

We  can  correct  the  data  on  the  NMVTIS  pointer  using  the  help  desk  (In-State  Change)  to  match  the  data  in  our 
production  system  using  the  help  desk.  In  this  case  we  would  change  the  title  number  from  AI02345A  to  AI002345. 

We  can  also  retitle  the  vehicle  from  AI002345  to  AI02345A,  but  that  would  result  in  sending  an  in-state  change  from 
AI002345  to  AI02345A.  My  understanding  is  this  would  cause  an  errors  as  AI002345  wouldn't  exist  on  the  NMVTIS 
pointer  and  AI02345A  would  already  exist  on  the  NMVTIS  pointer.

I  agree  with  JoLynn;  this  is  an  excellent  letter.  Thank  you  for  crafting  this  -  I  was  certainly  convinced!  The 
only  change  I  would  suggest  is  to  this  sentence: 

“Given  the  cited  concerns,  the  current  regulatory  environment  as  demonstrated  by  the  current  Administration,  and  the 
ambiguous  utility  of  querying  a  system  with  no  expected  outcome,  fiAM  VA  submits  the  National  Drug  and  Alcohol 
Clearinghouse  final  rule  is  untenable  and  more  importantly,  unnecessary.” 

We  are  not  stating  that  the  entire  final  rule  is  untenable  and  unnecessary  -  only  the  added  requirements  for 
SDLAs.  That  is  mentioned  later,  but  this  sentence  seems  a  little  too  broad  as  written.  Possibly  we  could 
rephrase  something  like  "AAMVA  submits  the  National  Drug  and  Alcohol  Clearinghouse  final  rule  as  it  pertains  to 
SDLAs  is  untenable  and  more  importantly,  unnecessary 

Regarding  the  A91  change  request  -  should  we  include  AZ  in  the  request  for  formal  opinion,  or  are  we  only 
going  to  discuss  it  among  the  working  groups?  While  on  the  surface  I  agree  that  we  should  return  the  W72  as 
an  alternative  (I  think  you  meant  this,  not  A72  as  mentioned  below),  but  there  may  be  some  other  reason  AZ 
has  that  didn't  make  it  to  our  discussion  that  could  result  in  a  benefit  for  all.

Tony  will  be  taking  these  concerns  to  the  ACD  and  NDR  working 
groups. 

•  The  initial  consensus  is  the  A91  ACD  code  change  is  specific  to  Arizona's  need  and  that  a  broader  user  base 
needs  to  be  identified  to  justify  the  change  since  there  is  a  direct  impact  on  the  state's  systems  and  the  W72 
seems  to  potentially  accommodate  AZ's  needs. 

•  An  impact  assessment  on  the  jurisdiction's  systems  should  be  considered  as  part  of  this  CP. 

•  Could  modifying  A72  be  an  option,  if  so  how  can  it  be  changed  to  accommodate  Arizona's  need. 
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A  better  understanding  of  the  issue  is  being  requested  to  understand  the  need  for  making  this  change. 
Formal  opinion  from  the  NDR  WG  and  the  ACD  WG  on  this  issue  should  be  requested/needed.

Hello  Susan  &  Debra, 

Preface:  For  the  purpose  of  discussion,  Alaska  does  not  recognize  brand  code  8  "junk".  Alaska  uses  the  description 
"junked"  in  place  of  "salvaged"  and  any  uses  of  either  are  synonymous  for  brand  code  11. 

ForTC007  (AISTRUCTREDTSTB06),  I  noticed  a  reconstructed  brand  exists  from  the  previous  state  reported  in  2015  when 
attempting  to  issue  a  new  title  for  the  sale  of  the  vehicle  titled  in  TC006.  It  seems  I  may  have  originally  missed  this  and 
performed  TC006  incorrectly  as  I  should've  branded  that  vehicle  as  reconstructed  during  the  titling  process. 

Some  additional  information  I  obtained  from  Debra  during  a  recent  telephone  conversation: 

1.  When  a  vehicle  titled  in  Alaska  is  reported  as  junked,  a  brand  is  added  to  the  existing  pointer.  A  new  title  is  not 
issued.  Titles  are  never  issued  for  vehicle  presently  considered  junked. 

2.  Reconstructed  is  the  only  brand  which  will  ever  physically  appear  on  a  printed  title.  A  reconstructed  brand  is 
issued  when  titling  a  vehicle  that  is  branded  as  reconstructed  in  another  state,  or  when  a  junked  vehicle  has 
met  criteria  to  be  presently  considered  reconstructed. 

These  details  along  with  the  discontinued  behavior  of  replacing  brands  clarify  the  discrepancies  with  the  answers 
originally  provided  in  the  questionnaires. 

However,  I'm  unsure  of  the  expected  behavior  when  a  vehicle  is  reported  junked  after  being  reconstructed,  which 
appears  to  be  what  TC007  is  testing. 
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Debra,  could  you  please  clarify/confirm  the  outcomes  of  the  following  sequences  of  events:

The  United  States  House  Energy  and  Commerce  Committee  has  released  a 
series  of  discussion  drafts  dealing  with  highly  autonomous  vehicles  (HAVs).

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U.S.  House  of  Representatives  Committee  Releases  Highly

2.  Reconstructed  is  the  only  brand  which  will  ever  physically  appear  on  a  printed  title.  A  reconstructed  brand  is 
issued  when  titling  a  vehicle  that  is  branded  as  reconstructed  in  another  state,  or  when  a  junked  vehicle  has 
met  criteria  to  be  presently  considered  reconstructed. 

These  details  along  with  the  discontinued  behavior  of  replacing  brands  clarify  the  discrepancies  with  the  answers 
originally  provided  in  the  questionnaires. 

However,  I'm  unsure  of  the  expected  behavior  when  a  vehicle  is  reported  junked  after  being  reconstructed,  which 
appears  to  be  what  TC007  is  testing.

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2.  Reconstructed  is  the  only  brand  which  will  ever  physically  appear  on  a  printed  title.  A  reconstructed  brand  is 
issued  when  titling  a  vehicle  that  is  branded  as  reconstructed  in  another  state,  or  when  a  junked  vehicle  has 
met  criteria  to  be  presently  considered  reconstructed. 

These  details  along  with  the  discontinued  behavior  of  replacing  brands  clarify  the  discrepancies  with  the  answers 
originally  provided  in  the  questionnaires. 

However,  I'm  unsure  of  the  expected  behavior  when  a  vehicle  is  reported  junked  after  being  reconstructed,  which 
appears  to  be  what  TC007  is  testing. 

Debra,  could  you  please  clarify/confirm  the  outcomes  of  the  following  sequences  of  events:

Preface:  For  the  purpose  of  discussion,  Alaska  does  not  recognize  brand  code  8  "junk".  Alaska  uses  the  description 
"junked"  in  place  of  "salvaged"  and  any  uses  of  either  are  synonymous  for  brand  code  11. 

For  TC007  (AISTRUCTREDTSTB06),  I  noticed  a  reconstructed  brand  exists  from  the  previous  state  reported  in  2015  when 
attempting  to  issue  a  new  title  for  the  sale  of  the  vehicle  titled  in  TC006.  It  seems  I  may  have  originally  missed  this  and 
performed  TC006  incorrectly  as  I  should've  branded  that  vehicle  as  reconstructed  during  the  titling  process. 

Some  additional  information  I  obtained  from  Debra  during  a  recent  telephone  conversation: 

1.  When  a  vehicle  titled  in  Alaska  is  reported  as  junked,  a  brand  is  added  to  the  existing  pointer.  A  new  title  is  not 
issued.  Titles  are  never  issued  for  vehicle  presently  considered  junked. 

2.  Reconstructed  is  the  only  brand  which  will  ever  physically  appear  on  a  printed  title.  A  reconstructed  brand  is 
issued  when  titling  a  vehicle  that  is  branded  as  reconstructed  in  another  state,  or  when  a  junked  vehicle  has 
met  criteria  to  be  presently  considered  reconstructed. 

These  details  along  with  the  discontinued  behavior  of  replacing  brands  clarify  the  discrepancies  with  the  answers 
originally  provided  in  the  questionnaires. 

However,  I'm  unsure  of  the  expected  behavior  when  a  vehicle  is  reported  junked  after  being  reconstructed,  which 
appears  to  be  what  TC007  is  testing. 

Debra,  could  you  please  clarify/confirm  the  outcomes  of  the  following  sequences  of  events: 
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Scenario  A.)  An  out-of-state  vehicle  with  a  reconstructed  brand  is  titled  in  Alaska,  then  later  is  reported  junked  and  sold

VISION  SCREENING  AND  STANDARDS 

Summary  of  Changes 

Policy  name  was  changed  from  Vision  Standards  to  Vision  Screening  and  Standards.  Policies 
15.1.1  Vision  Standards  and  15.1.3  Vision  Screening  have  been  combined.  The  Driver  License 
Extension  Letter  was  removed  as  it  is  no  longer  valid.  A  summary  suspension  and  revocation 
shall  only  be  completed  if  the  customer  does  not  meet  vision  standards  based  on  a  Vision 
Examination  Report,  form  #32-4001. 

Purpose 

Guidelines  for  fision  screenitf|  and  the  Division’s  minimum  vision  standards. 

Authority 

Administrative  Revision  effective  November  3,  2016,  A.R.S.  §§  28-3002,  28-3052,  25-3158,  28- 
3172,  28-3173,  |AA.C.  R17-4-503,  and  R17-5-204. 

Definitions 

“Binocular  vision”  means  sight  in  both  eyes. 

“Bioptic  Lens  System  (BLS)”  means  a  bioptic  spectacle-mounted  corrective  lens  that  uses 
magnification  as  the  main  method  of  obtaining  minimal  visual  acuity.  The  BLS  is  prescribed  by 
a  physician  or  optometrist  for  meeting  visual  acuity  requirements  for  driving. 

“Monocular  vision”  means  sight  in  only  one  eye. 

“Visual  acuity”  means  the  depth  and  sharpness  of  the  vision  as  determined  by  a  comparison  with 
the  normal  ability  to  define  certain  letters  at  a  given  distance,  usually  20  ft. 

“Visual  field”  means  field  of  the  vision,  the  ability  to  see  to  the  side  when  looking  straight  ahead. 

Policy 

A.  Prior  to  the  issuance  of  any  class  driver  license  (DL)  and/or  instruction  permit  (IP),  the 
Division  requires  a  vision  screening  in  order  to  determine  whether  an  individual  meets  the 
minimum  vision  standards  for  the  safe  operation  of  a  motor  vehicle. 

B. lj|The  Division’s  Medical  Advisory  Board  shall  set  minimum  vision  standards  for  the  safe 

operation  of  a  vehicle  in  this  state,  including  establishing  specific  vision  restrictions  for 
IPyirswGth  vision  HBMHSil 

C.  The  Division  recognizes  the  distinction  between  vision  screening  and  vision  testing. 

1 .  Vision  testing  is  performed  by  a  licensed  physician  or  optometrist. 

2.  Vision  screening  may  be  performed  by  any  one  of  the  following: 
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a.  A  Customer  Service  Representative  (CSR)  or  Authorized  Third  Party  Processor 
(ATPP). 

b.  A  licensed: 

1)  Physician 

2)  Optometrist 

3)  Ophthalmologist 

D.  The  Division  has  adopted  the  following  vision  standards: 

1 .  For  applicants  with  binocular  vision: 

a.  Visual  acuity  (clarity  of  vision)  must  be  20/40  in  at  least  one  eye. 

b.  Visual  field  (temporal  and  nasal  peripheral  vision)  must  be  70°  or  greater  temporal 
and  35°  or  greater  nasal  in  at  least  one  eye. 

2.  For  applicants  with  monocular  vision: 

a.  Visual  acuity  must  be  20/40  in  at  least  one  eye. 

b.  Visual  field  must  be  70°  or  greater  temporal  and  35°  or  greater  nasal. 

E.  A  customer  with  binocular  vision  and  whose  visual  acuity  is  20/50  or  20/60  shall  be 
restricted  to  driving  only  during  daylight  hours,  see  Driver  License  Operational  Restrictions 
Chart. 

F.  A  vision  screening  shall  not  be  conducted  when  the  customer  uses  a  Bioptic  Telescopic  Lens 
System  (BLS),  see  Section  Q-U  below. 

Vision  Screening 

G.  A  vision  screening  shall  include  an  evaluation  of  the  customer’s  visual  acuity  (clarity  of 
vision)  and  visual  field  (temporal  and  nasal  peripheral  vision). 

1.  Screening  for  visual  acuity  is  accomplished  using  a  vision  screening  instrument  (old 
instrument),  Keystone  View  DVS-V  GT  screening  instrument  (new  instrument)  or  the 
Snellen  wall  chart. 

a.  When  using  the  vision  screening  instrument  (old)  the  customer  may  miss  up  to  two 
characters  per  visual  acuity  line. 

b.  When  using  the  Keystone  View  DVS-V  GT  vision  screening  instrument  (new)  the 
customer  may  miss  one  character  per  visual  acuity  line. 

c.  When  using  the  Snellen  wall  chart,  the  customer  must  be  able  to  correctly  identify  all 
characters  per  visual  acuity  line. 

2.  Screening  for  visual  field  is  accomplished  using  a  vision  screening  instrument  or 
Keystone  View  DVS-V  GT  vision-screening  instrument. 

H.  A  customer  who  uses  corrective  lenses  (eyeglasses  or  contacts  lenses)  while  performing  the 
vision  screening  shall  be  restricted  to  wearing  corrective  lenses  while  driving,  see  15.1.4 
Vision  Restrictions. 
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I.  Unless  waived  under  Section  J,  a  vision  screening  is  required  for  each  customer  who  appears 
in  person  for  any  class  DL  and/or  IP: 

1 .  Original 

2.  Re-examination,  when  required  by  the  Medical  Review  Program  (MRP) 

3.  Renewal  (after  the  age  of  65) 

J.  A  vision  screening  is  waived  when  the  customer: 

1 .  Submits  a  Vision  Examination  Report,  form  #32-4001 

2.  Presents  a  valid  or  expired  for  not  more  than  one  year  Arizona  IP 

3.  Is  granted  a  six-month  DL  extension 

4.  Is  applying  for: 

a.  A  duplicate  license 

b.  An  updated  license 

c.  Reinstatement  after  a  withdrawal  action 

5.  Presents  a  valid  or  expired  for  not  more  than  one  year  license  issued  in  another  state, 
territory  or  possession  of  the  United  States.  Exception:  A  vision  screening  is  required 
when: 

a.  The  customer  is  transferring  their  out-of-state  Commercial  Driver  License  (CDL)  to 

Arizona.  _ 

b.  The  Customer  is  age  65  or  older. 

c.  The  CSR  is  unable  to  recognize  (identify)  the  out-of-state  restriction. 

Note:  A  customer  may  be  required  to  undergo  a  vision  screening  during  any  driver  licensing 
transaction  if  the  CSR,  office  manager,  supervisor,  or  designated  lead  deems  it  necessary. 

K.  When  a  vision  screening  is  conducted,  the  results  must  be  recorded  on  the  Driver 
License/Identification  Card  Application,  form  #40-5122. 

1 .  Visual  acuity  for  each  eye  separately. 

2.  Visual  acuity  for  both  eyes  together. 

3.  Visual  field  for  each  eye  separately. 

4.  Loss  of  sight  in  one  eye  (blind),  when  applicable. 

5.  Restrictions,  when  applicable. 

L.  Customers  who  fail  to  successfully  pass  the  Division’s  vision  screening,  shall  be  provided  a 
Vision  Examination  Report,  form  #32-4001  and/or  a  Driver  License  Additional 
Requirements,  form  #48-7803. 

1.  Advise  the  customer  that  they  must  have  the  Vision  Examination  Report,  form  #32-4001 
completed  by  a  licensed  physician,  optometrist  or  ophthalmologist  showing  they  meet  the 
Division’s  minimum  vision  standards. 

2.  If  the  customer  states  they  forgot  to  bring  their  eyeglasses,  provide  the  customer  with  the 
Additional  Requirements,  form  #48-7803  and  ask  them  to  return  with  their  eyeglasses  to 
successfully  pass  the  Division’s  vision  screening. 
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3.  If  the  customer  returns  with  a  completed  Vision  Examination  Report  and  does  not  meet 
the  Division’s  minimum  vision  standards,  the  CSR  shall  complete  a  summary  suspension 
and  order  of  revocation  action,  see  8.1.4  Medical  Suspensions/Revocations. 


M.  When  the  customer  presents  an  out-of-state  license  that  indicates  a  recognizable  vision 
restriction(s),  the  vision  restriction  is  transferred  to  the  Arizona  License.  When  the  CSR  is 
unable  to  recognize  the  out-of-state  restriction,  a  vision  screening  is  required. 


N.  As  a  courtesy,  the  Division  conducts  vision  screenings  for  out-of-state  drivers  who  require  a 
vision  screening  to  meet  their  own  state’s  licensing  requirements,  a  fee  of  $5  is  collected. 

O.  When  conducting  vision  screenings  for  an  out-of-state  licensee,  the  results  are  recorded  on 
any  one  of  the  following: 


1 .  Out-of-State  Driver  License  Application. 

2.  Out-of-State  Vision  Examination  form. 

3.  Arizona  Driver  License/Identification  Card  Application,  form  #40-5122. 


Bioptic  Lens  System  (BLS) 


P.  A  customer  who  uses  a  BLS  must  submit  a  properly  completed  Vision  Examination  Report, 
form  #32-4001.  The  Vision  Examination  Report  is  required  upon  an  initial  application  for  a 
first  time  Arizona  Class  D,  G  or  M  driver  license  or  instruction  permit  and  on  an  annual  basis 
from  that  date  forward. 

Q.  The  Vision  Examination  Report  may  be  mailed  directly  to  Medical  Review  Program  (MRP) 
or  accepted  at  any  Customer  Service  office  or  Authorized  Third  Party  Provider.  When  the 
Vision  Examination  Report  is  submitted  to  a  Customer  Service  office  or  Authorized  Third 
Party  Provider,  the  CSR  shall  verify  that  the  Vision  Examination  Report  contains  the 
required  information  (as  provided  below)  and  then  immediately  fax  or  forward  the  Vision 
Examination  Report  to  MRP. 

R.  In  addition  to  the  requirements  listed  below,  the  BLS  user’s  Vision  Examination  Report  must 
include  all  of  the  following  statements: 

1 .  The  customer  meets  the  Division’s  minimum  vision  standards. 

2.  The  customer’s  eye  disease  is  not  progressive. 

3.  The  magnification  of  the  BLS  is  not  more  than  4x. 

S.  If  all  requirements  are  met  as  described  in  the  section  above,  it  is  not  necessary  that  the  CSR 
wait  for  a  response  from  MRP  before  continuing  the  licensing  process. 

T.  A  customer  who  uses  a  BLS  is  eligible  for  an  extended  DL,  unless  the  DL  has  a  limited 
expiration  date  because: 

1 .  The  customer  is  an  out-of-state  student  or  who  is  the  spouse  of  an  out-of-state  student. 

2.  The  customer  is  a  family  member  of  any  active  duty  military  personnel  temporarily 
stationed  in  this  state. 

3.  The  customer’s  period  of  authorized  presence  is  for  a  limited  duration. 

4.  The  customer  has  been  given  a  shorter  licensing  period  due  to  medical  restrictions. 
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Vision  Examination  Report,  form  #32-4001 

U.  The  Vision  Examination  Report  may  be  submitted  by  a  customer  who: 

1 .  Prefers  to  have  their  vision  screening  conducted  by  a  physician  or  optometrist. 

2.  Failed  to  meet  vision  screening  standards  (must  be  forwarded  to  MRP). 

3.  Must  satisfy  a  licensing  condition  (e.g.,  customer:  uses  a  BLS,  has  a  medical  condition 
that  affects  their  vision,  etc.)  (must  be  forwarded  to  MRP). 

V.  MRP  will  require  individuals  having  any  of  the  following  eye  conditions  to  submit  a  Vision 
Examination  Report: 

1 .  Diagnosed  Retinitis  Pigmentosa. 

2.  Diagnosed  Diplopia. 

3.  Diagnosed  Impaired  Night  Vision. 

W.  The  Vision  Examination  Report  may  be  submitted  in  person  at  the  time  of  application  or  sent 
directly  to  MRP.  The  Vision  Examination  Report: 

1 .  Must  contain  the  following  information: 

a.  Customer's  signature  (Medical  Information  Release). 

b.  Customer’s  visual  acuity  and  visual  field  results;  must  be  recorded  in  degrees  (°). 

c.  The  physician  information  (name,  signature,  medical  license  number,  and  office 
address). 

2.  Must  contain  the  following  information,  when  applicable: 

a.  Responses  to  the  Bioptic  Telescopic  Lens  System  questions,  must  be  completed  when 
the  customer  uses  a  BLS. 

b.  Diagnosis  of  any  progressively  deteriorating  eye  disease. 

c.  Provide  recommendations  for  the  frequency  of  future  reporting  requirements. 

d.  Provide  recommendations  on  the  person's  ability  to  safely  operate  a  motor  vehicle. 

e.  Suggest  restrictions,  when  applicable. 

X.  The  Examination  date  noted  on  the  Vision  Examination  Report  cannot  be  more  than  90  days 
prior  to  the  date  on  which  the  Vision  Examination  Report  is  submitted. 

Y.  The  acceptance  of  the  Vision  Examination  Report,  in  lieu  of  a  vision  screening,  is 
documented  on  the  Driver  License/Identification  Card  Application  and  is  scanned  into 
OnBase  with  the  application. 

Note:  Any  documentation  that  needs  to  be  forwarded  to  MRP  can  be  done  by  fax  or  scanning 
it  to  the  OnBase  folder  Class  D  Medical  Suspensions  for  MRP  review.

VISION  RESTRICTIONS 


Summary  of  Changes 

This  policy  was  amended  by  removing  the  content  from  Section  E  in  regards  to  vision 
screenings,  and  adding  it  to  Policy  15.1.3,  Vision  Screening.  All  references  to  the  Driver  License 
Extension,  Form  #96-0216  have  been  removed  as  these  letters  are  no  longer  produced. 
Additionally  renumbered  the  entire  policy. 


Purpose 


To  provide  guidelines  for  the  Customer  Service  Representative  (CSR)  to  use  when  determining 
whether  to  apply  or  remove  a  vision  restriction. 


Policy 


A.  Pursuant  to  A.R.S.  §  28-3052,  the  Division’s  Medical  Advisory  Board  shall  set  minimum 
vision  standards  for  the  safe  operation  of  a  vehicle  in  this  state,  including  establishing 
specific  vision  restrictions  for  drivers  with  vision  problems. 

B.  The  Division  utilizes  the  three  following  vision  restrictions: 


1.  “B”  Restriction  -  Corrective  lenses  required,  assigned  to: 

•  A  customer  who  is  required  to  wear  corrective  lenses  (eyeglasses,  contact  lenses,  or  a 
bioptic  telescopic  lens  system)  while  driving. 

•  Lens  implants  are  not  considered  to  be  a  “corrective  lens”. 

2.  “G”  Restriction  -  Only  daylight  hours,  assigned  to: 

a.  A  customer  who  is  diagnosed  with  impaired  night  vision  and  is  restricted  to  driving 
only  during  daylight  hours. 

b.  A  customer  who  is  binocular  (vision  in  both  eyes  together)  and  whose  visual  acuity  is 
20/50  or  20/60,  in  both  eyes  together. 

c.  A  customer  who  submits  a  Vision  Examination  Report,  form  #32-4001,  that  restricts 
the  customer  to  driving  only  during  daylight  hours  (even  though  the  G  restriction  may 
not  be  required  per  the  Division’s  minimum  vision  standards). 

3.  “J”  Restriction  -  Special  restriction(s)  required  by  the  Medical  Review  Program  (MRP) 
(e.g.,  corrective  lenses  required  only  when  driving  at  night,  bioptic  telescopic  lens  system 
required,  etc.) 

C.  The  following  chart  provides  guidelines  for  determining  licensing  restrictions  based  on  the 
customer’s  visual  acuity  (clarity  of  vision)  and  the  Division’s  minimum  vision  standards:

D.  A  customer  who  uses  a  Bioptic  Telescopic  Lens  System  (BLS)  is  restricted  to  a  Class  D,  G  or 
M  driver  license  and/or  instruction  permit. 

E.  MRP  may  require  a  customer  to  add  or  remove  a  vision  restriction.  A  customer  who  fails  to 
comply  with  the  restriction  requirement  will  be  issued  an  Order  of  Summary  Suspension  and 
Order  of  Revocation,  see  Policy  8.1.4  Medical  Suspension/Revocation. 

F.  The  CSR  shall  record  the  appropriate  vision  restriction(s)  on  the: 

•  Driver  License/Identification  Card  Application,  form  #40-5122,  when  applicable 

•  Customer  Record 

•  Driver  license  and/or  permit,  when  applicable 


Removing  a  Vision  Restriction 

G.  Vision  restrictions  may  be  removed  upon  receiving  proof  that  the  restriction  no  longer 
applies.  The  customer  must  apply  for  a  duplicate  license  and/or  permit,  as  applicable. 

1.  To  remove  the  “B”  restriction,  the  customer  must  meet  the  Division’s  minimum  vision 
standards  without  the  use  of  corrective  lenses. 
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2.  To  remove  the  “G”  restriction,  the  customer  must  meet  the  Division’s  minimum  vision 
standards. 

Note:  When  the  Customer  Record  displays  an  MRP  comment  requiring  a  vision  restriction, 
the  CSR  must  contact  MRP  and  obtain  their  approval  prior  to  removing  that  vision 
restriction.

R17-4-503.  Vision  standards 

A.  Definitions. 

1.  “Binocular  vision”  means  the  ability  to  see  in  both  eyes. 

2.  “Bioptic  Telescopic  Lens  System”  means  a  bioptic,  spec¬ 
tacle-mounted  corrective  lens  prescribed  by  a  physician 
or  optometrist  for  meeting  vision  acuity  requirements  for 
driving  that  uses  magnification  as  the  main  method  of 
obtaining  minimal  visual  acuity. 

3.  “Corrected  visual  acuity”  means  distance  vision  corrected 
by  eyeglasses,  contact  lenses,  or  a  bioptic  telescopic  lens 
system. 

4.  “Corrective  lens”  means  eyeglasses,  contact  lenses,  or  a 
bioptic  telescopic  lens  system  used  to  correct  distance 
vision. 

5.  “Diplopia”  means  double  vision. 

6.  “Field  of  vision”  means  the  area  in  which  objects  may  be 
seen  when  the  eye  is  fixed. 

7.  “Impaired  night  vision”  means  below  normal  ability  to 
see  in  reduced  light. 

8.  “Monocular  vision”  means  the  ability  to  see  in  one  eye 

9.  “Optometrist”  means  a  person  licensed  to  practice  optom¬ 
etry  in  any  state,  territory,  or  possession  of  the  United 
States  or  the  Commonwealth  of  Puerto  Rico. 

10.  “Retinitis  pigmentosa”  means  a  chronic  progressive 
inflammation  of  the  retina  with  atrophy  and  pigmentary 
infiltration  of  the  inner  layers  of  the  retina. 

11.  “Snellen  Chart”  means  a  chart  imprinted  with  lines  of 
black  letters  of  decreasing  size  for  testing  visual  acuity. 

12.  “Visual  acuity”  means  the  clarity  of  a  person’s  vision. 

B.  Standard. 

1 .  Visual  acuity.  A  person  shall  have  binocular  or  monocular 
vision  and  visual  acuity  of  20/40  in  at  least  one  eye. 

2.  Field  of  vision.  Field  of  vision  shall  be  70  degrees  tempo¬ 
rally,  and  35  degrees  nasally,  in  at  least  one  eye. 

C.  Restrictions. 

1.  A  person  with  corrected  vision  shall  wear  corrective 
lenses  at  all  times  when  driving  if  the  corrective  lens  is 
required  to  achieve  the  vision  standards  in  subsection  (B). 

2.  The  Division  shall  restrict  a  person  with  diagnosed 
impaired  night  vision  to  daytime  driving  only. 

3.  The  Division  shall  restrict  a  person  with  binocular  vision 
and  corrected  or  uncorrected  visual  acuity  of  20/50  or  20/ 
60,  when  using  both  eyes,  to  daytime  driving  only. 

4.  The  Division  shall  not  license  a  person  with  monocular 
vision  and  visual  acuity  of  20/50  or  greater. 

5.  The  Division  shall  not  license  a  person  with  binocular 
vision  and  visual  acuity  of  20/70  or  greater. 

D.  Screening  process. 

1 .  The  Division,  a  physician,  or  an  optometrist  may  admin¬ 
ister  visual  acuity  and  field  of  vision  screening  through 
the  use  of  visual  screening  equipment  to  determine  if  a 
person’s  visual  acuity  and  field  of  vision  meets  minimum 
standards. 

2.  A  person  may  use  a  bioptic  telescopic  lens  system  during 
vision  screening. 

a.  Beginning  on  the  date  of  a  initial  application  and 
every  year  thereafter,  a  person  using  a  bioptic  tele¬ 
scopic  lens  system  shall  submit  to  the  Division  an 
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annual  exam  performed  by  a  physician  or  optome¬ 
trist  to  ascertain  whether  the  person  has  a  progres¬ 
sive  eye  disease. 

b.  The  Division  shall  not  license  a  person  using  a  biop¬ 
tic  telescopic  lens  system  unless  the  person  submits 
to  the  Division  a  written  statement  from  a  physician 
or  an  optometrist  that  the  individual  meets  the  visual 
acuity  standard  as  prescribed  in  subsection  (B). 

c.  The  Division  shall  not  license  a  person  using  a  biop¬ 
tic  telescopic  lens  system  with  magnification  of  the 
lens  that  is  more  than  4X. 

3.  The  Division  shall  conduct  visual  acuity  screening 
through  the  use  of  visual  screening  equipment  or  the 
Snellen  Chart  to  determine  whether  a  person’s  corrected 
vision  is  20/40  in  at  least  one  eye. 

E.  Reporting  requirements. 

1 .  A  person  choosing  to  have  initial  visual  acuity  and  visual 
field  screening  done  by  a  physician  or  an  optometrist 
shall  submit  the  results  to  the  Division. 

2.  If  the  Division  does  initial  visual  acuity  and  visual  field 
screening  and  the  person  does  not  meet  vision  standards 
of  subsection  (B),  the  Division  shall  require  the  person  to 
submit  the  results  of  the  person’s  visual  acuity  and  vision 
field  screening  by  a  physician  or  an  optometrist. 

3.  The  Division  shall  require  a  person  diagnosed  with  any  of 
the  following  conditions  to  file  the  results  of  the  person’s 
visual  acuity  and  visual  field  screening  completed  by  the 
physician  or  optometrist: 

a.  Any  progressive  eye  disease, 

b.  Diplopia,  or 

c.  Impaired  night  vision. 

F.  Results  of  visual  acuity  and  visual  field  screening  shall  contain 
the  following. 

1.  An  examination  date  no  more  than  three  months  before 
the  submission  date  to  the  Division; 

2.  Visual  acuity  and  field  of  vision; 

3.  If  applicable,  specification  that  the  person  is  monocular; 

4.  If  applicable,  diagnosis  of  any  condition  described  in  sub¬ 
section  (E)(3); 

5.  Any  recommendations  on  frequency  of  reporting  require¬ 
ments  for  the  person,  in  addition  to  those  required  by  the 
Division; 

6.  Suggested  restrictions  on  driving,  in  addition  to  those 
required  by  the  Division;  and 

7.  Any  recommendations  on  the  person’s  ability  to  safely 
operate  a  motor  vehicle. 

G.  The  Division  shall  require  a  driving  test  if  a  person’s  eye  dis¬ 
ease  is  determined  by  a  physician  or  optometrist  to  be  progres-

b.  Submit  the  medical  examination  report  to  the  Divi- 

c.  Undergo  a  follow-up  medical  examination  within 
one  year  after  the  seizure  or  within  a  shorter  time,  as 
recommended  by  a  physician. 

2.  After  each  medical  examination,  the  person  or  the  per¬ 
son’s  physician  shall  submit  the  applicable  medical 
examination  report  to  the  Division. 

3.  The  Division  shall  revoke  a  person’s  driver  license  or 
nonresident  driver  privileges  if  any  medical  examination 
report  shows  the  person  has  a  neurological  disorder  that 
affects  the  person’s  ability  to  operate  a  motor  vehicle 
safely. 

C.  Medical  examination  report.  A  medical  examination  report 
under  this  Section  shall  include  the  following  information: 

1 .  Age  at  onset  of  seizures,  diagnosis,  and  history; 

2.  Aftereffects  of  seizures; 

3.  EEG  findings,  if  any; 

4.  Description,  cause,  frequency,  duration,  and  date  of  most 
recent  seizure; 

5.  Current  medications,  including  dosage,  side  effects,  and 
serum  level;  and 

6.  A  physician’s  medical  opinion  as  to  whether  the  neuro¬ 
logical  disorder  will  affect  the  person’s  ability  to  operate 
a  motor  vehicle  safely.

President  and  CEO  Update  -  Anne  passed  along  her  congratulations  on  a  successful  conference  held  in 
Seattle.  Attendance  was  good  and  the  discussion  was  lively  with  great  topics.  Anne  further  explained  she 
and  Jean  Shiomoto  recently  attended  CCMTA  in  Yellowknife  (NWT)  and  several  themes  and  emerging 
issues  were  similar  to  topics  of  interest  in  the  U.S.  to  include  autonomous  vehicles,  mDL,  modernization 
and  many  others.  Anne  congratulated  the  Canadian  provinces  on  a  great  conference.  Anne  is  currently  in 
Chattanooga,  TN  at  the  Region  2  conference  and  attended  the  real  id  session.  Steve  Yonkers,  DHS, 
presented  the  compliance  map  indicating  all  jurisdictions  but  two  are  green  or  yellow.  Minnesota  and 
Missouri  are  in  red.  Today  was  the  first  time  the  DHS  representative  learned  a  state  can  have  both  a 
compliant  real  ID  driver  license  and  a  non-compliant  identification  card.  Steve  Yonkers  indicated  he  is 
presenting  the  extension  criteria  to  the  DHS  Secretary  for  states  by  the  end  of  July.  AAMVA  will  continue 
to  be  a  filtering  resource  and  pursuing  ongoing  clarification  of  residence,  use  of  temp  licenses  etc. 

Montana  -  Congratulations  to  Region  4  on  a  successful  and  rewarding  conference  and  looking  forward  to 
everyone  coming  to  Big  Sky  next  year.  Julie  will  be  sending  out  a  recruitment  for  new  vice  chair 
committee  reps  on  the  PACE/CSD  and  Drivers  Committees.  Chief  Administrator's  meeting  is  in  Phoenix 
this  year  and  will  be  9/26-28.  The  dates  were  shifted  by  one  day  to  ensure  the  meeting  remained  within 
the  allotted  budget.  There  were  no  issues  or  concerns  expressed  from  the  Chief  Administrators  for 
attendance  with  the  new  dates.  Julie  will  send  the  registration  link  this  week. 

Montana  received  an  extension  until  Oct  10th  then  will  submit  another  extension  at  that  time.  The 
legislature  doesn't  want  to  issue  compliant  licenses  until  2019.  Montana  is  currently  implementing  recent 
legislative  changes  from  the  past  sessions  and  several  include  programming  changes. 

Colorado  -  Received  Real  ID  extension.  Mike  Dixon  asked  if  there  has  been  progress  on  SAVE  and  SSOLV 
on  the  outages?  Phillipe  Guiot  explained  AAMVA  has  had  good  success  with  the  escalation  of  bringing  the 
outage  issue  to  the  feds  attention.  There  was  a  more  recent  outage  over  the  weekend  however  it  was 
resolved  today  and  was  for  USPVS  due  to  an  upgrade  and  new  platform  unrelated  to  the  previous  issues. 
This  is  a  multi-phase  approach  with  several  upgrades  coming  in  the  next  several  years.  There  is  no  current 
SLA  with  the  feds. 

Alaska  -  Received  a  Real  ID  extension.  Alaska  is  approaching  a  government  shut  down  if  budget  not 
resolved  July  1  therefore  the  DMV  would  not  be  funded. 
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New  Mexico- Will  asked  the  group  if  anyone  heard  of  and/or  allows  usage  of  bioptics?  A  bioptic  is  a 
combination  two-lens  optical  system  with  a  telescope(s)  attached  to  a  pair  of  glasses.  Nevada  does  allow 
the  use  of  it  and  Terri  will  send  to  Julie  for  distribution  of  their  usage  policy  and  any  other  documents 
they  have. 

Action:  Terri  Albertson  will  send  to  Julie  any  documents  they  have  on  bioptics  for 
distribution  to  the  group 

California -Currently  has  a  Real  ID  have  extension  thru  Oct.  10th  and  is  moving  forward  with 
implementation  efforts.  Currently,  there  is  a  proposal  that  includes  2  years  of  funding  waiting  on  the 
Governor's  desk. 

Esmeralda  Falat  said  Prop  64  (THC)  the  Governor  will  sign  the  funding  request  of  $3m  to  allow  to 
California  Highway  Patrol  DRE  training.  On  July  1  the  funding  will  be  funded  annually. 

Oregon  -  Real  ID  bill  currently  working  its  way  through  the  Legislature.  The  bill  needs  to  be  signed  by  July 
10  which  is  also  the  deadline  for  DHS.  Tom  is  optimistic  they  will  meet  the  deadline.  The  Transportation 
Commission  approved  the  usage  of  a  non-binary  designation  for  the  drivers  license  effective  Julylst. 
Residents  will  have  the  option  to  choose  "X"  meaning  the  individual  identifies  as  something  other  than 
either  sex.  This  may  include  non-gender  or  some  combination  of  both  sexes.  Customers  can  self- 
designate  just  like  height  and  weight). 

Nevada  -  Previous  legislation  allowed  for  driver  authorization  cards  to  be  renewed  at  4  years  and  8  years. 
The  legislation  was  amended  to  only  allow  for  4  years  now  and  is  based  on  the  person's  DOB  and  not  date 
of  issuance.

Summary  of  Changes 

Policy  name  was  changed  from  Vision  Standards  to  Vision  Screening  and  Standards.  Policies 
15.1.1  Vision  Standards  and  15.1.3  Vision  Screening  have  been  combined.  The  Driver  License 
Extension  Letter  was  removed  as  it  is  no  longer  valid.  A  summary  suspension  and  revocation 
shall  only  be  completed  if  the  customer  does  not  meet  vision  standards  based  on  a  Vision 
Examination  Report,  form  #32-4001. 

Purpose 

Guidelines  for  fision  screenitf|  and  the  Division’s  minimum  vision  standards. 

Authority 

Administrative  Revision  effective  November  3,  2016,  A.R.S.  §§  28-3002,  28-3052,  25-3158,  28- 
3172,  28-3173,  |AA.C.  R17-4-503,  and  R17-5-204. 

Definitions 

“Binocular  vision”  means  sight  in  both  eyes. 

“Bioptic  Lens  System  (BLS)”  means  a  bioptic  spectacle-mounted  corrective  lens  that  uses 
magnification  as  the  main  method  of  obtaining  minimal  visual  acuity.  The  BLS  is  prescribed  by 
a  physician  or  optometrist  for  meeting  visual  acuity  requirements  for  driving. 

“Monocular  vision”  means  sight  in  only  one  eye. 

“Visual  acuity”  means  the  depth  and  sharpness  of  the  vision  as  determined  by  a  comparison  with 
the  normal  ability  to  define  certain  letters  at  a  given  distance,  usually  20  ft. 

“Visual  field”  means  field  of  the  vision,  the  ability  to  see  to  the  side  when  looking  straight  ahead. 

Policy 

A.  Prior  to  the  issuance  of  any  class  driver  license  (DL)  and/or  instruction  permit  (IP),  the 
Division  requires  a  vision  screening  in  order  to  determine  whether  an  individual  meets  the 
minimum  vision  standards  for  the  safe  operation  of  a  motor  vehicle. 

B. lj|The  Division’s  Medical  Advisory  Board  shall  set  minimum  vision  standards  for  the  safe 

operation  of  a  vehicle  in  this  state,  including  establishing  specific  vision  restrictions  for 
IPyirswGth  vision  HBMHSil 

C.  The  Division  recognizes  the  distinction  between  vision  screening  and  vision  testing. 

1 .  Vision  testing  is  performed  by  a  licensed  physician  or  optometrist. 

2.  Vision  screening  may  be  performed  by  any  one  of  the  following: 
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a.  A  Customer  Service  Representative  (CSR)  or  Authorized  Third  Party  Processor 
(ATPP). 

b.  A  licensed: 

1)  Physician 

2)  Optometrist 

3)  Ophthalmologist 

D.  The  Division  has  adopted  the  following  vision  standards: 

1 .  For  applicants  with  binocular  vision: 

a.  Visual  acuity  (clarity  of  vision)  must  be  20/40  in  at  least  one  eye. 

b.  Visual  field  (temporal  and  nasal  peripheral  vision)  must  be  70°  or  greater  temporal 
and  35°  or  greater  nasal  in  at  least  one  eye. 

2.  For  applicants  with  monocular  vision: 

a.  Visual  acuity  must  be  20/40  in  at  least  one  eye. 

b.  Visual  field  must  be  70°  or  greater  temporal  and  35°  or  greater  nasal. 

E.  A  customer  with  binocular  vision  and  whose  visual  acuity  is  20/50  or  20/60  shall  be 
restricted  to  driving  only  during  daylight  hours,  see  Driver  License  Operational  Restrictions 
Chart. 

F.  A  vision  screening  shall  not  be  conducted  when  the  customer  uses  a  Bioptic  Telescopic  Lens 
System  (BLS),  see  Section  Q-U  below. 

Vision  Screening 

G.  A  vision  screening  shall  include  an  evaluation  of  the  customer’s  visual  acuity  (clarity  of 
vision)  and  visual  field  (temporal  and  nasal  peripheral  vision). 

1.  Screening  for  visual  acuity  is  accomplished  using  a  vision  screening  instrument  (old 
instrument),  Keystone  View  DVS-V  GT  screening  instrument  (new  instrument)  or  the 
Snellen  wall  chart. 

a.  When  using  the  vision  screening  instrument  (old)  the  customer  may  miss  up  to  two 
characters  per  visual  acuity  line. 

b.  When  using  the  Keystone  View  DVS-V  GT  vision  screening  instrument  (new)  the 
customer  may  miss  one  character  per  visual  acuity  line. 

c.  When  using  the  Snellen  wall  chart,  the  customer  must  be  able  to  correctly  identify  all 
characters  per  visual  acuity  line. 

2.  Screening  for  visual  field  is  accomplished  using  a  vision  screening  instrument  or 
Keystone  View  DVS-V  GT  vision-screening  instrument. 

H.  A  customer  who  uses  corrective  lenses  (eyeglasses  or  contacts  lenses)  while  performing  the 
vision  screening  shall  be  restricted  to  wearing  corrective  lenses  while  driving,  see  15.1.4 
Vision  Restrictions. 
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I.  Unless  waived  under  Section  J,  a  vision  screening  is  required  for  each  customer  who  appears 
in  person  for  any  class  DL  and/or  IP: 

1 .  Original 

2.  Re-examination,  when  required  by  the  Medical  Review  Program  (MRP) 

3.  Renewal  (after  the  age  of  65) 

J.  A  vision  screening  is  waived  when  the  customer: 

1 .  Submits  a  Vision  Examination  Report,  form  #32-4001 

2.  Presents  a  valid  or  expired  for  not  more  than  one  year  Arizona  IP 

3.  Is  granted  a  six-month  DL  extension 

4.  Is  applying  for: 

a.  A  duplicate  license 

b.  An  updated  license 

c.  Reinstatement  after  a  withdrawal  action 

5.  Presents  a  valid  or  expired  for  not  more  than  one  year  license  issued  in  another  state, 
territory  or  possession  of  the  United  States.  Exception:  A  vision  screening  is  required 
when: 

a.  The  customer  is  transferring  their  out-of-state  Commercial  Driver  License  (CDL)  to 

Arizona.  _ 

b.  The  Customer  is  age  65  or  older. 

c.  The  CSR  is  unable  to  recognize  (identify)  the  out-of-state  restriction. 

Note:  A  customer  may  be  required  to  undergo  a  vision  screening  during  any  driver  licensing 
transaction  if  the  CSR,  office  manager,  supervisor,  or  designated  lead  deems  it  necessary. 

K.  When  a  vision  screening  is  conducted,  the  results  must  be  recorded  on  the  Driver 
License/Identification  Card  Application,  form  #40-5122. 

1 .  Visual  acuity  for  each  eye  separately. 

2.  Visual  acuity  for  both  eyes  together. 

3.  Visual  field  for  each  eye  separately. 

4.  Loss  of  sight  in  one  eye  (blind),  when  applicable. 

5.  Restrictions,  when  applicable. 

L.  Customers  who  fail  to  successfully  pass  the  Division’s  vision  screening,  shall  be  provided  a 
Vision  Examination  Report,  form  #32-4001  and/or  a  Driver  License  Additional 
Requirements,  form  #48-7803. 

1.  Advise  the  customer  that  they  must  have  the  Vision  Examination  Report,  form  #32-4001 
completed  by  a  licensed  physician,  optometrist  or  ophthalmologist  showing  they  meet  the 
Division’s  minimum  vision  standards. 

2.  If  the  customer  states  they  forgot  to  bring  their  eyeglasses,  provide  the  customer  with  the 
Additional  Requirements,  form  #48-7803  and  ask  them  to  return  with  their  eyeglasses  to 
successfully  pass  the  Division’s  vision  screening. 
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3.  If  the  customer  returns  with  a  completed  Vision  Examination  Report  and  does  not  meet 
the  Division’s  minimum  vision  standards,  the  CSR  shall  complete  a  summary  suspension 
and  order  of  revocation  action,  see  8.1.4  Medical  Suspensions/Revocations. 


M.  When  the  customer  presents  an  out-of-state  license  that  indicates  a  recognizable  vision 
restriction(s),  the  vision  restriction  is  transferred  to  the  Arizona  License.  When  the  CSR  is 
unable  to  recognize  the  out-of-state  restriction,  a  vision  screening  is  required. 


N.  As  a  courtesy,  the  Division  conducts  vision  screenings  for  out-of-state  drivers  who  require  a 
vision  screening  to  meet  their  own  state’s  licensing  requirements,  a  fee  of  $5  is  collected. 

O.  When  conducting  vision  screenings  for  an  out-of-state  licensee,  the  results  are  recorded  on 
any  one  of  the  following: 


1 .  Out-of-State  Driver  License  Application. 

2.  Out-of-State  Vision  Examination  form. 

3.  Arizona  Driver  License/Identification  Card  Application,  form  #40-5122. 


Bioptic  Lens  System  (BLS) 


P.  A  customer  who  uses  a  BLS  must  submit  a  properly  completed  Vision  Examination  Report, 
form  #32-4001.  The  Vision  Examination  Report  is  required  upon  an  initial  application  for  a 
first  time  Arizona  Class  D,  G  or  M  driver  license  or  instruction  permit  and  on  an  annual  basis 
from  that  date  forward. 

Q.  The  Vision  Examination  Report  may  be  mailed  directly  to  Medical  Review  Program  (MRP) 
or  accepted  at  any  Customer  Service  office  or  Authorized  Third  Party  Provider.  When  the 
Vision  Examination  Report  is  submitted  to  a  Customer  Service  office  or  Authorized  Third 
Party  Provider,  the  CSR  shall  verify  that  the  Vision  Examination  Report  contains  the 
required  information  (as  provided  below)  and  then  immediately  fax  or  forward  the  Vision 
Examination  Report  to  MRP. 

R.  In  addition  to  the  requirements  listed  below,  the  BLS  user’s  Vision  Examination  Report  must 
include  all  of  the  following  statements: 

1 .  The  customer  meets  the  Division’s  minimum  vision  standards. 

2.  The  customer’s  eye  disease  is  not  progressive. 

3.  The  magnification  of  the  BLS  is  not  more  than  4x. 

S.  If  all  requirements  are  met  as  described  in  the  section  above,  it  is  not  necessary  that  the  CSR 
wait  for  a  response  from  MRP  before  continuing  the  licensing  process. 

T.  A  customer  who  uses  a  BLS  is  eligible  for  an  extended  DL,  unless  the  DL  has  a  limited 
expiration  date  because: 

1 .  The  customer  is  an  out-of-state  student  or  who  is  the  spouse  of  an  out-of-state  student. 

2.  The  customer  is  a  family  member  of  any  active  duty  military  personnel  temporarily 
stationed  in  this  state. 

3.  The  customer’s  period  of  authorized  presence  is  for  a  limited  duration. 

4.  The  customer  has  been  given  a  shorter  licensing  period  due  to  medical  restrictions. 
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Vision  Examination  Report,  form  #32-4001 

U.  The  Vision  Examination  Report  may  be  submitted  by  a  customer  who: 

1 .  Prefers  to  have  their  vision  screening  conducted  by  a  physician  or  optometrist. 

2.  Failed  to  meet  vision  screening  standards  (must  be  forwarded  to  MRP). 

3.  Must  satisfy  a  licensing  condition  (e.g.,  customer:  uses  a  BLS,  has  a  medical  condition 
that  affects  their  vision,  etc.)  (must  be  forwarded  to  MRP). 

V.  MRP  will  require  individuals  having  any  of  the  following  eye  conditions  to  submit  a  Vision 
Examination  Report: 

1 .  Diagnosed  Retinitis  Pigmentosa. 

2.  Diagnosed  Diplopia. 

3.  Diagnosed  Impaired  Night  Vision. 

W.  The  Vision  Examination  Report  may  be  submitted  in  person  at  the  time  of  application  or  sent 
directly  to  MRP.  The  Vision  Examination  Report: 

1 .  Must  contain  the  following  information: 

a.  Customer's  signature  (Medical  Information  Release). 

b.  Customer’s  visual  acuity  and  visual  field  results;  must  be  recorded  in  degrees  (°). 

c.  The  physician  information  (name,  signature,  medical  license  number,  and  office 
address). 

2.  Must  contain  the  following  information,  when  applicable: 

a.  Responses  to  the  Bioptic  Telescopic  Lens  System  questions,  must  be  completed  when 
the  customer  uses  a  BLS. 

b.  Diagnosis  of  any  progressively  deteriorating  eye  disease. 

c.  Provide  recommendations  for  the  frequency  of  future  reporting  requirements. 

d.  Provide  recommendations  on  the  person's  ability  to  safely  operate  a  motor  vehicle. 

e.  Suggest  restrictions,  when  applicable. 

X.  The  Examination  date  noted  on  the  Vision  Examination  Report  cannot  be  more  than  90  days 
prior  to  the  date  on  which  the  Vision  Examination  Report  is  submitted. 

Y.  The  acceptance  of  the  Vision  Examination  Report,  in  lieu  of  a  vision  screening,  is 
documented  on  the  Driver  License/Identification  Card  Application  and  is  scanned  into 
OnBase  with  the  application. 

Note:  Any  documentation  that  needs  to  be  forwarded  to  MRP  can  be  done  by  fax  or  scanning 
it  to  the  OnBase  folder  Class  D  Medical  Suspensions  for  MRP  review.

VISION  RESTRICTIONS 


Summary  of  Changes 

This  policy  was  amended  by  removing  the  content  from  Section  E  in  regards  to  vision 
screenings,  and  adding  it  to  Policy  15.1.3,  Vision  Screening.  All  references  to  the  Driver  License 
Extension,  Form  #96-0216  have  been  removed  as  these  letters  are  no  longer  produced. 
Additionally  renumbered  the  entire  policy. 


Purpose 


To  provide  guidelines  for  the  Customer  Service  Representative  (CSR)  to  use  when  determining 
whether  to  apply  or  remove  a  vision  restriction. 


Policy 


A.  Pursuant  to  A.R.S.  §  28-3052,  the  Division’s  Medical  Advisory  Board  shall  set  minimum 
vision  standards  for  the  safe  operation  of  a  vehicle  in  this  state,  including  establishing 
specific  vision  restrictions  for  drivers  with  vision  problems. 

B.  The  Division  utilizes  the  three  following  vision  restrictions: 


1.  “B”  Restriction  -  Corrective  lenses  required,  assigned  to: 

•  A  customer  who  is  required  to  wear  corrective  lenses  (eyeglasses,  contact  lenses,  or  a 
bioptic  telescopic  lens  system)  while  driving. 

•  Lens  implants  are  not  considered  to  be  a  “corrective  lens”. 

2.  “G”  Restriction  -  Only  daylight  hours,  assigned  to: 

a.  A  customer  who  is  diagnosed  with  impaired  night  vision  and  is  restricted  to  driving 
only  during  daylight  hours. 

b.  A  customer  who  is  binocular  (vision  in  both  eyes  together)  and  whose  visual  acuity  is 
20/50  or  20/60,  in  both  eyes  together. 

c.  A  customer  who  submits  a  Vision  Examination  Report,  form  #32-4001,  that  restricts 
the  customer  to  driving  only  during  daylight  hours  (even  though  the  G  restriction  may 
not  be  required  per  the  Division’s  minimum  vision  standards). 

3.  “J”  Restriction  -  Special  restriction(s)  required  by  the  Medical  Review  Program  (MRP) 
(e.g.,  corrective  lenses  required  only  when  driving  at  night,  bioptic  telescopic  lens  system 
required,  etc.) 

C.  The  following  chart  provides  guidelines  for  determining  licensing  restrictions  based  on  the 
customer’s  visual  acuity  (clarity  of  vision)  and  the  Division’s  minimum  vision  standards:

D.  A  customer  who  uses  a  Bioptic  Telescopic  Lens  System  (BLS)  is  restricted  to  a  Class  D,  G  or 
M  driver  license  and/or  instruction  permit. 

E.  MRP  may  require  a  customer  to  add  or  remove  a  vision  restriction.  A  customer  who  fails  to 
comply  with  the  restriction  requirement  will  be  issued  an  Order  of  Summary  Suspension  and 
Order  of  Revocation,  see  Policy  8.1.4  Medical  Suspension/Revocation. 

F.  The  CSR  shall  record  the  appropriate  vision  restriction(s)  on  the: 

•  Driver  License/Identification  Card  Application,  form  #40-5122,  when  applicable 

•  Customer  Record 

•  Driver  license  and/or  permit,  when  applicable 


Removing  a  Vision  Restriction 

G.  Vision  restrictions  may  be  removed  upon  receiving  proof  that  the  restriction  no  longer 
applies.  The  customer  must  apply  for  a  duplicate  license  and/or  permit,  as  applicable. 

1.  To  remove  the  “B”  restriction,  the  customer  must  meet  the  Division’s  minimum  vision 
standards  without  the  use  of  corrective  lenses. 
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2.  To  remove  the  “G”  restriction,  the  customer  must  meet  the  Division’s  minimum  vision 
standards. 

Note:  When  the  Customer  Record  displays  an  MRP  comment  requiring  a  vision  restriction, 
the  CSR  must  contact  MRP  and  obtain  their  approval  prior  to  removing  that  vision 
restriction.

R17-4-503.  Vision  standards 

A.  Definitions. 

1.  “Binocular  vision”  means  the  ability  to  see  in  both  eyes. 

2.  “Bioptic  Telescopic  Lens  System”  means  a  bioptic,  spec¬ 
tacle-mounted  corrective  lens  prescribed  by  a  physician 
or  optometrist  for  meeting  vision  acuity  requirements  for 
driving  that  uses  magnification  as  the  main  method  of 
obtaining  minimal  visual  acuity. 

3.  “Corrected  visual  acuity”  means  distance  vision  corrected 
by  eyeglasses,  contact  lenses,  or  a  bioptic  telescopic  lens 
system. 

4.  “Corrective  lens”  means  eyeglasses,  contact  lenses,  or  a 
bioptic  telescopic  lens  system  used  to  correct  distance 
vision. 

5.  “Diplopia”  means  double  vision. 

6.  “Field  of  vision”  means  the  area  in  which  objects  may  be 
seen  when  the  eye  is  fixed. 

7.  “Impaired  night  vision”  means  below  normal  ability  to 
see  in  reduced  light. 

8.  “Monocular  vision”  means  the  ability  to  see  in  one  eye 

9.  “Optometrist”  means  a  person  licensed  to  practice  optom¬ 
etry  in  any  state,  territory,  or  possession  of  the  United 
States  or  the  Commonwealth  of  Puerto  Rico. 

10.  “Retinitis  pigmentosa”  means  a  chronic  progressive 
inflammation  of  the  retina  with  atrophy  and  pigmentary 
infiltration  of  the  inner  layers  of  the  retina. 

11.  “Snellen  Chart”  means  a  chart  imprinted  with  lines  of 
black  letters  of  decreasing  size  for  testing  visual  acuity. 

12.  “Visual  acuity”  means  the  clarity  of  a  person’s  vision. 

B.  Standard. 

1 .  Visual  acuity.  A  person  shall  have  binocular  or  monocular 
vision  and  visual  acuity  of  20/40  in  at  least  one  eye. 

2.  Field  of  vision.  Field  of  vision  shall  be  70  degrees  tempo¬ 
rally,  and  35  degrees  nasally,  in  at  least  one  eye. 

C.  Restrictions. 

1.  A  person  with  corrected  vision  shall  wear  corrective 
lenses  at  all  times  when  driving  if  the  corrective  lens  is 
required  to  achieve  the  vision  standards  in  subsection  (B). 

2.  The  Division  shall  restrict  a  person  with  diagnosed 
impaired  night  vision  to  daytime  driving  only. 

3.  The  Division  shall  restrict  a  person  with  binocular  vision 
and  corrected  or  uncorrected  visual  acuity  of  20/50  or  20/ 
60,  when  using  both  eyes,  to  daytime  driving  only. 

4.  The  Division  shall  not  license  a  person  with  monocular 
vision  and  visual  acuity  of  20/50  or  greater. 

5.  The  Division  shall  not  license  a  person  with  binocular 
vision  and  visual  acuity  of  20/70  or  greater. 

D.  Screening  process. 

1 .  The  Division,  a  physician,  or  an  optometrist  may  admin¬ 
ister  visual  acuity  and  field  of  vision  screening  through 
the  use  of  visual  screening  equipment  to  determine  if  a 
person’s  visual  acuity  and  field  of  vision  meets  minimum 
standards. 

2.  A  person  may  use  a  bioptic  telescopic  lens  system  during 
vision  screening. 

a.  Beginning  on  the  date  of  a  initial  application  and 
every  year  thereafter,  a  person  using  a  bioptic  tele¬ 
scopic  lens  system  shall  submit  to  the  Division  an 
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annual  exam  performed  by  a  physician  or  optome¬ 
trist  to  ascertain  whether  the  person  has  a  progres¬ 
sive  eye  disease. 

b.  The  Division  shall  not  license  a  person  using  a  biop¬ 
tic  telescopic  lens  system  unless  the  person  submits 
to  the  Division  a  written  statement  from  a  physician 
or  an  optometrist  that  the  individual  meets  the  visual 
acuity  standard  as  prescribed  in  subsection  (B). 

c.  The  Division  shall  not  license  a  person  using  a  biop¬ 
tic  telescopic  lens  system  with  magnification  of  the 
lens  that  is  more  than  4X. 

3.  The  Division  shall  conduct  visual  acuity  screening 
through  the  use  of  visual  screening  equipment  or  the 
Snellen  Chart  to  determine  whether  a  person’s  corrected 
vision  is  20/40  in  at  least  one  eye. 

E.  Reporting  requirements. 

1 .  A  person  choosing  to  have  initial  visual  acuity  and  visual 
field  screening  done  by  a  physician  or  an  optometrist 
shall  submit  the  results  to  the  Division. 

2.  If  the  Division  does  initial  visual  acuity  and  visual  field 
screening  and  the  person  does  not  meet  vision  standards 
of  subsection  (B),  the  Division  shall  require  the  person  to 
submit  the  results  of  the  person’s  visual  acuity  and  vision 
field  screening  by  a  physician  or  an  optometrist.

a.  Undergo  a  medical  examination  as  provided  in  R17-

b.  Submit  the  medical  examination  report  to  the  Divi- 

c.  Undergo  a  follow-up  medical  examination  within 
one  year  after  the  seizure  or  within  a  shorter  time,  as 
recommended  by  a  physician. 

2.  After  each  medical  examination,  the  person  or  the  per¬ 
son’s  physician  shall  submit  the  applicable  medical 
examination  report  to  the  Division. 

3.  The  Division  shall  revoke  a  person’s  driver  license  or 
nonresident  driver  privileges  if  any  medical  examination 
report  shows  the  person  has  a  neurological  disorder  that 
affects  the  person’s  ability  to  operate  a  motor  vehicle 
safely. 

C.  Medical  examination  report.  A  medical  examination  report 
under  this  Section  shall  include  the  following  information: 

1 .  Age  at  onset  of  seizures,  diagnosis,  and  history; 

2.  Aftereffects  of  seizures; 

3.  EEG  findings,  if  any; 

4.  Description,  cause,  frequency,  duration,  and  date  of  most 
recent  seizure; 

5.  Current  medications,  including  dosage,  side  effects,  and 
serum  level;  and 

6.  A  physician’s  medical  opinion  as  to  whether  the  neuro¬ 
logical  disorder  will  affect  the  person’s  ability  to  operate 
a  motor  vehicle  safely.

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We  are  not  stating  that  the  entire  final  rule  is  untenable  and  unnecessary  -  only  the  added  requirements  for  SDLAs.  That 
is  mentioned  later,  but  this  sentence  seems  a  little  too  broad  as  written.  Possibly  we  could  rephrase  something  like 

"AAMVA  submits  the  National  Drug  and  Alcohol  Clearinghouse  final  rule  as  it  pertains  to  SDLAs  is  untenable  and  more 
importantly,  unnecessary 

Regarding  the  A91  change  request  -  should  we  include  AZ  in  the  request  for  formal  opinion,  or  are  we  only  going  to 
discuss  it  among  the  working  groups?  While  on  the  surface  I  agree  that  we  should  return  the  W72  as  an  alternative  (I 
think  you  meant  this,  not  A72  as  mentioned  below),  but  there  may  be  some  other  reason  AZ  has  that  didn't  make  it  to 
our  discussion  that  could  result  in  a  benefit  for  all.

Please  go  through  these  and  let  us  know  if  you 
want  to  add  anything  else.  Tony  will  be  taking  these  concerns  to  the  ACD  and  NDR  working  groups. 


The  initial  consensus  is  the  A91  ACD  code  change  is  specific  to  Arizona's  need  and  that  a  broader  user  base  needs  to  be 
identified  to  justify  the  change  since  there  is  a  direct  impact  on  the  state's  systems  and  the  W72  seems  to  potentially 
accommodate  AZ's  needs. 

An  impact  assessment  on  the  jurisdiction's  systems  should  be  considered  as  part  of  this  CP. 

Could  modifying  A72  be  an  option,  if  so  how  can  it  be  changed  to  accommodate  Arizona's  need. 

A  better  understanding  of  the  issue  is  being  requested  to  understand  the  need  for  making  this  change.

Clearinghouse  Final  Rule;  Docket  No.  FMCSA-2011-0031 

The  American  Association  of  Motor  Vehicle  Administrators  (AAMVA)  requests  the  Federal  Motor  Carrier 
Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  reconsider  its  final  rule  amending  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety 
Regulations  to  establish  requirements  for  the  Commercial  Driver’s  License  Drug  and  Alcohol 
Clearinghouse.  Given  the  current  regulatory  environment  established  by  the  President  through  the 
Executive  Order  entitled,  “Reducing  Regulation  and  Controlling  Regulatory  Costs,”  and  “Enforcing  the 
Regulatory  Reform  Agenda”  the  Administration  has  made  it  clear  that  unnecessary  and  costly  regulations 
should  be  reduced.  Specifically,  Section  1  of  “Enforcing  the  Regulatory  Reform  Agenda”  informs  federal 
agencies  that  “It  is  the  policy  of  the  United  States  to  alleviate  unnecessary  regulatory  burdens  placed  on  the 
American  people.”  This  executive  order  further  establishes  Regulatory  Reform  Task  Forces  that  are 
directed  to  “identify  regulations  that  are  outdated,  unnecessary,  or  ineffective. .  .and  identify  regulations  for 
repeal,  replacement,  or  modification.”  While  Section  32403  of  the  Moving  Ahead  for  Progress  in  the  21st 
Century  (MAP-21)  Act  required  that  “before  renewing  or  issuing  a  commercial  driver’s  license  to  an 
individual,  the  State  shall  request  information  pertaining  to  the  individual  from  the  drug  and  alcohol 
clearinghouse  maintained  under  Section  31306(a),”  the  final  rule  implemented  changes  impacting  State 
Driver’s  License  Agencies  (SDLAs)  without  providing  an  opportunity  to  comment  on  the  effectiveness  of 
these  changes  to  the  final  rule  -  nor  has  FMCSA  instructed  SDLAs  on  any  utility  achieved  in  performing 
such  actions.  AAMVA  opposes  the  implementation  of  this  final  rule  and  formally  requests  reconsideration 
for  the  following  reasons: 

1 .  SDLAs  were  not  provided  with  the  opportunity  to  comment  on  new  mandates  before  they 
were  inserted  into  the  final  rule.  While  AAMVA  and  its  membership  had  long  been  aware  of  the 
provisions  included  in  MAP-21,  the  association  actively  monitored  the  Notice  of  Proposed 
Rulemaking  (NPRM)  related  to  the  Drug  and  Alcohol  Clearinghouse  for  any  impact  on  its 
membership.  No  mention  of  SDLA  obligations  were  included  in  the  NPRM.  SDLA  mandates 
were  only  evidenced  through  publication  of  the  final  rule.  This  regulatory  path  ignored  the  federal 
obligation  to  provide  a  reasonable  notice  and  comment  period  to  address  potential  concerns 
relative  to  the  development  of  federal  regulations.  As  the  final  rule  itself  states,  “This  final  rule 
includes  changes  to  the  CDL  standards  in  part  383  that  were  not  proposed  in  the  NPRM.”  These 
changes  ultimately  affect  every  CDL  transaction  SDLAs  are  obligated  to  conduct  and  has 
tremendous  impacts  on  SDLA  system  capabilities,  cost  associated  with  conducting  transactions, 
and  the  timeliness  of  service  states  are  able  to  provide  for  all  transactons  conducted  by  the 
SDLAs. 

2.  Utility  and  Authority.  While  the  statutory  requirements  of  MAP -21  provided  that  a  state  must 
query  the  National  Drug  and  Alcohol  Clearinghouse  “before  renewing  or  issuing  a  commercial 
driver’s  license  to  an  individual,”  neither  the  regulations  nor  the  statute  identify  what  actions  a 
SDLA  is  expected  to  take  once  that  query  has  been  performed.  Substance  test  failures  recorded  by 
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the  Clearinghouse  do  not  currently  necessitate  any  action  by  state  authorities.  The  rationale  of  the 
Drug  and  Alcohol  Clearinghouse  from  inception  was  to  provide  employers,  not  state  governments, 
with  the  ability  to  make  informed  decisions  regarding  who  to  employ  in  their  services.  It  is  not 
currently  a  crime  to  fail  a  drug  test.  Administering  negative  repercussions  on  a  commercial  license 
where  no  crime  has  been  committed  exposes  the  SDLAs  to  liability  issues  and  compromises  the 
intent  of  the  Clearinghouse.  While  employers  have  the  latitude  to  hire  whom  they  choose,  states 
cannot  be  expected  to  take  action  on  a  license  as  the  result  of  a  query  against  the  Clearinghouse 
even  if  that  process  is  integrated  seamlessly.  AAMVA  questions  the  utility  of  querying  the 
Clearinghouse  when  the  states  lack  the  authority  to  perform  any  administrative  action  on  the 
license  itself.  Further,  the  states  caution  FMCSA  from  further  requiring  SDLAs  to  take  action 
based  on  Clearinghouse  results  -  especially  since  such  actions  could  directly  impact  individual 
livelihood. 

3.  Clarification  of  federal  authority  to  take  administrative  action.  The  SDLAs  administer  the 
federal  commercial  driver’s  license  program  on  behalf  of  the  federal  government.  The  SDLAs  do 
not  want  to  become  the  de  facto  arbiters  of  this  program  based  on  results  from  the  Clearinghouse. 
For  the  reasons  stated  above,  and  due  to  the  fact  that  the  commercial  driver’s  license  program 
must  remain  a  federally-institutionalized  program,  FMCSA  must  be  the  sole  responsible  party  for 
taking  licensing  actions  on  the  driver  and  these  must  be  completely  clarified  through  regulation. 
AAMVA  also  requests  that  FMCSA  carefully  consider  whether  any  associated  federal  actions 
taken  on  a  driver  be  appropriately  documented  as  punitive  or  non-punitive  values  and  what 
associating  these  values  with  an  individual  driver  will  mean  for  licensure.  Finally,  SDLA  ability  to 
take  action  on  state-issued  credentials  is  based  in  state  law.  There  are  important  discrepencies 
with  regard  to  how  these  actions  are  legally  effected.  Any  intrusion  on  current  practice  needs  to 
take  the  federal-state  legal  implications  into  account  and  understand  that  federal  decisions  could 
have  serious  implications  for  standing  state  law. 

4.  Impact  of  Foreign  Drivers.  As  conceptualized,  the  final  rule  would  mainly  impact  the  domestic 
demographic  of  drivers.  The  Clearinghouse  will  record  information  on  those  drivers  who  have 
submitted  to  employer-based  testing  as  a  condition  of  prospective  or  current  employment  practice. 
While  the  Clearinghouse  could  potentially  limit  a  driver’s  employment  prospects  if  they  are  a 
current  or  prospective  CDL  holder,  it  is  unclear  how  or  if  foreign  drivers  would  be  included  in  the 
reporting  and  query  process.  The  final  rule  could  have  the  unintended  consequence  of  allowing 
foreign  drivers  who  have  no  instrument  for  reporting  negative  or  adulterated  test  results  an 
advantage  in  employment  over  those  who  have  been  included  in  the  current  system. 

5.  Cost-Impact  Analysis.  The  final  rule  does  not  accurately  reflect  the  cost  implications  on  the 
SDLAs.  The  cost-impact  analysis  provided  associates  the  annual  burden  hours  for  new-CDL  and 
CDL-renewal  queries  with  SDLAs  as  zero  hours.  Under  the  NPRM,  the  annual  burden  on  SDLAs 
would  likely  have  been  zero  hours,  but  with  each  SDLA  commercial  transaction  now  requiring  a 
Clearinghouse  query  and  associated  interpretation,  there  will  certainly  be  an  impact  in 
administrative  burden  to  the  SDLAs.  Further,  the  analysis  does  not  take  into  account  the  costs  of 
testing  and  integration  of  the  new  query  capabilities  into  each  state’s  driver’s  licensing  system. 
Modification  to  SDLA  systems  is  complex  and  can  be  hugely  impactful  to  SDLA  operations  as  a 
whole.  Not  only  will  there  be  costs  associated  with  standing  up  the  Clearinghouse  query 
capabilities,  but  there  will  also  be  associative  costs  related  to  operations  and  maintenance  of  the 
system  and  its  integration  with  any  future  state  modernization  efforts. 

6.  Privacy  and  Data  Controls.  The  final  rule  does  not  sufficiently  address  what  specific  information 
the  SDLAs  will  be  interacting  with  and  using,  including  what  information  residing  on  the 
Clearinghouse  indicates  that  someone  is  not  “qualified”  to  operate  a  commercial  motor  vehicle. 
Further,  the  final  rule  does  not  sufficiently  address  how  information  queried  should  be  used  by  and 
shared  with  SDLAs.  For  consideration,  is  the  data  included  and  exchanged  through  the 
clearinghouse  to  be  considered  “medical  information”  and  accorded  the  appropriate  privacy 
protocols?  FMCSA  also  has  not  clearly  provided  identification  of  system  access  controls,  data 
access  controls,  and  whether  there  is  a  need  to  compartmentalize  and  pacel  certain  information 
dependent  on  levels  of  authorization  for  access  to  the  system.  Prospective  and  current  employers 
and  MROs  may  have  a  very  different  expectation  of  system  integrity  and  access  than  government 
agencies  holding  a  responsibility  for  protection  of  data  exchanges  and  records.  Expanded  access 
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often  results  in  a  need  for  expanded  controls  to  ensure  record  data  is  not  exposed  further  through 
use  and  exchange  of  data. 

7.  Notification.  SDLAs  have  expressed  concern  regarding  notification  of  a  negative  or  adulterated 
test.  While  the  testing  information  will  be  placed  on  the  clearinghouse,  actual  notification  of  a 
driver  at  the  time  of  licensure  is  not  only  problematic,  but  in  some  instances,  sharing  this  type  of 
information  in  a  public  setting  could  prove  unsafe,  unwise  in  protecting  confidential  information, 
and  ultimately  contribute  to  animosity  between  customers  and  administrators.  SDLAs  have  also 
expressed  serious  concern  about  public  outreach  efforts  by  FMCSA  to  date,  and  whether  expanded 
efforts  have  been  considered  to  ensure  the  faculty  of  any  proposed  system. 

8.  Correction  of  Erroneous  Data.  Individuals  often  have  to  wait  their  turn  in  order  to  have  their 
licensing  transaction  take  place.  Applicants  who  have  erroneous  information  as  a  part  of  their 
clearinghouse  record  may  not  know  this  until  they  have  appeared  at  the  SDLA,  are  informed  by 
the  SDLA  front-line  staff,  and  are  uninformed  in  how  to  handle  necessary  corrections.  Given  that 
clearinghouse  data  may  not  be  able  to  be  corrected  instantanesouly,  it  is  important  to  consider  how 
and  in  what  capacity  rectifying  any  erroneous  information  may  take  place.  Correction  of  this  data 
will  almost  certainly  be  beyond  the  capabilities  of  the  SDLAs,  yet  they  will  have  the  public 
expectation  to  be  able  to  immediately  remedy  and  correct  any  data  issues  resulting  from 
clearinghouse  errors.  Data  errors  also  require  applicants  to  repeatedly  return  to  SDLAs  in  person, 
thereby  adversely  affecting  business  processing  and  wait  times. 

Given  the  cited  concerns,  the  current  regulatory  environment  as  demonstrated  by  the  current 
Administration,  and  the  ambiguous  utility  of  querying  a  system  with  no  expected  outcome,  AAMVA 
requests  FMCSA  reconsider  the  involvement  of  the  SDLAs  in  the  National  Drug  and  Alcohol 
Clearinghouse  final  rule.  AAMVA  recognizes  that  the  development  and  deployment  of  a  National  Drug 
and  Alcohol  Clearinghouse  provides  employers  with  the  basis  for  making  sound  determinations  on  the 
fitness  of  their  employees.  49  CFR  40.23(a)  states  that  it  is  the  employer's  responsibility  to  immediately 
remove  the  employee  from  performing  safety-sensitive  functions  upon  receiving  the  initial  report  of  the 
verified  positive  test  result.  The  authority  for  taking  action  based  on  clearinghouse  records  should  remain 
solely  with  the  employer.  This  final  rule  unnecessarily  involves  the  SDLAs  in  a  system  that  provides  no 
legal  basis  for  SDLAs  to  take  action.  AAMVA  requests  SDLAs  be  removed  from  the  process  as  described 
in  the  final  rule.

1.0  INTRODUCTION
